AS tbe Winter bad been very unprofpefous, and 
uofucoersful to the King, in the diminution and 
lofs of thole Forces, upon which he chiefly de* 
pended to fuftain the power of the Enemy the 
yeir enfuing ; fo tbe Spring entered with no beCr 
ter preTage. When bow Armies had enter'd into their Wiii-> 
cer Quarters, to refreih thenifelves after (b much fatigue, the 
great prepar^t;ion that was made at LofuloM^ and the &me of. 
fending S' IfHum fFaOer into tbe Weft, put the King upon 
the reiolution of having fuch a Body in his way, as might 
give Mm incerrupcton , without Prince Maurices being di- 
fturb'd in bis Siege of Phm&Mtb-j which was noc tlxHight to. 
be able to malte long rehiHnce. To this purppfe the Lord 
Hifi0m was appointed to Command an Army apart, to be. 
levied out ot the Garrifon of BriS^iy and thoie Weftem 
Coiiottei adjacent newly reduced ; where his Reputation and 
Intereft was very great s Mid by it he had in a ibort time 
Vol: II. Pan >. Hh raifed 
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rtifed a pretty Body crf'Foot ind Hor^ ; to which reoeiviog 
an Addition of two very eood Regiments ( though not many 
in Number ) out of Mtmfierj under the Command of S^ C&trbs 
yitoafiur, TJid Srjclm Pawlety and a good Troop of Horfe 
under the Command of Captain BrUgeSy all whicn had been' 
tranfperted, according to tormer Orders^ out of Irelaml to 
Bfifioly fince the Cewition^ that Lord advanced to SaUstwj, 
and (bonty after to fFmcbefier; whither SfJ^^lm Bnklty 
broi^ht him two Rcgtmeats moref of Foot, railed by him 
in Devciijhiri ; fo that he had in all, at leaft, thrde thoafand 
Foot, and about fifteen hundred Horfe';^ which, in fo good a 
Poft as Wnebefter was, would in a (hort time have grown to 
a oonfiderable Army \ and was at prefent ftrong enough to 
have ftopped, or attended WsUer in his Weftem EzpecHtion ; 
nor did He expeft to have found fuch an obftruAion in bis 
way. And therefore, when he was upon his March, and was 
inform'd of the L.ord IBftam's being at Ifbtchefter with fucH 
ft ftrength, he retir'd to Fambsm j and Quarter'd there, till 
he gave his Mailers an Account that he wanted other Sop- 
plies. 

I T was a general mbfortune, and mifcomputation of that 
time, that the Pany, in all places, that wilh'd well to the 
King ( which confifted of moft of the Gentry in moft Coun- 
ties ; and for the nrefent weire aw'd. and kept under by the 
Militia; and the Uomroittees of Parliament ) had fo good itk 
opinion of their own Reputation and Incerefh that they be- 
lievM they were able, upon the Affiftance of few Troops, to 
fupprels their Neighbours who were of the other Party, and 
who, upon the advantag;e of the power they wefepoflefs'd of. 
exercif'ed their Authority over them with great rigour, and 
infolence. And lb the Lord ¥bpt9n was no fooner pouefled 
of Whuhefier^ where S' WiliMm Ogle had likewife feiled upon 
theCaftleforthe King, and put it into a tenable condition, 
than the Gentlemen of Su£ix , and of the adjacent parts of 
fUm^itty feht privately to him, '^ that if he would advance 
^ into Their Country, they would undertake, in a (hort time, 
^^ to make great Leiries of Meiifor the recruit of his Army ; 
^ and likewife to poflefs themfelves of fuch places as tney 
*' (bould be well able to defend; and thereby keep that part 
^ of the Country in the King's Obedience. 

Sr Edward Ford, a Gentleman of a good Family, and fair 
Fortune in SttfiXy had then a Regiment of Horfe in the 
Lord Hfffton's Troops, and the King had made him High 
Sheriff of 5lv^x that year, to the end that, if there were oo 
cafion, he might the better make imprcflionupon that Coun* 
ty . He had with him, in his Regiment, many of the Gen« 
tiemen of that County of good Qualicy : And they all bdoughc 
4 the 
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ttk Lord H0tf^ ^ that he would, fince ffiHih wd$ not like 
^ to advance, at leaft fend Ibme Troops into th<^^ P^f , to 
*'give a little Couptenance to the Levies they fbould: t^ ^eU 
'* aWe to fflake ; aUiiriDghim, ** that chey would* in th^ firfb 
*'plaoe, feife upon jtrymbl-CafHe'y which, ftandmgnear tho 
<*Sea, would yitid great advantage to the King's Service, 
'Hndkeep that rich Comer of the Country at his Majefty> 
^t>efodon. T^fe, and 'many other fpecious undertakiogs^. 
difpofed theLord HepfOMj who had an extraordinary appetite 
to engage fFsBer in a Battle, upon old accounts, to with him- 
ielf ac Liberty to ceihply with thole Gentlenien's defires : of 
all which, he gave ftch aii Account to the King, as made it 

ypear, that he liked the de^, and thought it pradticable^ 
he had an addition of a Reginnent or two of Foot, undef 
good Officers ; for thdt Qbarter of Suffix, which he tncijit 
tovifit, was a faft and incloied Country, and ArundtlC^Sie 
had aGarrifoh in it, though not nucoerous, or well provided, 
as being without apprehtofion of an Enemy. 

It was a^t arsftmis^ and the King had iio farther de- 
fign for the Winter, than tp keep Wmr from Vi6ting and 
ditturbing the ^Weft, ^pd to recruit his Army to fuch a de-- 
grec as to be able to take the Field early ; whicn he knew the 
Rebels refolv'd to do,: yet the good roft the;L9rd Hsftom 
was already pofleis'd Of at tPimcBeJhr, and the(e pofitive un- 
dertakings from SuJJix^ wiioughtup6n many to; think; that 
this opportunity mould not be loft. The. King had likewife 
great Affiirance qf the general good Afie&ions of the County 
of Kenf 'y infomuch as the People had with. di£BcuIty been re«' 
ftrain'd trom making (bme attempt, upon the confidence of 
their ownflrength j and if there could be now fuch afounda-. 
tion laid, that there might be a oonjunftion between that ahd 
Smfftx^ it might produce an Aflbciation little inferior to that 
of the Southern Counties under the Earl of Mmcbeffer; 2nd. 
mighty by the Spring, be an occafion of that diftrs&ion to 
. the Parliament, that they Oiould nbt well know to what part 
CO difpofe their Armies ; and the King might apply his owd 
ro that part , and purpofe, as Ihould feem molt rdUbnable 
to him. 

These, and other reafens pevatltng, the King gave the 
Lord HpfUn order to profecute nis de(ksuppn Stfffix^ in fucb 
manner as he thought fit ; provided, that h^ was well ailuredy, 
that IPftflrr fliould not ti6ake advantage, npon that Enterprife J 
to find the* w^y open to htm to march into the Weft. Ancf 
that he might be the better able to jproletut6 the one, and to^ 
provide for the other, S' Jacoi A/fby was Ukewiie (ent to him( 
from RfMb^y With athoufand commanded Men of chat Gar-<^ 
rifbn, fMf^f&d, and Oxfird; whidifupply no fooner ar/. 
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nv'd jit ff^ebefitr, but the Lord H^o» refblv'd to vific ifiii- 
wr's Quaiten, if it Were pafliblc to engage him j however 
dtic'he; might judge bythcpoflurc he was in, whether he 
were like to purfue bis purpole for the Weft. IfiSer Wai 
thcti Quurter'd at Fdrwbam, and the Villages adjacent, from 
whenceBe drew out his Men, and faced the Enemy, a) if he 
Intended to Fight, bu^ after'fome light Skinnitbcs for a day 
ern ' '.he always receiv'd lofs, be retired himfelf 

iftto •i FamhMm, a place of fome flrecgch } and 

drev into the Town ; and within three or four 

d^yj If to hendomj more efie&ally to folticJteRe- 

cmii etten had been able to do. 

y* ord Heftax faw that he could attempt n* 

ftjther upon thofe Troops, and was fully affured that S' W5/- 
mm Wp^r was himfelf gone to hmieuy he concluded, that 
it was agood time to comply with the imponunity of the 
Centletnen otSa£ex ; and march'd thither, with fucb a Body 
ef Horle and Foot, as he thought competent for the Service. 
Tjic exceeding hard FioH made bis match more eafy through 
thofe decpdirty ways, than better Weather would have done; 
aAd be came to Anindtl before there was any imagination 
that be had that place in his profped. The place in it's 
Situation was ftrong; and though the FortiGcaiioas were not 
regular, but of the oldfaQiion, yet the Walls were good, and 
theGtaffbroad, anddccpj and though thcGarrifon was not 
numerous enough to have defended all ihe large circuit a^inft 
a powerful Army, yet U was fltong enough, in all rcfpe^, 
to have defied any ruadainAflaulti and might, without putting 
themfclves to much trouble, have been very fecure a^inn 
the Attemptsof thofe without. But the Provifionsof ViSual, 
or Ammunition, wis not fufficieot to have endured any long 
Siege ; an,d ibe 0£Bcer who Cummanded, had not been ao 
cuuom'd to the profpeft of an Enemy. So upon an eafy and 
I ho rt Summons, that thrcaten'dhis obllinacy with a very ri- 

f;orous chalHfemcnt. if he fliould defer the giving it up ; ci±cr 
rom [he c%d of his own fear, and want oi Courage, or 
'*?*^" from the good tndmations of fome of the Soldiers, the C^le 
tn^i M was Surrender'd the third day ; and appear'd to be a place 
tb> frd wonh the keeping, and capable^ in a fliort time, to be made 
UapMB 1 fccure againft a good Army. 

Til£ Lord Heftan, after he had flayed there five or fix 
days, and caufcd Provisions of all kinds to be brought in, com- 
mitted the Command and Government thereof to Sr Edmard 
Ford. High Sheriff of theCounty, with aGarrifon of above 
two hundred Men i bcHdes many good Officers j whodcfir- 
ed, or were very willing, to (lay were ; as a place ver? ia- 
vourable for the inalUng Leviei of Men, whicb they all in- 
.4. tended' 
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tended. And, it may be, the more rdnato'd chdre, dut if At 
wearineft and fatigue of their late marches^ and that they 
might ii;)end the remainderof the Winter with bpcteir Acbsm-i 
iDMatlon. 

The News of Sr JfSiam VFi^'t return to Famham witd 
ftrong recruits of Horie and Foot, made it necedary to the 
Lord Hofi&mj to leave ArviUtl Caftle before \^ had put % 
into the good pofture he intended. And, without well con- 
fidering the mixture of the Men he left there^ wheteof manj 
were c? Natures not eafy to be ^vem'd, nor like to conform 
themfelves to fach ftria Rules as the condition of the place 
required, or to ufe that indnftry, as the exigence, they wen? 
like to be in, tnade nec^flary, the -principal thing he recomr 
mended and enjoyn'd to them was, -^^ in tne firft place, iettitM| 
'^ all other things afide, to draw in ftore of Provlfion^ of au 
^' kinds, both for the Numbers they were already, iifid for 
^ fuch as would probably in a ihort time be added to tliem : 
all which from tne great plenty that Country theti aibdunded 
in, was very eafy to have been done. And if it had beed 
dooe^ that place would have remain'd kmg ftich a Thorn ii) 
the fide of tne Parliament, as would have renderM it very un-^ 
eafy to them, at leaft have tmerrupted the current of ibeir 
profperity. 

W aller's Journey to lAtidm anfwer'd his expiSatibn ; 
and his Prefence had an extraordinary operation, to procure 
any thing dcfired. He repdrted the Lord tbftnlt Forces 
to be much greater than they were, that his own might ^ 
made proportionable to encounter diem. And th^ quick pixv 
srefs tnat Lord had made in ^tf^, and his tdkit^ Arumlet 
Caftle, made them thought to be greater than'-He felted 
them to be. His fo eafiiy pofleffing -himlelf isf apkce of (fiae 
ftrength, which thev fuppcxed to have been impf^iiabll?, and 
in a County where tne King had before no Gxm^i^'^iiicji'^d 
all their Teabufies and Apprehetiflons of the fSBSSBQiish qt 
K^ffty and all other places ; and looked like a Land-Qbod^that 
might roll they knew not how far : fo that there needed no 
importunate ^lliciration to provioe a remedy againft tbi9 
growing evil. The ordinary method they had nfed for jfer 
cruidng their Armies by Levies of Volumiers, and perfwad*' 
ing the Apprentices of the City to become Soldiers, upon the; 
Privilege they gave them for their Freedom* for the dme they 
Fought for them, as if they had remained in their Matter t 
Service, was now too dull and laxy an expedient to refift this 
Torrent ; they therefore refort to their inexhauftible Maga- 
zine of Men, their devored City, to whofe Afledions the 
Perfon of S' JPSlumWkller vria moft acceptable;, and per* 
fwaded diem immediately to caufe two of their ftrongeft Re- 
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*' gifpeott of Aiudliaries, tqinitrcfaout of the LinetoFifrw&M; 
3irkieh tbey con&accd tp. Then ihey appoioced che Earl of 

fpM CO give His Ofders to S^ tfWum Bsifottr^ with one chou- 
nd or tht Horfe of his Army, likewife co obferve WsB€9^% 
ComauuKb; who, withtbte grett addition of Forces, made 
haft .to his other Troops at Vi^sm \ where he fcarce refted, 
but after be had informed himfelf how che Lord Hfgfms 
7roop$ lay Quarter'd, at too great a di(laoce from each other, 
ic marched, according to his cu^om^a thoCe occafion^ fas 
Pfi^tiag up of Quarters was bis Mafter-piecc ) all tHe Night : 
$Mf by the br^ of day, i^ncompa&'d ^ great Village called 
I^ifiv, where a Troop o^ two of Horfe, and a Regiment of 
Foot of the King's lay in too much fecurity. However, the 
Horfe: took the Al^rm quickly, and for the moftpart, made 
kheir efcape to Wmchefitr^ the head Quarter^ whither the 
lxycAHfift0» was recurn'd but the Night before from AnminL 
Coloael BbUs^ who Commanded his own Regimenc of Foot 
there, oonfifting of about five hundred Men, which had been 
drawn out of the Garrifon of Wallmffrrdy when he found 
himfelf enoompafsM by the Enemies Army of Horie and Fpot, 
law he oould not defend ^^oifelf, or make other reliftance 
tj^ by retir|Ag;wich his M(^. ioco the Church, which he hoped 
to maintain for fo many hours^ that relief might be ient to 
him; but he had not time to Barricadoe the doors ^ fo that the 
Enemy enter'd almoft aflbon; and after alhort rcfiftanoe, in 
fvbich maoiy were killed, the Soldiers, ove^power'd, threw 
down nh^ir Armes, and asked Quarter \ which was likewife 
ooer'd to the Colonel j wborcfi^reS it, and valiantly defended 
himfelf till with th^ d^th of two or three of the Aflailamsy 
pe was kiJi^ in ;he place j his£nemies giving hiq) ^ttili- 
inonv of gfi^t Courage and Reiblution. ^ * 

y/ A L L E R knew well the impreffion the lofs of this very 
good Regiment wouU make up^n the Lord HoutmtB Forces, 
tnd^that tlie report which the Troops of Hork which had 
tfcapeci, would make, would add notbine of Courage to their 
£elJoi)ra; fb.tbat there was no probability that they would 
ipake haft t9 advanq;^ and tberttore, with great celerity, the 
hard Frpft eontiiuiiog, he marched with all his Army to Armh- 
4t/CaStiCy where' 1^ fpunf] that Garrifon as onprovide3 as 
he could with, for |nftqad of encrea^og the Maga2^nf of 
ViAual by Supplies from the Country, thsy had! fpent nmipli 
9fjhat Store which the Lord H^tw had provided. The Go-p 
veidour was aManof Honefty and Courage, but unacquaint- 
ed with that Affiir. having no other experience in War, than 
yhat he had karn d fince tbefe Troubles. The Officers were 
m^y without Command, amongft whom one Colonel Bmm^ 
p¥4y ao Jr^man, though he called himfelf Bgmfyld^ was 
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/Qpe; wfaoy being ft Man (tf wicaod para, applied all hisfaoil* 
ties CO ioaprove chcFaftion^towhidi cbey were all naniraU]f 
inclined^ with a hope to in^e himfelf Goveraoiir. In this dir 
ttrz&ionJKiBfr foMD^ tt^Hni and by (bme of th^ Soldiers nm* 
ning out to him, he j^owd means again to fend in to them ; 
by which h^ fo enaea^d th^ir Fa^ion, and AniiDofity againft 
one another, that, after he had kept tt^m waking, with con* 
tinual Alarms, three or four days, near half the Men being 
£ck, and unable to do duty, ratl^r than thev would truft 
each other longer, they gave the ^laoe and Themfelyea up, 
asPrilbners of War upon Quarter^ the Place being able to/iirr#t4%9 
have defended it felf againft all that power, for a mudh Umger^^^^^* 
time. Here the Learned and Eminent M' CbiBk^vmtb was ^^^^^ 
taken Prifooer^ who, out of kindneis and reTpeft to the Lord 
Hmm, had accpmpanied him in that march ^ and, being in- 
difpoied by the tierrible coldneis of th^ Seafon, chofe to re- 
pole bimTclf in that Garrifon, till the Weather fliouid mend. 
Aflbon as his Perion was laiown, which would have drawn 
Reverence from ^ny noble Enemy, the Clergy that aaended 
that Army« profecuted him with all the inhumanity imagin- 
able; (b tnac, by their Barbarous ufage, he died within flew 
days ; to the grief of all that knew him, and of many who 
knew him not but by his Book, and the Reputation be had 
with Learned Men. 

The Lord Hapfom fuftain'd the lofi of that Regiment with 
extraordinary trouble of mind, and as a wound that would 
bleed inward; and therefore was the more inflamed with de- 
fire of a Battle with WaBer^ to make ^ven all Aooounts ; and 
made what haft he could, upon the firft Advertifement, to 
have redeemed that Misfortune; and hoped to have come 
time enough to Relieve AnmJel Caftle; which he never fiif** 

Eedted would fo tamely have given themfelvet up : But chat 
ope quickly vanilb'd, upon the undoubted Intelligence of 
that Surrender, and the News that JfoDmr was retum'd with 
a foil Refolution to profecute his defign upon the Weft: to 
which, befides the encouragement of his two late Suooeflesj 
with which hf was marvellouOy elated, he was in fame dcr 
grce necdEtated, out of apprehenfion that the Horie which 
belonged to the Earl of ijfix^ Army, might be Ibeedily rer 
called ; and the time would be quickly expired, cnat he. had 
promiied the Auxiliary Regiments of Jjmdm to difinift 
them. 

Up OH the News the King received of the great fupply 
the Parliament had fo fuddainly fent to Waller ^ both from the 
Earl of mfex his Army, and nrom the City, he thought it 
ncceflary to fend fuch an addition of Feot as he could drs^^ 
out ofOxfird^ and the Neighbour Garrifons. And the Earl

'< ^ olSriwHirJy General of the Army, who had a &ft Friend*^ 
ftap with che Lord Hfft^my expreffing a good inclination to 
niake htm a vifit, rather than to fit ftiil in his Winter Quar- 
ters, his Majefty was very wilhng he (hould, and chcruHed 
chat difpoficion, being defirous that fo great an Officer might 
be frtBeot in an Army, upon which to much of hi5 hopes 
depended; and which did not abound with Officers of great 
Experience So the General, with fijch Vofuntiers as were 
ready to accompany him, went to f^McMfer ; where he found 
the Lord Hfpt^ in trouble for the low of the I^egiment of 
Foot at jik&mj and with the -uilexpeSed aflurance of the giving 
up of Aftmdi/Ctttlt. He was eitceedit^ ly revivM with the 
^fimce of the General, and defired to receive his Orders, 
and that he would take upon him the abfolute Command of 
the Troops ; which he as pofitiveiy refufed to do y only of^ 
fer'd to keep him Company in all Expeditions, and to give 
Mm the beft Affiftanoe he was able ; which the Lprd H^ptm 
was oompeU'd to be contented with ^ nor could there be a 
{greater union and confent between two Friends : The Ge- 
neral being ready to give his Advice upon all particulars j 
and the other doing nothing without communication Vitb 
hkn, and then conforming to his opinion, and giving Orders 
accordingly. 

' Ass o ON as they were informed that VKJler had drawn all 
his Troops together about FMmh4mj and meant to march 
towarda them, they chearfiiUy embraced the pocaiion, and 
went to meet him ; and about jilnffrrd, near the midway 
t)etween If^mbefiir and l^amham^ they came to knpw how 
ipibar they were to each other; and, being in View, chofe the 
^iround upon which they meant the Battle (hould be Fought ; 
jofwhkh l#SUbr, being firft there, got the advantage for the 
drawing up his Horfe. The King's Army confifted of about 
five thottfand Foot, and three thoufitnd Horfe; znAWaStr 
wSeh Sv ^IPHBiiMi Ba^our^ exceeded in Horfe ; but (hey were 
opbn the m'toer equal in Foot ; with this only advantage, that 
both his Horfe and Foot were, as they were always,^ much 
better Atm^i^ no Man wanting any Weapon Oficnfive, or 
Defenfi^ that was proper for him ; and S^ Artlmr lia{hri£% 
Regtnoent of Coiraffiers, callM the lAiHws^ were fo forifai- 
dal^, tM ^the Kmg's naked and unarmed Troops, among 
whidi fe>)V* were better arm -d than with Swords, could not 
^0^^^t>e*f tbiir impreffion. 

^irfffor<i;: ^" The King's Horfe never behaved themfelvesfeill, as that 
whtTt Sr w. day. ror the main Body of them, after they h^d liiftained 
Waller ^<«i one fierce Charge, wheeled about to an unreafonable diftance ^ 
ZiT^tU ^'^^ ^^ ^^' principal Officers to flrift for tbcmfelves. The 
ifuopioti. Foot behaved thcmfehres very gallantly, and had not only the 
- ... **: * ' • ■ * - bctttfr 
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t^cr of the ocber Foot,, but, bore two or thfce Cbargei from 
the Horfe with DQcable Courage, and without being bfokeo; 
whilft thore Horfe which fiood upon the Field, and Oiould 
hare aflif^ed them, could be perfwaded but to ftaad. When 
the Evening drew near, for the approach whereof ndcber 
Pam waa forry, tl^e Lord Hf^mi^ thought it nece(&ry to leave 
the Field ; and drawing off his Men, and carrying with hira 
inany of the wounded, he retired with all his Cannon and Am* 
monition, whejreof he loft none, that Night to Me^ulmg : the 
Enemy being fi> fcatter'd, that the^ had no mind to purfue ; 
only imZfrhldirelf made haft to^mi^hr, wherebe thought, 
upon this Succefi, to have been, immediately admitted into 
that Cifile i whidi was his own Inheritance. But he foood 
that !o(} well deifended ; and Ibretum'd with takiog revengie 
upon the City, by plundering it with all the Infolence and Ra« 
pine imaginable. 

Ther£ could not thenbie any other eftimatiB SHuie of the 
lofi Widler fiiftain'd, than by the no( purfuing the vifible ad- 
vantage he had, and by the utter cefuiai of the Auxiliary Re* 
gimenb q( Lmuhm and Km/, to inarch farther ^ who, within 
three or four days, left hioi; and retum'd to their Habita- 
tions } with great Lamentation of their Friends who w<9re mif- 
fing. On the King's fide, befides CommoD Men« and maof 
food Ofiicers; there fell that day tlie Lord jFfiw ^wmf^ 
Irother to t||ie uuke of RichmmJ^ and General of the Horfe 
of that Army ; ^d S^J^bm SmfOj Brother to the Lord Or- 
^hfgtomy and Cdmmii&ry General of the Horle. They were 
both brought off the Field by the. few Horfe that ftay vi with 
them, and did their duty ^ carried to Rtadmg'y and the next 
day to Atitif^kf^ that thev mi^ he nearer to the Afliftamse 
of the beft remedies by Phy&rians and Surgeons. But they 
liv'dbnly to the fecxuid dreffing of their weunds ^ which wore 
very many upon both of them. 

The former was a young Man of extraordinary hope, lit- 
tle more than one and twenty years of Age ; who being of a 
Hiore diolerick and rough Nature, than the other Brandies of 
that lUiiftrious and PriiKsly Famdy, was not deli^^ted with

could not but be very generaOjlamented. The other, S' jMf 
Smkb^ had bedi trained up nbm his Youth in the War of 
Flsmders ; being of an Ancient Roman Catholkk Family ; and 
had long the Reputation of oneof the beft Offioexs of Horfe. 
A0boD as the firft Troubles appeared in 9(9flmHL be Mook 
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hlmfelf tt the Service of fait own Prince: and from dx be- 
rlnniiig of the War to his own end, peribrDa'd mai^y fignal 
Afiimu of Courage. The deiih of tneJe two eroiacnt pf- 
fit*!"- made the Naata of many who perifb'd that day ^the kCi 
Bd inro and tnention'd. 

I s BttiM was Fought the iotl> day of Hani : which 
very doleful enrring into the b»inning of the year 
and broke all tbemeafum, anti alterd [he whoio fcheroc 
King*! Counlelt : For whereas before, he hoped to have 
i the Field early, and to have aiSed an Offcpfive partj^jf- 
w difcem'd , he win whqieiy to be upon f pe Dcftn-'' 
and that wa) like to be a very hard' part too. For be 
, within very few days after, chat he was not only de- 
of tbe Men he had loft at Airtsfvrij but that he was 
exped any recruit of his Army by a conjum^tion wtdi 
■,^ftrt\ who, he bclicv'd, would hare return'd in 
after hi« great Succeft at Ntviark^ with a flr^tW Bod7 
f Hotfe and Foot, from Sbr»^irt,d>^hiTi, andNorth 
: ail which hopet were foon blaued ; for the Prince 
arce pot the Garrifon of Nevimrk in order, and provided 
ndure another Attack, which they might have ireafoo- 
zpetied upon htsHtghnefs^ deparmit [though indeed 
waepftbe defeat he had given that Party, and the rage 
[ the Officers, and Soldiers, when thev faw by what a 
iIof~Men they had been terriSed, and fubducd, broke 
Bblv'd f bat whole Body within few days) when he was - 
"'/ preft'd from the Earl of i*w*y> to cptne imp Lni' 
3 relieve him, who' was already Befieged in his own 
^^/2/ ^■^"'B Houfe at iMbmm, by a great Body, with whom he 
^ »' * wa« not able to contend. And to difpofe the Prince the more 
willingly to undertake hit relief, the Earl made arppic pro- 
railc*; *^that within To minv days after the Siege fltould be 
"railed, with any defi;at to tne Enemy, be would advance hia 
*• Highnels's Levies with two thoufand Men, and fupplv him 
" \rfih a confiderable Sum of Money. And the Earl had like- 
wife, by an Erprefii, made the fame inflance to the King at 
Ok^^; from whence his Majefty fent his Permiffion, and 
Approbatkm to ihc Prince, before his departure from Wmu- 
srk-j hoping ftili that bis Highnefs would f>e able todifpatch 
thatSerrfce itt I^ntt^birt, and with the more notable recruits 
of M«n in thofe parts, E>e able to remm to OxfyrJ by the time 
tbaC 'fc'Wonld be nece(&ry for hit Majefty to take the Field. 
BocwifKina fhprt time, he was dtfappointed of that expe^a- 
tioD; Ibr before the Prince could finifh his Expedition into ' 
Zjm^fbir* f which he dkl with wonderful Gallantry; raifcd 
tiie Siege mlMimm with a great executicm upon the &icmy j 
aad toMt two or tluvc oifthnr Gtrrifinu obftioxtely defended :

$iid thetefixe with the greater Staughtec) jtheMarquU of Nti^ • 
O^h wa3 compell'd to retire, wuh his .whole Army, within . 
the Walla of Tark, He had teea well abile.to have defended 
himfelf againft the nuoxsrogs Army of the .Se^Sy and would 
have been glad to have been engaged with them, but he found 
he had a worfe Etiemy to deal with,* as will appear. 

From the time that the Ruling Party of the Parlian^tTW^/Mtj* 
dKbern'd that their General, the Earlof J^x, would iieyei:'''|;'"/^'*^ 
fcrve their turn, or comply with all their.dcfircs, they refolv'd ?:^y^^ 
to have another Army ajKirt, that (hould be more at their de*. ^^ Esrt ^ 
yotion; in the fcffming whereof, they would be fore todioofeManchep 
fuch Officers, as would probably not only obTerve their Or-. ^• 
ders, but have the fame indinatioos with them. Their pie-r 
tence was, '^ that there were fo many difaflfeded Perfons oi the 
^ Nobility, and Principal Gentry, in the Counties of Nnftlk 
f < and Suffplk^ that, if great care was not taken to prevent itj 
^ there might a Body ftart up there for the King ; which, upon 
''the fuccels of the Marquis of ABfw-Os/i/r, whofe Armes 
^ then reached into LnMtlmJbir^^ might grow very formi- 
'' dabie. For prevention whereof, they had formed an A0b* 
elation between Bfihi ( a County, upon the influence of the 
Earl of Warwick, and the power of his Clergy, they moft oon- 
6ded in) OmMJgefbir^y S$fM,V^rfplk. Biifrri^ andHnp- 
fmpm 'y in all which they had many Perfons of whofe entke 
Afiedions they were well aflured ; akd, in moft of them« there 
were lew confidcrable Perfoos who wiflied them ill. Of this 
Aflbciadon they had made the Earl of JMSmobriffr General, co 
he fubjefi only to their own Commands, and independent upon 
the Earl of BJfex. Under Him, they chofe OBvir Crpmmii to 
Command their Horfe; and many other Officers, who never 
intended to be fubjeA again to the King, and avow'd other 
Principles in Coofdcncc and Religion, than had been before 
pubiicxly declared. 

* T o this General they gave Order, '* to refide within that 
^ Affi)ciation ^ and to mate Levies of Men, fuflSdent to keep 
^' thofe Counties in Obedience : for at firft they pretended no 
more. But, in the fecret Treaty made by S^ Harry Vmw& with 
the Sc9tSy they were bound, aubon as the Scots ihould enter 
faito Xwk-jbm with their Army, that a Body of JEagt^ Horfe, 
Fooc« and Cannon, fliouid be ready to affift them. Com- 
manded by their own Officers, as a Body apart : The Sc9%$ 
not then trufting their own great Numbers, as equal toFighc 
with the EMgljftf. And from that time they were much more 
careful to raife, and liberally funply, and provide for that 
Armv under the Earl of Mmtebifttr^ than for the other un» 
derche Earl of .^^. And now, according to their aoeo-

iA# Scott. ^jjjj. Marquis of Ntna^aBk being thus prfcfled on both 
fides, was neceflitated to draw all his Army of Foot and Can- 
non into X<9rky with fome Troops of Horle : and fent the 
Body of his Horfe, under the Command of General Gormg^ 
to remain in thofe places he (hould find mdEt convenient, and 
from whence he might beft infeft the Enemy. Then he fenc 
an Exprcfs to the King, to inform him of tne Condition he 
was in^ and to let him know, ^^tbat he doubted not tode- 
'^ fend himfelf in that Poit, for the term of fix Weeks, or two 
<^ Months^ in which time, he hoped, his Majefty would 
<^find fome way to Relieve him. Upon receipt of this Let- 
ter, the King fent Orders to Prince BMpertj that *' aflbon as 
^ he had Relieved the Lord Verfy^ and recruited, and refreibed 
^' his Men, he fliould march, with what Expedition he could, 
** to Relieve Teri ; where being ioyn'd with the Marquis of

« Prince. 
7«M Sftnn A L L theft ill Accidcnts falling out fuoceffively in the 
««r«/r«» Winter, thfc King's Condition appeared very fad j and the 
Exerer. ' Q^^cn being now with Child, it wrought upon her Majefty's 
miad^ v^ry much ; and difpofed her to fo many Fears and Ap- 
prehenfiotis of her S^dety, that (be was very uneafjr to her 
lelf She heard every day ^^of the great Forces raifed, and 
^ in a readlnefs, by the Parliament, much greater than they 
** yet ever had been } which was very true ; and ** that they 
^< refol/d, aflbon as the Seafen was ripe, to march all toOxfrra. 
She couM not endure tO' think of being Befieged; and, in 
conchifion, refolv'd not to Hav there, but to go into the 
Weft ; from whence^ in any diftrefs, flie might be able to 
Embark for Frmue. Though there feem'd reafons enough to 
difTwade her from that inclination, and his Majefty hMrtily 
wifhed that (he could be diverted^ yet the perplexity of her 
mind was fo great, and her fears 1o vehement, both improved 
by her indifpofltion of Health, that all Civility and Keaibo 
obliged every Body to fubmit. So, about the beginnmg of 
Afril^ (he begun her Journey frbm Oxfrri to the Weft ; and, 
by ftioderate Joumies, came well to Bmfir ^ where (he in- 
tended to ftay, till (he was delivered ; for (he was within lit- 
tie more than one Month of her tame; and, being in a place 

out 
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out of the reach of any Alarm^ (hereoover'd her ^iti to % 
rcafooable oonTalefcence. 

It was now about cbe middle of Ajfril^ when it concern'd - 
the Kin^ with all poflible fagadcy, to fbrefee what probably 
the Pteliament meant to attempt with tbofe vaft Numbers oif 
Men which they every day levied ; and thereupon to con- 
dude, what it would be poflible for his Majefty co do, in 
tboie Exigoides to which he was like to be reduced. The 
Intelligence , that WMBer was (Ull defign'd for the Weftern 
Expedition^ made the King appoint his whole Army to be 
drawn together co a Rendezvous at Marlborough ^ where 
himfelf was piefent, and, to his great (atisfadion, found the 
B<Xiy to conuft, aftejr all the loflfes and mifadventures, of no 
left than fix thoufand Foot, and above four thoufimd Horfe. 
There that Body remain'd for foroe weeks, to watch, and in« 
ceod WJkf^^ Motion, and to Fight with him as foon as was 
poffible. Many thiras were there confulced for the future ^ 
and the quitting iZ#44fig(, and Ibme other Garrifoos, propofed, 
for the encreafing the Field Forces: yet nothing was pofi- 
tively refolv'd, but to expeA clearer evidence what the Par- 
liament Armies would difpofe themfelves to do. 

So the King retum'd to Oxforiy where, uponthedefire ofiw p^ftf*. 
the Members of Parliament who had been called thither, and """itf ^Oz- 
done all the Service they could for the King, they were for ^^^^ ^ 
the prefect difmlfled, that they might, m their icveral Coun- oSober 
tics^ fatjsfy the People of the King's importunate defire of « 
Peace, but how infolenrly it had been rejeSed bv the Parlia^f^ 
odent ; and thereupon Induce them to contribute all they could §%^ fh| 
tohisMajefty'sAfliftance.

There 

were likewife two other Regiments raifed of Gentlemen and 

their Servants, and of the Sdiolars of the feveral Colleges and 

Halls of the Univerfity ; all which Regiments did Duty there 

pun&ially, from the time that the King went into the Field, 

till he retum'd again to Oxford •^ and all the Lords declared, 

^ that upon any emergent occafion, they would mount their 

^Servants upon their Horfes, to make a good Troop for a 

" (uddain Service ; which they made good ^ . and thereby, that 

Summer, performed two or three very confiderahle and im- 
portant Adkms. 
Bt chisti^aae there was reafoato believe, by all the Intel- 
ligence 
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Sgende thtt couM be proanred . and by the change of his 
C^urfers, that H^ffer had laid abde his WeSern March ^ ic 
leaft thA it was fufpended ; and that^ on the contrary, all en^ 
deavourtf were ufed to recruit both His, and the Eail ofEff^x^s 
Army, with all poflible expedition; and that neither of chem 
' fiiould move upon any Adiontill they (hould be both com* 
pitTix tn greater Numbers^ than either of them had yet march- 
ed with. Hereupon, the King's Army remov'd from JMlsrA 
Uroitgbxo Niwbmj'y where they remain'd near a Month, that 
they might be in a readinefs to attend the motion of the Ene- 
my, and to affift the Garrifons of Piodrng^ or Wdrngfrrd-^ or 
to draw out either, as there (hould be ocomon. 

There had been feveral deliberations in the Goundl of 
War, and always very different opinions, what (hould be 
done with the Garrifons when the King (hould taite the Field; 
and the King himfelf was irre(blute npon tbo(e Debates, 
what to do. He communicated the (everal rea(bns to Prince 
Ibtfert by Letters, requiring His advice; who, after he had 
returned Anfwers, and reoeiv'd Replies, made a hafty jour- 
ney to Oxfkri from CheBery to wait upon his Majefty. Aiul 
it was jthen pofitively refolv'd, ** that the Garrifons dOxfirJ^ 
^WJ&igford, AOMiim^ Bfsdiwg, and mmtury^ (boufd be 
^' reinforced, and ftrengthen'd with ail the Foot; that a good 
*^ Body of Horfe (bouki remain about Oxford^ and the reft 
<' Oiouia be rent in the Weft to Prince Mutrke. IF this 
Counfel had been (Urfued fteadily and refolutely, it miffht 
probably have been attended with good Succeis : Both Ar- 
mies of the Enemy would have been puxled what to have 
done, and either of them would have been unwilling to have 
engaged in a Siege againft any place Co well provided, and 
re(olv'd ; and it would have been equally uncounlellable to 
have march'd to any diftance, and havd left (uch an Enemy at 
their backs, that could fo eafily and quickly have united, and 
incommoded any March they could have made. 

But as it was even impoflible to have adminifter'd fuch 
advice to the King, in the ftreight he was in, which being 
purfued might not have proved inconvenient, fo it was the 
unhappy temper of thofe who were called to tho(e Councils, 
that re(oIutions, taken upon full Debate, were (eldom profis 
Cttted with equal refolution and fteadtneis ; but changed upon 
new, (horter Debates, and upon objcAions which had been 
anfwer'd before : Some Men being in their Natures irrefo- 
lute, and inconftanr, and foil of objefttons, even after all was 
determined accordii^ to their own propofals; others being 
pofitive, and not tu be alter'd from what the? had once de» 
dared, how unrcafonably foever. or what alterations (bever 
there were in the Afiairs* And the King hlm(eif firequently 

cottfider'd 
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oonfidef d more the Perlbo who (poke , ti he wai in Us 
grace, or his prejudiccy than the Couiifel ic lelf that w«s ^iven; 
and always uifpeAed, at leaft trufted left to his own lodge- 
ment than be ought to have done^ which rarely deceiv d him 
to much as that o( other Men. 

The VtrtoQs widi whom he only coofulted in his Martial i^ '«/'"' 
A£GurS| and how to carry on the Wat, were (beEdes i>-4«-^ •**■*» 


Btiffrij. who was at this time abfimt) the General, who was^^^i^^SL 
made Earl of BretOfirdy ibcLmdfPUim^y who was General to i«/«i^ 


of tb^ Morfe i the Lord Hpffmf^ who ufiially Commanded an Uf^' ^ 
Army apirt, and was not often with the King's Army, bot^ ^^* 
BOW prcient ; S* J^c^ ^h^ ^^ ^^ Map^^ General of the 
i^rmy; the LordDffy^ who was Secretary of States and Sr 
j0bmC0lif9fferlAtSies of the Rolls; for none of tbe Privy 
Council, thofe two only excepted, were called to tbofe Con* 
fultatkms; though fome of them were fttll advifed with, for 
the l^er Execution, or Prorecution, of what wss then and 
there refolv'd. 

The General, though he had been, without doubt, a 
very good Officer, and had great Experience, and was ftill a 
Man <^ unqueftionabie Courage and Integrity ; vet be was 
now much decayed in bis parts, and, with the long comi- 
nucd cuftom ctf immoderate drinking, dozed in his Under- 
ftanding , which had been never quick and vigorous 3 he 
having been always iUiteraretcf thegreateft degree that can 
be imagined. He was now become very deaf, yet often pre- 
tended not to have heard what he did not then contrawd, 
add thought fit afterwards to dilclaim. He was a Man of few 
Words, and of great Compliance, and ufually delivered that 
as His Ot>inion, which he fore&w would be grateful to the 

W I L M o T was a Man of a haughty and ambitious Nature, 
oF a pleafant Wit, and an ill Cnderftanding, as never confi- 
dering above one thins at once ; but he confider^d that one 
thing fo impatiendy, that he would not admit any thing elfe 
to be worth any Confideratioo. He had, from the beginning 
of the War, been very averfe to any advice of the Privy Coun- 
cil, and thought fit that the King^s Affiurs (which depended 
Opoh the Succefs of the War ) (hould entirely be governed and 
condufied by the SoUiers, and Men of War ; and that no 
other Gounfellors (hould have any Credit with his Majefty, 
Whilft Prince Ruptrt was prefent, his exceeding great preju* 
dice, or rather Perfoaal Animofity againft him, made any 
tbingthatl0/»fs/raidorpropofed, enough (lighted and con« 
uadided : and the King himfelf, upon fome former account 
and obfervation,'wasftir from any indulgence to his Perfon^ 
or efteem of his Parts. But now , by tne Prince's abfence. 

and 
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and his being the feoood Mao in the Army, md th^ Contempc 
he had of uie old Generd, who was there the only Officer 
above him> he grew marvelloiifly elated,' and lookd iipoa 
himfelf as one whoTe advice ought to be followed, and lub* 
niitced coin all things. Hehad^ byhis exceffive good Fel-' 
lowthip ( in every part whereof he excelled, and Was grateful. 
CO all the Company ) made himfelf fo popular with all the 
Officers of the Army, efpecially of the Horie, that he had, 
in uuch, a very great Imereft ; which he defired might ap- 

B;ar to the King, that he might have tbe more Incereft in 
im. He was pofitive in all his Advices in Council, and 
bore Concradiftion very immtiently ; and becaufe he was mo(£ 
Contradi^ed by the two Privy Counfellors, the Secretary^ 
and the Mailer of the Rolls, who, he faw, had the greateft 
Influence upon the King, he ufed all the Artifices he could to 
render them unacceptable and fufpeftedto the Officers of the 
Army, bv telliog them, what they had fiiid in Council ^ which 
be thought would render them the more ungrateful; and, in 
the Tiroes of ToUity, perfwaded the old General to believe 
that they invaded his Prerogative, and meddled more in the 
Bufinefs of the War, than they ought to do; and thereby 
made him the lefs dtijpofed to concur with them in Advice^ 
how rational and fealonable (bever it was ; which often put 
the King to the trouble of converting him. 

The Lord Hffi^ was a Man Superior to any Tempta* 
tion, and abhorr'd enough the Hcence, and the levities, with 
which he faw too many corrupted. He had a good Under- 
ftanding, a dear Courage, aninduftrynotto betired^ and a 
Generoiity that was not to be exhaufted ; a Virtue that none 
of the reft had: but in the Debates concerning the Wan was 
longer in refolving, and more apt to change his mind aner be 
had refolv'd, than is agreeable to the Office of a Commander 
in Chief; which render'd him rather fit for the Second, than 
for the Supreme Command in an Army. 

S^JacotAffle^ was an honefl, brave, plain Man, and as 
fit for the Office he exerdfed* of Major Gex\eral of the Foot, 
asChriftendom yielded; and was fo generally efteem'd ; very 
difceming and prompt in giving Orders, as the occaiions re- 

2uired, and moft chearful, and prefent in any Afiion. In 
Council heufedfew, but very pertinent words; and was not 
at allpleafed with the long Speeches ufually made there ; and 
which rather confounded, than informed his Underftaoding : 
fotbat he rather colleded the ends of the Debates, and what 
he was himielf toDo, than enlar^ them by his own Dif- 
courfes ; though he forbore not to deliver his own mind. 

Thb two Frivy Counfellors, though they were of the 
moft difierent Natures and Conftituttbns that can be imagined, 

^way^ 
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always agreed in their Opinioos; and being, in tbdr jMrts, 
much Superior to the other, ufually prevail^ upon the Ring's 
Judgement to liice what they appfov'd : yet one of them, who 
bad in tbofe Cafes the Afcendentover the other, had that Ex- 
oefi of Fancy, that he too often, upon his own rccoUeding 
and revolving the grounds of the Kelolutions which had been 
taken, or upon the Suggeftions of other Men, changed hts 
own mind^ and thereupon caufed Orders to beaher'd, which 
produced 9 or were thougiic to produce, many Inoonve* 
ntences. 

This unfteadinefi in Counfels , and in matters relblT'd 
upon, made the former Determination concerning the Garri- 
fons, to be little ccmfider'd. The King's Army had lainabovei 
three Weeks at, and about I^tmhurj \ in which time their 
Numbers were nothing improved , beyond what they had 
been upon their Mufter near Marlhariugh^ when the King 
was prefent. When it was known that both the Parliament 
Armies were march'd out of ljtnion\ That imder Ejfex to 
Whtifif J and Thatof J^Mifr, to the parts between Hbrtfari- 
Bridge, and Bafing^ without any purpofe of going farther 
Weft^ the King's Army march'dto Readmg ; and in three Rtading 
daiys, his Majefty being prefenr, they flighted and demolifli'd?"'^'^^ 
ail the works of that Garrifon : And then, which was about ^^'^^ 
the middle of Mij , with the Addition of thole Soldiers^ ' * 
which encreafed the Army five and twenty hundred old Sol- 
diers more , very well Officer'd, the Army retired to tha 
Qyarters about Oxfmriy with an opinion, that it would be in 
their power to Fight with one of the Enemy's Arnnes ; which 
they longed exce^iingly to do. 

Thb King return d to 04e/#f/^ and refolv'd to ftay there 
till be oouM have better Ii&brmation what the Enemy in<» 
tended ^ which was iK>t now fo eafy as it had formerly been. 
For, fince the Conjunftion with the Sc9t^ Commiffioners in 
aoe Council, for the carrying on the War, little bufineis waa 
brought to be Confulted fai either of the Houies; and there 
was much greater Secrecy than before ; few or none being ad- 
mitted into any kind of Truft , but they' whoTe A£fedions 
were known to concur to the moft defperate Counfels. So 
that the DeGgns were ftill entirely form'd, before any part of 
them werecommunicated to the Earl of B>ffix'y nor was more 
communkrated at a Time than was nece&ry for the prefenc 
Execution; of which he was fenfible enough, but could not 
help it. The Intention was, *^ that the two Armies, which 
^* march'd out together, ihould afterward be diftinA ; and 
^^ flKHdd only keep togetfier. till it appeared what Courfe the 
^ King meant to take; ana if he ftayed in Oxford^ it would 
''befitferbothtDbeinthe Siege: the Circumvallation being 
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^^ veiy great, and to be divided in many places by the River ; 
^ which would keep both Armies ftiil afunder under their fe- 
^^veral Officers. But, if the King march'd out, which they 
might reafonably prefume he would, then the purpofc was, 
^' that the Earl of Effix fliould follow the King, wherever he 
^^went; which, they imagined, would be Norrh ward ^ ^^and 
^'that fiF^^ fliould march into the Weft, and fubdue That. 
So that, having fo fubftantially provided for the North, by 
the ScotSy and the Earl oS Manchefier '^ and having an Army 
under the Earl diEjUxy much Superior in Number co any the 
King could be attended with ^ and the third, under WkUer^ 
at Liberty for the Weft ; they promifed themfelves, and too 
leaibnably , that they (hould make an End of the War that 
Summer. 

It was about the tenth oiMaj^ that the Earl of Effix and 
& WSDiam WuUer march'd out of LendoMy with both their Ar- 
mies ; and the very next day after the King's Army had 
quitted Readkfg, the Earl of EffiXf from Wrndfify km Forces 
to poflels it; and recommended it to the City of LfftUoMy to 
provide both Men « and all other things neceflary for the 
keeping it; which the Memory of what they had fufler'd for 
the two paft years, by bein^ without it, eafily difpofed them 
to do. By this means, the j^rl had the Opportunity to joyn 
with Wkller^s Army when he (hould think fit ; which before 
diey could not do with Convenience, or Security. Nor did 
they ever after joyn in one Body, but kept at afitDiftancQp 
to be able, if there were Occafion, to help each other. 

The Earlof jS^x'sArroy confiftedofallhisold Troops, 
which had Wintered about Sc Albaiu^ and in Bedford Jbir9 ; 
and being now enaeafed with four Regiments of the Traind- 
bands, and Auziliaries within the City of Lnukmy did not 
amount to le(s than ten thoufand Horfe and Foot. WJUr 
had likewife received a large Recruit from Lomlom^ Kettt, and 
Sifffhe ; and was little inferior in Numbers to Effixy and in 
Reputation above him. When the King's Army retired from 
Readtngy the Horfe Qu^rter'd about IFant^ey and Farrhgt&m^ 
and all the Foot were put into AUwgdom, with a Refolution 
to quit, or defend that Town, according to the manner of 
the Enemies Advance towards it; that is, if they came upon 
the Eaft fide, v/here, befides fome indifierent Fortifications, 
they had the advantage of the River, they would matntatn 
and defend it; if they came on the Weft fide fromHtef^gr, 
and Fsrrmgtonj they would draw out and Fight, if the Ene* 
my were not by much Superior in Number ; and , in that 
Cafe, they would retire with the whole Army toOxfird. 

Being fatisfied with this Refoludon, they lay in that quiet, 

Pofture, without making the leaft Imprd&on upon the Enemy,

by beating up his Quarters y which might eiQIy have been 
done ^ or rdftrainiug them from makmg IncurfienH where ' 
they luul a mind ^ allwhich was imputed to the ill Humour, 
andNegligenoeofl0&M^ The Earl of £^x advanced with 
his Army towards Atmgdam y and upon the Eaft part of the 
Town i which was that which they had hoped for, in order 
to their Defending it. But they were no fooner adreriifed of 
it, but the General, early, the next Morning, march'd with oU 
the Foot out of Ahmgdon, the Horle being come thither in Abingdoa 
the Night to made good the Retreat .* and all this was done ^i'^-^-. 
before hu Majefty had the lesft notice , or fufpicipn of it. itrwf^ 
AsfoonashisMajefty was inform'dofitby S^ dbarUs BAmf, 
the Scout Mafter General, whom the General had fent to ac^ 
quaint the King with the refoiution, hefent S' Chsrits Blim$ 
back to the Geoeral, to let him know the great diilike he had 
of their purpofe to quit the Town, and to command him to 
ftay, and not to advance till his Majefty came to him ; which ' « 
be made all poffible haft to do. out before the Mci&nger 
could return, the Army was within i^ht of Ooefardi and lb 
the Foot was drawn through the City, and the Horie Quar-* 
ter'd in the Villages about the Town. 

Abingdon was in this manner, and to the King's bifi- 
nite Trouble, quitted; whither a Party of ^^x's Army came 
the fame Night ; and the next day, himfelf with all his Fooc«7^tf/iVf^ 
enter'd the "H^wn ; h|ft Horfe being Quaner'd about it. HethtE^vitf 
dben called X^&r to bring up his Army near him, that they^^** 
might refolve in what manner to proceed ^ and he had his 
he^ Quarter at Wkwtag^ : and fo, without the ftrikinf one 
Blow, they got the Po&ffion of RisJmgy AUmgdam ^ and were 
Matters ot all Beri-fisre ; and forced the King to draw his 
whole Army of Horfe axid Foot on the North fde of Oxford ^ 
where they were to feed on his own Q^rters, and to confi- 
der, how tokeepOx^Jitfelffrom being Beficged, and tibe 
KiK from being inckifed in in 

T H I s was the deplorable Condition to which the King 
was reduced before the end of the Month of M^ ; infomuch 
that it was generally reported at Lcndcnj ** that Oxford was 
^' taken, and the King a Prifoner ; and others more Confi- 
dently gave it out, ^^ that his Majefty refol v'd to oome to Lm* 
^do»: of which the Parliament was not without fome Ap- 

Erehenfion, though not fo much, as of the King's putting 
imielf into the minds of the Earl of Effixy and into his Pro* 
teftioa ^ which They could not endure to think of; and this 
troubled them lb much, that the Committee of both King- 
doms, who Conduced the War, writ this Letter to the Ge« 
neral* 
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«Ws are credibly informed, tliat his Majefty inmods to 
^ come for Londm. We defire you, chat you will do vour 
^ Endeavour to inform your felf of the fitme^ and if you chink 
<* that his Majdty intends at all to come to the Annies, that 
^^ you acquaint us with the fame ; and do nothing therein, un«> 
^ til the Houfes ihall give DiJre£tion. 





So much Jealoufy they had of the Earl, and the more, be- 
caufe they faw not elfe what the King could do ; who could 
not entertain any reafonable Expe&ation of Enaeafe, or Ad- 
ition of Force from the North, or from the Weft; Prince 
J^i^int being then in his march into Lancalhhreyjht the Relief 
bf the Earl of Betty ( befieged in his Caftle oitMham ) and 
PHhce JIAnrriff being ftill ^gagedin the unfortutoate Siege 
f lynie in Dorfit-fiirey a little FiOier Town j which, after 
e had lain before it a Month, was much n^re like to hold 
t, than it was the firftday he came before it. In this Per* 
exiicy,the King fent the Lord Hapfom to BHBol^ to provide 
nter for the Security of that important City ; where he 
y rjfet knew WPkll^ had many Friends ; and himfelf refoVd 
^9-gt o ftay itOxfprdy till he faw how the two Annies would 
"^^difpofe themfelves ; that, when they were fo diyided that 
they could not prefently joyn, he mi^ht Fight with one of 
them ; which was the greateft hppe he had how left. 

I T was very happy that the two Armies lay fb long quiet 
hear each other, without prefling the Advantages they h^, 
- or improving the Confufion> and DiftraAlon, which the iCtngfs 
Forces were, at that time, too much inclined to. Oders were 
given fo to Qaarter the King's Army, that it might keep the 
Kcbels from paffing over either of the Rivers , Cberwei, or 
Iffsy which run on the Eaft and Weft fides of the City 5 th4 
Foot being, for the rooft parr. Quarter Vi towards thecofrttw^ 
and the Horfe. with fome Dragoons, near the Ifif, 

I N this pofnrre all the Armies lay quiet, and without Afti* 
on, for thefpace of a day; which fomewhat tompofed the 
minds of thofe within Oxjfbrd^ and of the Troops without ; 
^hich had not yet recover'd their diOike of their havii^ quit* 
ted Ahh^don , and thereby of being fo ftreighten'd in their 
Quarters. Some of If5rfffr*s Forces atremptedtopaffs tht Ifif 
at NewirUgey but were repulfed by the King's Dragoons. But 
the next day Effhf, with his whole Army , got over the 
Tbames 2X Saiffard- terry ^ and march'd to 1/Sf , where he 
Tnade his Quarters ; and, in his way, made a halt upon Bwt- 
&fgtaM'GTeeny that the City might take a foil view of hfs 
Army, and he of it. In ordei to which, himfelfj with a fmall 

Party 
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Partv of koriC) ctme within Cannon (hoc, tjid little Parties 
of Horft caipe very near the Ports, and had light Skirmifhes 
wkh fome of the Kiog;'s Horfe^ without fay great hurt oo 
either fide. 

The next Morning, a ftrong Party of the Earl's Army ei^ 
dearour'd oo pais orer the Cbermly at G^Jwfrtb Bridge; but 
were repulfed oy the Mu<qiieteers with very confiderable loft ; 
Md (b retired to their Body. And now the Earl, bei^g enr 
gaged, with his whole Army, on the Eaft fide (»f the River 
Cberwely whereby he was oifabled to give, or receive any 
ipeedy Affiftaiice to, ler bom IF^Ufr ; the jSAog refolv'd to 
attempt the repofleffing himfetf of Atmgdm^ wd to take the 
oppominiry to Fight wiib ffUler fingly, before he could be 
reliev'd from the other Army. In order to thi^, all the Foot 
were in the Evening drawn off from the Guard of the Pafles, 
and marched through OxfiN^d in the Night towards j1tmgd§mi 
and the Earl of ckvtl^id^ a Man of t^gnalCoursge, aid an 
excellent Officer upon any bold Entemrife, advanced, with a 
Parry of one hundred and fifty Horte, to the Town it felf : 
wh«re there were a thoufsnd foot, and four hundred Horie 
ofJffdbrB A/my ; and enter'd the Gune, and killed many, 
and took ibme Prilonecs : but upon the Alarm, he was fo over- 
powered, that his Prtfoners eTcaped, thou^ he killed the 
Chief Commander, axKimade his Retreac gM)d, with the Jofii 
only of two Officers, and as many Common Soldiers ; and 
fo, both she attempt upon Atmgdnt was given over, luad the 
dcSffi of Fightiog IFSiflrr laid afide; and the Army returned 
agaio to ihetr old Foft, on the North fide of Oxford. 

S' Jiuot 4filiy undertook the Command himfelf atG(/i^srf/ft 
Bridgp, where he perceiv'd die Earl Intended to force his Paf- 
fiige \ and prefenuy caft up Breaft-wodcs, and made a Re- 
doubt for the defence of his Men, and Repulfed the Enemy, 
diie iecpnd time, very much to their damage and lo& ; who 
feoew'd their Aflaulttwo.or three days together, and planted 
Caliooo to facilitate their Paffiige, much did little hurt j but 
they ftill loft maoy Men in the Attempt. On the other fide, 
iiSAr's Forges from AUagiim didnot find the new Bridge fo 
weU defended^ but ovierpowering thofe Guards, and having 
got Boats, in which ihey put over their Men, rboth aboye and 
bebw, they, got that Paffage over the River 1fi$ : by which 
they might have brought .^ver all their Army, and fallen upon 
theKing's Rear, whifit he W9» defending the olher fide. 

I T was now high time .for the Ktalg to provide for his own 
fecurity,and to eKapethedangorbewasin, of beingfliut up 
inO^miif. WJhr loft no time, but the negt day pafled over 
^vethQufimdHoffeimd Foot, by JWfwM^t^ : the v^ where- 
tf Qiartortd ac JSiffm^ .and, Oie ^King's JFooc bQiQg drawn 
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offfrom G^fio9rtb Bridge, EJJix immediately brought his Men 
over the Chervxl-^ and Quartered that Night at B/echmgd&Uj 
many of his Horfc advancing to Wo$4^9ck'^ fo thiit the King 
feem'd to them to be perfcSly (hut in between them j and 
to his own People, his Condition feem'd fo defperate, thac 
one of thofe with whom he uted to advife in his moft Secrec 
Affairs, and whofe Fidelity was never fufpeQed, propofed to 
him to render bim(elf, upon Conditions, to the Earlof J^^ ; 
which hisMajefty rcjeded with great indignation; yet had the 
goodnefs to conceal the Name of the Propofer ; and faid, 
*^ that poffibly he might be found in the hands of the Earl of 
** Effixy but he would be dead firft. Word was given, ** for 
^^all the Horfe to be together, at fuch an hour, to ezpeft 
Orders ^ and a good B(xiy of Foot with Cannon, marched 
through the Town towards jStmgdm ; by which, it was con- 
cluded, that both Armies would be amuted, and Wdler indu- 
ced to draw back over Newiridge : and,^^nbon as it was Even- 
ing, the Foot, and Cannon, remm'd to their old Poft on the 
North fide. 

The King refolv'd, for the mcouragement of the Lords 
of the Council, and the Perfons of Quality who were in Ox^ 
firdy to leave bis Son the Duke of T9rk there i and promifed, 
if they (hould be Befieged, '' to do all he could to Relieve 
^' them. before they (hould be reduced to Extremity. He ap- 
pointea then, ^^ that two thoufand and five hundred choice 
*^ Mufoueteers fliould be drawn out of the whole Foot, un- 
*'der tne Command of Sf Jdcoi Afikf^ and four experienced 
'^ Colonels; all which fliouId, without Colours, repair to the 
** place where the Horfe attended to receive Orders, and that 
"the reft of the Foot fhould remain together on the North 
^^ fide, and fo be applied to the defence of Oxford^ if it (hould 
" be Befieged. 

All things being in this order, on MomdM the third of 
iniy about nine of the Clock at Nfg^t, the King, with the 
Vince, and tho(e Lords, and others who were appointed to 
attend him, and many others of Quality who were not ap- 
pointed, and only thought themfelves le(s fecure if they (hould 
ftay behind, marched out of the Nordi Port, attended by his 
own Troop, to the place where the Horfe. and Commanded 
Foot, waited to receive them ; and from thence, without any 
halt, marched between the two Armies, and by Day-break 
were at Hdoti^ougb , Tome Miles beyond all their (garters. 
But the King relted not till the Afternoon, when he found 
himfelf at Bmffird ; and then concluded that he was in no 
danger to be overtaken by any Army that was to follow with 
Ba^age, ^nd a Train of Artillery : (o that he was oootent to 
retrdh his Men therq j and fiipp'd biipfelfi yet waioot^ 
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out Appreheniion thac he might be fDllow'd by a Body of 
the Enemies Horfe; and cherdbre, aboucnine of dieClock, 
he continued his March from Burfard over the Cotfi^U, and 
by Mid-night reached BurtoM upon the Water ; where he 
gave himfeif, and his wearied Ttoops, more reft and refreih* 
meat. 

T H B Morning after the King left Oxfwrdj^c Foot marched 
again through Oi^^rd^ as if they meant to go to Al/ingdmty to 
continue that Amufement which the day before had prevailed 
with JfkUer^ to fend many of his Men back, and to delay his 
own Advance; and likewife^ that Qiiarters might be provid- 
ed for them againft their return; which they did by Noon. 
The Earl of Effex had that Morning, from Bkchingdmy fent 
Ibme Horfe to take a view oi Oxford \ and to learn what was 
doing there. And they feeing the Colours ilanding, as they 
had done two days before, made him conclude, that the King 
was ftiil there, and as much in his power as ever. Watter had 
earlier Intelligence of his Majefty's Motion, and fent a good 
Body of Horfe to follow him,. and to retard his March, till 
he could oome up : and his Horfe made fuch haft, that they 
found in Burford fome of the ftraggling Soldiers, who out 
of wearinefs, or for love of Drink, had ftayM behind their 
Fellows. The Earl of Ejffx follow^ likewife with his Army^ 
and Quartered at dUffem-Nortam i and fFaBer*s Horfe were as 
far as Breadwofy when the King had reached Eve/bam ; where 
he intended to reft, as in a fecure places though his Garriibn 
at Jlmkeshny had been, the Night before, furprifed by a 
ftrone Partv from Gbcefier; the Chief Officers being killed, 
and tne reft taken Frifoners^ moft of the Common Soldiers 
leaking their efcape, and coming to Evefham. But, upon In- 
telligence that both Armies followed by ftrong marches, and 
it bong poffible that they might get over the River Avm 
about Stratfrrdy or fome other place, and fo get between the 
King and Wwafiety his Majefty changed his purpofe of flay- 
ing at JBv^ifss, and prefently marched to Wcrcifier ; having 
given order for the breaking of the Bridge at ^Mrjhon \ which 
was, unwarily, fo near done beftnre all the Troops were pafs'd, 
that, by the Aiddain falling of an Arch, Major BridgtSy of the 
Prince's Regiment, a Man of good Courage and ConduA, 
with two or three other Officers of Horfe, and about twenty 
Common Men, fell unfortunately into the Avvm^ and were 
drown'd. 

The Earl of Effix^ when he faw the King was got i^v^ £^t 
two days March before him, and that it was impodible fo to^/sflcx 
overtake him, as to bring him into their Power, refol v'd to mMrcbts t^ 

£rfue him no farther, but to Confult what was eUe to be ^^ *^ 
ne i and, to that purp»fe called a Council of all the prin- ^'^^ 
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cipal Officers of both Armies, to acceod him at Ewfrrd^ 
woere it was refolv'd, ^^that Waller ^ who had the lighter 
^ Ordliuunce, and the lefs Carriages, fhould have fuch an ad* 
^f ditioo of Forces, as Majjey^ the GoTcmour oi'GUceJhr^ 
<^{hould be able to furoiQi him with^ and fo Ibould purfiie 
'^ and follow the King, wherefoever he (hould go ; and that the 
^^ Earl of Bffixy who had the neater Ordnance, and the hea^ 
^^vier Carriages, fhould profecute the other Defign of Re- 
*' lieviog Lyme^ and reducing the Weft to the Obodience of 
'^ the Parliament. 

Waller oppo&d this refolution all he could; and 
urged (bme Order, and Determination of the Committee of 
both Kingdoms in the point; and« ^'that the Weft was af^ 
^' figp'd to hifls^ as his Province, wnen the two Armies Qxxikl 
^' think fit to (ever from each other. However, Effix gare 
him pofitive Orders, as his General, ^^ to march according to 
^^the Advice of the Council of War; which he durft not 
difobey, but fent grievous Complaints to the Parliament, of 
the ufage he was forced to fubmit ta And they at Weftmm* 
fiwy were fo incenied agatnft the Earl of ^€x , that they 
writ a very angry, and imperious Letter to him, in which 
they reproachoi him, ^' fiolr not fubmitting to the Diredions 
^ which they had given ; and required him '^ to follow their 
^ former Diredtions, and to faflfer WdUr to attend the Service 
** of the Weft. Which Letter was brought to him before be 
had marched above two days Weft ward. But the Earl diofe 
rather to Anfwer their Letter, than to Obey their Order ; and 
writ to them, '^ that their Dircftions had been contrary to 
^^ the Difcipline of War, and to Reafon ; and that, if he 
^'Qx>uld now return, it would be a great encouragement to 
^'the Enemy in all places; and Subfcribcd his Letter » 
^^Your Innocent, though fufpcdled Servant, Ejfix*^ and 
then profecuted his Refolution, and continued his maidi for 
the Weft. 
Waller f «- W H E N WaUtf found there was no remedy, be Obeyed his 
ii»^<iiWor- Orders with much Diligence and Vigour; and profecuted his 
*!?*'' '^"^ march towards Wnafiety where his Majefty then was; and, 
r* ^V- in his way* perfwaded, rather than forced, the Garri(an of 
Suiilj Came, the ftrong Houfe of the Lord iAmMiy to de- 
liver up that place to him. The Lord of that Caftle was a 
young Man of Spirit and Courage ; and hadj^ for two years 
lerv'd the King very bravely in the Head ot a Regiment of 
Morfe, which hiihfelf had raifed at his own Charge ; but had 
lately, out of pure wearinefs of the Fadgue, and £ivirig fpent 
moft of his Money, and without any iSiminutioii of ma P& 
' ftdion, left the King, under pretence of Travd; but making 
iMim his way> be gave himfelf up cq the pleaibrciof tlMt 
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place ; which he enjoy'd^ without confidering the Ifliie of the 
War, orihewingany loclioacion to the Parliament; Dor did 
he, in any degree contribute to the delivery of his Houfe ^ 
which was at tuft imagined, bccauiie it was lb iJ], or not at ali, 
defended. It was under the Government of Sr ifSBism Mtr^ 
fM^ a Gentleman of the long Robe ; who, in the beginning 
of the War, caft oflT his Gown, as many other Gallant Men 
of that Profeffion of the Law did, and ferv'd as Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Regiment of Horfe under the Lord ohnwMr ; 
and had given fo frequent Teftimony of fignal Courage in 
ieveral Aftions, in which he had received many wounds, both 
by the Piftol and the Sword, that his Mettle was never fi^ 
peded ; and his Fidelity as little queftionVi : And after many * 
years of Imprifonment, fuftained with great Firmneft and 
Conftancy, be liv'd to receive the Reward of his Merit, after 
the Return of the King ; who made him firit a Serjeant at 
Law, and afterwards a Judge of the Kin^s Beach ^ where he 
£2.re many years, and diicharged the Grace with much Gra- 
vity and Learning ; and was very terrible to thole who chofe 
to live by Robbing on the High- way. He was unfortunate, 
though without Fault, in the giving up that CaiUein foun- 
feafbnable a Conjuncbire^ which was done by the Fa&ton 
and Artifice of an Officer within, who had found means to 
go out to WJler^ and to acquaint hirh with the great wants 
of the Garrifbo ; whtdi indeed had not plenty of any thing : 
and fo, by the Mutiny of the Soldiers, it was given up ; and 
the Governour made Frifoner, and fent lo the Tower ; where 
he remained fbme years after the end of the War. From 
hence Wdler^ with great Expedition marched to Efu^sm ; 
where the evil Inhabitants receiv'd Mm willingly; and had, 
aflbon as the King left them, repajir'd their Bridge over the 
Avom^ to facilitate his coming to them ; which he couM not 
eUe fo foon have done. 

The King refted fome days at Wwafier^ whereby he very 
much refrefl^ his Troops, which were there fpaxed from 
doing duty ; and likewife, by theLoyailty of thsst good Town, 
and the Afl&dUon of the Geotrv or that Country, who lo- 
tired thidier for their iSecurity, ne procured both Shoes and 
Stodcings, and Money for bis Soldiers : and when, upon good 
Informadcn, WJUr was marched out of Ev^mm with his 
whole Army towards H^c^Shr^ which he would probaUfr 
Befiege, the King refolv'd not to be found there ; and there- 
fore, having left that City wdl provided, and in good hearty 
his Majefty removed with his litde ^army to Bnpdkj^ that 
he migtatkeep the River Stvim between Him and tlie Ene- 
my; the Foot being Quflnefd tggecher at Btemdkj^ and the 
Bsm by die fide of die Rlv<cy \ow«rds l^piff^mih. The 
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pofture in which the King wa$, made WaUir conclude that 
his Majclty intended bis Courfe to ^trermtmrjy and to the 
more Northern Parrs. And it \z true, chat, without amr 
fuch Refoludon, QxAtx% were fent to Sbremskufjy Bridgim^rth^ 
LudUv, and other Garrifons, '^that theyihouid makeall pof- 
" fible Pf ovifions of Corn, and other Viftual ; which rfiey 
^'ihouid caufe, in great quantities, to be brought tbirher; 
which contirm'd Walitr in his former Conjedure, and made 
him advance with his Army beyond the King, that be might 
be nearer Shrewshtry than He. But, God knows, the King 
was without any orher Defigo, than to avoid the Enemy ; 
with whom he could not, with fuch a handful of Foot, and 
wirhout Cannon, propofe teafonably to Fight a Battle : and 
he had too many good R^fons againft going to either of 
thofe places, or to thofe parts, which wiOer conceiv'd him 
inclined to ; and his Majefty might well aflume the Com- 
plaint, and Expreffionof Yiing David, ^^ that he vjv bitnttds^ 
^^aPatridgi uf<m tbi Mountams^ and knew not whither to 
refort, or to what place to repair for reft. 

I N this Perplexity, it looked like the Bounty of Provi- 
dence, tliat Waller was advanced fo far : upon which, the 
King took a fuddain Refolurton, to return with all Expedi* 
tion to Warcefter^ and to make haft to Evefham i where, hav- 
ing broke the Bridge, and fo left the River of Avom at his 
back, he might be able, by quick Marches, to joyn with that 
pare of his Army, which he had left at Oxfwrd ; and might 
thereby be in a Condition to Fight with Waller^ and to pro- 
fecute any other Defign. Upon this good Refolution, care 
was taken for all the Boats to come both from Bridgemortb^ 
and Warafier^ that the Foot might, with the more fpeed 
and eafe, be carried thicber ; all which fiicceeeed to wifti. In- 
fomuch , that the next day, being Embarked early in the 
Morning, the Foot arrived (o foon at Worcefhr^ that they 
might very well have marched that Night to Ev^Jbam^ but 
that many of the Horle, which wereCXuurter'd beyond Bewd^ 
lij towards Bridpnonb^coMXA not poffibly march at that rate, 
nor come up foon enough ; fo that it was neoeflary that both 
Horfe and Foot (hould remain that Night together at Wkr^ 
ceBtr ; which they did accordingly. 

The next Morning, the King found no caufe to alter any 
thing in his former Rcrolution j and received good Intelli- 
gence, that WaUtr^ without knowing any thing of his mo- 
tion, remained ftill in his old Quarters ^ whereupon he march- 
ed very faft to S^^^efbam; nor would he ftay there ^ but gave 
Order for the Horfe and Foot^^ without delay , to march 
through it ; after he bad provided for the breaking down 
tbeBridgej and made the Inhabiunts of the Town pay two 
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hundred pounds, for their alacrity in the reception of HUbri 
and likewtfe compelled them to deliver a tboufand pair o^ 
Shoes for the ufe of the Soldiers ; which, without an/ long 
paufe, was fubmittcd to, and perform'd. Then the Army 
marched chat Night ro Breadvuty^ where thev Qiarter'd ; and 
very early die next Morning, they mounted the Hills near 
CMMns; and there they had tifoe to breath, and to look 
with pleafurc on the places where they had pafled through ; 
having now left W^er^ and the ill ways he muft pafs, far 
enouf^ behind ; for even in that Seafon ot the year, the ways 
in that Vale were very deep. 

Now the King fent Colonel FkUmg^ and left he might 
mifirarry (for both from Ghcefter^ Teikeshny^ and SitJify 
Caftle, the Enemy had many bcouts abroad) two or three 
other Mefleogcrs, to the Lords of the Council at Oxford^ to 
let thon know ^ of his happy Return ^ and that he meant to 
Qujurter that Night at Burfird ^ and the next, at H^fmy ; 
where he did expeQ« that all his Foot, with their Colours 
and Cannon, would meet him ^ which, with unfpeakable 
joy, they did. So that, on Jhmfdi^ the twentieth of Jmte^ 
which was within icventeen days aher he had left (Mpnrd in 
that difconfolate Condition, the King found himieif in the 
head of his Army, from which he had been lb fevered, after 
fo many Accidents and mdancholick Perplexities, to which 
Majefty had been feldom expoled. Nor can all the circum- 
ftancesof chat Peregrination be too narticQlarlv, and punAu- 
ally fee down. For as they adminifter^d much delight after 
they were pafled, and gave them great Argument of adcnow- 
ledging God's good Providence in the prefervation of the 
King, and, in a manner, (hatching him as a Brand out of the 
Fire, and redeeming him even out of the hands of the Re* 
bels ^ fi> it cannot be migrateful, or without (bme pleafurc 
to Pofteriry, to fee the moft exaft Relation of an Aftion fo 
frill of danger in all rdTpeAs, and of an efcape fo remarkable. 
And now the King thought himieif in a poflure not only to 
abide WsBer^ if be approached towards him^ but to foUow 
and find him out, if he bad a mind, or did endeavour to decline 
Fitting with his Majeftv. 

I N the (hort time the King had been abfenr, the Garrifbn 
at Oxfrrd was not idle. When the King in the Spring had 
prepared for the Field, and in order thereunto had drawn out 
the Garrilbn at Rtadmgj it was thought to no purpofe to 
keep lefler Garrilbns, at a left diftance from Oa^ind'; and 
thereupon the Garrifon at Btj^al Houfe, reputed a ftrong 
plaoe, upon the Edge of Oa^d^ire and BMcki^bsmfiire^ 
was appointed to demolifh the Works and Fortifications^ and 
to teiae, and joyn wkb the Army : which wa( no fooner 
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doDe, bnt die Garrifon at AjUslmrj^ that had felt the EfieAs 
of the others ill Neighbourhood, poOefled the place^ and puc 
ft Garrifon into it; which^ after the King had lefc Oxfird^ 
tXiA both the Armies of Bffix and WfiHtr^ were gone from 
before it, gave lictie lefs trouble to that City^ and obftruded 
die Provifions which ihould come thither, almoft as much as 
one of the Armies bad done. Tills brought great Complaints 
and Clamour from the Country, and from the Town, to the 
Lx)rd$ of the Council ; and was ever made an Ezcufe for 
their not complying with the Commands they fent out, for 
Labourers to work upon the Fortiitcattons \ which was the 
principal work in hand \ or for any other Service of the Town. 
When both Armies were drawn off to (ucfa a diftanee in 9olL^ 
lowing the King, that there feem'd for the prefent no reafoo- 
able apprehenfion of being Beiieged, the Lords confider'dof 
a Remedy (o apply to this Evil from Bofial Houfis; and re^ 
cdving encouragement from Cotonel Qag9 ( of whom they 
had a great efteem, and of whom we fliall fpeakifaoitiy more 
at large ) who ofl^r'd co undertake the reducing it, tbiey ap« 
pointed a Parry of CooHnaoded Men of the Fc^ which the 
King had lefc tiiere, with three pieces of Cannon , and a 
Troop of Horfe of the Town, to obey his Orders, who, hy 
die break of day, appeared before the place \ and in a more 
time, with litde refiftance, got pofleflioo of die Church, 2xA 
the Out-Houfes, and then batter'd the Honfe it felf with his 
Cannon ; which they wiiliin, would not long endure ; buc 
defired a Parley. Upon which the Houfe was rend^d, witli 
the Ammunition, one piece of Onlnsnce, which was all they 
had; and mudi good proviGon of Viduol, wliereof they had 
plenty for Horfe and Man^ and had Liberty given them to 
goaway wirh tharArmes, andHorfes; very eafy Conditions 
for fo ftrong a Poft ; which was obtain'd with the lofeof one 
inferior Officer, and two or three Common Men. Hese 
the Colonel left a Garrifon, that dkl not only defend Oscf^rd 
from tfaofe mifchievous Incurfions, but did very near iiipporc 
k felf, by the Contribution it drew from Buckmd^smfimm^ 
bcfides the Prev it frequently took from the very Neigbbour-^ 
hood of Aykstury. 

The Earl diEffix^ by flow and eafy Marches, and with- 
out any Oppofition or Trouble, enterd into iorfit-fiure i 
and by his great Civility, and Afiabiiity towuxis all Men, aoa 
the very good Difcipline in hu Army, wrou^t very mudi 
upon the People. Infomuch that his luvoes nuher enaeafecL 
than diminifli'd j which had, during his being before Osfvm^ 
been much Icflen'd, not oidy by the Numbers which woe 
iiiil'd and hurt, but by the runntns away of maoy^ whilft the 
flurpEnoounicrscQiicinued^^t/^iirtitBridgp. ItcinlMrdly 

be 
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be imagiu'd, hour great a Difierenoe there was in the humour^ 
difpoficion, and manner of the Army under EffitCy and the 
ether under fTdBer, in their behaviour and humanity towards 
the People ; and, confequently, in the Reception tiiey found 
among them ; the demeanour, and carriage of thofe under 
9FaBer being much more ungentkmanly, and barbarous^ than 
tfaatof the other: befides that the People, in all places, were 
not without ibme Afledion, and even reverence towards the 
Edir), who, as well upon his own account, as the memory 
of his Father, had been always uoiverially popular. 

Whbm he came to Bmdjvrd^ he had a great mind to 
make himfelf Mafter of Wkjmoutb^ if he could oompaft it 
without engaging his Army before it ; which he refolv'd Not 
to do; however tt was little out of his way to pa6 near it* 
Colonel jfi)^inmb£m^ then Govemour oSH^ffMiaby was made 
choice of for that Command, upon the Opinion of his Cou* 
mge. and Dexterity ; and, to make way for him, S^ Jbuh^mf 
t^teyC99f9T\aA\yctXiy the Year before, removed ftom that 
Oiarge; and was thereby fo much difobliged, that he quitted 
the King's Party, and gavehimfelfup, Body and Soul, to the 
Service of the rartiament , with an implacable Animofity 
againft the Royal Intereft. The Colonel had been intent 
upon other things, and not enou^ foilicitoas to finifli the 
Fortifications, which were not ftroag enough to defy an Ar- 
sny, yet tooftrong to bedeltver'd upon the Approach of one. 
I /hall Ay the left of this matter, becaufe the Govemour af- 
terwatds preflled to have the whole examined tiefore- a Coun- 
cil of War, where he produced' a Warrant, uncfer the hand 
of Prince MMtkiy <' that , the Town being untenable, he 
^ (hould, upon the advance of the £arl of %?«, put afiifE- 
^deot ftret^th into PtfitZ«irf-Caftle , and retire thither; 
which he haodone \ «id was, by the Council of War, ab- 
Iblv'd from any Crime. Yet, the truth is, however abfohf'd^ 
he loft Reputation by it ; and was thought to have left the 
Town tbofoon, though he meant to have retum'd again, af* 
ter he had vifited F^rtlmd. But in the mean time the Townf- weymovth 
men mutiny'd, and fenc to the Earl of Effix when he was ^i*yr*d f 
neat the Town ; whereopon he came thither ; which he '^^^ *' 
would not otherwife have done ; and gave the Garrifon leave *^* 
to march with their Armes to Prince Mmtria ; and fo became 
Mafter of "^ym o t a b ; and leaving Men enough out of the 
Country to defend it, without any delay, he proiecuted his 
march to Lyw ; ftom whence Prince Mamrkiy upon the news Lyme r«- 
of the lofs o^W^jmmnby had retired with haft enough towards l***'^ ^^ 
Exeter y with a Body of full five and twenty hundred Foot, 
and eighteen hundred Horfe ; after he had put a Garrifon of 
fire httfidiedAfen into Wkrebsm, and with fome lo(s of Re- 
putation, 
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IWatioD, for having lain fo long with fuch a ftrength before 
b vile and untenable a plaoe, without reducing it. 

AssooN as the King hsd joyn'd his Armj at Wbitmej^ 
which DOW oonfifed of full five thoufand five hundred Foot^ 
and very near four thoufand Horie, with a convenient Traio 
of Artillery , he rcfolv'd no longer to live upon his owa 
Quarters, which bad been too much wafted by Friends and 
Enemies ^ but to vifit the Enemy's Country ; and fo, the nexc 
day, hemarch'd towzxA^BuduMghsm^ where he would ftay, 
and exped Waller ( of whofe motion he yet heard nothing) 
and from whence, if he appeared not, his Majefty might enceo 
into the Aflbciated Counties, and fo proceed Northward, i£ 
upon Intelllgenoe from thence, he found it reafonable. Whilfc 
the King ftaid at Bitckh^bam, and thought himfelf now io a 
good Condition to fight with the Enemy ( his Troops, every 
day bringing in ftore of Provifions , and , being now in a 
Country where they were not ezpefted, met with many Cart<* 
loads of^Wine, Grocery, and Tobacco, which were paffing, 
as in fecure roads, from London to Coventry ^ and Ifktimkk^ 
ail which were very welcome to Buckingham ) a new, and 
unezpedsd Trouble fell upon him by the ill humour, and 
Faftion in his own Army. Wilmot continued ftill fuUen and 
perverfe, and ev^rj day grew more infolent ; and had con- 
trad^ fuch an Antmonty againfl: the Lord Di^i and the 
Mafter of the Roib, that he perfwaded many Officers of the 
Army, efpecially of the Horfe, where he was moft entirely 
obey d, to joyn in a Petition to the King, ^< that thofe two 
^'Couiifellors might be excluded, and be no more prefent in 
^^ Coimcils of War ; which they promifed to do. 

Waller remained ftill in ff^ceBer-ft^ire ^ upon which 
it was again Confulted, what the King was to do. Some pro» 
pofed '^ the marching prefeotlv into the Aflbciated Counties | 
others, '* tolofeno time in endeavouring to joyn with Prince 
^BMftft. Wibnoty without ever communicating it with the 
King, pofitively advifed, '^ that they mi^ht prefently march 
^ towards lAnion^ and now both their Generals, and Armies 
^ were fsir from them, make tryal what the true afiedioo of 
^' the City was ; and that, when the Army was marched as hx 
^ as S< Altansy the King fli^^uld fend fuch a gracious Mef&ge 
^^ both to the Parliament, and City, as was mof^ like to pre- 
^^ vail upon them \ and concluded, as if he knew ^' that this 
<< way of proceeding would be very much approved of by the 
^' Army. This extravaeant motion , with all the CircuoH 
fiances of it, troubled the King very much ; yet he thought 
sot fit abfdutely to rejed it, left it might promote that Peci- 
Cion, which he knew was framing amone the U&sfs ^ but 
wUhed them, ^' that fuch a Md&ge Ihoutd be prepariKl, and 
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^^ then that he would Communicate both that, and what con- 
*' cem'd his march towards Lamhm , to the Lords of the 
*^ Council at Oxford., that in fo weighty an Aflatr he might 
** receive Their Counfei. To that (xirpofe the Lord Digiy^ 
and the Matter of the Rolls, were fent to Oxford; who, sSter 
two days, retum'd without any Approbation of the march, 
ortheMefla^eby the Lords. But all that Intrigue fell of it 
felf, upon the fure Intelligence, ^' that HUfer had left H^or- 
^^ cejfer-jbjre, and march^, with what fpeed he could, to find 
*^hi8 Majefty; which gave new Argument of Debate. 

When the King had fo dextrouily deceiv'd, and eluded 
him by his quick march to and from H^cefttr^ WsiUery who 
had not timely Information of it, and lels fufpeded it, thought 
knot tothepurpofe to tire his Army with long marches in 
hope to overtake him ; but firft (heVd it at the Walls of 
WorcoHer^ to terrify chat City, which had concemn'd his power 
a year before, when it was not fo well able corefift it. But 
he quickly di(cem'd he could do no good there : then he 
inarched towards GioeeSfor^ having fent to Colonel Miffiy to 
iend him fbme Men out of GA^i^fr ; which he, being a Crea- 
ture of Effex% refufed to do. Upon this Denial, he marched 
into fFsrwkk-Jhiro^ and ap^inted his Rendezvous in Kemtom 
Field, the place where the firft Battle was fought. There he 
recei/d an addition of feven Troops of Horfe, and about fix 
hundred Foot, from IFanoici znd from Covetftry^ with eleven 
pieces of Ordnance. With this Recruit he marched confi- 
dently towards the King ; of which his Majefty being infbrm'd, 
thatm might tlftfboner meet him, he marched with his Ar*- 
my to Bracking when TfkUer was near Bamtrnj ; and the Ar- 
mies coming ibonly in view of each other, upon a fair Sun- 
(hinein the Afternoon, after a very wet Morning, both en- 
deavoured to pofleft a piece of Ground they well knew to be 
of Advantage ; which being nearer to WaUor^ and the King 
paffiog his whole Army through the Town of Ba/Umrjy be- 
fore it could come co it, Walltr had firft his Men upon it in 
good Order of Battle, before the King could reach thither : 
ft) that the King lay that Night in the Field, half a mileEaft 
of Bmikury^ the River of dserwel being between the two Ar- 
mies. 

T N B King refolv'd to make IVaUor draw of from that Ad- rh§fik$ m 
vantage ground, where he had ftood two days j and in order Cropred/- 
thereunto, marched away, as if he would enter further into'^^'' 
Noftbamftoiorfbiro : andhenofooner moved, but WoUorXiVC'- 
wife drew offfirom his ground, and coafted on the other fide 
of the River, but at fudh a diftance, that it was thought he 
had nombid to be engaged. The Van of the King's Army 
wa« Jed by the General, and Wilmti : in the Body was the 
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King, tnd the Prince, and the Rear oonfiftedof one thoufaod 
commanded Foot, tinder Cotonel ThihpiBj with the Earl of 
Idi^rTikm^M^sand the Earlof Ofrvtf/icWs Brigades of Horfe. 
Afid, that the Enemy might not be able to take anv advan- 
tage« a Party of Dragoons was fent to keep Owfresfy-Bridgc^ 
until the Army was paBed beyond it The Army marching 
in this order. Intelligence was brought to the King, ^< that 
^' theie was a Body of three hundred Horfe, within iefi than 
^ two miles of the Van of the Army, that marched to joyn 
^^ with fF^dbr ^ and that they might be eafily cut oi!^ if the 
^' Army mended their pace. Whereupon, Orders were ienc 
to the forenx>ft Horfe, ^^ that they fliould more fafter, the 
Van and the Middle having the fame Diredions, without any 
notice given to the Rear. Waller quickly difeem'd the great 
diilance that was fuddainly grown between the King's Body 
and his Rear, and prefendy advanced with fifteen hundred 
Pforfe , one thoufand Foot , and eleven pieces of Cannon 
to Cris^i^*Bridge, whk:h were quickly too ftronff fi^r the 
Dragoons that were left to keep it, and which ma£ a very 
£dnt ReGftance ; fo that this Party advanced above half a miJ^ 
purfuing their Defign of cutting off the King's Rear, before 
they ax)uld be able to get up to the Body of the Armv. To 
facilitate this Execution , he had fent one thoufand Horfe 
more, to paft over at a Ford a mile bek>w O^^^* Bridge, and 
to fall upon the Rear of all. Timely notice being given of 
this to tl^ Earl of c/nwArau/, who was in the Van of that Di- 
vifion, and ^^ of the Enemy's having pafled at Cr^frtif f which 
was confirm'd by the running of the Horfe, and Pouter 'd Foot) 
^' and that there ftood two Bodies of Horn without moving, 
^^and faced the Army: Thereupon the Earl prefendy drew 
up his Brigade to a riung ground that faced that pafi, where 
he difcem'd a great Body of the Rebels Horfe drawn up, and 
rttuly to have Men upon his Rear. It was no time to ez- 
peft Orders \ but the Earl , led by his own great Spirit, 
Chaiged prefently that Body with great fury, which fuftainVi 
it not with equal Courage ^ lofing a Comet, and many Pri- 
(oners. 

This Alarm had quickly reached the King, who feat to 
t)ie Van to return, and himfelf drew up thofe about him, to a 
little Hill beyond the Bridge 3 where he faw the Enemy pre- 
paring for a fecond Charge upon the Earl of Ckvelsmd. The 
King Qimmanded the Lord Bertufrd Stuart^ a Valiant yoong 
Gentleman, who Commanded his own Guards, ^to make 
^'haft to the Afliftance of the Rear ^ and, in his way, to 
** Charge thofe two Bodies of Horfe which faced his Majdfty. 
He, with above a hundred of Gallant and Scout Gentlemen, 
retum'd inftanUy over the Bridge, and a»de.haft cowards 
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thoTe two Bodies of Horfe ; wbo,(eeitig their fellows Roared 
by the Earl ofC^eveUnd^ were then advancing to Charge him 
in the Flank, as he was following the Execution : But the 
prefenoeofthis Troop made them change their mind ; and, 
after a very little ftay , accompany their fellows in their 
Flffiht^ which very much facilitated the Defeat, that quickly 
enlued. 

The Earl ofckvtlmidy after his (hort Encounter, made a 
ftand under a great Afli ( where the King had but half an hour 
before ftay'd and din'd ) not underftanding what the Enemy 
could mean by advancing fo faft, and then flying fo foon ; 
when be perceiv'd a Body of their Horfe of Gxceen Cornets, 
andas many Colours of Foot, placed within the Hedges, and 
all wichinMulquet-niot of him, and advancing upon him j 
which He likewife did upon Them with notable Vigour ; 
and having ftood their Muiquet and Carabine-(hot,he Charged 
cbem fo furioufly, being reibluteiy feconded by all the Offi- 
cers of his Brigade, that he Routed both Horfe and Fooc^ 
and Chafed them with good execution beyond their Cannoti : 
all which, being eleven pieces, were taken ^ with two BarrI* 
cadoes of Wood, which were drawn upon Whee:s, and in each 
feven fmall Brafs and Leather Guns, cbarg'd with Cafe (hot: 
moft of their Cannoneers were kiil'd ,« and the General ot 
their Ordnance taken Priibner. This Man, one IVeimeSy a 
Siotsfmny had been as much obliged by the King, as a Mad 
of His Condition could be, and in a manner very unpopular : 
for he was made Mafler Gunner of EftgUnd^ whh a Penfion 
ofthreehundred pounds^ tfsNMWi for his Ltle f which was 
looked upon as tome difrefpeA to the Engiijb Nation ) and 
having never done the King the leafl Service, he took the 
firfl opportunity to Diflerve him ^ and having been engaged 
agalnft hire, from the beginning of the Rebellion, he was 
now preferr!d by them, for his eminent Difloyalry, tobeGe- 
neral of the Ordnance in xhtkxmy DiS^Vf^iamWdller'^ whoi 
was very much advifed by him in all matters of Iniportance. 
Befides JfbemeSy there wa<{ taken Prifoner Baker^ Lieutenant 
Colonel to S^ WSIiam JFaBet'u own Regiment, and five or fix 
Lieucenant Colonels, and Captains, of as good Names as 
were amongft them ; with many Lieutenants , Enf^ns, aiid 
Comets, Quartermafters; and above one hundred Common 
Soldiers ; many more being flain in the Charge. The Earl 
purfued them as far as the Bridge ; over which he forced tbeni 
to retire, in fpite of their Dragoons, which were placed there 
to make good their Retreat : all which fled with them, or be- 
fore. And fo the Earl having clear'd that fide of the River^ 
and not knowing how far he was from the Army, retired, as 
he bad good reafon to do ; having loft, in thisnotid>le Adlion^ 
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two Colonds, Sr WiBismBcteler^ and S' fflBiam cidrte, both 
Gentlemen of Kemf^ of fair Fortunes, who had raiied, and 
arm'd their Regiments at their own Cbai^, who were both 
kill'd dead upon the place, with one Captain more of another 
Regiment,and not above fourteen Common Soldiers 

A T the fame time, the Earl of Nortbampttmdikovet'd that 
Party of the Enemies Horfe, which had found apaflage over 
the River a Mile below, to follow hitn in the Rear ^ and 

Crefently faced about with thofe Raiments of his Bri^e. 
Jpon which, without enduring the Charge, the whole Body 
betook themfelves to Flight, and got over the Pals they had 
fo newly been acquainted with, with little lois, becaufe they 
prevented the Danger ; though many of them, when they 
were got over, continued their Flight fofar, as if they were 
ftillpuifued, that they never returned again to their Army. 
The Lord Bernard ^ with the King's Troop, feeing there 
was no Enemy left on that fide, drew up in a large Field op- 
pofite to the Bridge; where he ftood, whilft the Cannon, on 
the other fide, play'd upon him, until his Majefty and the 
reft of the Army pafled by them, and drew into a body upon 
the Fields nc^r T0(/c€S, f^ifr inftantly quitted Crofredy^ and 
drew up his whole Army upon the high grounds, which are 
between Crcfredy and . Hanwelly oppoute to the King's Quar- 
ters about a Mile; the River of Cberufely and fome low 
grounds, being between both Armies; which had a full view 
of each other. 

I T was now about three of the Clock in the Afternoon, 
the Weather very fair, and very warm ( it being the 19* day 
of Jufte) and the King's Army being now together, his Ma- 
jefty refolv'd to profecute his good Fortune , and to go to 
the Enemy, fince They would not come to Him : and to that 

E' urpofe, fenttwogooa Parties, to make way for him to pais 
3th at CropndyBridge^ and the other pafs a Mile below ; 
over which the Enemy had fo newly pafled : both which 

i>laces were ftrongly guarded by them. To Crofredy they 
ent fuch ftrong Bcxiies of Foot, to relieve each other as they 
fliould be prefled, that thofe fent by the King thither could 
make no Impreflion upon them ; but were repulfed, till the 
Night came, and fevered them; all Parties being tired with 
the duty of the Day. But they who were fent to the other 
pafs, a Mile below, after a fliort Refinance, gained it, and a 
Milladjoyning; where, after they hadkill'd iome, they took 
the reft Prifoners; and from thence, did not only defend 
themfelves, that, and the next Day, but did the Enemy much 
hurt; expeding flill that their Fellows ihould mafter the other 
pafs, thatfo they might advance together. 
Pl£R£ the King was prevailed with to make trial ofaii- 
I other 
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other Expedient. Some Men, from the Conference they had 
with the Priibners, others from other Intelligence, made no 
<ioubt, but that if a Meflage were now fenc of Grace and 
Pardon to all the Officers and Soldiers of that Army, they 
would forthwith lay down their Armes : and k was very 
notorious, that Multitudes ran every day from thence. How 
thisMeflBlge ibould be fenr, fo that it might be eiie&ually de- 
liver'd y was the only Queftion that remained : and it was 
agreed, ** that S' Edward IFalhr (who was both Garter King 
at Armes, and Secretary to the Council of War ) <' fhould 
^ be fenc to publifh that his Majefty s Grace. But he wifely 
defired, "that a Trumpet might be firftfent for a Pals^ the 
barbarity of that People being notorious, chat they regarded 
not the Laws of Armes, or of Nations. Whereupon a Trum- 
pet was fentto S^lt^tOiam Waller y todefire "aSafeConduft 
*^ for a Gentleman, who (hould deliver a gracious Mel&ge 
^ from his Majefty. After two hours Confraeration, he re« 
fum'd Anfwer, ^^that he had no power to receive any Mef- 
" fage of Grace, or Favour from his Majefty, without the 
•^Confent of the two Houfes of Parliament ztWeftimnfter^ 
^ CO whom his Majefty, if he pleafed, might make hisaddrefles. 
And as loon as the Trumpet was gone, as an Evidence of his 
Refolution, he caufed above twenty fliot of hisgreateft Can- 
non to be made at the King's Army, and as near the place as 
they could, where his Majefty uied to be. 

When both Armies had ftood upon tha fame ground, 
and in the fiime pofl!ure, for the fpace of two Days, they 
both drew oflT to a greater Diftance from each other y and, 
from that time, never faw each other. It then quickly ap- 
peared, by WaBer^z ftill keeping more aloof from the King, 
and his marching up and down from Buckmghamy fometimes 
towards NortbimfBamy and Ibmetimes towards Warwkky that 
he was without other Defign, than of recruiting his Army; 
and that the Defeat of that day at Cropredy was much greater, 
than it then appeared to be; and that it even broke the heart 
of his Army. And it is very probable, thn if the King, af- 
ter he had refted and refrefhed his Men three or four days, 
which was very nece<&ry, in regard they were exceedingly 
tired with continual Duty, befides that the Provifions would 
not hold longer in the fame Quarters , had followed Waller^ 
when it was evident He would not follow the King, he 
might have deftroy'd that Army without Fighting : for it ap- 
pear'd afterwards, without it's being purkied , that within 
fourteen days after that Adion at Crofvidy^ TfStller's Army, 
thac before confifted of eiehc thoufand, was Co much wafted, 
•that there remain'd not with him half that Number. 

B u T the truth is, from the time that the King difcover'd 
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that mutinous Spirit in the Officers, govem'd by WJmtt^ 2I 
BMclAfgfjam^ he was unfati^fied with the Temper of bis own 
Arrny^ and did not defire a chrough Engagement, till he had 
a little time to reform fome, whom he refolvM never more 
heartily to truft ^ and to undeceive others, who, he knew, 
were mifled without any malice, or evil Intention. But when 
he now found hJmfelf fo much at Liberty- from two great Ar- 
mies, which had (b ftreightly encompafled him, within little 
more than a Month \ and that he had, upon the matter, de- 
feated one of them, and reduced it to a State, in which ic 
could, for the prefent, do him little harm ; his heart was at 
no eafe, with apprehenfioa of the terrible fright the Queen 
would be in { who was newly delivered of a Daughter^ that 
was afterwards Married to the Duke of Orleams ) when flic 
{aw the Earl of Effex before the Walls of Exeter, and (hould 
be at the fame time inform'd, that Wal/er was with another 
Army in purfuit of himfelf. His Majeftv refolv'd therefore, 
with all poffible Expedition, to follow the Earl ofEflex, in 
hopes that he Qiould be able to 6ght a Battle with him, be- 
fore Wdilbr fliould be in a Condition to follow him : and his 
own ftrength would be much improv'd, by a Conjun&ion 
with Prince Mdurke ; who, though he retired before JSffex^ 
would be well able, by the North of Devam-Jbirey to meet 
the King, when he (hould know that he march'd that way. 

H I s Majefty had no fooner taken this Refolution, than he 

gave notice of it to the Lords of the Council at Oxflnd ; and 

lent an Exprefs into the Weft, to inform the Queen of it; 

who, by the way, carried Orders to the Lord HoptcMy ^^ to 

^^ draw what Men hccould out of Mnmouth-fbire^ and South 

'^ JVsIeSy into Briftal^ that himfelf might meet his Majefty 

^' with as many as he could poffibly draw out of that Garrifon. 

So, without any delay, the whole Army, with what Expcdi- 

***^'"^ tion was poflible, march'd towards the Weft over iheCotf. 

ZZd, thi '"^^^ ^^ CiremceSier ; and fo to Bath ; where he arriv'd on the 

Wcrft. I5chday of 3^/y, and ftaid there one whole day, to refrefli 

his Army ; whi A ftood eaough in need of it. 

The King had fcarce march'd two davs Weft ward, when 
he wasfurpriied with ill news from the North; for, after he 
had, by an Expre(s from Oxford^ received intelligence, '^ that 
^' Prince Rupert had not only reliev'd Tork, but totally Je- 
^' feated the ^c^^^^with many particulars to confirm it fall which 
was fo much believ'd there, that they had made publick Fires 
of Joy for the Vi<aory ) he now receiv'd quite contrary Infor- 
mation, and was too furely convinced,, that his whole Army 
was defeated. It was very true, that, after many great and 
noble Adions perform'd by Prince Eupert in the Relief of 
Latham^ and tlie Reduftioa of Bolton^ and all other places 

in

in thit large County (MancheSer only excepted j in which 
the Rebels loft very many, much Blood having been Qied, in 
taking places by Aflault, which were too obfttnatelv defend- 
ed ; the Prince had marched out of Lancafhire wich fo good 
Reputation, and had given his Orders fo t&c&MzWy to Goring^ 
who lay in Uncolmjbire with that Body of Horfe that belonged 
to the Marquis of Nno-Caffle's Army, that they happily 
joyn'd him J and march'd together towards Tark^ wirhluch 
Expedition, that the Enemy was fo furpriled, that they found 
it ncceflary to raife the Siege in Confufion enough y and 
leaving one whole (ide of the Town free, drew to the other 
fide, in great Diforder and Conftemation; there being irre- 
concilable dif}erence€, and jealoufies, between the Officers, 
and, indeed, between the Nations: the EMgli/b rcfoWmg to 
joyn no more with the ScatSy and They, on the other fide, as 
weary of their Company, and Difcipline; fo that the Prince 
had done his Work j and if he had fate ftill, the Enemies 
great Army would have moulder'd to nothing, and been ex- 
pofed to any advantage his Highnefi would take of them. 

But thedifmal Fate of the Kingdom would not permit ibw^n^criwrt 
much Sobriety of Counfel : One fide of the Town was no'f'^^'^^ 
fooner free, by which there was an entire Communication '^^^^"^ 
with thoTe in the Town, and all Provifion brought in abun- 
dantly out of theCountiy, but the Prince, wiihoyt contiilt- 
ing with the Marquis ot Nenp-Cafthy or any of the Officers 
within the Town, fent for afl the Soldiers to draw out, and 
pat the whole Army in Battalia, on that fide where the Ene- 
my Was drawn up ; who had no other hope to preferve them 
but a prefent Battle, to prevent the reproaches and mutinies 
which diftraded them. And though that Party of the King's 
Horle which Charged the ScotSy (o totally Routed and De* 
feated their whole Army, that they fled all ways for many 
Miles together, and were knock'd on the head, and taken Pri- 
Ibners by the Country, and Lfjh their General fled ten Miles, 
and was taken Prtfoner by a Conftable ( from whence the 
News of the ViAory was fpccdily brought to Newark^ and 
thence iSsnt by an Exprefs to Oxford 'y, and fo icceiv'd and 
foread as aforefaid ) yet the EttgHfh Horfe, Commanded by 
r^drftx and CrcmweB, Charged fo well, and ia fuch excel- 
lent Order, beibg no iboner broken than they rallied again, 
and Charged as briskly, that, though both Fairfax and Crcm^ 
loeB were hurt, and both above the Shoulders, and many 
good Officers kill'd, they prevailed over that Body of Horfe 
which oppofed them, and totally routed, and beat them off 
the Fidd ; and almoft the whole Body of the Marquis of New^ 
Offtb's Foot were cut off 

Tax Marquis himfel^ and his brave Brother, Sc cbarks 
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Omemli/b (who wa« a Man of the nobleft, and largeft mind* 
though the ieaft, and moft inconvenient Body that liv'd ) 
Charged in the head of a Troop of Gentlemen, who came 
out of the Town with him, with as much Gallantry and Cou- 
rage, as Men could do. But it was fo late in the Evening 
before the Battle begun, that the Night quickly fell upon 
them ; and the Generals return'd into the Town, not enoueh 
knowing their own lofs, and perfbrm'd very few Compli- 
ments to each other. They who moft ezadly defcribe tnat 
unfortunate Battle, and more unfortunate abandoning that 
whole Country ( when there might have been means found 
to have drawn a good Army together) by Prince EttferfsYisAy 
departure with all his Troops, and the Marquis of New-Cs- 
ftle*s as hafty departure to the Sea fide, and taking Ship, and 
Tranfportiog himfelf out of the Kingdom, and all the iU Con- 
fequences thereupon, give fo ill an Account of any Condud, 
or Difcretion, in the managery of that Afiair, that, as I can 
take nopleafure in writing ot it, Co Pofterity would receive 
little pleafurc^ or benefit^ in the' moft particular Relation 
of it. 

This may be faid of it, that the like was never done> or 
heard, or read erf" before ; that two great Generals, whereof 
one had ftill a good Army left, his Horfe, by their not hav- 
ing performed their Duty, remaining upon the matter entire^ 
and much the greater part of his Foot naving retired into the 
Town, the great execution having fain upon the Northern 
Foot : and the other, havitig the abfolute Commiffion over 
the Northern Counties, ana very many Confiderable pkoes 
in. them ftill remaining under his Obedience , ihould both 
agree in nothing elfe, but in leaving that good City, and the 
whole Country, as a prey to the Enemy ; who had not yet 
the Courage to believe that they had the Vidory ; the Si^s 
having been fo totally routed (as hath been faid before) their 
General made Prifoner by a Conftable, and detained in Oi- 
ftody, till moft part of the next day was paft ; and moft of 
the Officers, and Army, havine marched, or run above ten 
Miles Northward, before they had News that' they might fe- 
curely return : And though the Horfe under Fairfax and 
Cromwell had wone the day , yet they were both much 
wounded, and many others of the beft Officers kill'd, or (b 
maim'd that they could not, in any Ihort time, have done 
ipore hurt : fo that if there had been any Agreement to have 
concealed their lofs, which might have been done to a good 
Degree f for the Enemy was not pol]&fled of the Field, biic 
was drawn off* at a diftance, not knowing what) the Horie» 
which had done fo little, might do the next day^ there migbt 
probably muny Advantages bav<^ appear'd^ wUch were not 
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at the inftanc in view ; however, they might both have done 
that as feooreiy afterwards^ as diey did then unfealbnably. 

But neither of them were Friends to fuch Deliberation; 
but, aflbon as they were refrefhed with a litde deep, they both 
feat a MeOenger to each other, almoft at the fame time ; the 
one, ^^ that he was reibiv'd, that Morning, to march away 
^ with his Horfe, and as many Foot as he had left ; and the 
other, ^ that he would, in that Inftant, repair to the Sea-fide, 
^and Tranfport himfelf beyond the Seas ; both which they 
immediately perform'd ; the Marquis making haft to Scar- 
S§r9ti£by there Embarked in a poor Veflel , and arrived at 
HttMomrgb : the Prince , wirh his Army, began his March 
Che {aa)e Momtns towards cbefter. And To York was left to 
the difcretion of & 7A»mmx Gkmbam^ the Governour thereof^ 
to do with it as He thought fit ; being in a Condition onlv to 
deliver it up with more Decency, not to defend it againlt an 
Enemy that would rec^mre it. * 

Whereas, if Prince Ri^ert had ftay'd with the Army 
he marched away with, at any reafonable Diftance, it would 
have been long before the Jealoufies, and Breaches, which 
were between che Engl(/b and Scots Armies , would have 
been enough compoied to have agreed upoh the renewing 
the Siege j fuch great quanttrics of Provifion being already 
brought into the Town: and the Seats talked of nothing but 
returning into their own Country , where the Marquis of 
Mwrntroie had kindled already a Fire, which the Parliament 
g{ Edenlormtgb p>uid not quench. But the certain intelligence, 
^^ that the Prince was marched away without thought of re- 
<^ turning, and that the Marquis had Embarked himfelf, re- 
conciled them fo far (and nothing elfe could) that, after 
two days, they return'd to the Pofts they had before had in 
the Siege ; and fo ftreighten'd the Town, that the Governour, 
when he had no hope of Relief, within a Fortnight was com* 
pelled to deliver it up, upon as good Articles for the Town, y^^j^ ^^^ 
and the Gentry that were in it, and for Himfelf, and the few j,tr'dt$tim 
Soldiers he had left, as he could prppofe: And fo he marched P^r/iMMiis 
with all his Troops to CarS/lij whioi he afterwards defended 
with very remakable Circumftances of Courage,. Induftry, 
and Patience. 

The Times afterwards grew fo bad, and the King's Af- 
fairs fucceeded fo iU, that there was no Opportunity to call 
either of thofe two great Perfons to Account for what they 
had done, or what they had left undone. Nor did either of 
them ever think fit to make any particular Relation of the 
grounds of their Proceeding, or the caufes of their mifadven- 
cures, by wtj of Excufe to the King, or for their own Vin- 
dieatioa.. Prince ^btffrt^ only to his Friends, and after the 
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Mimher of the King, produced a Letter in the Kingi's own 
'hand, which he receiv'd \iriien he was ufxm bis March from 
LoMi^fhire cowards Tork*^ in which his Majefty faid, ^^ that his 
^^ Afiairs were in fo very ill a State, ttuit it would not be 
^ enough, though his Highnefs raifed the Siege from T^rk^ 
^* if he had not iikewife ^cen the Scaiifb Army -y which he 
^' underftood to amount to no lefs than a peremptory Order to 
''Fight, upon what difadvancage foever : and added, '^that 
^'thediiadvantage was fo great, the Enemy being (o much 
'^ Superior in number, it was no wonder he toft the day. Bac 
as the King's Letter would not bear that fenfe, fo the greateft 
Caufe of the Misfortune was the precipitate entriog upon the 
Battle, aflbon as the Enemy drew off; and without Confulting 
at all with the Marquis of Ntw-O^k^ and his Officers ; who 
mu(^ needs itnow more of the Enemy, and qonfequently how 
they were beft to be dealt with, than his Highnefs cotild do. 
For he Ofv not the Marquis , till, upon bis Summons, he 
came into the Field, in the head of a Troop of Gentlemen, 
as a private Captain, when the Battle was ragged ^ and which, 
after a very (hort falutation, immediately begun; thofe of the 
Marquis's Army, who came out of the Town, being placed 
upon the ground left by che Prince, and affign'd to them ; 
which much indifpofed both Officers and Soldiers to the work 
la hand, and towards thofe with whom they were to joyn 
in it. 

Then it was too late in the day to begin the Fight, if all 
the other ill circumftances had been away; for it was paft 
three in the Afternoon : whereas, if it had been deferr'd till 
next Morning, in which time a full Confultation might have 
been had, and the Officers and Soldiers grown a little ao 
quainted with each other, better fucceft might have been rea- 
ionabiy expeAed ; nor would theConfufion and Conftemation 
the other Armies were then in, which was the only ezcufe 
for the prefent Engagement, have been the lefs; but, on the 
contrary, very much improved by the delay ; ft>r the Bitter- 
nefs and Animofity between the Chief Commanders was fudi, 
that a great part of the Army was marched fix Miles, when it 
appeared, by the Prince's manner of drawing his Army to* 
gcther to that ground, that his refolution was to Fight: the 
Ipeedy Intelligence whereof prevail'd, and nothing elie could, 
with thofe who were gone fo £ir, to return; and with the 
reft, to unite and concur in an Adion, that, in human realbn, 
could only pieferve them ; and if that opportunity had not 
then been fo unhappily ofier'd, it was getictally believ'd rhae 
the 9o$s would, the next Morning, have coodnued their 
March Northward ; and the Earl of MmukeBer w«ukl bive 
been neceffitated to have mad^ bis retie^t^asV^Il aa he could, 

into 
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into his Aflbciated Counties ^ and it would have been in the 
Prince's power to have chofen which of them he would have 
deftroyed. 

But then of all the reft, his going away the next Morn- 
ing with all his Troops, in that manner, was moft unexcufa- 
ble ; becaufe moft prejudicial, and moft ruinous to the King's 
Afiairs in thofe parts. Nor did thofe Troops ever after bring 
any confiderable advantage to the King's Service, but moul- 
der'd away by degrees, and the Officers, whereof many were 
Gentlemen of Quality and great Merit, were kill'd upon beat- 
ing dp of Quarters, and little Actions not worth their pre- 
lence. The truth i«, the Prince had fome fecret Intimation 
of the Marquis's purpofe of immediately leaving the Town, 
and Embarking himielf for the parts beyond the Seas, before 
the Marquis himfelf fent him word of it ; upon which, in 
great paffion and rage, he fent him notice or his refolution 
pre^tly to be gone, that he who had the &)mmand of all 
thofe parts, and thereby an obligation not to dcfert his Charge, 
might be without any imagination that the Prince would 
take fuch a diflraded Government upon him, and leave him 
any czcufe for his departure : and if in this joynt diftemper, 
with which they were both tranfported, any Perfons of dii* 
cretfoo and honour, had interpofed, they might, in all proba- 
bility, have prevailed with both, for a good underftanding 
between them, or at leaft for the fufpennon of their prefent 
Relblutions, and confidering what might beft be done. But 
they both refoJv'd fo foon, and fo Toon executed what they 
refolv'd, that very few had the leaft fufpicion of their Inten- 
tions, till they were both out of diftance to have their Con- 
▼erfion attempted. 

All that can be (aid for the Marquis is, that he was fo 

utterly tired with a Condition and Employment fo contrary to 

his Humour, Nature, and Education, that he did not at all 

confider the means, or the way, that would let him out of it, 

4iod free him for ever firom having more to do with it. And 

it was a greater wonder, that he fuftain'd the vexation and 

fatigue oTit fo long, than that he broke from it with fo little 

orcuttfpeOAon. m was a very fine Gentleman, adtive, and 

full of Courage, and moft accomplilh'd in thofe Qualities of 

Horfemanfliip, Dancing, and Fencing, which accompany a 

good breeding; in which his delight was. Befides that he 

was amorous in Poetry, and Mufick, to which he indulged 

the greateft part of his time ; and nothing could have tempted 

him out of thofe paths of oleafure, which he enjoyed in a full 

and ample Fortune, but Honour and Ambition to ferve the 

King when he (aw him in diftrefe, and abandoned by moft of 

thofe who were in the higheft degree obliged to him, and by 

him. 
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him. He lovM Monarchy, as it was the foundation and (up- 
porc of his own greacnefs, and the Church, as it was well 
confticuted for the fplendour and fccurity of the Crown ; and 
Religion, as ic cheriih'd, and maintain'd that Order and Obe- 
dience that was nece(&ry to Both; without aoy other paffioQ - 
for the particular Opinions which. were grown up in it. and 
diftinguifhed ic into Parties, than as he decefted whattoever 
was like todifturb thePublick Peace. 

He had a particular Reverence for the Pertbn of the King, 
and the more extraordinary Devotion for that of the Prince, 
as he had had the Honour to be trulled with his Educatfon as 
hisGovernour; for which Office, as he excelled in fome, (b 
he wanted other Q^ialificacions. Though he had retired from 
his great Truft, and from the Court, to decline the infup- 
portable Envy which the powerful Fadion had oontrafted a- 
gainft him, yet the King was no fooacr oeceflitaced to pofleis 
himfelf of fome place of ftrength, and to raife fome Force 
j^r his Defence, but the Earl of Nrw Cafik ( he was made 
Marquis afterwards ) obeyed his firft call ^ and, with great 
expedition and dexterity, feifed upon thatTowff; when till 
then there was not one Port Town in EMgia^, that avow'd 
their Obedience to the King : and he then prefently raifed 
fuch Regimencs of Horfe and Foot, as were neceflary for the 

(Tefent ftate of Af&irs ; ail which was done purely by bis own 
ntereft, and the Concurrence of his numerous Allies in thofe 
Northern Parts ; who with all alacrity obeyed hisCprnmands, 
without any charge to the King ; which he was not able to 
fupply. 

And after the. Battle of Edge-bill^ when the Rebels grew 
Co ftrong in Torkjbire^ by the influence their Garriibn qTHmU 
had upon both the Eaft and Weft Riding there, that it be- 
hoved the King prefently to make a General, who might 
unite all thofe Northern Counties in his Service, he could 
not choofe any Man fo fit for it, as the Earl of IJenD-^^sSk^ 
who was not only pofleis'd of a prefent Force, and of that 
important Town, but had a greater Reputation and Intereft 
in Tork-Jhire it felf, than, at that prefent, any other Man bad : 
the Earl of Cumterlsnd being at that time, though of entire 
Afiedion to the King, much decayed in the vigour of his 
Body, and his Mind, and unfit for that Adivity which the 
Seafon rcauired. And it cannot be denied, that the Earl of 
Ntm Cafile^ by his quick march with his Troops, aflbon as 
he had received his Commiffion to be General, and io the 
depth of Winter, redeem'd, or rcTcued the City of X§rk from 
the Rebels, when they iobk'd upon it as their own, and had 
it even within their grafp : and aflbon as he was Mafter of it^ 
he raifed Men apace, and drew an Army together^ with which 

ho 
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he Fot^bc many Battles, in which he had aJways (this laft 
only excyted ) Succeis and Vidory. 

H E liKed the Pomp^ and abfolute Authority of a General 
well, and preferv'd the Dignity of it to the full ; and for the 
dlfchars^ of the outward State, and Ciraunftances of it, in 
^As of Courtefy, Affiibilicy, Bouncy, and Generofity, he a- 
bounded ; which, in the infancy of a War. became him, and 
made him, for iome time, very acceptable to Men of all 
Conditions. But the fubftaotial part, and fatigue of a Ge» 
neral, he did not in any degree underftand (being utterly un- 
acquainted with War^ nor could fubmit to; but refenrd all 
matters of that Nature to the discretion of his Lieutenant Ge- 
neral King J who, no doubt, was an Officer of great Expe- 
rience^ and Ability, yet, being a Sc0fS'm2n , was in that oon- 
jtindhire, upon more di&dvantage than he would have been, 
if the General himfelf had been more intent upon his Com- 
mand. In all A&ions of the Field he was ftill prefent, and 
never abfent in any Battle ; in all which he gave inftances of 
an invincible Courage and Fearlefsnefs in danger; in which 
the ezpofiiig himfelf notoriouily did fometimes change the 
fortune of the Day, when his Troops begun to give ground. 
Such Articles of A&ion were no (boner over, than he retired 
to his delightful Company, Mufick, or his fofter pleafures, to 
all which he was fo indulgent, and to his eafe, that he would 
not be interrupted upon what occaGon foever ; infomuch as 
he ibmetimes denied admiffion to the Chiefeft Officers of the 
Army, even to General JUsg himfelf, for two days together; 
from whence many inconveniencies fell out. 

From the banning, he was without any reverence or 
regard for the Privy Council, with few of whom he had any 
acquaintance; but was of the other Soldiers mind, that all the 
bunnefs ought to be done by Councils of War, and was al- 
ways angry when there were any Overtures of a Treaty ; 
&nd therefore, efpecially after the Queen had Landed in T^rk- 
Jbtrty and ftaid fo long there, he confider'd any Orders he re- 
ceiv'd from* 0x^4^, though from the King himfelf, more 
negligently than he ought to have done ; and when he thouehc 
himfelf fure of Hvff, and was fure that he fliould be then Ma- 
tter entirelvof all the North, he had no mind to march nearer 
Che King ( as be had then Orders to march into the Aflbci* 
ated Counties, when, upon the taking of Brifiol^ his Ma- 
j<^y had a purpofe to have marched towards l/md^n on the 
other fide } out of apprehenfion that he (hould be eclipfed by 
the Court, and his Authority overlbadow'd hf the Supe- 
riority of Prince Rupert i from whom he defired to be at 
diflance : Yet when he found himfelf in diftrefs, and neoeffi- 
tat^d CO draw his Army within the Walls of Xork^ and &w 
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no way to be relieved but by Prince Rupert ^ who had then 
done great feats of Armes in the relief of Ntwarky ji§d after- 
wards in his Expedition into LMmafbirey where he was at thac 
time, be writ to the King to Oxford^ either upon the know* 
ledge chat the abfolutenels, and illimicednefs of his Commif* 
fion was generally much fpoken of, or out of the Conicience 
of fome difcourle of his own to that purpofe ^ which might 
have been reported; ^^ that he hoped his Majefty did believe, 
^ that he would never make the leaft fcruple to obey the 
'^Grandchild of King James : And afluredly, if the Prince 
had cultivated the good inclinations Che Marauis had towards 
him, with any civu and gracious Condefcenuons, he would 
have found him full of duty and regard to his Service, and 
Intereft. 

But the ftrange manner of the Prince's coming, and un- 
deliberated throwing himfelf, and all the King's hopes, into 
chat fuddain and unaeceflary Engagement, by which all the 
force the Marquis had raifed, and with fo many difficulties 
preferv'd, was in a moment caft away and deftroy'd, fo tranf- 
ported him wirh paffibn and defpair, that he could not com* 
pofe himfelf to think of beginning the work again, and in* 
volviog himfelf in the fame undeiightful condition of Life, 
from which he might now be free. He hoped his paft meri- 
torious Adions, might outweigh his prefent abandoning the 
thought of future A&ion ; and fo, without farther confidcra- 
tton, as hath been faid, he tranfported himfelf out of the 
. Kingdom, and took with him General Kmg ; upon whom, 
they who were content to fpare the Marquis, poured out all 
the Reproaches of ^^ Infidelity, Treafon, and ConjunAion 
^'with his Country men ; which, without doubt, was the 
efiedlof the univermi Difcontent, and themiferable Condition 
to which the People of thofe Northern Parts were on the fud- 
dain reduced, without the leaft foundation, or ground for any 
fueh reproach : and as he had, throughout the whole Courfe 
of his Life, been generaljy reputed a Man of ^pnour, and 
had ezercifed the higheft Commands under the Kmg of Swe^ 
dem with extraordinary ability^ and fucoefs, fo he had been 
profecuted by fome of his Country Men with the higheft ma- 
lice, firom his very coming into the King's Service ^ and the 
(ame malice purfued him alter he had left che Kingdom^ even 
to his death. 

The loft of E^glattd came (b loon to be lamented, that 
the lofi of Teri^ or the too foon deferring the Northern Parts, 
were comparatively no more fpoken of; and the conftanc 
and noble behaviour of the Marquis in tlie change of his For* 
tune, and his chearful fubmiflion to all che ftreighti^ neoef> 
fkies^ and difcomforts^ which are infeparable from Baniflmient) 

without 
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without the leaft appHcftcion to the Ufurpers, who were pof 
fefled of his whole Eftace, and upon which they commitred 
all imaginable and irreparable Waft , in deftroying all his 
Woods of very great Value, and who were ftill equally ab- 
horred, and deq>ifed by him j with his readinefs and alacrity 
again to have embarked himfelf in the King's Quarrel, upon 
the firft reafonable occafion, fo perfe&ly reconciled all good 
Men to him, that they rather obferv'd, what he had Done, 
and Sufier'd for the King and for his Country, without far- 
ther inquiring what he had Omitted to do, or been overfeen 
in doing. 

This fatal blow, which fo much changed the King's con- 
dition, that till then was very hopeful, made not fuch an im- 
preffion upon his Majefty, but that it made him purfue his 
former Reiolution, to follow the Earl of J^x, with the more 
impatience^ having now in tiuth nothing elfe to do. But 
being inform'd that the Earl had not made any long marches, 
andSiat the Queen, upon the firft News of the E^Ltl's draw- 
ing near, though fbehad been little mose than a fortnight de- 
livered, had IdFt Exitify and was removed into C&rmva/ ; 
from whence, ifl a (hort time, (he embarked for Frarce ( then* ^mm 
Prince of Orsmge having fenc fome Dttfcb Ships of War^ to'"''*' *^« 
attend her Commands in the Harbour of Valmoutk ^ and from^'*''^ 
thence her Majefty tranfportcxi her felf ) his Majefty march'd 
more flowly, that he might encreafe his Army from BriBol^ 
and other places; making no doubt, but that he Ihouid en- 
gage the Army of the Earl of Bffixy who was already near 
Exeter y before he (hould be able to remm to lAwdam. 

The Earl of Effixs good Fortune now begun to decline : 
he had not proeeeded with his accuftom'd warinefe, and skill, 
but run into Labyrinths, from whence he could not difintan- 
gle himfelf. When he had march'd to the length of Exeter^ 
whicbhe had fome thought of Befieging, without any imagi- 
nation that he could nnd an Enemy to contend with him* 
having left the King in fo ill a condition, and S' IPSiamWsU 
Ur with fo good an Army wairing upon him , he had the 
News of the *^ difappoinrment S' Wmiam Walbr had received ; 
*^ and that the King was come with his whole Army into the 
^' Weft in purfuit of him, without being followed by Hkller^ 
^^oranyTroopstodiiquietor retard his March; which ex- 
ceedingly furpriled him, and made him fufpefi that the Par* 
liament it (eh had betrayed him, and confpired his ruin. 

The Jealoufies were now indeed grown very great be- 
tween them ; the ParUanoent looking upon his march into the 
Weft, and leaving Wklkr^ to whom they intended the other 
Province, to follow the King, but as a Declaration that he 
would nomoiefight againft the Perfon oftbeKing; and the 
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Earl, on the other fide, had well obferv'd the difl&rence be^ 
twixt the care and afieftiontbe ParUamenc expreiled for, and 
towards His Army, and the other under the Command of 
the E^l ofMtmcbeJhr ; which they fet fo great a- price upon, 
that he thought they would not fo much care what became of 
His. Otherwife, it could not be poffible, that upon fo little 
a bnifh as Walkr had fuftain'd, he could not be able to fol- 
low, and difturb the King, in a Country fo enclofed, as he 
muft pais through. In this unexpeAed (treight, upon the firft 
reception of the News, he refolv'd to return back, and nneet 
and fight with the King, either before he enter'd pevon-Jbirt^ 
or eUe in Simerfii-Jhire ^ in either of which places he could 
not be ftreighten'd in room, or proviGons, or be compelled 
to fight in a place difadvanrageous, or when he had no mind 
to it ; and if he had purfued this Refolution, he had done 

f>rudently. But the Lord RoSerts^ who was a General Officer 
a his Army, of an infociable Nature, and impetuous Difpo- 
fition, full of contradiction in his Temper, and of Pans fo 
much fuperior to any in the Company, that he could too well 
maintain and juflify all thofe conrradi&ions, pofitively op- 
pofed the return of the Army ; but- preOeJ, with His con- 
fidence, ^' that the Armyfhould continue it's March to Ovns- 
*' wa/ ; where he undertook to have fo great Inrereft, that he 
made no queftion, ^' but the prefence of the Earl of EffeXy 
*' with his Army, would fo unite that Countv to the Parlia- 
^ mentis Service, that it would be eafy to defend the pafles in'^ 
^ to the whole County ( which are not many) in fuch a man- 
^^ ner, that the King's Army ihould never be able to enter 
^^ into C9mwalj nor to retire out of Devom-Jhire without great 
^'lofir, nor before the Parliament would fend ifiore Forces up- 
^' on their backs. 

The Lord Roberts ^ though inferior in the Army, had 
much greater aedit in the Parliament than the Earl of Effex ; 
and the Earl did not think him very kind to him, he being 
then in great oonjun&ion with S^ Harry yam, whom of all 
Men the Earl hated, and look'd upon as an Enemy. He had 
never been in Ofrmoah^ fo he knew not the Situation of the 
Country : fome of the Officers, and fome others of that Coun- 
try ( as there were with him four or five Gentlemen of that 
Country of Inrereft) concurr'd fully with the Lord Roberts ^ 
and promifed great matters, if the Army marched thither : 
whereupon the Earl departed from his own underftanding, 
and comply'd with their advice; and fo marched the dire^ 
7iw £4f/ way with all his Army^ Horfe, Foot, and Cannon, into that 
•f Eflc« narrow County \ and purfued Prince Maurice ^ni thofe Forces, 
^['Jj!' pwhich eafily retired, Weftward ; until he found himfelf in 
fireightsj where weQuU leave him for thcprefcnt. 

After 
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After the King had made a fmall ftay at ExittTj where 
he found his youpg Daughter, of whom the Queen had beeo 
fo lately delivered , under the Care and Government of the 
Lady Dalkeih ( (hortly after Countefi of Morton bv the death 
ofher Husband'8 Father ) who had been long before defign'd 
by both their Majefty'sco that Charge^ and having a little re- 
freih'd, and accommodated his Troops, he marched diiedtly * 
to Conmal'y where he found the Earl ofEfftx in fuch a partus Ki^s 
of the Country on the Sea fide, that he quickly, by the general /•*'«'' '"'• 
Conflux and Concourfe of the whole People, upon which the **^*^''' 
Earl had been perfwaded fo much to depend, found means, 
with very little Fighting, fo to ftreighten his Quarters, that 
there feem'd litde appearance that hecould poflibly march away 
with his Army,or compel the King to Fight. He was, upon the 
matter, indofed in, and about Foy ; whilft the King lay en* 
camped about Uskard; and no day pafled without fome Skir- 
miflies y in which the Earl was more diftrefled, and many of 
his principal Officers taken Prifoners. Here there happened 
an Accident that might very well have turn'd the King's For- 
tune, and depriv'd him of all the Advantages which were 
then in view. The King being always in the Army himfelf, 
all matters were ftill debated before him, in the prefence of 
thofe Coiinfellors who were about him ; who, being Men of 
betteruadeiftandingsand better expreflions than the Officers, 
commonly di^fed his Majeftyto Their opinions, at leaft 
kept him from concurring in every thing which was propofed 
by the Officers.. The Counfellors, as hath been faid before, 
were the Lord JDsgiyy Secretary ot State , and S' Jolm C^tt" 
fofpefy Mafter of the Rolls, of whofe judgement the King 
had more efteem, even with reference to ihe War, than (tf 
mod of the Officers of the Army; which raifed an implacable 
animofity in the whole Army againft them. 

GfiNBRAL Euthmy who by this time was Created Earl of 
.Brentfrrdy was General of the Army ; bur, as hath been faid, . 
bothby reafonofhis Age, and his extreme deafnefs, was not 
a Man of Counfel or Words ; hardly conceived what was pro- 
pofed, and as confufedly and oblcurely delivered hi^ opinion ; 
and could indeed better judge by his Eye than his Ear ; and 
in the Field well knew what was to be done. Wilmot was 
Lieutenant General of theHorfe, and at this time the feoond 
Officer of the Army, and had much more Credit aud Autho- 
rity in it, than any Man ; which he bad not employ'd to the 
King's ^vantage, as his Majefty believ'd. He was a Man 
Proud, and Ambitious^ and incapable of being contented^ an 
ordinary Officer in Marches, anid governing his Troops. He 
drank hard , and had a great power over all who did fb, 
wa^ a great People. He had a more companionable Wit 
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even than hii Rival Gormgj and fway'd more among the good 
Fellows, and could by no means endure that the Lord Dig^^ 
and Sr jMw CoUfffffty (hould have fd much credit wich che 
King in Councils of War. 

The King had no kindnefi for him-upon an old account, 
as remembring the pare he had aded agatnft the Earlof ^r^if^ 
^ fwi : however, he had been induced , upon the Accidents 
which happened afterwards , to repofe tnift in him. This 
WUmot knew well enough ; and forefaw, that he ibould be 
quickly overiliadow'd in the War \ and therefore defired to 
gee out of it, by a ieafonable Peace; and lb, in all his dif- 
courfes, urged the neccffity of it, as be had begun in Bmckmg* 
bamjbir9*j and, *' that the King ought to fend Propoficions to 
*^ the Parliament, in order to obtaining it \ and in this March 
bad profecuied his former defign by feyeral Cabals among the 
OflScers ; and dtfpofed them to Petition the King, ^'to fend 
'^ to the Parliament again an oStt of Peace; and diatthe Lord 
^^TUgbj^ 2XidSfJolmColepeffer^ might not be permitted to 
^be prefent in Councils of War; implying, ^^that if this 
^^ might not begranted« they would think of fome other wa]f. 
'Which Petition, thougn, by the Wifdom of fome Officers, it 
was kept from being dehver'd, yet fo provoked the King, 
that he refolv'd to take the firft opportunity to free himfelf 
from his impetuous humour ; in which good difpofition the 
Lord Digby ceafed not to confirm his Majefty ; and as foon as 
the News came of the Northern Defeat, and that the lAiX^ 
q^xxsoiNew'Caftle had left the Kingdom, he prevaird that 
Gorimg might be fent for to attend his Majefty ; who then pro- 
pofcd to himfelf to make his Nephew Prince loif^'Jeneral 
of the Army, zxkiGorh^ Generalof the Horfe ; which VKimoi 
could not avowedly have excepted againft,the other having been 
always Superior to him in Command ; and yet would 'be fuch a 
Mortification to him,as he would never have been able to digeft. 

Whether his apprehenfions ttf this, as his jeatous na- 
ture had much of fagacity in it, or his reftlefs and mutinous 
humour, tranfported him, but he gave not the King rime to 
profecute that gracious method } but even forced him to a 
quicker and rougher remedy : fi^r during the whole March, he 
oifcourfed, in all places, '^ that the King muft fend to the £trl 
^^ of Effix to invite him to a Conjunction widi hio)« fo that the 
'^ Parliament might be obliged to confent to a Peace ; and 
'* pretended, that he had fo good Intelligence in that Army, 
^^ as to know that fuch an Invitation would prove efifedual, 
^^ and be acceptable to the Earl ; who, he knew, was un&tif-& 
^* fied with the Parliament's behaviour towards htm : and he 
was fo indifcreet, as to defire a Gentleman, with whom he 
bad no intimacy, and who bad a Pafs to go beyond the Seas, 
t and 


and tmift fo tliroogh die Earl's Queers, ^' that lie Wofbld 
^raoembcr hit Service cotheEarlof IJ^x; and aSurehim^ 
^ chat the Amry fe much deiSred ^ce, chat ic Ihould not be 
** in the Va^er of any of chofe Perfbna aboat the King to hni- 
^ der it, if his Lordfhfp would treat upon iAy reafonaWtf 
^ Propofitians. All which kind of carriage ana difcourfea 
w«re qtrickh reprefenred, m their full magnitnd^ to the King, 
by the LoniDigf^T > ^4 f^^ Majefl/s own averfion kindled 
atiy ^k into a formed diftruft. So that after the King came 
ifltD Cnwmd^ and had hi$ whole Army drawn up on the cop 
cf the H9fy in view of the Earl of iffex , who waa in the 
Bottofm and a Battle expeded eVcry day, upon fome new. 
diftocrrie VtMrnti made oat of Pride and Vanity (for there 
was not, fai ail the former^ the leaft fordiM Aft of %d!tioa in 
bis heart ) the Knight Marlhal, with the affiftance ofTm JSA 
&f ) arretted hhn in the King's Name of High Tfeafoh \ and 
difiBoomed hite from his Horfe in the head of all th^ Troops ^ 
potting a Gnard upon him. He was prefcntly l^nt Prifcmer 
to fixMffr, without any other ill efled, which might very rea- 
ibnably have been apjprehended in fbch a conjun^rei when 
he was indeed generally weU beltrved, and none of them for 
whnfe &kes he was thought to be facrifice^ were at all 
cfieemTd: yet, I&y« therewere nootherilIefie£tiofltchaa 
a little tnormur, whidi vanilhed away. 

Thk Cune day diat H'iMr wasarrefted, the King removM* 
another Generaf Officer of his Army, the Lord' tkrti\ wh» 
bad been madd Oeneral of the Ordnance upon very partial^ 
^o^xnQ^ enough deliberated Confiderations ; and put into that 
Offioe the Lord Hftftum ; whofe promotion wa^ univer&Ily 
approved y theone havhig no friend, and the other being iiui- 
vernlly belov'd. Befide% the hardPkrtj ( who was the firft 
that had been created a Baron at Oxford upon the Queen's In- 
teroeffion; which obliged the Kidg to bellow theiame hd- 
aoor on more Men ) had been as much (ndioed to mutiny^ 
as the LordtfUmii and was much a bolder Speaker^ and 
had none of thofe faculties, which the other had, of recon- 
dlmg Men to him. Tet even His removal added to the ill 
faumour of die Army, too much di/pofed to difcontent, and 
cenfiuring all that was done : for thougn be was generally uo- 
lovM, as a proud and (iipercilious Ixribn, yet he had alwayi 
three or four Peribns of good aedit and reputation, who were 
cfteem'd by him, with whom he liv'd very well ^ and though 
he did not draw the good felk> ws to himhy drinking, yet he 
cat well; which, in the General fcarcity of that time, drew 
many Votaries to him ; who bore very ill the want of his 
T^Ie, aod fowere not without Ibme inclination to murmur 
even on-Hls behalf. 
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The very next day after thefe Removals, Colonel Gmrmg 
appealed ; who had waited upon the King the night before, 
at his Qjatt6rfi)\.with Letters from Prince Ibifift : and thea 
the Army bemg: drawn up , his Majefty y attended by the 
priAcipaTipfftcersorthe Armv, rode to every Divifion o£ the 
Horfe, and th^re declared, ^'that, attherequeft of bis Ne» 
^phewl^rince JRii/fr/, and upon his refignation, he made M' 
^ Goffifg General of the Horle ; and commanded them all to 
^ obey him ; aod for the Lord JPibmty although be had, for 
^ very good realbos, jufUy reftrainM turn for the pteient, vet 
^ he had not taken away from htm his Command in the Ar- 
'^ my ;. which Declaration vifibly raiied the countenance of 
the pody of Horfc, more than the King was pleafed with ob« 
(ferviHg: ;and the very next day the greateft part of the Officers 
d^iiyer'd aPetitioD, '^that bis Majefty would give them fo 
^ much light of the Lord Jfilm^fs Crimea that they might 
^feethatThemfidves were not fufpedted, who had fi> long 
^obeyed and executed his Orders ^ which U manifeftatioo 
enou^ pf the ill difpofition the Anny was in, when they 
were eveto ip view of the Enemy, and of which toe King had 
fo much apprebeofion, in refipe^oftheprefentpofturel^wafl 

Sthat he was too eafily periwaded to cive them a Draught 
the Articles, by whidh he was diarged : which thouffh tfiey 
contained fo many Indifcretions , Vanities, and Infclenctes, 
that wife and dilbaffionate Men thought he bad been proceed- 
ed with very juttly, vet generally they feem'd not to make 
him fo very blaxJt, as ne had been repreiented to be ^ and when 
die Articles were fent to him, he renamed (o fpecious an An- 
fwer CO them, that made many Men think he had been pro- 
fecuted with, fevcrity enough. Yet Wtlmvt himfelf, when he 
faw his old mortal Enemy Gormg put in the Command over 
him, thought himielf incapable of reparation, or a foil vindi* 
cation; andchereforedefired leave to retire into Frmus^ and 
had prcfently a Pafi fent Mm to that purpofe ; of whidi he 
made ule as (bon as he received it ; and fo tran^rted himlelf 
out of the Kingdom ; which opened the Mouths of manv, and 
made it believ'd, that he had been facrificed to fixne Fafticm 
and Intrigue of the Court, without any fiich miidemeanour 
fls defav'd it. 

The King had, (bme days before this, found an oppor- 
tunity to m^e a trial whether the Earl of J^jt, from the 
notorious Indignities which he received from the Parliament, 
and which were vifiblc to all the world, or from the prefent 
ill condition which He, and his Army were reduced to, might 
be induced to make aconjunAion widi his Majefty. The Lord 
Beaucbampy eldeft Son to the Marquis of Ikrtfari^ defired, 
for the recovery of |)is health, not then good> to tranfport 
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hinodeif into FrmKe; and to chatpurpofe had a Paft from bis 
Uode, the Earl of Effi»i for himfelf ; Monfiear Ricbautt a 
Fttmck-vaanj who haxi been his Governour ^ and two Ser- 
vants,^ to embark at Flfwtmah ; and being now with the King. 
it was' neoeffiiry topafs through the Eari's Qaarcers. By him 
the King TOuchTafed to write aLetter with his own hand to 
the Earl, in which he told him : 

*^How modi itwas in his power tbreftoie that Peace to 
^^ the Ka^om, which he had profelied always to defire ; and 
*^npoo bkh conditions, as did iiiliy comply with all thofe 
^eods for which the Parliament had firft taken up Armes : 
^ for his Maiefty was ftill read v to iatisfy all thofe ends: but 
*' that liocc the Invafion of the Kingdom by the Stvts^ all his 
^' Overtures of Peace had beenrqe&ed; whteh rauft prove 
^^ the deftrudtion of the Kingdom, if he did not, with his Au- 
•' tbority and Power, difpofe thofe at WeOmmfier to acctept 
*'of a Peace that might preferve it ; with all thofe Argu- 
ments, that might moft reafooablyp^wadetoa cdnjunAion 
with hisMajefty, and fuch gracious expreffionsi^tbefenfehe 
would always retain of the Service and Merit, As were moft 
likely to invite him to it. The King defired, that aPafs might 
be procured for M» Hardrng^ one of the Grootns of the Bed- 
chamber to the Prince, a Gentleman, who had^ been before 
of much conver&tion with the Earl, and much lov'd by bim • 
and the procuring this Pais was recommended to Monikur 
Bkbsnie. 

Thk Earl recdt'dhis Nephew very kindly; who dell- 
ver*d the King's Letter to him, which he recciv'd, and read ; 
and being then told by the Lord "SesucAamf^ that Monfieur 
BkbmH^^ wo was very well known to him, had fomcwhat 
to lay CO bim from the King j the Earl called him into his 
Chamber, in the prefence only of the Lord Bemtchmof^ and 
asked him, *^ if he had any thing to fay to him ? mcbawtexQW 
him, ^ that his principal bufinefi was co defire his PermiflioQ 
^ and Pafi, that M» Utrdhtg might come to him, who had 
^many ttunga to ofier, which, he pnefomed, would not be 
** unaooeptabk to him. The Earl Anfwcr*d in (hort,- " thai he 
<' would not pormit Mr Hrrdrng to come to him, nor would 
** he have anv Ticaiy with the King, having received no War- 
^^ rant for it ftom the Parliament : upon wfaicb, Ituhaute en- 
larged himfelf upon fome particulars, which M^" Harding 
vi2B to have urged. " of the King'sdefire of Peace, of ehe con- 
•« currenoe of all the Lords, as well thofe at Oxfardy as in the 
"Army, in the fame defire of preferving the Kingdom from 
"aConqueft by the Scots ^ and other difcourfe to that pur- 
pofe J *• and of the King's readinefs to give him any fecurity 
f ' for the performance Qf all be had promifed. To alt which the

^^ Pofterky ; and that thebeft Coiinfel he coula f^chim was, 
*^ to go to his Parliament. 

AssooN aa the King recetv'd thk Aocouqc of bii Letter, 
and fa w thpre wa« noth^ to be expcAed bv thofe Addrefles, 
he refoiv'd to puQi it on the other way, ana to Fight with the 
Enemy as foon a« was poflibk j and fe, the next day, drew 
up all his Army in fiftht of the Enemy , and had vakni Skir- 
miQie^ between the rlorfe of both Armies, till the fineoay 
quitted that part of a large Heath upon which they ftood, and 
reared to a Hilloear the Park of the Lord Mfimm^ at BiMv- 
mo€ke ^ they having the poOeflion of his Houfe, where they 
Qjarter'd coiwcnieotly. That Night both Amies, after they 
had well view'd each other, lay in ihe Field ^ and many are 
of opinion, that tf the King had that day vigoroufly advanced 
.upon the Enemy , to whkh his Army was well mdined, 
thoi^h uponi feme difiulvant^ of ground, they would have 
beenefifily defeated: ibf the King's Army was in good heart. 
and willing to engage ; on the contrary , the Earl's feem'd 
much furprifed, and in confufion, to fee the other Army £> 
near them. But fuch cenfiires always attend luch ConjuOi* 
Ames, and find fault for what is Not done^ as well as with 
that which is done. 

T HK next Morning the Khv called aCouncil, to ooefider 
whether they ihould that dav compel the Enemy to Fight; 
which was concluded not to be veatonabfe ; and that it was 
better to exped the arrival of Sr Kduard Greetmt; who was 
yecin the Weft of C^mmUy and had a Bodv of eight thoubnd 
Korfe and Foot, as was nepoited, thooch tney were nor netf 
that number. It was hereupon orders], that all the Fooc 
Ibould be prefemly drawn into the Indo&res bttween lUtw m 
fmi» and the Fmth \ allthe Fences to the Gnxinds of that 
Coumnr beiqg very good Breaft-worfcs agaiaft the Enensy. 
The King'a bead Quarter wasmade at uie Loid MiiAmft 
Houfe, which the Earl pf.^^ had kindly quitted, when the 
King's Army advanced the day before. The Hoife were 
Quarter'd, for the moft part, between Udtmtd and the Sea } 
and, every day, compeil d toe Earfs Forces to retire, and to 
lodgi^ xji^ tiQgether ; and in this pofhire both Armies lay 
within view of each other for three or four days. In this 
time, th^ inconvenient Spirit that had pofleOed fo many of 
the Horfe OflEkers, appearM again^ and fc^ne of them, who 
hadconferr'd with the Prifoners, who were every day taken, 
and fome of them Officers of as good Quality as any they 
bad, were perfwaded by them, ^ riiat all tEe obftinacy in J^ 
^jen^ IB refofiag to treat with the King, pcooeeded only feom 
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^ hit ietkniff thSft when the King ted tot him into his 6«fid$> 
^ he WQnM uice revenge upon him» for ail the mifcbief he 
^ had luflahi'd by him ; and that, tf he had any adRirance thac 
^ what was promifed would beoomplied wich^ he would be 
^oplddy indQced co treae. 

UF019 this eioellenc Girittence, thefe Polili<^k Gontriveri 
ytcBifli'd to ptepsie a Lectern chat (houM be fubforited h/the 
General, and all the Superior Officers of the Arftiy \ riie be^ 
glnokig of wMch Letter was, ^^tteit they had obt^ih'd'fe^ve 
^ of the King to Bend that Letter to him. Th^re they pfo* 
pofed, ^tbat He with fix Officers, whom he fhould chtefe, 
*^ would the next Morning meet with their General^ and fix 
<^ other Officers^ as iboold be appohitttd to attend him ; and 
^^ if he would not himfelf be prelent, that then fix Officers of 
^ the Kingf*i Army. Oioold meet widi fix Aich ^ He fboald 
^'appoint, at any place that fliould be thought- fit ; and that 
^ ftey) aad eirery of them, wfad foMcrfiied the Letta-, W0bld, 
^ apcNi the bono^ and repukatioil of Gentlemen and Soldiers, 
^ with their Uves nhdntatti that whatfoever his Mijefty Oiould 
^{MomliSs, flioukl be petform'd ; and that it (hould not be in 
^^chepowsr of any Private Beribn whacToever, to interrupt 
^ or mndftr the ewoition thereof. When they had framed 
this Letter between themfelves, and fliew'd it ro many others, 
whole approbation they received, they refolv'd to preienc ic 
to the King, and humbly to defire his permlffioii that it might 
he fent CO the Earl of ^jp. 

How unpardonable ibever the preTumption and infolence 
in contriving and fimming tUa Letter was, and how penal fo- 
etrer it miftht juftly have been to them, yet, when it was pre- 
ftntcd to hii Majefty, many who liked not the manner of ir» 
were perflraded by what they were told, that it might do 
good ; and in the end thry prevailed with the King to con* 
MR that the Oficers IbottU fign h^ and that the General 
fhould fend a Tnimpec with it ^ his Majefty at the fame time 
concstading, thftt ic woold find no better reception than bis 
own LetCftf had done } iod likewife believing, that the re- 
jedittg of it woold pilrge that unruly Spirit out of his Army, 
and that be (bould never tnbre be troubled with thofe vexa- 
tious AddrMes, and that it might add feme Spirit and Ani- 
oiofity CO the Officers aod Soldiers, when they Aould fce^ with 
how modi negkidt and contempt the Earl receiv'd their ap- 
ptkalion : And fi> Prince Jiter/dr, General G#r*j^, and all 
the Su p i t 'l c r Officers of the Army, fign'd the Letter ^ which a 
TmmMC delivered lo the Earl of JS^x; who, the next day^ 
retorted hii Ahfwer lo thetn In dide words : '^MvLords^ in 
^ the beginning of your Letter you exprefs by woat Autfao*- 
^ fbf yoo fend H^ I having no Authority from the Parliamenr, 
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'^ wlio hvre tmplofd toc^ to treat, cannt give ^imj to it 
^' without breach ot croft. My Lords, I am your humble Ser* 
*^ vant, J^Xf lifiHbkt Aug. lo. 1^44. Thii (bore Oirly An- 
fwer, produo^ the Eficft.cbe King wi(h'd and expeded; 
they who had been fo over-adive in contriving the Addiefi, 
were moft aOiamed of their foUy ; and the whole Army feem'd 
well .compofed to obtain that by their Swordi, which tbey 
coald not by their Pen. 

Sir Kctard Qnewvil was now come up to the Poft where 
he Aould be ; and. at Badmimy in his March, had fallen upon 
a Party of the Earl's Horfe, and kill'd many, and taken others 
^rifoners, and pideoced himielf to the Ring at Bsr^Msde 1 
giving his Majefty an account of his proceedings, and a par- 
ticular of his Forces i which, after all the high difixwrfei, 
amounted really but to eighteen hundred Footi and liz hun- 
dred Horfe y above one hundred of which were of the Queeo'a 
Troop (left behind when her Majefty Embavked for Frmtce) 
under the Command of Captain Edm^rd 3te$ ^ who had done 
very good Service in the Weflern Parts of that County, from 
the time of the Queen's departure, and much confirmed the 
Train'd-bands of tEole parts. This Troop was prcCencly adcfed 
to the King's Guards under the Lord Benund Simn$^ and 
Captain Bret was made Major of that Regiment. 

T HOUGH the Earl of EMx had but ftreighc and oanow 
room for his Qti^ters for fo great an Armv of Horfe and 
Foot, yet he had the good Town of Fisy and the Sea to friend; 
by which he might reafonablv afliire hamfelf of Aore of Pro- 
vifions, the Parliament Ships havine all the jurifdiftion there; 
and fo, if he preferv'd his Poft, which was fo fituated that he 
p>u]d not be a>mpelied to Fight without giving him great 
advantage, he might well conclude, that Wi&ri ot feme 
other force lent from the Parliament, would be flionly upon 
the Kin^s back, as his Majefty was upon His : and no que* 
ftion, this rational Confidence was a great motive to him to 
negled aU Overtures made to him by the King; befides the 
^dtuality and ftubbornds of his own Nature^ which who* 
i'oever was well acquainted with, might eafily liave foiefeen, 
what dBxBt all thole applicationa would have produced. It 
was therefore now reTo! v d to make his Quarters yet ftretghter, 
and to cut off even his Provifions by Sea, or a good part 
thereof. To which purpofe S* Bkbegrd GrH$rvil drew hk Men 
from Bddmmy and poflSOed himfelf of LmbitierHf a ftioog 
Houfe of the Lord B§imty two Miles Weft of BsMMsa^ir, 
jmd over the River that runs to LifiMmly and thenoe to Ay, 
and likewife to Bifrime Bridge ; by which tlie ^my was 
not only deprived oif that ufefol out-le^ but a fafe Conununi* 
fation made t^etyrfcn bin and the King'» Army) whic h yj 
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before ioterrapced. And oil the ocber fide, whkh vat of 
more Imponanoe, S' jM^4fttej^ with a good Party of Horfe 
and Foot, made himfelf MaOer of Vkvh-lUl^ another Hoiife 
of the Lord MAmi%y over agatnft Af , and of Permom Forr, 
a Mile below it^ at the Mouch of the HMvtm ; both whidi 
places be found fo tenable^ that be put Captain Psge into one^ 
and Captain Qmrrtpmaj into the other, with two humirGd Com- 
mandea Men, and two or three pieces of Ordnance ; which 
tbefe two Captaina made mod, and defended fo well, that 
tfaef made V^j acterly ufelels to Bgtx^ fave for the Qu^irtering 
Ua Men ; not fuflfering any Provmoos to be brought in to 
him from tbe Sea that way. And it was exceedingly won- 
dered at by all Men, that he, being fo long poflTefs^d of Fsy^ 
did not pot ftrong Guards into thqfe places 3 by which he 
aright hiare p s e f ci t cd his Arnue's being bixnight into thofe 
extreme ocoeffities. they thortly after fell into; which might 
cafily be ferfiea, and as eafily, that way> have been pre-

No w the Kin^ bad leMure to fit fUU, tfhd warily to ex- 
peft what InTenoon or ftratagem the E^l woold make ufo 
of, 10 OAke feme attempt upon his Army, or to make his 
own Efcape. In tliis poftdre both Armies lay ftHl, without 
any notaUe Aftkm, for die fpace of eight or ten days ; when 
the Kine feeing no better fruit from all that was hitherto 
done^ rdfolv'd to draw his whole Army together, and to make 
his ownCJuaners yet much nearer, and «Aer to force B^ 
to Fight, or to be oneafy even in his Quarters. Aod it was 
high time to do fo : for it was now cenaio, that either WJitr 
himfelf, or feme other Forces, were already upon their 
March towards the Weft. With this Refolotion the whole 
Army advanced in fuch a^manner, that die Enemy was com- 
peil'd ftill to retire bdbve them, and to qt)ir their Quarters ; 
and, among the refb^ a rifing grouod ^tailed Seac^t^MiBi 
wbidi they no fooner quitted, than the King; poflHled ; and 
immediately caufed a iquare work to be there raifed, and a 
Battery made^ upon whkh Ibme pieces of Gattnon were plant- 
ed, tbtt foot into their <^arter%' and dk) them great hurt; 
when their Cannon, thou^ they retum'd twenty (hot for one, 
did very little or no harm. 

And now the King's Forces had a lull profpeft over all 
tbe others Qjarters ; faw how all their Foot and Horfe were 
difpofed, and ftom whence they received all their Forage and 
ProvifioDs; whkh when clearly viewed and obferv'd, Gsrxsg 
was lent with tbe sreaceft part of the Horfe, and fifteen hun- 
dred Foot, a little WeAward to & BUfSy to drive the Enemy 
fet defer mgedber, and cut ofiF the Frovifions they received 
hom dienoe} wUcb was fo well exeoitedy that they did not

iaod diloern'4 that he ihoukl opt be able long to remln m 
thatppfture^ b^idea, h^ had receiy'd advertiremeQa chat the 
Party wliich waa feoft ibr hia Relief from Ijmdw^ had neceiTM 
Ibnofe brub io S$m9rfft^rt^ which would much retard their 
March 4 and therefore it behoi/d him to eocer uppo nev 
CounfeU, aad tp take bow Refolut jpnii 

It is yery tnie the Defeat a( Ooffwtfy ( Iq vhich tbeie 
did not appiear to be one thouiand Men kill'd^ or takM Piir 
Ibneraj M fq iptilly bvpk^ liFMIKa Armv, that itoaild 
never be biougbt to Fkht afiorj but wben'he bad mudbed 
fit adiftanc^e woo thr King« to recover the brohenSpbitt of 
bis Men, and b«ud that Eia Majefty vaa mardiod direftly 
po wards the Wefty obferving likevir that every Night very 
' many of his Mm rUD ffom him, he thppght ic neoeOary to go 
himl^if to 4>aA«i whefp be made grif^voys oompUioca agaioft 
Che Earl of i^«, as if he had purpofely expofed him to be 
affronted i all whi^h was greedily hearken'd to, and hia Per^ 
6m received, and treated, as if hi^ had retumM Vidorioua af- 
ter having Dcfipaced the King's Army : which was a mediod 
very contrary to what was pied in the King's Q^tffen, where 
all accidental Misfortunes, how ioevitabie Ibever, were ftill 
aiceaded with very apparent di&piwepanoe. 

But when }m went him^f eo ijnAm^ or preimly upon 
it, h^ lent his f.>ieMWttint General MuUm^it (a Peifim of 
whom We fliaU (ay much hosaaftfr, aaid who liv'd to wipe 
out the Memory tgr the ill foac*ftepa of bis Youth; for or 
,wa0 but a^hceeii years of Age, wh<n be was firft led imp Re* 
beUion) widx a Body of three choi^bad Horfe and Dragoons, 
to follow the King into the Weft, and to wait upoo his 
Rear, with Orders to redooe In bii way Dmmmgfmi C^le, 
theHouie oft private Qentlemaa near.Mrwfc^ in whidi 
there were % Cofimoy or two of Foot of the King s; and 
which they bcdjev'd would be delivered up, aiSxm as demand- 
ed; being a place* as They thought, of lircle ftieo0eh. But 
Miidkifm found tt lb weU defeMed by Colonel JMr, who 
wasGovemour of it, that after be b^ loft at ifa& three hnn- 
drcd Offi,:era and SpldiWi in msmt^og w lahe k, he was 
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coiMdWiPi wwttni go rt fttPtlieGoitemMtf of . ^^ 
tseau^OSkctmitbaicTtomtobiockn tip from mfeftuig 
cbac gnett JRotd iftto die Wwiaoclhimiblt profecuted his 
idaich to fbllMf the Kiqg. 

Jn H mw ^a gtirw ^ he hetid of gmt Magtziaei of all Pro- 
▼ifioo^ mi4c te the fafflrol (he King a Amy, which were 
lent every day by ftroqg Coovovs to EMUity thete id watt 
IhfAcf Oidert. To iufjprife thx Ptoviiiafis be ftiK Major 
Cnr, with fire humbed Hode; who feU into the Vtibm 
whem the Gooro)^ wast and was very like to have Mafkerd 
aheok wbmSik»0mk DMtfgf^m, with a Troop of Horfe, 
•ad tome Faot from Bn^gmstin oatae leafooably lo. thehr 
Relief; aad after a very ibarp GoiifljA» in which cwa or 
three good Offign of che King's were kiU'd, and, among 
tbem, Ma|v AKgiWt a very hopefid yonog Man, theSon 
of a GaUaoc and moft deferving Father, he totally Routed 
cheEann^r; UU'd dusty or fortv upon the place; and had 
the pttfffuit of diem two or three Miles; in which Major cm^^ 
whoGommaaded the Party, and many odier Officert, were 
Cidbep; aadmanr odym demrately wounded; and recovered 
all that diey had tdtam: wnich fluurp Encounten, where al- 
ways many moie Menaic ]oft> than are kiU'd, or taken Pri- 
Ibnefs, put loch a ftop to Middb$mft Mardi, that he was 
glad to ledre bock to Sh rhrm^ that he might reftefli the 
wearinefryandieoonertheSpiriisQf htsMen. This was the 
Defcu m Ohftnidkin, which the Earl of J^ had ImeUl- 
eeocethattheForeet bad met with coming to his Relief ; and 
which made Urn dd^Mdr of any Sticoour that way. 

W H B K the Eail iband himietf in^thisCooditioa, tnd that, 
witiim very few days, he miift be without any Provifioes far 
bit Army; he mfidv^d, tkit S^ waism B§fmr (bould ule 
hifl nOBoft eodeivour to break through with bis whole Body 
of HjMle, and to fiwe them the heft be could; and then that 
be bunfdf would Embark his Foot at Ay, aad wkb them 
dcape by Sm. And two Foot SoUieit of die Army, whereof 
one wai a Unm^mas, came over from them, siid affiired 
theKiM, ^ihtttbe^iocendod, that Night, to break through 
^ with meir Hor^ which were all thai drawn on that fide 
<<tbeRiver, and Town of JUflMMi imd that theFooc were 
^^to match tttAy^ where tbeyihooM beEmbaiked. This 
InteUigcooQ agmod with what they otherwife recdvVl, and 
was believed as it ought to be; and ilieieupon. order wu 
given, ^diatboib Aimica (far that nader Prmoe MMitrkt 
was looknd upon as diAinft, and always £> Quarier'd j 
<«fliooUfttfdtodiebLArmesaUtbatNigjbt; andiftheHorfe 
^accemptodaaiefaapo, &U on them from both Oaaitets; the 
paffi^ betwtea.thfim» thaomb which thcj muS go, being 
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bue « Molquet-flioc anri- md chey cookhwt ^g^M-gjtHog 
▼erf near a very litrle CoCCage, that wai^^w^U'PottUfed; in 
which fifty Mulqueceers were plaoed. 'Adwrdfeoiefic was 
ifcnc to G€rmgy and all the Horfe ; ' and the XMcts tentw^d^ 
which had formerly been givcu^ for the breal(if^ down tbe 
Bridges, and cucdngdown die Tref» ttear dac hi|jh-way, €6 
obftruft their pal&ga 
Mhur The e£fed of all this Prouidence was* not fueh' a« was 


j'^wf^/reafiMiably to expeAed. The Night gre«rdark and ortfty^ 
uSirL ^ t^c Enemy could wi(b$ and about throe>in tb&Momitte, 
ll^rte tbe whole Body of the Horfepafled with greatSiBBace between 
Ks^'i the Armies, and within Piftoi-(hot of the Coccage, wkhouc 
umj, fo much as one Mulquet difcharged at them'; ' At the break 
«f Day, the Horfe were difcover'd marching ove^ :tfae Heath, 
beyond the reach of the Fooc^ and theip was ofly at haui^ 
the Earl of cUveUmd's Brigad^the Bddf of the Kk^s Horfe 
bemg at a greater diibnce. That Brtgade, K> wUdh fame 
other Troops which had taken the Alarm joyn'd, foUow'^ 
them in the Rear ; and kill'd foroe, and took more Prifimera : 
But ftronger Parties of the Enemy frequently, turning upoa 
them, and the whole Body often making a ftand, they were 
often compel I'd to retire; yet foOow'd in chat manner, that 
they kiliM and cook about a hundred; which wasthe matdl 
damage they fuftain-d in their whole March. The rfotioe 
and Orders came to Gcrh^^ when be waa in one of his jovial 
Exercifes; which he receiv'd with mirtb,. and fltgfaijiig thole 
who fcnc them, as Men who took Alarms too warmly^ and 
he continued his delights , till all the Enemies Hosie were 
pafled through his Quarters; nor did then porfue them in 
any time. So that, excepting fuch vfbo^ by the tiring of 
their Horfes, became Priloners, BdJfmr^ icontinued his Match 
even to LfMM, with left iois or trouble than can be tma« 
gined, to the infinite Reproach of the Kiog'a Aitny, and of 
ail his Garrifons in the way. Nor was any Man called io 
queftioo for this fupine negled ; it being not thought fit to 
make fevere inquifieion into the behaviour of tbe Kft, when 
it was fb notorioufly ktiown, how the Superior Offioer had 
failed in his duty. 

The next Mornine, after the Horfe were i|ooe, the Earl 
drew all his Foot together, and quitted X^iMi^' and march'd 
towards Fof ; having left order for the breaking down that 
Bridge. But his Majefty himfelf from bis new Fort difcern'd 
it, and feat a Company of Mufqueooers,' wiio qukkly beat 
tbofe that were left ; and ther^y preferv'd the Bridge ; over 
which the King prefently march'd to overmke the Rear of the 
Army, which marcb'd A faft, yet in goad Oder, diat they 
kft two Demy^Cttlverins, and two o&r very good Gnm^

and feme Aroaiumion, to be difpofed of by the King. That 
day wt» fpenc in jmarc Skirariflies, in which many feU ; and 
if the King's Horie had been mote, whereof he had only two 
Troops of his Guards (which cud good Senriop) ic would 
have pr^tv'd a Bloody day to the Enemy. The Ki^c coming 
on, cfae King lay in the Fiel<^ his own Qtrarters being fo near 
the Eoemy, tbac they difcharged many X2annon-(hor, which 
feU within iew yards of him> when he was at Supper. Stm* 
dmf being the next day, and the firft day of Sepffmer^ in the 
Morning, Btabr^ Lieutenant Colonel to the Earl of Bfin^ 
who had been taken Prifoner at B/Hmmoch^ and was ex- 
changed for an O&er of the King's, came ftom the Earl to 
defire a: FMey. Aflbon as he was fcnc away, the Earl Em- -p^ ^^ ^ 
barked bimielf, with the Lord R^tirts^ and fucb other Officers«flez Usvn' 
as hehadmoftkindneiiifor, ina VeflelatF^t;/; and foefcaped^^ *^^h 
into Pifwfnub ; leaving all his Army of Foot, Cannon, and*'!'*^**'*^ 
Ammunition, to the care of Major General SktfpoM; who was^^ 
to make as good Conditions for them as he could j and after a 
very ibort ftay in Ffymmh^ be went on board a Ship of the 
Ro^alNavy, that attended cbere; and was, within few days, 
deliver'd at L0»dm ; where he was receiv'd withoiic any abate- 
ment of the refpeft they had conftantly paid him ; iior was it 
kis than they could have (hew'd to him, if he had not only 
brought bacit his own Army, but the King himfelf likewi^ 
with him. 

T HS Kic^ coniented to the Parley; upon which a Cefla*skippoii 
tion was concluded; and Hoftages interchangeably d^liver'd ;"*^V' ^"^ 
and then the Enemy fent Propmtions, fuch as upon delivery ^'^j^^*^ 
of a ftrong fortifi«l Town, after a handfome defence are' 
ofiially granted. But they quickly found they were not look'd 
upon as Men in that Condition ; and fo, in the end, they were 
contented to deUver up ail their Cannon ; which, wich the 
fioar taken two or three days before, were eight and thirty 
pieces of Cannon; a hundred Barrels of Powder, with Match 
and Bullets proportionable ; and about fix thoufand Armes ; 
wbidi being done, ^' the Officers were to have liberty to wear 
^^ their Swcffds, and topafi wich their own Money, and pro- 
sper Goods ; and to fecure them from Plunder, they were to 
''nave a Convoy to p0$h^ or S^thsmftan^ all their fick and 
'^ woondcd might ftay in Foy till they were recover'd, and 
^then have Pafles to Pfym^vti. 

This Agreement was executed accordingly, on M^mdij 
the feoond of Seftemter^ and though it was near the Evening 
before all was finiflied, they would march away that Night ; 
and though all caie was taken to preferve them from Violenoe, 
yet firft at iMHbkl^ where they had been long Quartered, 
and in other Towns thipugh which they bad focro^ pafled. 


the InhabitBHtf) dpedaUjr c|ie WbrneO) who pretmied m 
fee their own CloAthi ftod Goods about them* wliich they 
had been pluoderVl o^ tretoed tbem very nioely, even to 
ftripping of ibae of die Sokliera, and more of cnor Wives, 
who had before behaved thetnTetvo with great Infirieooe in 
the march. That Night Aere dune about one hundred of 
them to the King's Army, and ctf the fix thou&nd, ibr lb 
maiiy march'd out of Agv there dad not tthird paitoomet* 
S9uihm9fim*j wherethe King's Convoy left diera: to which 
Sk^fmgvit a large Teftimony under his band, ^ that diey 
^^had carried tbemfelvei with great Civility ocywards theoi^ 
^ and fiilly complied with their obligation. ^ 
^iifi 41 Wh I L8T the King was In die Weft, though he had left 
^^^^, Oxfrrdin a very ill State in lefpeA of Piovifions and Forti* 
Htt^/^ ficatkxu, and Soldiers, andof thedifierentbomoufs of thoie 
fif^. who remained there, the Town being foil of L.ords ( befides 
thofe of theCoundl) and of Perfixu of the heft Qtulity, with 
very many Ladies, who, when not pkafed themlelvet, kept 
others from being fo ; yet, in his abfence, they who were 
ibllickous to carry on his Service, coocurr'd and agreed fo 
well together, that they prevailed with die reft to do every 
thing that was necefliiry. They caufed Provifioos of Cbm to 
be laid in, in great proportions j affigning the Publick Schools 
to that purpofe; and committing tt^Cuftody of tliem to die 
owners of the Com. They liad raifed lb many Voluntiers, 
that their Guards were well kept, and there was need they 
fliould be fo ; for when both the Parliament Armies were be- 
fore the Town, Major General Brsttw, a Qtiien of L0 n4 m 
of good Reputation, and a ftout Man. had been left in Mmg-- 
d^m with a ftfodg Garrifon ; from whence, being fupertor m 
number, he infefted Oxfimi very much ; which gave ttaa 
the more realbn to proiecute the Fordfications j which, in 
the moft imponant places, they brought to a good perfeftioo ; 
and ^^n they bad no more apprehenfion of a Siege, IPUbr 
i)eing at a diftance, and not able to follow the Kfaig, and left 
able to fit down before Oxfifrd, they reibiv^d to do fome* 
what to be talked of. 

The King had, before his departure, found they were not 
Satisfied with their Governour, and very apprehenfife of his 
kudeoeft, and want of Complacency. Upon the doth of Sr 
WMiam Petmimdm^ who had been Governour of 09^d^ to 
die great fatisfaftion of all Men, being a very brave and ge- 
nerous Perfon, and who performed aU manner of Cirilities 
to all forts of People, as having had a good Educatioo. aad 
well underftanding the manners of the Court (die Queeo 
being then in Oxfird) her Majefty, who thowbt her felf the 
(afer for being under die charge, and care of a Roman Ca^ 

diolick. 
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tbtikkf |»c«tikd with the King, toconfer tbac cbugc npoa

time ID be yroj mucb efteem'd, where be was Not known; 
and very muicb dtfliked^ wheie he was; and he was hy this 
time too weU known at Oo^i^ tobe betof^dbyany; whkh 
the King well undctftood, and was the moce tronbied, be* 
caule he faw the prejodioe was univerfal^ and wkb too much 
icafao^ a9dtherefbfehisMajefty bad given an extfaoidinary 
Comauffion toche Lords of lus Council, to whofe Authority 
he was coliibmiCy which obhged him to li?e wiA alittk mote 
lelpeft towards chem, thanhedefiredtodo; brtsgaMan of 
a rough Nature, and fi> giveoup to an immoderate love of 
Money, dial he cared not by what unrighteoor wtyshc^x^ 
aAed it. There were Hkcwife fome Officers of Mamej who« 
having then BO diarge in tlie Army, ftaid in the Town; and 
tfao^ by the Kinjfs direOkm. the Lords difpoAd to aflift 
the Cjovemour ; and particularty, to take care of the ievml 
Quanersof tiie Town ; one u^iereof was aflEgnVi to eadi of 
them: amoogtiiem, CSokmelGjifrwasone; who having the 
BagSfib Regtmeac in Flaadmrs^ had got leave there to make 
oflbr of his Service to the Ki8|; and to that pwpofe was 
newly oome from thenoe lo Qsfiri. 

H ft was in troth a very extraordinary Man, of a hu^ge and 
▼ery giacefiil Perfon. of tfi Honourable eztraAion^ h^ (jraod- 
£uher having been Knight of the Garter; befides Kis greacez^ 
perienoe and abilities as a Soldier, which were very eminent, 
ne had very meat parts of hitediiig, bemg avevy ^Kxt Scho- 
lar in the pofie parts of Learning, a great Mafter hi the 9fM' 
wfb and MsBtm Tongues, befides vitFrmtcb andthe Dnrrift, 
which he fpoke in great perfeAkxi; having fodoe been in 
Jftg/fCirf in twenty vears before. He was lifcewife very cen- 
ye&nc in Courts ; having for many years been much efteem'd 
in that of the Arch-Duke and Dutchefs, Alkrt and IfiMl^, 
at Bnfib i which was a great and very legular Court at x)ax 
timei 1& that he deferv'd to bekx)k*d upon as a wife and ac- 
complifli'd Perfon. Of tliis Gendeman , the Lords aS the 
Council had a fineukreAeem, and ooidiiltedfreqneiidy with 
him, whilft they jook'diobeBefie^ ; and thought OxfM 
tobethemoreieaireforHisbemgmit; which render'dhhn 
lb uttgratefol to the Governour, S^ Atttm , that be ctoAmI 
himinany thmg he piopofed, and hated him perfedly ; as 
they were of mtures, vai Manners, as diflbrenc as Men can 

Thk Garriibn of Atj/bgHoufe, the Seat of the Marquis ^"^^^'C 
of WMMhr^ m which htamelf was and commanded, had been ^^^'l^ 
now fiidehtly Befieged Jbr the i|)ace of above three Month9,by iim/«. 
a oonjun&on of the Padiafloem Troops of Hamffikipe and 

Suffhe, 
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i^^^iimierdieCominaodof JNM#v,Ofl^m,>fw tf%iu^ 
tead^ and Ukrkj^ all Colonels of Regiments, and now naked 
in this Service under the Command of MrfMi j a Mbb of 
Spirit, and of thegreateft Fortune of all the reft« It waa ib 
cMely begirc before the Kmg's March into the Weft, and was 
looked upon as a place of fuch importance, that when the King 
fenc Notice to Oxford of his rdblution to march into the 
Weft, the Cqonal humbly defired his MajeftjT^ '^ that he 
^woiudmake Bafifghisw^Lyy and thereby relieve it, which 
bis Majefty found would have retarded his march too mudu 
and might luve invited Wdler the fooner tofolbw him ; and 
therefore declined it. From that time, the ffimuiSj bv fire- 
quenc exprefles, importuned the Lords of the uoondi " to 
^^ provide! in lome maimer, for his relief^ and not to fuflfer 
^ his Pecioo, anda place fiitxn whence the Rebels received fo 
^ much prgudioe,to fdlinto their hands. The Lady Afisi^ 
€himtep^m Wife, was then in (M^d; and foUidced very di* 
iJgCQtly the dtnely preiervation of her Husband ; which nuule 
every body delire to gratify her, being a Lady of great Ho- 
nour and Alliance, as Sifter to the Earl of Effix, and to the 
Lady Matcbkmfs^HBtPford'y who wasltkewife in the Town^ 
and engaged her Husband to take this bufinds to heart: and 
all the Koman Catholicks, who were numerous in the Town, 
look'd upon themfelves as concem'd to contribute all they 
could to the good work, and fo ofier^d to lift diemfelveS| and 
their Servants in the Serrice. 

Thb Coundl, both upon publick and private motivea, 
was very heartily difpofedtoemdit; aodhadfevend confe- 
leaoes together, and with the Officers; in all which the Go-> 
vemour too reafonably oppofed the defign, ^^as foU of more 
*^ difficulties, and liable to greater damages, than any Soldfer 
^' who underftood Command, would expofe himfelt and the 
^^Kiog's Service to; andprotefted, ^^that he would notfuf- 
^'ferany oJFthe fmall Canifon that was under his diarge, to 
^ be hazarded in the attempt. It was very true, BMfixg was 
near forty Miles from Ox^aand, in the way between them, 
the Eeemy had aftrong Garrifon of Horfe and Foot at Atiwg^ 
ifas, and as ibong at B^^ding^ whofe Horfe every day vifited 
all cbe High-ways near, befides a Body of Horfe and Dra* 
goons Quarter'd at Nnmtry ; fo that it appeared to moftMeo 
hardly poflible to fend a Farty to Bsfimg^ and impoOiblefor 
that Party to return to Oxford^ if they (m)uld be aole to f/tt 
to BMfatg t yet^new importunities from the Marquis, with a 
poBtive Declaration, ** that he could not defend it above ten 
^ days, andmuft then fubmit to the worft conditions theRe- 
^'bels were like to grant tohisPerfoo, and tohisReligioo; 
and new inftaoces from hii Lady, prevwed widi ^ Lords to

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enter upoo a flewoDofiiltation ^ id w^nl^ tbeGovemotir per- 
fifted ia his old lelolution, as feeiog no caufe to change ic 

I N this Debate Colonel Gsff- declared, <^ that though he 
^ tfaiought th?.S^rvioe fiill of hazard^ efpocially for thejrecurn ; 
«<vet uchpt^d« would, by lifting their own Servants, jpor- 
<< iwade t|ie» Qgj^(oen in the Town hb do the like, and enr 
^^KigtiJ^of»u.ptx6m&y whaebyu good Troop or two o£ 
<<Horie'inkht be i[aifed ( upon wbi^h the principal depcn- 
icdenc&pi^ \k ).i^ would willingly, if there were no body 
^^elfe tboujjdit^^r for it, undertake dbeooodud of tbem hia* 
^ felf J iM )y>ped be Ihould give a gopd aixoun t of it : which 
being o«r'4 wixh great cbeanulnels by a Perfon, of whofe 
Pni^nce, as well aa Courage^ tbejr had a full confidence, they 
all reiblv^d toxlp xbc utmoft th^t was in their power to nMke 
it efledu.^I. . \ 

There Vas about this time, by the furrender of jGreem'. 
lamd-Hodc ( which could not poflibiy be longer defended, the 
whole .^uftqre being beaten dowq by the Cannon ) the Re^ 
gimentofvoboelHSio^iv^ march'd into Orfard^ atnouncing 
to pear three Hundred ; to whi^h as many others joyn'd as 
made jc up four, hundred Men. • The Lords mounted their 
Seryantsupon^theirownHorfes^ and they, with ^he Volun- 
tiers, who frankly lifted themfelyes, amounted to a Body of 
two hundred and fifty very good Horfe, all put under the 
Commadd of Colonel }fi2&iM|^, an excellent 0£5cer, bred 
up in Flaikbrs in ibme emulation with Colonel Q^e-y and 
who, upon the Catholick Intereft, wa$ at this time contented 
to ferve under him. With this fmall Party for fo great an 
A^ion, GMie marched out of Oxford in the b^nnning of the 
Night ; and, by the Morning, reached the place where he 
intended, .to refrelh bimfelfand his Troops ^ which was ^. 
Wood hear WaHh^ord'^ from whence he difpatched an£x- 
preft to Sr Wttiam Ogli^ Govcmour pf U^tiftir ^ who had 
made a svomiie to the Lords of the Council. ^^ that, whenfi> 
''ever tbev would endeavour the raifing of the Siege before 
'' ^^fiigi ue would fend one hundred Horfe^ and three huo- 
^dredroot out of his Garrifon for t^ir Ailiftance ; and a 
prefumptioh^ upon this aid, was the principal motive for the 
unctertsucing : and fohe wasdireded, at What hour in the 
Morning htf Party fliouid fall into Bajmg Park, in the Rear 
of the Rebells Outers ^ whilftG^ife himfelf would fall on the 
other fide ; the K^arquis being deiired at the fame time to make 
fireauetu S^cs from the Houie. 

After (bme hours of refireftiroentin the Morning, and. 
fending this Exprefs to IFmiefter , the Troops marched 
throu^ by-Lanes to Aldermaftotiy a Village out of any greaC 
KWl i whete they intended (9 lake more reft 4^1^ Night. 
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Thej bod mtrdied. fmm die.rine chef leftOaifiMf , with 
Orange Tftway Scarfs and Ribbam, that thev inigbc be takett 
for the Parliament Soldiers ; and lioped, by' cbac Ardfiee^ to 
have pfltiSed undtfcoverVl eren to the apprdadi upon the Be- 
fiegers. But the Party of HoifewUch was fcat before lo 
Mkrm^mf. (ootid theie (bmeof tbe P^HaiMit Horfe, and 
forgettiog their Oraoge^Tawny Scarfi, kH upon diem ; and 
killed fome, and took fit or feveo PrHbikflitf ; iHierebf tbe 
feciet wasdifeoverM) and obtioe quickly lent to i3U^of the 
approacbinig danger ; wbkh aoddenc mide theb my flxmer 
ar chat Village than waa inteoded, and tMao At wearineft of 
the Soldiers required. About eleven of die Clodt, they begun 
their march agaki; whkdi they continued all ihatNignc; the 
Horfemen often aUgbtmg, thatthe Foot mighc rkle^ and others 
taking many of them behind them^ however they coold not 
biir be ejftrcraely weary, and fttri>aeed. 

Between four and five of the Cbek on tnJmflhj 
Morning, ic havingbeen AhtuUf Night that they left Os^dy 
they arrived withki aMileof Ba^; where an OiBcer. feot 
fit>m SrflfSlww 0|/r, came totfaem to let them know, ^diat 
<* he durft not fend his Troops lb iar, in regard miny of the 
^ Enemies Hbrfe lav between HitchBer and Bii^. This 
broke aU the CdoDels meafures; ancL fooedietie was no re- 
eedingi made him change the whole Method of his proceed- 
ings ; and infteadof divkiiog bis Forces, and fidlmj; on in 
fevetal plaoes, as he meant to have done if die V^^befhr 
Pbrcea had comply^d withtheh* obligation, or if his noaich 
bad been undiicora^d, he refolv'd now (!o fall on joyndy 
with alt his Body in one place; in order to whidu beoom- 
manded the Men tobe ranged in Ebtttalloos ; and rid to every 
Squadron, gtiiog them fuch wordsr as were proper to tbe oc- 
canon ; which no man ooold more perttoencly defiver| or 
with a better grace: hecoonsiandedevery Manto tyeawMte 
Tape Ribban, or Handketdrief above tbe Elbow of thto riAt 
Arme; and gave them the word S^Getrp^ which was die 
£^ and the ipsnf that he had fent before co the Marquis^ left 
in bis SaiKes their Men, for want of diftineUon, might fidi 
fool of eadi other. 

Thus rhey mardsed towards the Houib , CbloDel tfkt 
leadifi^ the right Wing , and Lieutenant Cok)oel Btmttj die 
left ofthe Horfe ; and G^rgthimfeifthe Foot 4 they bad not 
marched far, when at the upper End of a large Campagoe 
Field, upon a little rifing of an Hill, they difoern'd a Body 
of five Comets of Horfe very foil, flandtt^ in very good or* 
dtr to receive them. But be fo i e anv impreflioo could be 
made upon rhem, the Colonel muftpaftbetween two Hedges 
lm*d terj thick with Mofqueceers ; ftom whom cbe Hem 
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very Coortgioufly bore afmart Volly, and then Chirged the 
Enemies Horfe to Gallandy, that, after a Qiorter refinance 
than was expeAed from the known Courage of Norton ^ 
thoQgh many of his Men fell, thev gave ground ^ and atlaft 
plainly ran to a fafe place, beyond which they could not be 
purfiied. The Foot difputed the bufinefs much better, and 
being beaten from Hedge to Hedge, retired into their Quar- 
ters and Works; which they did..poc abandon in lefs than 
two hoars ; and then a free entrance into the Boole wa9 
gained on that fide, where the Colonel only ftay'd to ialute 
the Marquis, and to put in the Ammunition he had brought 
with bJm y whicti was only twelve Barrels of Powder, and 
twelve hundred weight of Match; and immcdia^ly marched 
with his Horfe and r oot to Bafaig-Boke^ a good lA^^kot Town 
two Miles from the Houfe ; leaving, one huadjccd ^oot to 
be led, by fome Officers of 4he Garrifoo, to th.Q Town of 
^^fiH^ ^ Village but a Mile diftanc. In Bsfing^Jioke^ they 
found ftore of Wheat, MaukyOai;s, Salt, Bacon, Chccfe, and 
Batter ; as much of which, was ail that day fcnt to the Houjfe^ 
as they could find Carts or Horfes to cranJport, . together with 
fourteen Barrels of Powder> and (bme Mufquets, and forty 
or fifty bead of Cattle , with above one hundred Sheep : 
whilft tbe other Party, that went to Bif^«^-Town, beat the 
Enemy ciiat was Quarter'd ther^, a^er havii^kiUdfb^yor 
fifty of them; fome fied into the Church, where they were 

?aickly taken PrUbners ; and, among them , two Captain^, 
^arvifi and Jtfhfin^ the two eldefl Sons of two of the grca^ 
eft Rebels oUhat Country, and both Heirs to good Fortunes, 
who were carried Prifboers to Bapng-Wox^S^ ; the reft, who 
Befieged that fide, being fie^ intQ a ftrong Fort which they 
had raifed in the Park. The Cplonel fpent thati and the next 
day, in fending all manner qfProvifions into tbe Houie ; and 
then reafonabJy computing that the Garrifon was well pro*> 
vided for. two Months, hethoiu^ofhis retreat to, Oxford ; 
which it was time to do : for beudes that Norton had drawn 
alibis Men together, who had been difmayed, with all the 
Troops, which lay Quarter'd within any diftaoce, and appear'd 
within fig]3t of tbe Houfe mprc numerous and gay than be* 
fore^ as^ if he meant to be revenged before they parted, he 
was likewife well infprm'd by (he Pecfons he had employed* 
that the Enc;mv from Abingdon had lodged themfelves at ^Z- 
Jermafion^ and thofe from Rfodtng and Ne»iury^ in two other 
Villages upc9> the River Kenmti^ over which he was to pa(s. 
H&RKUPQN, that he might rake away the Apprehenfion 
that heoqeant fuddainly to depart, he fent out Orders, which 
he was fure would come into the Enemies hands, to two or 
three ViUages next the Houfe, <^ that they (bould> hf the next 
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^ day-noon, fend fuch proportions of Com into Bafitg^Hoafe^ 
^< as were mencion'd in the Warrants ; upon pdn , if they 
^< iatled by the time, to havea thoufand Horfe ahd E>ragoons 
^fenttofire the Towns. This being done, and all his Men 
drawn together about eleven of the CIddc at Night, Thtirfd^ 
the fcxond Night after he came thither, the Maquis giving 
him two or three Guidtt who knew the Country eiraftiy, he 
inarched from Bafirg Without (bund of Drum or Trumpet, 
and pafled the K«Mif, unditbover'd, by a Ford near a Bridge 
which Ihe'Enemy had broke down ; and thereby thought they 
had iecured that paflage ; the Horfe taking the Foot em cyowp \ 
and then, marching by ways, in the Morning they likcwiie 
pafled over the Thmesj at a Ford little more than a Mile 
from Ittadtnr ; and fo efcaped the Enemy, and got before 
Night to Wmlmgfard\ where he fbcurely retted, and refirefhed 
his Men that Night ; and the next Day arrived fafe at OscfbrJy 
having Jbftonly two Captains, and two or three other Gen- 
tlemen, and Common Men ; id all to the number of eleven^ 
and forty or fifty wounded, butnotdangeroufly : what num- 
ber the £nemy loft could not be known ; but It wasbcliev'd, 
they loft many, befides above one huiidred Prffoners that 
were takert^ atid it was conlefs'd, by Enemies as well as Friends, 
that it was as Soldierly ah AAfon, as had been perfbrm'd in 
the War on either fide; and redounded very mucn to the re- 
putation oftheCofhrnandtr. 

T H B next day after the Army of ^x was gone, and dtf- 
folv'd. the King recurn'd to his Quarters at B^0$nmctt^ and 
ftayed there only a day to refrelh his Men; having fctit, the 
day before, Greem/iiy with the OMi^ Horfe and Foot, to- 
wards P/jmdi/tiK to joyn with €rdrsiig in the purfiiit of B#/- 
fauTj and that Body of Horfe; %rhtch, by pmng over the 
firidge near SMhajhy they might eafily have done. But he 
flacken'd hismarch that he OMght poflds Sak-^^ whidi the 
Enemy had quirted, and left^iherein eleven pieces of Cannon 
with (ome Arines and Ammcinitkm ; whkh, together with the 
Town, was not worth his unwarrantable ftay. This kept him 
from joyning with Gbrmg ; who thereby, and for want of thofc 
Foot, excufed his not Fighting With Baflmr wbeo he was 
within dtftance ; but contented hin^If With (ending a Com- 
manded Party tofoHow hi« Rear, and in that tooeager a por- 
futt, Captain Sam.Waimmnr^ ayotfngMan of extraordinary 
parts and expciftation, the Son -of a tf«ry wife and eminent Fa- 
ther, was Toft, to the hrreparablethimage of a Noble Family. 
ThusBtf^f^, by an orderly and well governed 'inarch, {Kd^'d 
above one hundred Miles in the King's Quartfers, ^s hatih been 
(aid before, without anycottfidtfrAle lofs, to aplaceof iafety 
within their own precinfts. -'' 
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TfiB fear and apprebcniion of the Enemy was nofooner 
over, than the murmur begun, ^' that the King bad been per- 
^'fwaded co grant too good conditions to that Body of Foot ^ 
^' and tbat be might well have forced them co have fubmitted 
^* CO fa^ mercy, as well as to have laid down their Armes ; 
'^and fofaave made both Officers and Soldiers to become Pri- 
*' foners of War : by which the Enemy would not have been 
^ able fo foon to have raifed another Army. But they Whof 
undertook to cenfure that A&ion, how great a Number fo- 
ever they were, did not at all underftand the prefent temper 
and conttitution of the King's Army ^ which then was noc 
near fo flrongasic was reputed to be: whatever it might have 
done by a brisk and vigorous attempt, when it firft entered 
OnwuMfL which was in the beginning ofAggaft, and when a 
Party of his Majefty's Horfe furprifed and feifed the Earl of 
^ffix*8 own Lieutenant Colonel, and many other Officers <^ 
Name at Bocmmockiy before his Majeft;^ was fufpeded to be 
in any near diftance : I fay whatever might have been then 
done, in tbat confternacion the Enemy was then in^ the ca(d 
was ^Gty much alter'd in the beginning of Sfftnttiery when 
the Articles were made ; and when the number of the Foot 
who laid down their Armes, was in truth fuperior to thoie of 
the King's ( as it will appear anon ) when his Army marched 
out of cofw»aL The overfight, which wa.s a great one, was 
on the other fide, when their Horfe broke through. If they 
had then known, and it was hardly poffible they fliould noc 
knowit» thac all the King's Horfe, his Guard onl^ excepted, 
tvcreatchac time Quarter^i behind them, about Sc BUfi^ theif 
Fooc m%ht very well have mardied away with their Horfe^ 
theirCannon only being left behind, and having got but four 
or five hours before, which they might eafily, and as undif- 
cern'd have done, the King's Army in the Condition and ftacir 
it was in, naked and unfliod, would through rhofe inclofed 
t>arts, narrow Lanes, and deep Ditches, inX>evMand Somer^ 
fity have been able to have done them little harm : Befides the! 
King very well knew at the time the Articles were made, that 
ifUUhtoUy notwithftandingall his Affironts, was then come to 
Tivert9m \ and therefore there can be no doubr, that his Maje* 
fty, in thofe condefcenfions, proceeded with no kfs Prudence 
than Qemency. 

After this great Succefi, the King thought fit to renew 7%^^*/ . 
his ofe of Peace : and fcnt a Mefl&getotbe two Houfes of^V^^J^V- 
Parliament, todeiire that there might be a Treaty to that Pur- Tvltf 
pofe ; which Meflage was fent by a Trumpet to the Earl of 
J5^, after his repair to LmtUmy to be deliver'd by him, of 
Which there was no coofideration taken in three Months after 
the receipt of it. This done, the King was perfwaded, in his 
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way fas It was not much ouc of it j to look upon Pfym^tisb; 
forfo faric might be prcfumed chat the Corn^ Troops, how 
impatient foever they were to be at their barveft, would at- 
tend him : And if he could, by appearing before it, become 
Maftcrofit, which was not thought improbable, he might re- 
turn to Oxford in great Triumph, and leave the Weft through- 
ly reduced : for then Lyme cou>d not hold out, and he might 
be fure to carry an Army with him ftrongly recruited ; but if 
it proved not a work of cafe and expedition, he might pro- 
ceed in his march without farther ftay ^ and he quickly found 
it neceflRiry to do fo; having feot a Summons to the Town, 
and received a rude Anfwer to it : 

For the Earl of £^* had left the Lord B»herts Govcr- 

nour in that Town j a Man of a four and furly Nature, a gie^ 

Opiniatrc, and one who muft be overcome before he would 

believe that he could be fo. The King, finding no good 

could be done with him, and that the reducing the Town 

would require fome time, purfued his former Refolution, and 

marched away ; having committed the Blocking up of Ffy^ 

ihe King fiiouth to S' Richatd Greenvilj a Man who had been bred a 

havet Sr Soldicr, and of great expeftation, but of greater promifes ; 

Richird having with all manner of Affurance undertaken to take the 

u^llctiL Town by Cbri/hnas, if fuch Conditions might be perform'd 

Plymouth, to him, all which were pundually compl/d with ; whilft he 

made his Quarters ss far as ever they had been fbrmcrlv from 

the Town j beginning his War firft upon his Wife, woo had 

been long in pofleflion of her own Fortune, by virtue of a 

Decree in chamerfj many years before the Troubles; and 

feifing upon all fhe had, and then making himfelf Matter of 

all Their Eftates who were in the Service of the Parliament, 

without doing any thing of importance upon the Townj 

only upon the firft Mefl^e between the Lord R^herts and 

Flim, there arofe fo mortal a mifunderftanding , that there 

was never Civility or Quarter obferv'd between them ; but 

fuch as were taken on either fide, were put to the Sword ^ or 

which was worfe, to the Haker. 

Since there will be often occafion to mention this Gen- 
tleman, Sr Rfckard Greenvdy in the enfuing difcourfe, and 
becaufe many Menbeiiev'd, that he was hardly dealt within 
the next year, where all the proceedings will be fetdown at 
large, it will not be unfit, in this place, to fay fomewhat of 
him, and of the manner and merit of his entring into the 
King's Service fome Months before the time We arenow upon. 
He was of a very ancient and worthy Family in Conrj^al^ 
which had, in fcveral Ages, produced Men of great Courage, 
and very fignal in their Fidelity to, and Service of the Crown ; 
and was Himfelf younger Brother ( though in his Nature, or 
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Humour, not of Kin to him ) to the brave S^ Bevil Greenvi/^ 
who fo Couragioufly loft his Life in the Battle of Lanfdown, 
Being a younger Brother, and a very young Man, he went 
into the Low Countries to learn the Profeflioa of a Soldier; 
to whick he had dedicated himfclf under the greareft General 
of that Age» Prince Maurkey in the Regiment of my Lord 
Vetrt^ who was Genera) of all the Englt/h. In that Service 
he was look'd upon as a Man of Courage, and a diligent Of* 
ficer, in the quality of a Captain, to which he atcaio'd after 
few years Service. About this time, in the end of the Reign 
of lUiogJameSy the War broke out between England ^nd Sfaini 
and in the Expedition to Cales^ this Gentleman ferv'd as a 
Major to a Regiment of Foot, and continued in the fame 
Command, in the War that foon after followed againft France ; 
and, at the Ifle of Rheey infin^iated himfelf into the vtry good 
grace of the Duke of Buckingham^ who was the General in 
that Invafion; and after the unfortunate retreat from thence, 
was made Colonel of a Regiment with general Approbation, 
and as an Officer that well deferv'd it. 

His Credit every day encreafed with the Duke^ who, 
out of the generofity of his Nature, as a moft generous Per* 
Ton be was, refoWd to raife his Fortune; towards the begin- 
ning whereof, by his countenance, and fbllicitation, he pre- 
vaild with a rich Widow to Marry him , who bad been a 
Lady of extraordinary Beauty, which (lie had not yet out- 
liv'd i and though (be had no great Dower by her Husband, 
a younger Brother of the Earl of Suffolk ; yet (lie inherited a 
&ir Fortune of her own, near Flymouth ; and was befides 
very rich in a Perfonal EAate, and was look'd upon as the 
richeft Match of the Weft. This Lady, by the Duke's Credit, 
Sr Bkbard Greenvil (for he was now made a Knight and Ba- 
ronet ) obtained ; and was thereby poflcQed of a plentiful 
Eftate upon the Borders of his own Country ; where his owa 
Family had great Credit and Authority. The War being 
quickly at an end* and he depriv'd of his great Patron, had 
nothing now to depend upon but the Fortune of his Wife ; . 
which, though ample enough to have fupportcd the cxpence 
a Perlbn of his Quality ought to have made, was not large 
enough to fatisfy his Vanity and Ambition ; nor fo great as I-ie, 
upon eommon reports,had promifed himfelf by her. By not 
being enough pleafed with her Fortune, he grew lefs pleafed 
with his Wife ^ who, being a Woman of a Haughty and Im-- 
perious Nature, and of a Wit fupcrioV to His, quickly re- 
lented the difrefped (he received from him ; and in no degree 
fludied to nuike her felf eafy to him. After fome years (pent 
together in thefe Domeftick unfociable ConteftaUons , in 
which be poOefled himfelf of all her Eftate, u th^ 3ole Ma* 
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fter of it. without aUowtDg her, out of her own, aoy Com* 
petenqr for her felf ; and indulged to himfelf all tbofeLkencei 
m her own Houfe, which to Women are moft grievous, fbe 
found means to withdraw her felf from him ; and was with all 
{cindnefs receiv'd into that Family, in which (he had before 
been Married, and was always venr mnch refpeded. 

Her Abfence was not ingrateful to him, till the Tetntnts 
refufed to pay him any more Rent, and he found himfelf on 
afuddain deprived of herwholq Eftate, which was all he had 
to live upon : for it appear'd now, that (he had. before her 
Marriage with him, fettled her entire Fortune k> abfolutely 
upon the Earl of Stmlkj that the prefent right was in Him, 
and he required the Rents to be paid to him. This begot a 
Suit in the Chancery between S' RkbMrd Greem/ii and the 
then Earl of Suffolk^ before the Lord C9vet$try^ who found the 
Conveyances in Law to be fo firm^ that he could not only 
not relieve Sr KcbsrJ Greemvil in &)aity, bat that in Juftice 
be muft Deaee the Land to the Earl ; which he did. This 
very feofible Mortification tranfported him fo much, that, be^ 
ing a Man who ufai to fpeak very bitterly of thofe he did 

got love, after all endeavours to have engaged the Earl in a 
erfonal ConfliA, he reveng'd himfelf upon him in fuch op- 
I)robrious Language, as the Government* and luftice of that 
time would not permit to paft unpuniQied ; and the Earl ap- 

Seal'd fbr Reparation to the Court of Star-Chamber; what 
r Bubard was Decreed to pay three thouiand pounda far 
damages to him ; and was likewife fin'd the Sum of three thou- 
fand pounds to the King; who gave the Fine likewife to the 
Earl : fo that S^ Jticbsrd was committed to die Prifon of the 
Fleet in Execution for the whole (ix thoufand pounds ; whidi 
at that time was thought by all Men to be a very fevere and 
rigorous Decree, and drew a general Compaflion towards tbe 
unhappy Gentleman. 

After he had endured many years of ftrift Imprifon- 
ment, a little before the beginning of the late Troubles, he 
made his efcape out of the Prifon ; and tranfoorting hitnTelf 
beyond the Seas, remained there till the Parliament was 
cafrd that produced fo many Mileries to the Kiogdom ; and 
when he heard that many Uct^ees which had been made, in 
that time, by the Court of Star*Chamber, were repeafd, and 
the Perfons griev'd, abfolv'd from thofe Penalties, he like- 
wife retum'd, and perition'd to have his Cauie heard ; for 
which a Committee was appointed ; but before it oould be 
brought to any conclufion. the Rebdlion htdkt out in In^ 
knd, Ampng the firft Troops that were raisVi, and tranf-. 
ported for the fuppreflBon thereof, by the Parliament (xo 
whom the King had unhsppilv 9oinmitted the profecutioo of 
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it ) Si Bkbmrd Greemni^ upon the fame of being a good Of- 
ficer, was £;nt over with a very good Troop of HorTe y was 
Major pf the Earl oiLikefie/^ own Raiment of Hone, and 
was vienf much efteem'd by him, and Cne more by the Parlia- 
meat, for the fignal afts of Cruelty he did every day cx)m* 
mit upoQ cbe Iryb-^ which were of lo many kinds upon both 
Seze«, Young and Old, hanging old Men who were Bedrid, 
becaufe they would not djl^ver where their Money was, 
that be bdkv'd they had y and old Women, fbpie of Qualitv, 
after he had plundered chqm, and (bund leis than h^ expeAed j 
that they can hardly he bguiev'd, thopgh nocorioufly known 
to be true. . , 

A FTS R the Ceflkion was made ia Irehndy he pretended 
that his Confdence would not give him leave to .ftay there, 
and wai much the ou3fe welcome to the Parliament, for de- 
darii^ 6^ heartily againft that Cefl&tioa y and S^ WiHiam WaUer 
being in the beginning of this year to make his Expedition 
into the Weft, i^ the Battle of jttrtsfardy&f Bkbard Gnen- 
ifii was ekber commeoded to him, or invited by him , to 
Commapd the Florid under him ; which he chearf^ily ac- 
cepted. Dot withouiE many infinuations, how much his In* 
tereft in Devmrjbin^ ana Corvmal^ wcmid advance Theirs. 
He reoeiy'd from the Parliament a great Sum of Money, for 
the making hisEouipage^ in which he always a&ded more 
than ordinary L4iure j and S^ WUufmWaHer communicared to 
him all his defigns, with the ground and foundation of them, 
as to an entire Friend, and an Officer of that Eminence, by 
whofe Advice he meant to gpvem his own Conduct. 

His iirft and principal de%p was to furprife Bapng Houie, 
by acorrefpondence with th^ Lord Edward Pawtety Brother 
to the Marouls of Wmhfimr^ apd then with him, as unfuf- 
peded as a Brother ought to be. For the better execution of 
this, Sr Bichard Qramnl was ient before with a Body of the 
Hom« that all things might b^ well difpofed, find prepared 
agaiw the time wilhr him&If (faould come to him. He ap- 
poiaced aRendczvous for the Horfe at 9h^^^^ ^"^ ^^ '^l™^ 
i^ay march'd put cf LnJam only with his Equipage^ which 
was very Noble ; a Coach and fix Horfes, a Waggon and fix 
Horfes, nigny Led Hories, and many Servants : with thofe, 
when be canne to StamfSy he left the Ba^shPtrodjiy and march'd 
dircAiy to tiBodrngy where the King's Garrifon then was ; 
and thence, without delay, to Oxfordy where he was very 
gradoufly ceceiv'd bv the King, and the more, becaufe he 
was not expected. He communicated then to the Kine the 
whole de^n of the furprUe of Bafi^ ; upon which the King 
. ient anExpM^ immediately to the Marquis* with all the par- 
Cicular jnfcnwiQSis ^ who thereupon ieifed upon his Brother.

and the other Confpirators j who confcfe'd all, with all the 
circutnftances of the cxurefpondence and combination. The 
Marquis prcvail'd witb^he King, that he might only torn his 
Brother out of the Garrifon, aner Ju(tice was done upon his 
Complices. This very happy and fcafonable difcovery, pre- 
ferv'd that important place ; which, without it, had infalli- 
bly been loft within few days, and therefore could not but 
much endear the Perfon of the Dlfcoverer ; upon whom the 
Parliament thundered out all thofe reproaches, which his de- 
ierting them in fucha manner was liable to; and denounced 
all thofe judgements upon him of Attainder, Coofiication, and 
incapacity of Pardon, which they ufed to do againft thofe, 
wh6, t^ey thought, had done them moft mifchidF, or againft 
whom they were moft incenfed : which was aU the ezcuie he 
could make for his (evere proceedings againft thofe of their 
Party, who fell into his hands afterwards where he Com- 
manded. 

From Oxford he went auickly into the Weft, before he 
had any Command there; declaring that he would affift Co- 
lonel JDigh ; who^ upon Prince Maurice's departure from 
thence witn his Army, was left to Block up Phmatab ; which 
he did with much Courage and Soldierly ability. To Him 
he had Letters from the King, that he mould put S' Ekhard 
Greinvil into the poffeffion of his Wife's Eftate, that lay 
within his Quarters, and which was juftly liable to a Seque- 
ftration by her living; in Jjoniimy and being too zealoufly of 
that Party ; which tne Colonel pundually did. And fb he 
came, after fo many years, to be again poflefled of all chat 
Efta-re; which was what he moft fet his Heart U|)on. 

One day he made a Vifit from his Houfe, which he call'd 
his own, to the Colonel; and dhied with him ; and the Co- 
lonel civilly fent half a dozen Troopers to wait on him home, 
left any of the Garrifen, in their ufual Excurfions, might meet 
with him. In his return home, he faw four or five fellows, 
coming out of a Neighbour Wood, with Burthens of Wood 
upon their backs, which they had ftolen. He bid the Troopers 
fetch thofe fellows to him ; and finding that they were Sol- 
diers of the Garrifon, he made one of them hang iH the reft; 
which, to iave his own Life, he was cMitented to do : fo 
ftrong his Appetite was to thofe Executions he bad been ac- 
cuftom'd to v\ Ireland^ without any kind of Commiffi<Hi or 
pretence of Authority. 

Shortly after, upon a Salley made with Horfe and 
Foot from the Town, Colonel l>ighj f who befidcs the keen- 
nefs of his Courage had a more compofed underftanding, and 
lefs liable to fumes, than fome of his Family who bad fiuirper 
Parts^ Charging them with fqch vigour as Routed, and drove 
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them back, recei?'d hinfelf in tfa« dole an unbappy wounds 
with a Rairfer, in cbe Eye j which pierced near his Brain ^ fo 
that, thoupi he was brought off* by his Soldiers, ic was very 
long bdfbre he recover^! enough to endure die Air, and ne- 
ver did the eflfeds of the Wound. Upon this accident S' 
'Rkbsrd Gri9nvil was placed in that Command, which he exe- 
cuted for fome Months ; until, upon the Advance of the Earl 
of Effixy he was compell'd to retire into Cormoaly where We 
found him at the King's oommg thither. 

This h large excuriion upon a private Perfon may fecm 
very extravagant, and to carry in it too much Animofity 
againft the memory of a Man who did fome things well, and 
was not without fome merit in the King's Service : But they 
who know the Occurrences of the next year, which will be 
faithfully related, and coniider the feverity that be compelled 
the Prince to ufe towards him, of whicfi he made a great 
noife afterwards in the WorU, and prevailed with fome good 
Men to believe that the proceeding agatnft him was too rigo- 
rous, and that the Council then about the Prince had ibme 
Pcrfonal difrefpeA towards him, may reafonably believe* that 
this enlargement was in fome degree necei&ry, that uich a 
Man's Original, Nature, Manners, and Difpofition, fliould be 
manifeft and clearly underilood. ^ 

The King was now moft intent to return into his Winter 
Quarters at Oxfnd^ whidi was all he could propofe to him- 
felF^ in which he expeded to meet with all the obftruftions 
and difficulties bis enraged Enemies oouM lay in his way. He 
knew well that WaBer was even ready to come out of Lou^ 
dotty and that MuUUton was retired from TUvertin to joyn 
with him ; that they had fent for the Earl of Mnuhefter to 
inarch towards the Weft with his Vidorious Army : &} that, 
if he long deferred his march, he muft look to Fieht another 
Battk, before he could reach Oxfords Notwtchftandtng all 
which, his Army that had been upon hard dut> ; and had 
made long marches above fix Months together, required fome 
reft and refrefliment ; the Foot were without Ooaths, and 
%oes ; and the Hor/e in fuch ill humour, that without Mo« 
ney they would be more difcontented. To provide the beft 
remedy that could be applied to thefe evils, the next day after 
the Kiogmarch'd from Ffymoutby himieif, attended only by 
his own Troop, and the principal Officers of the Court, went 
to Exiter ; appointing the Army, by flow marches, to follow, 
imd to be Qiarter'd at Thirtomj and the other Towns adja- 
cent; where they arriv'd on the a li^ of Sefttm^. 

His Majdiy now quickly difcem'd how continual hard 
duty, wkk litde fighting, had leflen'd and diminiih'd h*s Ar- 
my. His .own Body of Foot) which when he enter'd Corm 
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wslj were above four choultod, was ac thtf time much fewer; 
and Prince MMmk9\ which coniifted of full fopr choufiind 
five huodred, when the King firft yiew'd them at Kfrtmfy was 
noc now half the Number. Of all the Forc^ under Gr^emvi^ 
which had made fo much noife, and had been thought wor- 
thy of the Name of an Army, there were only five Jiunilred 
Foot, and three hundred Horfe left with bim, f(» \nq 'Slock* 
ing up Ffymmab ; the reft were dwindled aw»f ; or eUe, 
which was his ufual Artifice, he had encbuc^^'ch^ro to ftaj 
for foroe time in Ctrmwaly and then to repair^o hiiil, as many 
of them did ; for his Forces fuddainly eocreafed ; and the 
truth is, few of the Cm^ march'd Eaft ward with the Kio|, 
The King's Horfe were harrafed, and many of them dead m 
the marches ; which Goncributod to the diioonteot of the Ri- 
ders ; fo that great Provifions were to be made befere they 
could begin a new march. • By the diligence and adivicy of 
the Commtffioners, appointed in IHvomJbm fgr thofe Af« 
fairs, h*s Majefty was within few days fuppUed with two tboii* 
land pounds in Money, which was pre&ntly diftf ibuted amoos 
the Horfib ; and three thoufaod Sutes of Cloaths, with good 
proportions of Shoes and Stocking \ whieh were likewife de* 
liver'd to the Foot. What remaio'd yet wanting for the Horfe 
and Foot, was promifed to meet tbecn, uppn their firft en* 
trance into Scmirfit-Jhirt ; where the Commiflioners of that 
County, had undertaken they Qiouid be ready. 

Th SR E was another thii^ of equal impoitanceco be pro- 
vkled for, before the King left E^ir ^ which waf, the Block- 
ing up the Tnx>ps of I^ranf ; which were giown more iidb- 
lent by the Succefi they had Had ^ and made Incurfions 
fometimes even to the Walls of Exiter ; aod to reftrain a 
ftronger Garrifon in Tmmtm. For when Prince MMtrue raifed 
his Siege from Lfrnt^ he had very unhappily drawn out the 
Garrifon of TMrnam^ which cooked of eight handled Men, 
under the Command of S' J^ St^miy a Perfoo of that Eoii- 
nent Courage and Fidelity, that he would never have given 
to up; and left onlv fouricore Men In the Caftk tote kept 
by a Lieutenant, wfio bafeiy gare it up^ aflbon as ^sf in Up 
IMilage d^aaded it; for wfakh he deiervedly aft^wards fuf- 
fer'd ueatfa. And it was now, by the GarriRm the Earl rat 
into it, and the extreme Malignity and Pride of the lofaabi- 
tants, in both which they exceeded, become t (harp Tfaom 
in the fides of ail that Populous County, 

To remedy the firft of thefe, fome Troops wbieb de- 
pended upon the Garrifon of ExitiTy were aflign'd, and west 
to receive Orders from ^Ji$bm BerUfy^ Govemour thereof; 
who was the flExxt vacant for that Service by the rcduftioa of 
BsrMfiMe\ wiiich was done during the King's flay At Sxtftr. 
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The other of Tktim^m , was more unhappily oommicted to 
Colonel Wmikam^ the Governour of firM^#mtffr : who, 
though ft Gencietnan of known Coarage And unqueftionable 
Fidelity, by the Divifions and Faftions tn the Country, was 
not eqaal co the work. To difpatch all this, the King ftaid 
not a fiiU week at JSmMt: but h«rften'd hit march to Chard in 
S^merjk^fhkty where he ftald longer j for whkh he paid dear 
after ; for he might otherwife hiive reach'd Ooffirdy before the 
Enemy was in a Conjundion ftrong enough to ftop him : yet 
even chat ftay could not be prefented, except he would have 
left the Money and Cloaths ( which theCommiffioners of S0^ 
merfit'fiftr9 promifed, and did deth^er there at iaft ) behind 
him ; which would not have been grareful to the Army. 

It was the Iaft of Stftemtery that the King marcb'd from 
Cisrdj and Quartered that Night at a Houfe of the Lord 
Pawhfsy where Prince Ib^ert met him, and gave him anac- 
oouot of the unhappy A6fairs of the North, and that he had 
left about two thoiuand Hprfe under the Command of S' jyGsr- 
nuMte LangtUh ; which he might as well have bsought with 
him, and then the King would have had a giorioos end of 
his Weftem Expedition. Prince Hs^^rfprefemly retum'd to 
Brifi9ly with Orders , aflbon as was pombie, to march with 
tfaofe Northern Horfe under S' Mtnmmdith iJa^daky and two 
thottfand Foot, whidi were In Wsks^ under Colonel Charles 
GertMrdy imoGbcfJhrJbin'y by which the Enemy mtehtbe 
obliged to divide their Force, which if they (houtd ftUIkeep 
united, the Prince from thence would be able to joyn wicn 
the King : JBut thefe Orders were not executed In time. The 
King's Army at this time confined in the whole but cf five 
thoufand five hundred Foot, and about four thoufand Horfe ; 
and Jf^Ber was already come with his Horfe to BLmfrrd'y but 
fome of his Troops being beaten up by thofe of the King's, 
he retired to ShafisSmj^ and thofe pans of fB/fJbm adjacent. 
It concera'd the King verv much, before he left thofe parts, 
to Relieve P^r^/sM Caftle, which had been now Bebeged 
from the time of the Earl of Effex's march that wav. To 
that purpoTe, he march'd to sierterm-^ where he uaki fix 
days too long, though in that tinoe he raifed the Siege before 
Fmrtlmd Cattle, if he had not hoped by that delay that bit 
Nephew Prince lUffert would have been well advanced in bis 
march- Sr tawis Dives Was left with his own Raiment of 
one hundred and fifty old Soldiers, and fome Horie in 5Sftsr- 
ierwe Caftle, and made Comooander in Chief of Der/kfUre ; 
in hope that he would be able (hcnly by his aAivlty and the 
very good afieftion of that County, to raife Men enough to 
recover Hkymeiftb : and he did perform all that could be rea* 
fooably expefied frona him. His Majefty had a great defire. 
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in his inarch to Oxf^iy to relieve D&wmi^&» Caftle, and 
Bafittg ; which was again Befieged by aimoft the whole Army 
of Che Enemy ; and then to fend a good Party to relieve Bsm- 
^ury^ which had been cioTe Befieged by Colonel John Fhnmef^ 
another Son of the Lot A Say y widi all the Forces of Nortbam- 
ftHh/btrBj Warmick^ and C^vemtry ^ and bravely defended by 
& IfiUiam CwnftoMy full three Months ^ but by this time re- 
duced to the utmoft extremity. 

I N order to preferve all this, the King came to Salishny 
upon rhe fifteenui of OS^ttr ; where he underftood, ^^ ehac 
^^WalUr lay at jindovtr with his Troops; that Mancbefitr 
^^ was advanced as far as KfA/ia^ with five thou(and Horfe and 
^^Foot, and four and twenty pieces of Ordnance \ and chac 
^^fixir Regiments of theTraio'd-bands of Londwy were be- 
^^ ginning ^heir march to him ; and that three thoufand of the 
^^Horfe and Foot of the Earl of E^x's Army were near 
^^Fortfm§utb^ expedlng Orders to joyn with the reft. This 
might very well have dirpofed his Majefty to liave haften'd his 
march to Oxfordy which would have made a fair conclufion 
of cheCampagne; and this was the more reafonable, becaufe 
Jbere the King reoeiv'd Letters from Prince Kuperty ' in which 
he declared, ^^ that it was not poffible for him to bring up his 
^^ Troops fp foon as his Majefty expeAed ; and indeed as his 

Erefent condition required : aad if this had been refolv'd^ 
oth Drnmrnpen Caftle, and Banhurjy might have been fea* 
ibnably fet at liberty ; but a great gayety poflcfled GmMg^ 
chac he earneftly advifed the King to march, with feaecy and 
expedition, to beat ffkller ^ who lay at AuJavety a good di* 
ftance from the reft , with three thoufand Horfe and Dra> 
gooos ; which the King, upon the unanimous confent of the 
Council, confented to. 

. He had lefc all the Cinnon that he had taken from EJJix^ 
inExtter'y and now he lent all his great Cannon to a Garri* 
fon he had within two Miles of Salisbury at Langfird^ a Houfe 
of the Lx}rd Gprges'y where was a Garrifon of one hundred 
Men, Commanded by a good Officer. The reft of the Can* 
non and Carriages were left at WUt9my the Houfe of the Earl 
of Temtrokey with a Regiment of Foot to guard them ; and 
the King appointed the Rendezvous for the Army to be the 
next Mormng, by feven of the Clock, near cUfrendw Parki 
and good Guards were fet at all the Avenues of the City, to 
keep all People from going our, that Widier might not have 
any nosice of his purpofe : and if the hour of the RendeZr 
vous had been obterv'd, as it rarely was (chough his Majefty 
was himfelf the moft pun6:ual, and never abfent at the pre* 
cife time ) that defign had fucceeded to wifli. For thousb 
the Foot under Prince Maurice came not up till eleven of u», 

Clock, 
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Clock, lb that the Army did not begin it's march tilt twelve^ 
yet they came within four MUerol' And^vrr^ before WJUr 
had any Notice of their Morions ; when he drew out his 
u hole Body towards them, as if he meant to Fight \ but up- 
on view of their Strength, and the good Order they were in, 
he changed his roind, and drew bacK into the Town ; leaving 
a ftrong Party of Horfe and Dragoons to mahe good his Re- 
treat. But the King's Van Charged, ainl Routed them with 
good Execution, and purfued them through the Town, and 
flew many of them in the Rear, until the darknefs di the 
Night fecured them, and hindered the others from foliowing 
ferther. But they were all fcatter'd, and came not- quickly 
togQtber again ^ and the King Quartered that Night at And*-^ 
litr. The icatrcring this great Body under WaBir in this 
manner, and the tittle refiftancethcv made, ib raifed the Spi« 
ritsof the King's Army, thatth^ de&red nothing more than 
to have a Battle with the whole Army of the Enemy 9 whkdi 
the King meant not tofeek out, nor todedine Fighting with 
them, if they put tbcmfelves m his way . And fb he refolv'd 
to raue the Siege of X>s »swug^» Caftle, which was little out: ~ 
of his way to Oxford. To tbatpurpofe, he fent Chders for 
the Cannon which had been lefc at LMffford^ and Wikon, to 
make all haft to a place apoointcd between Amdrnxr and 
Ns^whury ; where heftaid wltn his Army, dll they eameup 
to him V and then marched together to Ntmhtny^^^f/rfflBAn a 
Mile of JHrnak^frnt. 

Thb Bhxkadeof ilSMMg/ssi-Caftle had been ( whenilttf-* 
dhtcnhom thence purfued his march into the Weft) left to 
the care of Colonel Hnfm^ who for ^>m& time was con- 
tented to Block it up; but th^ finding his Summons neg-^ 
kdted, and that they had ftoioiof .Frovifions within, and 
bavif^ an addition of Forces fmai j^htgdau and Readhtgy 
be refolv'd co Befiege it^-wh^faebeguntodothe a^cb of 
Septender ; and malde his Approaches^ and raifed a Battery oa 
the foot of the Hill next Ntv^ury^ and plyed it fo with his 
great Cannqn^ that, after twelve days continual (hooting, he 
beat down Three Towers and. a part oftheWall j whid> he 
believVi tiad fo humbled the Govemour and the Garriftni) 
that they . would be no longer foftubbome as the}ri>bfd been^ 
and thenefetfe he fent them another Summons, m which lie 
magnified bis own clemency, ^^ that prevailed withbiin, now 
^ tbey were even at his mercy, to ofier them Quarter fortheif 
'^ Lives, if they gave up the Caftle before Wedwe/dity at ten

Govemour ouidc bimielf meiry widi fau high ana Thseatniog 

Language ^ 
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Ltnguige } and fent hiio word, ^^ he would keep the place, 
<^ ftDd would neither giTe nor receive Qjarter. At this time, 
the Earl of M0mcbifhr himfelf with hisForces came to Nev^ 
hmy ^ and leoeivmg no better Anfwer to his own Surnoxyos, 
than HBfUm had done before, he refoly'd to Storm it the next 
day. But hie Soldiers, being well inform'd of ttie refolution 
of thofe within, dedioedcbat hot Service ; and plyed ic with 
their Artillery until the next N^ht ; and then remov d their 
Battery to the other fideof theCaftle; and begun their Ap- 
proaches by Saps ; when the Governour made a ftrong Sally, 
and beat them out of their Trenches, and kiUVi a Lieutenant 
Colonel , who Commanded in Chief, with many Soldiers ; 
fhot their Chief Cannoneer through the Head, brought away 
their Cannon- Baskets, and many Armcf, and redied with 
very licde iofs : yet the next Night they fintib'd their Battery : 
and continued fi>me days their, great (hoc, till they heard of 
the Appoach of the King's Army ; whereupon they drew off 
tibeir Ordrianoe, and tketr Trained-bands oiLprndmi being not 
yet oome to them, theEari thought fit to march away to a 
greater dlftance \ there having beoi, ifl nineteen days> above 
one thoufind great (hot 4»nt upon the Walls, without any 
other damage to the Garrifi^n^^tban the beating down fi>me 
old partathereof. 

When the King came to jNinnfary , the Governour of 

P^ffMgDmattended him ; and was Knighted for his very good 

behaviour , and there was then fo little apprehenfion of dread 

oFthe Enemy, that his Majbfty thooght not of profecutins 

his Journey towards QxfwdL, iiefore he (honld Relieve bom 

BtifiBg^ and BmAwrj. And now importunities being fent from 

the laft , which was even upon the point of rendering for 

Banbury- want of Viduals , they having akeady eaten roaft of their 

u^i* r».

tets being lent to Os/Srn/, ^ that Cotrael CriSfr, with ibme 

^ Horfeand Foot from them:e,.ihottld meet him \ whidi they 

did puniSually \ and came time enough to Bmthtrfhdhn they 

were expeded : yet they found. the Rebels Horfe (Superior 

in' niirnber ;by much to theirs ) drawn up in five Bodies on the 

South fide bf the Town, near cheir Sconce ; as t^ upon the 

advantage of tha^fround, they meant to Fmhe- Buttwo^ or 

three fhottf, made at them by a- Couple of Drakes brooghc 

fixxmTOx/^^by CoIondiSkr^#, cnade diem ftagger^ and retine 

froth theh" ground very difoi2lerly* Their Cannon acbd Bag- 

ga^ had been fent out' of the Town the Night before ; sod 

tfaeirFoor^ being above fevwhondredi run oucof- JBmsi^ 

opoa 
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upon die fiift ftdvanoe of the Kjng'fl Troops. Coleoel G^ 
wkh ^eFooc ^ent dire&ly co the Caftle, that they might dc 
at Liberty 5 whilft the Earl of Northan^omfollovfd the Horfe 
fo clofely> that they found it beft \o make a ftaixl , where be 
iurioufly Charpxi and Routed them ; and, ootwithfianding 
they bad Hned ibme Hedges with Mufaueteers, purfiied them 
till they were fcacterVi, and totally difperfed ; their General, 
young Fiemns^ cootiotting his flighty cili he came co Cevm-^ 
tff, without ftaying. Tiie Foot, «br the isoft parr, by dit 
pertiflg themfelves, eibaped by the locloTures, before Colonel 
^4gr could come up. But there were taken, in the Chafe, one 
Fidd piece, and three Wagons of Armes and Ammunition ; 
fnany flain; and two Officers of Horfe, with near one.hun* 
d««d cxher Pnfooera, four Comets of Horfe, and two hundred 
Horfes, were taktai ; and all this with the lofs of. one Cap- 
tain and nine TroOper6 ; fome Officers, and others , being 
wounded, but not moRsUy. Thus the Siege was rallied from 
Bmi^ry ; which had continued fbli thirteen Weeks ^ fo not- 
ably defended, that though they had but two Horfes left un- 
eaten, they had never fulier VI a Sutnmons to be fern to tbero ; 
and it was bonv Relieved the very day of the Moqth upon 
which both Town and Caftie bad been rendered to the King 
two ydkfs before 5 being theitf^hof O^Ww. 

T NOVG H the Relief of Bsntury facceeded to wifli; yet 
the fUi% paid dear for itfooo after : the very day after that 
Service was perforai'd, Cdonel Urty^ a Scett-'ttitm , who had 
formerly liMT'd the Parliament, and is well meocion'd, in the 
trunftftions of the laft year, for having quilted them, and per- 
fbrm'd foroe 6gnai Service to the King, tad in the Weft, 
about the time the King enter'd into Conmal ( in a difcon^ 
tented humour, which was very natural to him } ^iefired ai Pafi 
to go beyond die Seas ; lind to quitted the Service : but in- 
fttad of embaifcing hto&If, made haft to lUmi9u j and put him- 
felf now into the Earl of Mandniptr'^ Army , and made a 
difcovery of all he knew of the King's Army, and a defcription 
of the rerfons and Cufiomes of thofe who prindpaily com- 
manded ; fo that as thev weB knew the conflitution^ ' and 
i»eaktoef8 of the King's Artny^ Ihby had alfo AdrertMenienc 
of the Earl of ^arthsmft^^ being gone, With three Regi- 
nieflts of Horfe, totheftclitf ctfB-wrfiry. Whereupon, with- 
in two days after, all thofe Forces which had bcm under Ef- 
fist and 4^er, being umred with MamhiHer < with whom 
likewife the Train'd-bands of Lmbnmat now joyn'd; sdl 
which made up a Body of above eight thoufaod Foot ^ the 
nurtber of their Horfe beiiig cot Inferior ) advanced towards 
theKing, whohadnothalFtbenumberbeforethe departureof

lution 
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Itttton to exped: the return of that Earl, that he might like- 
wife do foDQewhat for Bafing; not believing that the Eoemj 

could be folbon united.

NewlKirr. /^^9 ^^^ ^^ whole Body of the Enemies Army , which 
' bad reoeiv'dpoficive Orders to Fight the King as foon as was 
poffible, appear'das near as Tbscktam-, fo that his Majefty 
not at all difmay'd, refolv'd to ftand uDon the Dckn&ve o&> 
ly ; hoping that, upon the advant^e he had of the Town of 
Nnaksfy and the River, the £nemy would not fpeedily Ad- 
vance; and that in the mean time , by being compeli'd to 
lodge in the Field, which grew now to be very Cold, whilft 
his Army was under cover, they might be forcei to retire. 
The King Quartered in the Town of Nnp^Mry'^ and placed 
ftn^ng Guards on the South of the Town: but the greateft 
part of the Army was placed towards the Enemies Quaners, 
in a good Houfe belonging to Mr J>pAivmi at SJkaa>^ and ina 
Village near it, defended by the River that runs under XIm- 
mmgtoif'C^&ltf and in a Houfe between that Village and Nevj^ 
i«r^,. about which^a Work wascaft up, and at a Mill upon 
the River dtKennet; all which lay almoft Eaft&Kn the Town. 
.Dire&ly North from thence were two open Fields, where 
moft of the Horfe ftood widi the Train of Artillery, ^md about 
half axDtle Weft, was the Village of Sfeej$ ^ and beyond it a 
fmall Heath. In this Village lay all Prince /4auriee's Foot, 
andibme Horfe, and at the Entrance of the Heath a work 
was ca& up» which cleared tlie Heath. In this fofture they 
•had many Sktrmifbes with the Enemy for two days, without 
lofiog any gsx>und ; and the Enetpy was ftill bpaten off with 
lofs, ' 

O N SmtJay Morning, the feven and twentieth oif OB9i€r^ 

•by the break of day, one thoufand of the Earl of MtmchiSiert 

Army, with che Tratn'd*bands of Lindane came downjj;he 

Hill j and p^Qed the River that wax by Shsw ; and, undiico- 

nrer'^ forced that Guard whicii . Uiould Jhave kept the Pais 

•near the Houfe ^ that was entrenched wiiiere $r -Briwr^ ,^. 

ky. lay ;. who ioftantly, with a good Body, of MuTqueteers, fell 

mpontbe. Enemy ; and not pnlyRojated them, but compeli'd 

theai est Roue two other Bodies of^ir own Men, who were 

coming to fecond them. In thii purfuit very ipfmy of the 

Enemy were flain, and many drown'din,thcRiY^rj and above 

jtwo hundred Armes taken* There continued, ail that daj, 

. very warip SkirmiOies in feveral parts ; the Enemies Army 

having alrtioft.eooompaflcd the King's^ and with much more 

lofs to Them ,. than to the King^ till , about thrpe of the 

Qcck in ihc Afternoon, ff'^f^.v^jth his own, apd thc.Forccs 

whicbi bad'.iMwa uiKJkr B^^MV ^poa the Quattcx at Speen^ 
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and pafled the River ; which was not weU defended by the 
Officer who was appointed to guard it with Horfe and Foot, 
very inaDy of them being gone off from their Guards, as ne- 
ver imagining that they would, at that time of day, have at- 
tempted a Quarter that was thought the ftrongeft of all. But 
having thus got the River, they marched in good Order, with 
very great Bodies of Foot, winged with Horfe, towards rbe 
Heath; from whence the Horfe which were left there, with 
too Itnle rcfiftance, recir'd ; being in truth much overpowered, 
by reafon the Major part of them, upon confidence offecurity 
of the Paff, were gone to provide Forage for their Horfe. 

Bv this means, the Enemy poflefledthemfelves of the Ord- 
nance whid\ had been planteo there y and of the Village of 
4m«v; the Foot which were there, retired to the Hedge next 
the large Field between Speem and Newhtry ; which they made 
good : at the fame time, the right Wing of the Enemies Horfe 
advanced under the Hill of Sfetn^ with one hundred Mufque- 
teen in the Van, and came into the open Field, where a good 
Body of the Kin^s Horfe ftood ; which at firft receiv'd them 
in lome diforder ; but the Queen's Regiment of Horfe, com- 
manded by S' Jobm CansfieUy charged them with fo much 
Gallantry, ttot he routed that great Body ; which then fied ; 
and he had the execution of them near half a mile ; wherein 
moft of the Muiqueteers were (Iain, and very many of the 
Horfe ; infomuchthat that whole Wing rallied not again that 
fwht. The King was at that time with the Prince, and many 
otthe Lords, and other his Servants, in the middle of that 
Field ,' and could not, by his own Prefence , reftrain thofc 
Horfe which at the 6rft approach of the Enemy were in that 
diforder, from ihamefuUy giving Ground. So that if S^JohH 
OmsfieU h^not^ in that Article of Time, given them that 
brisk Chaige, by which other Troops were ready to charge 
thetn in the Flank, the King himfelf had been in very great 
danger. 

A T the fame time, the left Wing of the Enemies Horfe 
advanced towards the North-fide of the great Field; hut be- 
fore they got thither, Gifrhfg with the Earl of Cleve/aiuTs Bri- 
gade, (Jharg^d them fo vigoroufly, that he forced them back 
in great confufion over a Hedge; and following them, was 
Charged by another frefli Body; which he defeated likcwife, 
and &w very many of the Enemy upon the place ; having 
not only Routed and beaten them off their ground, but en- 
dur'd the Shot of three Bodies of their Foot in their purfuit, 
and in their retreat, with no confiderable damage, favcchat 
the E^iTlofclevelamtsHoTk falling under him, he was taken 
Prifoner; which was an extraordinary lofs. Whilft this was 
doing on that fide, twelve hundred Horfe, and three thoufand 
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Foot of thole under the Eaii of Mambefter^ advanced with 
great Refokition upon SkamikM^y and the Field adjaoeac; 
which quarter was defended by S^Jm^U ASIef^ and Colonel 
Qtorff I^; and the Houfe, by Lieureoanc Colonel ^Aff, 
They cune Gngtmof P£dms^ acd, at £rft, drove forty MuP- 
queteers from a Heclgc , who were placed there co ftop 
Chm^ but tbey were prefeotly Charged by S' 7^^ A^rca* 
with die Prince's Rmment of Horfe^ who did good exeoi- 
ckMiupoa dieniydn he law another Body of thetrHorfe ready 
toChaffgc him, which <nade him retine Ko the Foot ia M^ 
I>9kmmi^ GaTdcn, which flanked that Field , and give fiie 
upoa thofe HoKe, whemsf very many fell; and the Horle 
dicreapon Whedhq; about, Sf^J^ku Bmm fell upon their 
Rear, IdilVl tnaoy, and kept chat Ground all the day ; when 
dielbeferve of F(xk^ Gooinaaaded by Colonel IhitmeBy gall'd 
their Foot with le^eial VoUics ; and then fell on them with 
the Bai^nds of their Mufquees, till they had not only beaten 
them fiom the Hedges, but quite out of the Field; leaving 
two Oxsdces, fome Colouis, and cnamr dead Bodiet bd&ind 
them. Ac this time, a great 8ody or their Foot at^mpted 
Mr M^denmt Houi^ but wer« b wdil ^mtertain'd bv Lieih 
tenant GokMid P^, thatafier they had made their firft eflbrt, 
they wme forced to reciiv ia iuohCoafiifioa, that he purfiied 
tfaemfimm the Houfe with aooeable Eicecution j iolbmuch 
that they left fire bundled dead ijpoa a little (pot of ground ; 
and they dtcw cff tbetwo Oiahes out ^ the Field co the 
Honfe, die Enemy beirjg heaoea ofl^ and xetired fromall that 
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wasnow si^g|ht^ for which neither Party was forry ; 
asdtlie Kii^, who tstd been oa that fide where the Enemy 
only bad pcevaiTd, thought that his Amy had fiifiet'd aUbe 
mall odier pboes. He iaw they were cntimly poOeiled of 
Sfea^ and had taken all the Oidnaiice which hsd beenkft 
there ; wheneby it would be eafy for them, before the next 
MonijQg, tohaveoomptfledhiiB found; towards which they 
mi gf£ have gone hr^ if they had found themiel ves In a condi- 
oon to have puriiied their formne. 

HsACCfPOK, as 'foon as it was night, his Mdefty, widi 
the Prince, and thofe Lords who had been about him all the 
dky, ^mdhis Rnlment of Guards, retired into die Fields un- 
der DoMatngt^'CoSOCy and refoivVl to ptoieQite the lefolo- 
tioa that was taken in the morning, when they law the great 
Advantage the Enemy had in numbers, with which he was 
like to be cnoompafled, if his Forces were beaten fiom either 
of the Polls. That refolutioa was, ^^ to match away an the 
^ night towards WMmg^wd ; and xo that purpofe, all the Qir- 
fiages, andgreat Ofdnance, had been that Morning dnwn

Under J^dtmrngtam-Csittlc ; fo he ient Orders to all the Of- 
ficers, to draw offthcii Men to the fame Place ^ und receiving 
lateliigenoe at that time that Priisce Rupirt was come, or 
vould be that night at Ba^by that he might make no ftay 
there> but prefcnilv be able to joyn with his Army, his Ma^ 
jefty himfeif, with tne Prince, and about three hundred Horfej, 
made bsdt thither^ and found Prince /^ir^rf there ; and thence 
inadewlut haft they could back towards Ojc/i^ri/. The truth 
is, the King's Army was not in fo ill a condition, as ti^e King 
conoeiv'd it to have been : that Party which were in the 
Field near Sjpiemj kept their ground very refolutcly ^ and al* 
though it was a fair Moon-diinc night, the Enemy, that was 
very near them, and much Supaior in Number, thought not 
fit to a£Eu]lt or difturb them. Thatpartof the Enemy that 
had i>een (b roughly treated at ^&np, having received Sue* 
oourof aftrong body ofHorfe, refolv'd onae more to make 
an attempt upon the Foot there 3 but they were beaten off as 
before ^ though they ftood not well enough to receive an equal 
lofs, but retired to their Hill, where they ftood ftill. This^ 
was the laft Adion between the Armies j for about ten of 
the Clodt at night, all the Army, Horfe, Foot, and Cannon, 
upon the King's Orders, drew forth their feveral Guards to 
the Heath about Dnmhtpom-C^lCy in which they left moft 
of their wounded Men, with all their Ordnance, Ammuni- 
tion, and Carriages; then VxinceMiifrkey and the other Of- 
ficers, march'd in good Order away to IVaUh^ordj com- 
mitting the bringing upthe Rear to S' Humfhrey Bennet ( who 
had behaved himfetfrery Signally that day ) who with his Bri- 
gade of Horfe march'd behind , and receiv'd not the lealt 
difturb^mce from the Enemy ; who, info light a Night, could 
not but know of the Retreat, and were well enough pieafed 
toberidofan Enemy that had handled them fo ill. By the 
Moralag , all the Army, Foot as well as Horfe, arriv'd at 
WkUm^d 'y where having Refredi'd a little, they march'd 
to Osefrrdy without feeing any Party of the Enemy that look'd 
after them. 

Many made aQueftion which Party had the better cf 
the Day; and neither was well enough fatisfied with their 
Succeis. There could be no queftion there were very many 
more Idll'd of the Enemy « than of the King's Army ; whereof 
were miffing, only S' William Sc JLr^^r, Lieutenant Colonel to 
the Duke's Regiment of Foot ; Lieutenant Colotiel Tcpfhfg, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Leake, both 0£iicers of Horfe, who 
were all there (lain, with not above one hundred Common 
Soldiers, in all places. The Earl of Bremtfordy General of 
the Army, was wounded on the head^ S^John Cansfeild, Sf* 
J^bm Gretmnly and Lieutenant Colonel f^ie^ were wounded ^ 
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but all recover'd. The officers of the Enemies fide were 
never talk'dot, being for the moftparc, of no better Fami- 
Jies than the Common Soldiers. But it was reafonably com* 
puted, by thofe who faw the Adion in all places, that there 
could not be fo few as one thoufand dead upon the place : 
yet becaufe the King's Army quieted the Field, and march'd 
away in the Night, the other fide thought themfelves Ma- 
tters ; and the Parliament celebrated their Vidory with their 
ufual Triumphs ; thot^h, within few days after, they di(cern'd 
that they had little reak>n for it. Thev came to know, by 
what accident was not imagin'd, that the Earl of Brentfird 
remained that night in the Caftle, by reafonof the hurt in his 
Head, and fo (ent Colonel Uny to him to perfwade htm to 
give up the Caftle, and to make him other large OBkrs ; all 
which the General rdeded with the Indjj^nation that be- 
came him. No more (hall be fatd of the Colonel, becau/e, 
after all his ter^iverfations, he chofe at laft to lofe his Life 
for, and in the Ring's Service ^ which ought to expiate for all 
his tranigreflions, and preferve his memory from all unkind 
Refledions. 

The next day, when they knew that the King's Army was 
retired, and not till then, they made haft to pofleis themfelves 
ofNeviiury ; and then drew up rheir whole Array before 
Damtmgt^n^^&ley and fummon'd the Governour '^todeli- 
*^ ver ic to them, or eife they would not leave one Stone upon 
'^another. To which the Governour made no other reply, 
than " that he was not bound to repair it; but however he 
'^ would, by God's help, keep the ground afterwards : (bKisg 
his obftinacy , they ofter'd him '< to march away widi the 
*^ Armes, and all things belonging to the Garrifon ; and^ when 
that moved not, ^^ tliat he {bxild carry all the Cannon, and 
*' Ammunition with him; to all which he Anfwer'd, ^^chat 
*^ he wonder'd they would not be fatisfied with (o many An- 
*' fwers that he had fent, and defired them ^ to be amired, 
''that he would not go out of the Caftle, till the Kii^fent 
^^ him Order (bto do. Ofiended with thefe high Anfwers, 
theyrefolv'd to Aflaultit; but the Officer who commanded 
the Party, being kill'd with Ibme few of the Soldiers, they 
retired ; and never after made any attempt upon it ; but re- 
main'd quietly at Nev)hffy in great Faftion among themfelves ; 
every Man taking upon himfeif to find fault, and cenfiirc 
what had been done, and had been left undone, in the whole 
day's Service. 

The King met Prince l^ij^f, as he expeAed, widi Co- 
lonel Gerrardy and Sr Marmaduke Lawgdab : and nude all 
the haft he could to joyn thofe Forces with his own Army, 
that fo he might search back to Ntvahfrfj and dtfennge Ins 
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Cannon, and Carriages. By the way be met the Eari of 
Kartbio^mty and thoie Regiments which had ReUev'd Ban- 
^tnj^ and having with marvellous Expedition caufed a new 
Train of Artillery to be fbrm'd, he brought his Army again 
to a Rendezvous oa B^JH^^hGrtim ^ where, with the Ad- 
dition of tbole Forces, and Ibme Foot, which he drew out 
of Oxjpfrdy under tte Command of Colonel Gage^ it appeared 
to be foil fix thoufand Foot, and five thoufand Hor/e ; with 
which he march'd co Jfkllmffird; and within a day more than 
a Week after he had left J>&tmmgto» C^le^ found himfelf ^^''i*.?''- 
there again in fo good a poftur^, that he refolv'd not to de- „i^gt^"" 
citne Fighting with the Enemy ; but would be firft poflcfled fsju*, 
of his Cannon , and put fome Provifion into the Caftle ^ 
which he accomplKb'd without any oppoiition. 

The Enemies Army lay ftill at Nevj^ury^ perplexed with 
theDivifionsaodFa&ions among their own Officers, without 
any notice cf the King's advance, till a Qiarter of their 
Horfe was beaten up. The next Morning, the King put his 
Army into Battalia ^ Prince Buftrty who was now declared 
General, led the Van ; and got pofleffion of the Heath, on the 
back fide of the CaiUe ; from which a fmall Party might have 
kept him, the entrance into it being very fteep, and the way 
narrower. On that Heath, the King's Army was drawn up 
about Noon, every one being prepared to Fight ; and none 
of the Enemy aj^arnig, they marched by the Caftic over 
the River by a MiU, and two Fords below it, without any 
oppoficion^ and thence drew into the large Field between 
^pmr and Nnvi/ny; which was thought a good place to ex* 
fjped the Enemy ; who^ in the m^n time, had drawn a great 
Body of their Horfe and Foot into the other Field toward 
Sbsiuy and had made Breaft- works and Batteries on the back 
fide of Newiury ^ which Town they refolv'd -to keep, and 
(land upon the defenfive, as the King had done before ; pre- 
fuming, that they now having the warmer Lodging, might oet- 
ter atradt the King after his Men had lain a night .or two in 
the Fields ; it being now the Month of Ntvemier^ but fair for 
that Seafon. Some light Skirmifiies pa(&d between the Horfe, 
but when the King faw upon what difadvantages he mud 
force them to Fight, he callol his Council together; who were 
unanimous in opinion, <' thatfince he had Reliev'd the Caftle, 
^' and put fiiffident Provifions into it, and that it was in his 
^ power to draw off his Ordnance and Ammunition from 
^^ thence, he had done his bufinefs y and if any Honour had 
'^ been loft the other day* it was r<4ain'd now, by his having 
^^ pafled his Army over the River in the face of Theirs, and 
*^offiu^d them Battle^ which they durft not accept. Upon 
which the King refolv'd to attempt them no farther, but gave 
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Orders to retire in their view, with Drums Beating and Trum- 
pets Sounding, the fame way he came over che River. So the 
krng lay that night at DomMMiton Caftle, and all the Army 
about him. 

The King had not yet done all he meant to do, before he 
took up his Winter Quarters ; and was willing, that the Ene- 
my (bould haVe an opportunity to Fight with him, {( they de- 
fired it: And therehore, on the Sunday morning the tenth of 
T^ovemier^ his Majefty marched with all his Cannon and Am- 
munition over the Heath from Dommngfon^ over a fair Cam* 
>agne, to Lamhome-^ in which march, fome of the Enemies 
lorfc attempted his Rear, but were repulfed with lofs 9 many 
being ilain,and fome taken Prifoners. There the King C^iar- 
ter'd that night, and the next day, to refrefh his Men, for the 
ill Lodging they had endured at Dai^niMffom^y having fent 
fbmc Perfons of great Reputation and Intereft to MmrlhSrougb^ 
to make large pi'ovifions for Him, and his Army. And then, 
fincc he heard the Enemy lay fttU at Newhtrj^ he marched to 
JMarliforough ; where he found all things to his with. His heart 
Was fet upon the relief of Bajmg^ which was now again di- 
ftrefs'd i the Enemy having, as is (aid before, begirt it dofely 
from the time that Gage had relieved it. He had a great mind 
to do it with his whole Army; that thereby he might draw 
the Enemy to a Battle : but, upon full Debate, it was ooq- 
cluded, '^ that the fafeft way would be to do it by a ftroi^ 
^' Party ; that one thoufand Horfe (hould be drawn out, every 
*^one of which fiiould carry before him a Bag of Com, or 
^^ other Provifions, and march fo as to be at B^^igg Houfe the 
^^next mQming after they parted from the Army; and then 
*^ every Trooper was to caft down his Bag, and to make their 
^^ retreat as well as they might : And Colonel Gage^ who had 
fo good fuccefs before, was appointed to Command this Party ; 
which he chearfully undertook to do. The better to efiedl it, 
Hm^erferd was thought the fitter place to Quarter wirb the 
Army, and from thence to difpatch that Party : fo his Majefty 
marched back to Vbmgtrjwrd^ which was halfway to i!]Snp- 
iurj\ the Enemy was in mean time marched from thence to 
'Bajing'y which, they thought, would, upon the fight of their 
Avnble Army, prefently have yielded; but finding the Marquis 
ftill obfiinate to defend it, they were weary of the Winter 
War, and fo retired all their force from thence, and quitted the 
Siege the very day before Gage came thither; fo that he eafily 
deliver'd his Provifions, and retired to the King without any 
inconvenience. His M.ijefty then marched to Fmrra^cn , 
With fome hope to have furprifed Ai'mgdon in his way ; hoc he 
found it too well provided ; and fo after be had confider'd 
where to Quarter his Horfe, which had formerly had ^h^ir 
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head QntJter ac j^hfdm^ and tliofe places which were now 
under the power of that Govcmour, be retam'd to Oxford^ ng t^i^g 
where bearriv'd to the imiverfal Joy, oo the three and twen- returns t* 
tieth of November j a Seafoo of the year fit for all the Troops ^*^®'**- 
to be in their Winter Quarters. 

The King was exceedingly pkafed to find how much 
the FonificaiioDs there had bem advanced by the care and di- 
ligence of the Lords; and wais very gracious in his acknow- 
ledgement of it to tbets. And theGoverDOiirS>' Artbur Afiouj 
having, foooe Months before^ in the Managing his Hoiie in 
the Fieidsi) cauTed him to £lU, had in fhe fall broken his own 
Leg, and, fiiortly afxer, been compell'd to cot it o(F; fo that, 
if he reoover\t ac ail, which was very doabtfol, he coold noc 
be fie for any adive Service; his Majcfty refolv'd to confer 
thatGovernmem tipon another. Of which rcfoiucton, with all 
the ctraimftances of grace and fixvoar^and fending him a War* 
lanc for onethonfand poundsa year Peofion for his Life, he 
g^vebian notice; and then, to the moft general fatssfaftion of 
ail Men, heooaferr'd that Government upon Colonel Gag9^ 
whom he had before Kn^Pited. S^ AfttmtJtftwB was fi> much 
dil|>krared with his Sisccefibr, that he befought die King to 
coofer that Charge upon any other Peribo; and when he 
found that his Majefty wcold not change itts pnrpofe, he fent 
to fome Lords to come to him, who he tbooght were moft 
Zratoiw m Religtoo^ and ddSnd them to teU the King firom 
hinoj, ^that though he wis Ucnfelf a Roman Qethoiidc, he 
*'liad been very carefid to giveno fcandal to his Majefty's 
^ Ptoceftant StibjeAs; arKt oobU doc but inform him, that 
^GigrwastheBioftJeruitedE^iLpiftaHve; thathe hadajdfiiit 
*^wholiv'd with htm; andtfaathewaspreientat all the Ser- 
^ moos among the Catboikks; which ne bdiev'd woald be 
*' verr amch to his Majefty's diaenrice. So much Us Paflion 
and A&imo&y over-ruled faisCoofcknce. 

Tbe King Uked the choke he bad made; and only adviled 

tbencwGovernonr, byoec of his Friends;, ^tohave fo much 

'^diforetioo in his C^iage, tkit there mig^ be no notice * 

^- taken of die Kinrife of h^ RcKgion ; to which animadver- 

fioQ he Anfwer^i, '^that he never had diflembled his Reli- 

*'rion^ nor ever would; but that he had been fo wary in the 

^ Eiencifeof ir, that he knew &ere cooU be no Wirnels pro- 

^'dtioed, who had ever fben htm at Mais in Oxfrrd-^ though 

^^be heard Mafs every day ; and that he had never been but 

*' once at a Sermon ; whidi was at the Lodging of S^ Arthur's 

^ Dangler; to wUch he iiad been invited with great impor- 

^ tUQity ; and bdiev*d now that it was to entrap him. But 

the poor Gentleman eojoy'd the OSoc very little time ; for 

within a Montb» or thereaboiK, maloiig an attempt to break 
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down Culbam Bridge near Aktm/tkny where he intended to 
ered a ROTal Fort, chat flxmld have kept that Garrtfon from 
that fide Off the Country ; he was (hot through the Heart with 
a Muiquet Bailee. Prince RMfert was prefent at the Action, 
having approv'd, and been much pleafed with the de&n ; 
which was never purfued after his death : and in truth the King 
fiiftain'd a wonderful lofs in his death ; he being a Man of 
great wifdom and temper ; and one among the very few Sol- 
diers, wix> made himielf to be Untverfally lov'd and efteem'd. 
Though the King's Condition was now much better^ 
than, in the beginning of the Summer, he had redbn to ex- 
pert (he had broken, and defeated two Armies of the Parlia- 
ment, and return'd into his Winter Quarter with advantage, 
and rather with an encreafe than dimmution of his Forces ) 
yet his neceflities were fttU the fame, and the Fountains dryed 
up from whence he might expeft Relief; his Quarters (hort- 
en'd, and leflen'd by the lofi of the whole North : for after 
the Battle cf Tark^ the Scots returned to Reduce Nn^oi/He ; 
which they had alreadv done ; and all other Garrifont which 
had held out for the lung ; and when that Work flx>uld be 
throughly and fufficientiy done, it muft be expefted that 
Army (hould again move South-ward, and take fuch other 
Places, as the Parliament thouU not be at leifure to look after 
themfelves. 
The Ttmftr The King's Army was le(s united than ever; the old Ge- 
cfme^irmj.ncTol was fet aGde, and Prince B»Pir$y\jt Into the Command, 
«/i.y C9urt at which was no Popular Change : for the other was known to 
thti time. ^ ^^ OflScer of great Experience, and had committed no 
overfights in his Conduft ; was willing to hear every thing 
Debated, and always concurr'd with the moft reaJbnaUe 
Opinion ; and though he was not of many words, and was 
not quick in hearing, yet upon any Aftion he was fprichtly^ 
and Commanded well. The Prince was Rough, and Psi- 
fionate, and lov'd not Debate ; liked what was proposed, as be 
liked the Perfons who propos'd it ; and was fo great an Ene* 
my to DfgSy and CoUpefperj who were only prdent in De- 
bates of the War with the Officers, that he crofled all they 
propos'd. The truth is, all the Army had been difposM, 
trom the firft raifing it, to a Negledt and Contempt of the 
Council; and the King himfelf had not been follicitous enough 
to preferve the Refpoft due to it; in which he leflenVl his 
own Dignity. 

Goring, who was now General of the Horfe, was no 
more gracious to Prince JRnpeif , than Wilmot had been ; bad 
all the other's faults, and wanted his regularity, and prefenring 
his refped with the OfScers. WUmoi lov'd Debaach^, but 
iliut it out from his buSnefs; never n^leflcdthat, and rarely 
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toiibuTied in it. (r^rhfg had a much better Underftandtng) 
and A fliarper Wic (except in the very exercife of Debauchery > 
and Chen the other was iofpird ) a much keener Courage^ 
and pftfentnefa of Mind in danger : Wilmot difcern'd it far> 
Cher ofl^ and becaufe he could not behave hicnlelf fo well in 
it, commonlv prevented, or warily declin'd it ; and never 
drank when he was within diftanceof an Enemy : G^rimg was 
not able to refift the Temptation, when he was in the middle 
of them, nor would decline it to obtain a Viftory : as, in one 
of thofe ft0« he had fu£fer'd the Horfe to e(cape out of Com- 
iDalj and the moft fignal Misfortunes of his Life in War, had 
their rife from that uncomroalable Licence. Neither of them 
valued their promifes, prcrfeffions, or friendlhips, according 
to any Rules of Honour, or Integrity ^ but Wilnnt violated 
them the kfi willingly, and never but for fome great benefit, 
or oonvemence to htmfelf ; Garit^ without (cruple, out of 
Humour, or for Wit's fake ; and lov'd no Man fo well, but 
that he would cozen him, and then expofc him to Publick 
Mirth for having been coxen'd : therefore he had always fewer 
Friends than the other, but more Company ^ for no Man had 
a Wit that pleasM the Company better. The Ambition of 
both was unlimited, and fo equally incapable of being con- 
tented ; and both unreftram'd by any refped to good Nature 
or Juftice, from purfiung the iatisfadion thereof: yet WihB0§ 
had more Scruples mrm Religion to ftartle him, and would 
not have attain d his end by any grofs, or foul Aft of wicked- 
nefi ; G^rmg could have palled through thofe pleafantly ^ and 
would, without hefiration, have broken any Tnift, or done 
any Aft of Treachery to have fatisfied an ordinary paffion, 
or appetite; and in truth, wanted nothing but Induftry ( for 
he had Wit, and Courage, and Underftanding, and Ambi- 
tion, tmcotttroul'd by any fear of God, or Man ) to have been 
as eminent,, and fuccefsful in the higheft attempt of wicked- 
neis, as any Man in the Age he liv'd in, or before. Oi all 
his Qualifications, Dii&mulation was his Mafter- piece j in 
which he fo much excelled, that Men were not ordinarily^ 
afham'd, or out of countenance , with being deceived but 
twice by him. 

The Court was not much better difpos'd than the Army ^ 
they who had no Preferment, were anary with thofe who had ; 
and thought they had not deferv'd fo well as themfelves : 
They who were envied, found no fatisfaftion or deliehc in 
what they were envied for, being poor and neceffitou?, and 
the more fenfible of their being fo, by the Titles they had 
receiv'd upon their own violent Importunity. So that the 
King was without any joy in the Favours he had conferr'd, 
gnd yet was not the left follicited to grant more to gcbers of 
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the £kme kfaid; who, he ibreTaw^ would be no better plesa'd 
than the reft : and the pkafing one Man this way, difplea&*d 
one hundred; as bis Creating theLotd C^feffer^ this time^ 
and making him a Baron (who in truth had fervid bpn wicb 
great Abilities ^ and, though he did fanprudently in defiring 
ity did deferve k) did much difl&tisfy both the Court, apd. the 
Army ; to neither of which he was in any d^ree gracious, 
by his having no Ornament of Education, to laake Men the 
more propitious to his parts of Nature ; and difpos*d satny 
others to be very importunate to receive the iame Obli* 
gationr 

There had been another Counfel entered upon^ aodcoiK 
duded with great Deliberation and Wifiioro, wnich tum'd at 
this time to his Majefty's difadvantage ; which was the Cef» 
fationin IreUmd*^ enterM into, as hath been faid before, with 
all the reafon imaginable, and tn hope, to have made a good 
Peace there, and fo to have bad the Power of that united 
Kingdom, to have affifted to the (upprelfing the Rebellioo 
in this. But now, as all the Supplies he bad receav'd from 
thence upon the Cefllation, had been already deftroy'd with- ' 
out any benefit to the King, fo his Majjcfty ftuind, that he 
fliould not be able to make a Peace there; and then thcGo^ 
vernment there would be in the worfe condition by being 
depriv'd of fo many good Officers, and Soldiers, upon the 
conclufion of the Ceflation. There hacAeen Commiffioners 
« from that time fent over to the Kmg from the Confedetate 
Roman CathoUcks, to treat a Peace y the Lord Lieutenant, 
and Council, had fent likewife Coromiffioners to inform the 
King of all things neceflary to be confider'd in the Treaty ^ 
and the Parliament which was then fitting in IreUmt^ had 
fent likewife Commiffioners, in the Name of the Proteftams 
in that Kingdom, to prevent the making any Peaces and with 
a Petition to diflblve the Ceflation thathad been made. 
ft^thm The Commiifioncrs from the Confederate Roman Ca- 
^Ti ''^-' tholicks, demanded ^' the Abrogation, and Repeal of all thofe 
^lih ^tllf' " Laws, which were in force againft the Exerciie of the Ro- 
f^^ ^ man Religion : That the Lieutenant* or Chief Goveraour, 
^^ fliould be a Roman Catholick; and that there ihould be so 
'MiftiniSion made, whereby thofe of that Rdigion (bould not 
^*be capable of any Preferment in the Kingdom, as well as 
*^ the Proteftants ^ together with the Repeal of feveral Laws, 
which that Nation thought to have been made in their pre- 
judice. 

T H ^ Commiflioners from the State ( whereof fome were 
of the Privy Council ) profefled ^^ that they dcfired a Peace 
^'mi^ht be noade; but propos'd m order, as they &id,.to the 
fixurity of the Kingdom. ^ that all the Ir^ might be Dif- 
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^ ann'd ; and fiidi among chem^ as had been moft fignal and 
<c barbaroQS in the Maflaaes in the beginning of the Rebel- 
^lion, might be excepted from Pardon, and profecuted with 
^*^ the utmoft rigour of Law : That the Laws might be put 
^ in.Execuuon agaicft all Roman Catholicks, and cfpecially 
^^ againft all Jefuics, Priefts, andFryars^ and that thejr might 
<< be obliged to pay ail the Damages which had been luftain'd 
« by the War. 

The Commiffioners from the Proteftants demanded, 
^^ that the Ce&tion might be diflblv'd, and the War car- 
^* ried on with the utmoft Rigour , according to Che ABt 
^<of Parliament that had been made in the beginning of 
^* the Rebellion ^ and that no Peace might be made on any 
^ Conditions. 

The King demanded of the Iri/b^ <^ whether they believ'd 
^^it could be in his Power, if it were agreeable to his Con- 
'^ (ci^nce, to grant them their Demands ? and whether he 
'* muft not thereby purchaTc Ireland with the lo& of EBgUmd 
'^and Scotlsnd} There were among them fome fobcr Men, 
who confefled *^ that as his Majefty's Afiairs then ftood, they 
^^believVi he could not grant it; and they hoped, that their 
^'General Ailfembly would, when they (bould be inforro'd of 
*^ the truth of his Majefty's Condition, which was not known 
^^to them, be perfwadoi to depart from ibme of their De* 
^^ mauds ; but that, for the prdfent, they had not Authority to 
^^ recede from any one Propoficion. 

The King then asked the Commtffioners who had been 
lent over by &e Marquis of OrmMK/, Lieutenant of the King- 
dom, *^ which. Forces they thought to be the ftronger» the 
^^ King's Army, or that or the Rebels^ they confeded ^^the 
^^ Rd^ls to be much fuperior in Power, and that they were 
'' poOef&d of more than three parts of the Kingdom. The 
King then asked them, ^' whether they thought it prol$abIe, 
^^now they found themfelves to be the Scrooger, that the 
^^ Rebels would be perfwaded to yield to fo diiadvantageous 
^ terms, as they propos'd, and to be ib wholely at the Mercy 
^' of thofe whom they had fo much provoked ? and if they 
^ could be fo difpofed, whether they believed that they were 
^' able, though they fliould be willing, to fell all they have in 
^^ Ireland 10 pav the Damages which had beenfuftain'd by 
^^ the War ? Ttie Commiffioners acknowledged, ^^ that they 
^ thot^ht the laft impoffible ; and that there might be a mi* 
^ tigation in that particular ; but for the former, they durft 
'^ not advife his Majefty to recede at all ^ for that there could 
'^ be no other fecunty for the Proteftants in that Kingdom, 
'* but by leaving the Ir^b without any capacity, or ability to 
^' Troi^le them : for cheir perfidioufhefs was fuch, that they 
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^'oouldnot betrufted; and therefore chey muft be pat into 
^^fudi a Condttioo , by being totally Difarni'd, chat they 
^^fliouid not be able to do any Mifchief ^ or that all the Pro- 
^< tcftants muft leave the Kingdom to the entire poOfeffion of 
<^ the Irifh'^ and whether that would be for his Mary's Stt- 
^^ vice and Security, they muft refer to his own Wifilom. 

The King then fenc for the Commifliooers from the Par- 
liament, on the behalf of the Proteftants, and asked them, 
'^whether chey were ready, if the CeQation were expired, to 
<* renew the War, and to profecute it hopefiiily, to the Re- 
** dudion or Suppreffion of the Ir^ ? They anTwer'd very 
clearly, ^^ that in the State they were in, they eould noc carry 
^on the War, or defend themfelves agaiuft the /r§/i, who 
•* were much Superior to them in Power ; but if his Majefty 
^* would recruit his Army, and fend over Money, and Amies, 
^^and Ammunition, with Shipping, they made no doubt, but 
<^ with God's bleffing, they mould be able fliordy to reduce 
** them, and drive them out of the Kingdom. The King 
then asked them, *^ whether they did in tturh thmk, that his 
^ Majefty was able to fend them fuch Supplies as they ftood 
*^ in need of? or whether they did not, in their CoRfdences. 
<^ know, that he was not able to fend them any nart of it, and 
^ ftood in want of all for his own Support ? They anfwer'd, 
^^ that they hoped he would make a Peace with the Parliament, 
<* and would tnen be able to fend over fuch Affiftance CO Ift" 
<< Lmdy as would quickly fettle that Kingdom. 

But after ail tbefe dtfcouries, his Majefty prevailed not 
with any of them to depart from the moft unreaionable of all 
their Demands ^ whereupon he difmifled them ; and told the 
Ir^y '^ it had been in their Power fo far to have obliged 
^* him, that he might hereafter have thought himfelf bound 
'^ to have gratified them in fome particulars, whkrh were noc 
'^ now ieafonable to have been done ; but they would repent 
'* this their fcnflefs perverfene(s,when it would be too late, and 
^' when they found themfelves under a Power that would de- 
^'ftroy them, and make them ceafe to be a Nation. 

So they all XeftOxfard'^ and his Majefty, notwithftandiag 
all this Refolution, not to depart from any thing, that might 
in any degree be prejudicial to che Proceftant Intereft in mac 
Kingdom, found that he fufier'd under no reproach nsore in 
Eff^ndj chan by having made chat Ceflation : fo wonderfully 
unreafonable was the generality of che Nation then by che ab- 
furd imputation of his Majefty's favouring the Ir^, 

The ftreights in which the King now was, brought him to 
fome reflexions he had never made before ^ and the oonfidera- 
cions of what might probably be che evenc oircbe next Summer, 
difpofed him to Inclinations which were very oomrary co what 
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fae had ever before entercain'd. His three younger Cbildreii 
were taken from the Governed in whofe hands he had put 
chem, and were not only in the Parliament Quarters, but ex- 
prefsly by their Order, put into the Cuftody of One in whom 
the King could have the lefs confidence, becaufe it was One 
in whom the Parliament confided fb much. He had with 
him the Prince, and the Duke of York, both young ; and be 
had no refolution more fixed in hii;p, than chat the Prince 
Qiould never be abfent from him j which, as hath been touched 
before, made him kfs confider what Govcrnour, or Servants 
he put about him ^ refolvingtoform his Manners by his own 
Model. But now he began to fay ^* that Himielf and the 
" Prince were too much to venture in one bottom j and that 
** it was now time to unboy him, by putting him into fome 
'' a&ion and acquaintance with bufinefs, out of his own fight: 
but communicated thefe thoughts only with the Lord D/gfy^ 
the Lord Cobfefper^ and the Chancellor of the Exchequer ; 
and was thought to confer more with the Lord CPUfefpfr upon 
the Snbjed, than with either of the other ^ but had fome par* 
ticular thoughts upon which he then conferr'd with no body. 
Theze was but one Province in which the Prince could re^ 
fide, after he was fever'd from the King y and that was the 
Ifkn i which was yet in a worfe condition thank had been, 
by the Rebels beiiig poOeiled of Tauntai^, onfi of the chief 
Towns in Samerfitjhhe ^ and though ic was an open, andun^ 
fortified place, it was very flrong againft the King in the na- 
tural difaoe&ion of the Inhabitants, which- were very nume« 
rous; and all the places adjacent of the fame. ill Principles: 
and fPkHer had already fent fome Troops Aither to confirm 
them in their Rebellious Inclinations, and hadjiimfelf a refo* 
lution fpeedily to go thither, with a Body fufficient to form 
an Army for the redudion of the Weft : nor was the defign 
improbable to fucceed; for the reputation of the Sc^ts Army, 
upon the recovery of all the North, had fliaken and terrified 
all the Kingdom -, and the King's Army was the h& Enemy 
the Weft had been acquainted with,and had left no good Name 
behind it. 

To prevent this mifchief. Gorh/g ( who had now made a 
faft friendibip with the Lord Dfgfy \ either of them believing 
he could deceive the other, and io with equal paffion embra- 
cing the Engagement ) was fent with ibme Troops to Salis^ 
Airiy, from whence he might eaCly prevent any motion of 
WiiBer ; without which, Taunfom would be in a ihort time re- 
duced by the Garrifons the King had in the Country: fb that 
this alteration rather confirmed, than diverted his Majefty, in 
his thoughts offending the Prince thither : and he begun to 
publifii his purpofe, and named Counfellors to be with , his 
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Highnefs , by whofe Advice all things fliould be dooe ^ bis 
Majcfty's purpofe being, in truth, only at that time that the 
Prince (hould go no farther Weft than Brtfiol', and that there 
might no jealoufies arife from this AAion (which every Body 
knew was fo far from the King's former purpofe j and it roighc 
be imagin'd, that his Highnefs would be lent to the Q^eea 
his Mother into France ,• which many unreafonably .appre- 
^ Cmuml hended ) the King declared what Council he intended flioald 
ftttMffr be about his Son ; the Reputation of whom, he thought, 
^waJ«! would allay all jealoufies of that kind. He named the Duke 
of Richmond , the Earl of Soutbamptony the Lord Capel^ the 
Lord Hoptcuy the Lord C^iepefper^ and the Chancellor oifthe 
Exchequer, and appointed them *^ to racer frequently at the 
" Prince's Lodging, to confidcr wirh his Highnels, what pre- 
*^ parations fhould be made for his Journey, and in what man* 
"ner his Family (hould be eftablifhed. There was one Per- 
fon more, who of neceffity was to wait on the Prince, the 
Earl of Berk'fitirey his Governour j and then his Majeft7 
found, what wrong Measures he bad taken in the conferring 
thocTruft; and lamented his own error to thofe he tnifted ; 
but knew not how to prevent the Inconveniences that might 
enfue, unlefs by applying two remedies, which were not na- 
tural, and might nave been produftive of as great Inconveni- 
ences. The one was, to leflcn the Prince's Reverence, and 
Efteemfor his Governour 5 which was very fufficiently pro- 
vided for. The other, to leave the Governour without any 
more Authority, than every one of the Council had j and fo 
much lefs, as the Prince had a better eftccm of every one of 
Them, than he h&d of Him ; and fo left him without a Go- 
vernour, which would havebeen ahttle better, ifbe had been 
without the Earl o^Berk-Jhire too. 
Divifawa^, When the King was in this Melanchoh'ck pofture, it was 
•"^^H'a great refreihment, andfome advantage to him, to hear that 
mi^S" ^^^ diforder the Parliament was in , was Superior to His. 
' The Caufe of all the Diftradions in his Court, or Army, 
proceeded from the extreme poverty and neceffity his Maje- 
fty was in J and a very moderate fupply of Money would, in 
a Moment, have extinguMhcd all thofe diftempers. But all 
the Wealth of the Kingdom, for they were well nigh poOef- 
fed of all, could not prevent the fame, and greater diftraftions 
and emulations, from breaking into the whole Government 
of the Parliament; for all the perfonal Anhnofities imaginable 
broke out in their Councils, and in their Armies j and the 
Houfe of Peers found themfelves, upon the matter, excluded 
from all power, or credit, when oiey did not concur in all the 
demands which were made by the Commons. 
That violent Party, which had at firft cozcn'd th« reft 
5 int9 


into the War, and afterwirds obftruAed all the Approadies 
cowards Peace, found sow that they bad fini(hed ae much dE 
their work, as. cbe tools which cbey had wrought with, could 
be applied to; and what remain'd (o be done, muft be diF- 
fKLtcbed by new Worknnen. They had been long unrati^fied 
with the £arl of Bffix, and He as much with Them j both 
beioff mbre folHcitous to fupprefs the other, than to deftroy 
the Ring. They bore the lofs and difhocour he had faftamM 
m X>nnp^, very wetl ; tad would have been glad, that both 
He and his Army had been quitecut ofi^ inftead of being diC> 
folj*d} for mod of his Officers and Soldiere, were corrupted 
in their Alfedions towards them; and defired nothing but 
Peaces fo that they lelblv'd never more to truft, or employ 
any of then. Bat that which troubled them more, wa6, that 
their beloved Earl of MmtcbeiUr^ upon whom they depended 
asa&ftFnend, by whom they might infenfibly havediveflf- 
cd the Earl ofBJJex of all inconvenient Authority in the Ar- 
■my J appeared now siia anapplioable to their purpofes as the 
-other; and there was a breachfallen out between Him and 
Oihar CnmmSy which was irreconcilable, and had brought 
ibme Counfels upon the Stage, before they were ripe: 

Cn o M w BJLi. accufed the Earl of MancbeHer^ *' of having 
*^ betray 'd the Parliament oat of Cowardice ; for that he 
^ might, at the King's laft being at Newimy, when he drew 
** oflF his Cannon, very eafily have Defeated his whole Army, 
^ if he would have permitted it to bav« been engaged : that 
*^ he went to hinpi, andfliew'd him evidently how it might be 
^^done; and de&edhlm that he would give him leive, with 
^* his own Brigade of Horfc, to Charge the King's Army la 
** their Retreat ; and the Earl, with the reft of his Army, 
^^ might look on, and do as he (hould think iit; but that the 
^ Earl had, notwitbftanding all importuiiity ufed by him and 
-** other Officers, pofitively and obitinateiy refufed to permit 
^^him; givingnootber reaibn, but that, faefaid, if they did 
^'^ngage^ and overthrow the King's Army, the King would 
^* always have another Army to keep up the War ; but if tl\ac 
** Army which be Commanded, ftould be overthrown, be- 
'^ fore the other under the Earl of Effhc ihould be reinforced, 
*^ there wooldbe an end of their prerences ; and they Ihould 
^ be all Rebels, and Traytors, and executed and forfeited by 
** the Law, 

This psonunciation what the Law would do againft them, 
-was very heavily taken by the Parliament, as if the Earl be- 
licv'd toe Law to be againft them, after fo many Declara- 
tkmsnade by them, '^that the Law was on Their fide, and 
^'thatthe King's Armes were taken up againft theLaw. The 
Earlcoofeflfed ^* be had ufed words to that ctkit that they 
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^^(bouM be treated asTraytors, if their Army was Defeated^ 
^^ when be did not approve the advice chat wai given bj the 
^ Lieutenant Geoeral; whidi would have expofed the Army 
<^ to greater hazard^ than he thought feaiimable in diac Coo* 
^^junAure, in the middle of the Winter, to expofe it to. 
He then recriminated CrornmU^ <^ that, at another tune, Oviv- 
^ weB difcourfing freely with him of the State of the King- 
" doro, and propofiog fomewhat to be done, the Earl had An* 
fwer'd, '^ that the Parliament would never approve it , to 
which Crmawell prefenrly replied, '< My Lord, if you will 
'* ftick firm to honeft Men, you fliall nod your fett in the 
<^ head of an Army that fliall give the Law to King and Pai^ 
^^liamenc; which difcourfe, he faid, made great imprefllion 
<' in him ; for he knew the Lieutenant General to be a Man 
'* of very deep defigns ^ and therefore he was the more care- 
^^ ful to preferve an Army, which he yet thought was very 
" faithful so the Parliament. 

This difcourfe ftartled thofe who had always an averfion 
to CromwiUy and had obferv'd the fiercenels m his Nature, 
. and the Language he commonly ufed when there was any 
mention of Peace ^ fo that they defircd that this matter might 
be throughly examin'd, and brought to Judgement. But the 
ochec fide put all obftrudiont in the way, and rather chofe 
CO lofe the advantage they had againft the Earl of Mambeffer, 
than to have the other matter examined ^ whidi would una- 
voidably have made feme difcoveries they were not yet ready 
to produce. However the Animofities encreafed ^ and the 
Parties appeared barefaced againft each other ; wnich ali- 
mented the diftradions, and divided the City as well as the 
Parliament ; and new opinions ftarted up in Religion ; which 
made more uibdivifions j and new terms and diftinftiotts were 
brought into difcourfe ; and Famatkis were now firft broiffiht 
into appellation : which kind of confufions exceedingly dif- 
dofed Men of any fober underftanding, to wiJh for Pcaoc -, 
though none knew how to bring the mention of it into the 
Parliament. 

The Sc&ti/b Commiffioners were as jeak3us,and as oo&tis- 
fied as any other Party^ afd found, iince the Battle of Trrk, 
neither their Array, nor themfelves fo much confider*d , as 
before ; nor conditions performed towards them with any non- 
dfaiality. They had long had jealoury of Crwmwrily and S' 
Hmry Vrnte^ and all that Party ; which they faw eocreaied 


evei7 day ^ and grew powerful in the Padiaroent , in the 
Council, and in the City. Their faaed Vow ami Covenant 
was memion'd with left reverence, and refned, and the Inde- 
pendents , which comprehended many Seds in Religksn , 
fpake publickly agamft it i ofwhkh Party Cramwril and Fmrn^ 
* were 
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were the Leaders } with very many oftheir Clergy Men, who 
were the moft Popular Preadiers, and in the Auembly of Di» 
Tinea had great Authority : fo that the Scats plainly perceived, 
tiux thouffh they bad gone ai fiur towardt the deftrudion of 
dieCburc£of JSi^^'^ ^ theydefired, they ihould never be 
able CO Eftablifh their Presbyterian Government > without 
which they (boiild lofe all their Credit in their own Country, 
SAxl all their Intereft in E^ghmd. They difcem'd likewi^, 
that there was a purpofe, if that Party prevail'd, to chango 
the whole Frame of the Government, as well Civil as Bade- 
fiaftical, and to reduce the Monarchy to a RepubUck ^ which 
was as 6ir from the end and purpoTeof that Nation, as to re^ 
ftore Epiicopacy. So that they &w no way to prevent the 
MiTchiet and Confufion that would £idl out, but by a Peace; 
which they b^un heartily to wilb, andtoconfpire withthofe 
of that Party which moft dafired to bring it to pafs j but how 
to fet a Treaty on foot, they knew not. 

The Houfe of Peers, three or four Men excepted, wiihed 
it ; but bad no power to compa/s it In the Houfe of Coin« 
mons, there were enough who would have been very glad of 
it, but had not the Courage to propofe it. They who had 
an inward averfion from it, and were refelv'd to prevent it 
by all poffible means, wroi^ht upon many of the other to 
believe, ^ that they would accept of a Propofition for a Treaty, 
^if thelUng defiiedit; but that it would be dilhonourable, 
^and pfycrj pernicious confequenoe to the Nation, tf the 
^Parliament firft propos'd it. So that it feem'd evident^ 
that if any of the Party which did in truth defire Peace, fhould 
pr<^)ofe it to the Parliament, it would be rejeffced ; and re- 
jeded upon the point of Honour, by many of thde who in 
their hearts pra/a for it. 

T HBT tried their old Friends of the City, who had lerv'd 
their Turns fo often, and fet fomeof them toget hands toa 
Petition, by which the Parliament (hould bemoird, ^ to fend 
^^ to the lung to Treat of Peace. But that defign was no 
Ibooer known, but others of an oppofite Party were appointed 
to fet a counter Petition on foot, bv which they fhould <* dif- 
<< claim any Coofent to, or ApprobSftion of the odier Petition j 
^ not that they did not defire Peace, as much as their Neigh* 
^ hours ( no body was yet arriv'd at the impudence to pro* 
fitls againft Pbace) ^ but that they would not prefume to move 
^ the Parliament in it , becauie they knew , their wifdom 
^ knew beft the way to obtain it , and would do what was 
^neceflEury and fit towards it; to which they wholely left it. 

This Petition found. more Countenance among the Ma* 
giflrafies, the Mayor, and Aldermen ; Sr Bmry Fsm having 
dlMfentlV provided, that Men of his own Principles and In« 
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cRnationSi (hould be brought into the Goveramenc of the 
City; of which he fawthcy ihould dwvs have great need, 
erenin order to keep the Parliament well difpoted. So that 
chey who did in troth defire any reafonable Peace, found the 
way to it fo difficult, and that it was impoffible to prevail 
with the two Houfes to propofe it tO the King, that they 
icfoWVi, '^ it oould only rile from his Majefty ; and to Aat 
^' purpofe they fliouldall labour with their (everal Friends at 
'< Oxfrrdy to incline the King to fend a Meifige to the Parlia* 
*' menr, to oficr a Treaty of Peace in any place where they 
'' ihould appoint ; and then they would all run the utmoft 
^ hazard before it (hould be rejeoed. 

The Independent Party ( for under that Style and Appel- 
lation they now afted, ami own'd themfelves ) which iear'd 
and abhorr'd all Motions 'towards Peace, were in as great 
ftreigbts as the other, how to carry on their deC^ns. They 
were refolv'd to have no more to do with either of their 
Generals, but how to lay them afide, was the di£5cuity ; dpe^ 
ciallythe Earl of Effixy who had been fo entirely thetr Foun- 
der, that they ow'd not more to the Power and Reputation 
of Parliament, than to His foleName, and Credit: thebdne 
able to raife an Army, and conduding it to Fieht agaioft 
the King was purely due toHim,andthceftAofHisPower. 
And now to put fuch an Affit>nt upon him, and to think of 
another General, muft appear the higheft Ingratitude , and 
might provoke the Army ft felf, where he was ftill exceed- 
ingly belov'd ; and to continue him in that Truft, was to be- 
tray their own Defigns^ and to render them iraprafticahle. 
Therefore, till they could find fome expedient to explicate 
and dtiintangle themfelves out of this Labyrinth , they made 
no advance towards the Recruiting; or Supplying their Armies, 
nor to provide for any Winter Expedition ; only they fent 
If^sBer OQty with fueh Troops towards the Weft, as they cared 
not for, and refolv'd to ufe their Servioe no more. 

They knew not how to propofe the great alterations^ 
they intended, to the Parliament ; andof au Men,die&tfrjA 
Commiffioners were not to be trufted. In the end, chey re- 
folv'd to purfue the Method in which they had been hitherto 
fo fucceishil, and to prepare, and ripen things in tbeChurch, 
that they might afterwards in due rime grow to maturity in 
the Parliament. They agreed therefore in the Houfes ( and 
In thofe Combinations they were always unanimous ) <* that 
^< they would have a Solemn Faft-Day, in which they would 
^^fiek Gpd ^ which was the new phrafe they brought from 
Se9tUmd witn their Covenant ) ^ and defire his Afli&nce, to 
^ lead them out of the perplexities they were in: and chey 
did as readily agree in die nomination 6i the Preachers who 

were

were to perform that Ex^rcile, aod who were more Trufied 
hi chedeepeft Dcfigns, than toott of thofe who named chem 
wefe : for there was now a Schifm among their Clergy, as 
well a< the Laity ; and the Independents were ihe Bolder, and 
more Pc^tiad Men. 

W t] E N the Faft-Day came ( which was obiei v'd for eight 
or ten hours together in the ChureHes ) the Preachers pray'd 
*' the Parliapsent might beiDfpired with thofe thoughts, as 
*^ might contribute to their Hqpour and Reputation; and 
^' chat they might preTerve that opinion the Nation had of 
'^ cbeir Honefty and Inr^rity, and be with<>uc any Selfidi 
^'endSy orfeeking their own Benefit and Advantage. Alter 
this preparat ion by their Pra yers, the Preachers, let i heir Texrs 
be what they would, told them very plainly, ^^ that it was 
'^ no wonder there was fuch Divifion among them in their 
<< Counfels, when there was no Union in their hearts : Thac 
^ the Parliament lay under many reproaches, not only among 
^ their Enemies, but with their beft Friends ; who were the 
^ more out of countenance, becaufe they found that the afper* 
'^ fions and imputanon which their Enemies had laid upon 
^ them, were to well grounded, that they could not wipe 
^^ tbem off : That there was as great Pride, as great Ambition, 
^ as many private Ends, smd as little Zeal and Afiedion for 
^' the PuoHck, as they had ever imputed to the Court : That, 
^^ wbilft they pretended, at the PubIickcoft,'and out of the 
'^ Paries of the poor People, to make a general Rcfor;nation, 
'^ their chief caie was to grow great and rich Themfelves; 
^^ and thac both the City and Kingdom took notice, with 
*^ great anxiety of Mind, that all the Officesof the Army, and 
^' aol the profitable OiScers of the Kingdom, were in the h^nds 
^'of the Members of the two Houfes of Parliameac ; who, 
'* whilft the Nation grew poor, as it muft needs do under 
^ fuch infupponable Taxes, grew very rich ^ and would, in 
*'a (bort time, get all the Money of the Kingdom into their 
*^ hands ; and that it could not reafonably be expc&ed, chat 
^ fuch Men, who got fo much, and enriched Themfelves to 
^^ that degree, by the continuance of the war, would heartily 
^' purfue thote ways which would put an end to it ; the end 
'* whereof muft put an end to their Exorbitant Profit. When 
they had exaggerated thefe reproaches, as pathetically as they 
conld , and the fenfe the People generally had of the cor- 
ruption of it, even to a defpair of ever feeing any end of the 
Calamities they fuftain'd, or having any profpedkofthat Re- 
formation in Church and State, which they had fo often and 
fo folemnly prdmifed to eflfed, they fell akatn to their Pray- 
ers, ^' that God would take his own Wotk into his hand ; 
5^ and if the Inftruments he had already imploy'd, were not 
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^* worthy to bring fo glorlout a Defign to a cooduBon , 
*^ that He would iofpire others more fit, who mtehc perfeA 
^ what was begun, aiKl bring the Trouble of the Natioa to a 
«' Godly period. 
^Mr«F«/F- When the two Houfes met together^, the next day after 
^y* '^^'^ thefe devottt Animadverfions , there was another Spuit ap> 
vi^ii 'r^' pear'd in the looks of many of them. S' Hmj Vam cold 
f^u «f«^.them, ^^ if ever God had appeared to them, it was in the ez- 
^ng Or- << ercue of Yefterday ; and that it appeared, it proceeded from 
4«Mc* cc qqj^ bccaufe ( as he was credibly inform'd by many, who 
^ bad been Auditors In other Congregations) the fame lamcn- 
^ lationsy and diicourles, had been made in all other Churches, 
^as the Godty Preachers had made before Them; whidi 
<< could therefore proceed only from the immediate Spirit of 
'^ God. He repeated fome thuigs which had been &id, upoii 
which he was beft prepai'd to enlarge ; and befixi^t tbem 
^^ to remember their obligations to God, and to their Coun* 
^^ try ; and thai they would free themfelves from thofe juft re- 
^ proaches j which they could do no otherwife, than by de- 
'Wefting themfelves of all Offices, and Charges, that might 
^^bringinthe leaft advantage and profit to &mfelves; by 
^' whidi only they could make it appear, that they were pub- 
^^lick-hearted Men; and as they pay'd all Taxes and Impofi- 
^* tions with the reft of the Nation, fo they gave up all their 
*^ time to their Countrie's Service, without any reward or gra* 
f * tuity. 

He told them, ''that theRefleftions of'Yefterday, none 
^ of which had ever entered upon his Spirit before, had raifed 
'' another Refie&ion in him than had been mention'd ; which 
^' was, that it had been often taken notice of, and objeded 
^ by the King faimfelf, that the Numbers of the Members of 
^' Parliament, who fate in either Houfe, were toofew to give 
'' reputation to Adb of fo great Moment, as were tranfi&ed 
'' in their Councils ; which, though it was no fiuilt of theirs, 
'' who kept their proper Stations, but of thofe who had de- 
^ferted their places, and their trufts, by being abfent from 
^'tbe Parliament; yet that, in truth, there were too many 
** abfent, though in the Service of the Houfe, and by Their 
' ^^ appointment ; and if all the Members were obliged to at- 
'' tend the Service of the Parliament, in the Parlument, it 
^ would bring great reputation to their Numbers , and the 
^* People would pay more reverence, and yield a fuller obedi- 
^ ence to their Commands : and then concluded , '' diat he 
^' was ready to aocufe himfelf for one of thofe who gain'd by 
*'an QflBce he had : and though he was poflefled oTit before 
^ the beginning of the Troubles, and owed it na to die fa- 
^ vour of the Parliament (foi be had been joyo'd wiAS^ffS- 
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Ham BMffil in the Treafurer-fliip of the Navy by the King's 
Grant J ^^ yet he was ready to lay it down, to be difpoled of 
^ by the Parliament ; and wiihed, that the profits thereof might 
<<be applied towards the fupport of the War. 

When the Ice was thus broke, Oliver CrommU, who had 
not, yet arrived at the faculty of Speaking with decency and 
temper, commended the Preachers ''for having dealt plainly 
*' azM Impartially, and told them of their faults, whicn they 
''had beoi fo unwilling to hear of: chat there were many 
"thjncs, upon which he had never reflected before, yet upon 
"revolving what had been faid^ he could not but contefs^ 
" that all was very true j and till there were a perfeA fdfor- 
" mation in thole particulars which had been recommended 
" to them^ nothing would prolper that they took in hand : that 
" the Parliament had done very wifely, in the entrance into 
" the War, to ei^age manv Members of their own in the moft 
" dangerous parts of it, that the Nation might fee that they 
" did not intend to Embark them in perils of War, whilit 
" themfelves fate fecurely at home out of Gun-fliot, but would 
"march with them where the danger moft threaten'd^ and 
" tbdfe Honourable Perfons, who had expofed themielves thii 
" way, had merited fo much of their Country, that their me* 
" roories (hould be heU in perpetual veneraaon ; and whatlb- 
"ever QxHild be well done after them, would be always im- 
" puted to their Example : But, that God had fo biefled their 
" Army, that there had grown up with it, and under it, very 
"many excellent Officers, who were fitter for muchereatec 
" Charges than they were now poflefledof ; and defired them 
*' not to be terrify'd with an imagination, that if the higheft: 
" Offices were vacant, thgr fliould not be able to put as fit 
" Men into them i for, beodes that it was not good to put fo 
" much truft in any Arm of Flefli, as to think iuch a CauTe as 
" This depended upon any one Man, he did take upon him 
" to aflure them, that they had Officers in their Army, who 
^' were fit to be Generals in anv Enterpriie in Qhriftendom. 

He faid "he thought notniog 6> neceflary as to purge, 
" and vindicate the Parliament, from the partiality towards 
"their own Members^ and made a proflfer to lay down his 
" Commiffion of Command in the Army ^ and defir'd, " that 
" an Ordinance might be prepared, by which it might be made 
" unlawful, for any Member of either Houfe of Parliament, 
"to hold any Office or Command in the Army, or any Place 
" or Employment in the State j and fo concluded with an en- 
largement upon "the Vices, and Corruptions, which were 
^' gpttea into the Armjr ^ the prophanenels, and impiety, and 


^'aUence of aH Religioo; the drinking and gaming, and all 
^aaaaer of UooBor, gndLaunefi; ana faid plainly, that till 
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'* the whole Army were new Modell'd, and Govern-d under 
'<a ftri^cr Difcipiine, they muft not exped any notabk Sue- 
*^ccfs in any thing they went abouc. 

This Debate ended in appointing a Gommirtec, " to pie- 
•* pare an Ordinance for the Excluiiun of all Members from 
'^ their Trufls aforefaid ; which took up much Debate, and 
depended very long before it was brought to a coodufion ; 
and in the end was call'd the Sflf-JenysngOrJiMance ; the driv- 
ing on of which, exceedingly encreafed the inclination of the 
other Party to Peace ; which they did now forefee would only 
prevent their own mines, in that of the Kingdom. 

Advice came from (o many feveral handa to Oxfrrd^ that 
the King fhould fend a Meflage to the Houfes for Peace, whh 
an Aflurance that it would not be rejeded, that his Majefty 
(who ftill apprehended as great a divifion among his own 
Friends upon the Conditions of Peace, out of the univci&I 
wearinefi of the War, as he difcern'd there was among his 
Enemies upon the Emulation in Command, or diflerences in 
Religion) enter'd upon the coniideration how to bring it to 
pafs. The Members of Parliament were ftill fitting at Ox- 
pti\ but they at Lontkm who were moft defirous of Peace, 
had given warning to avoid that Rock; and that their Names 
fliould never be mentioned y which woukL have procured an 
Union between the moft irreconcileable Parties, in throwing 
cut fuch Ovenures. On the other fide the fending a bare 
Mefljge, by a Trumpet, was not probably like to produce 
any other eftcA, than an infblent Anfwer in the fame way. 
or no Anfwer at all, as his two or three laft Meflages had 
done. 

I N condufion , the King refolv'd that there fliould be a 
Ihort Meflage drawn ; in which, '^ the continuance of the War, 
*^ and the mifchiefs it brought upon the Kingdom, fliould be 
*^ lamented: and his defire exprefs'd, that foroe reafonable 
^^ Conditions of Peace might be thought upon ^ afliiring them 
'^ that his MajeHv would be willing to confent to any thing, 
** that could conuft with his ConTcience and Honour. He re- 
''(blv'd, that he would fend this Meflage by fomePeribns of 
Condition j who might, upon conference with their Friends^ 
be able to make fome imprnfion ; at leaft difcover what might 
be re.i{bnab]y expeded. And if the Parliament fliould le* 
fufe to g^rant a Safe Condutt for fuch Meflengers, it might 
well be prefum-d, what reception the Me(&ge it felf was like 
to find. The Perfons he reiolv'd to fend, were the Duke of 
Hkhnond, and the Earl of Smah^mptim ; both of unblemiQied 
Honour, and of general Reputation in the Kinedom. So a 
Tiumper wss feat to the Earl of ^px for a Sm Guard, of 
VslCs, to cbofe two Lords i to the end (hey might deliver a 
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Mdfige from the King to the two Houfes ooocerniog a Treaty 
of Peace. To which the Earl of JESffix only anfwerd, '< thac 
^he would acquaint the Houfes with ic» and recumcheir AjBp 
^' fwer ; and fo difmifled the Trumpet. 

Ths King had now done his part; and the reft was to be 
perfeAed tfarn. They who were rdblv'd never to admit a 
reace, thoogh they ociuld not ftill nrevent a Treaty, thoughc 
they luid advantage eooogh to objetc againft this unufual Mef- 
fage : ^ If the Me<&ge ic felf had been fent^ they might have 
^^ judged, whedier it had been like to be attended wich good 
'^ Sucxefi, and fo might have accepted a Treaty, if they had 
^* approved of it ; but this fending of Meflengers before they 
^' knew what they wOuld brine, was an invention to begin a 
*' Treaty before they admitted it ^ and to fend Enemies into 
^ their Quarters, with Authority to fcatter their Poyfon a- 
<< broul : and therefore, with great pai&on, they preUed, ^ thac 
'^nofiich Pais (hould be fenc. On the other hand it was, 
with equal paflion, alledged, ^ that the refufal of the Safe 
^^.ConduA was a total rejeAionof Peace, before they under- 
^'ftood upon what terms it wouU be oflcr'd^ which the Peo- 
^ pfe wouM take very ill from them ; and conclude that the 
^< War muft continue for ever; cbey therefore wiib'd thac a 
^' Safe Guard might be fent without delay, and that they 
'^ woukl have a l^er opinion of their Friends, than to iroa- 
*' gine that the Prefence, or Power of two Men how confi« 
'^ derable fbc^er^ would be able to corrupt, or pervert their 
^^ Afiedions from the Parliament. 

In this opinion the SeHi/b CommiffiOners like wife con* 
curr'd; fo rhat the other Party found it necei&ry to confene, 
and the Safe ConduGtj after many Debates, was fent accord* 
inely. But that they might not feem to their Friends abroad, 
to be overpower'd; they revenged themfelves in purfuing the 
difpatch of their Stlf^njmg Ordhumce with great vehemence ; 
and becaufe the cfled at tluLt was manifeftly that they ihould 
be without a General, It was already propofed ^ that S' Tbo- sifth^m^u 
^^mssFmrfdx (who had behaved himfelf fo fignally in their Fairfax u 
Service; in the Defeat of Coboel BeOsfis^ and talcine him rff^ •• 
Prifoner, which save them their fir ft footing in '^^^^fl^'^^y'^^f^ 
from their betaig (nut up and Belkged in Hm-^ in the over- J^,|^ * 
throw of the Lord BfrWj and taking all the Jr^b Regiments ; tkHr ^•.

Che difeourfes upon this Subjeft f which found all oppofition ) 
as die Service of the Earl of Effix was much magnlned, and 
Jiis merit (3Ctoll\l>.by tbofe who defired to have no other Gc- 
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neral, fo it was undenralaed, and depreflod, with fame bit* 
ternefi and contumely, by thole who believ'd that all Aey 
could do wottld be to no purpofe, if He were noc cociUy ex- 
cluded from any power. 
rheDutgtf About the beginning of l)iefi«<#r, the I>ike of lU^iiw^ 


KichmoDd and the Earl of Sauthmt^t^mj upon their Pais, west fiom Oap- 
•/south^'-^' to Unukmt where they were advifed noc to go much 
ampcoQ ' abroad, left the People ihould be apt to do them injury; and 
pM f ua- very jfew had the Courage to come to them, except with 
^nmtb « great privacy. Only the Sm^ Commiffiooers, as Nfen in 
^t7mj^ Sovieraign Authority, and Independent upon the Parllamenr, 
' ^' made no ftruple of vifiting them, and being vifited by them. 
The Houlesdid not prefentlv agree upon the manner of their 
reception, how they tbould deliver their Mefl&ge ; in which 
there had been before no difficulty, whilft the War was car- 
ried on only by the Authority of the Parliament. Heretofore 
the Meffiige being delivered to either Houifc , was quickly 
communicated to the other ; but now the ^9^ Commif- 
fioners made a third Eftare, and the Me(&ge was dircded to 
Them as well as to the Houfes. In the enid it was refohr^d, 
^ that dierc ihould be a Conference between the two Houfes 
^ in the Painted Chamber \ at which the $€9t\pi Commiffiooers 
^ Ihould be prefent, and fit on one fide of the Tables and that 
^' the upper end of it Oiould be icept for the King's Meilen* 
*'|ers : Where there was aSeat provided for them, all the reft 
bemg bare, and expeding that They would be fi> coo : for 
though the Lords ufed to be oover'd whilft the Commons 
were bare, yet the Commons would not be bare before the 
SMifii Commiffiooers \ and fo none were covered But aT* 
foon as the two Lords came thither, they cover'd, id the 
trouble of the other \ but, being piefently to fpeak, they were 
quickly freed from that Eye-ibre. 

The two Lords ufed very few wordsy in letting them 
know the King's great Inclinations to Peace; and delbeiM 
and read their M^ge to that purpofe; whidi was roodv^l 
by the Lords without any other ezpreffions than ^ that they 
*<(hould report it to the Houfes; and fi> the meeting broke 
up: And then many of the Lords, and fome of the Commons^ 
pafled fome Compliments and Ceremony to die two LordsL 
according to the acquaintance they had wkh them, and feood 
opportunities to fee them in private, or to lend Confiding Per- 
fons to them. By which means, they found there were great 
Divifions among them, and upon Points that wouU admit do 
reconciliation : and therefore they believ'd that there would 
be a Treaty of Peace ; but diey oouU not make any liidi 
guels of die Moderatbn of the Coodkkms of the Peace, as 
to oopdodf that it would be with efieft. For thcj that moft 
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dcGred die Peace, aid would ii««e been gltdio l»ve hid It 
upoQ any terms, durft not ova diat they wiflied it, but upon 
the higheft teims of Honour, and Security for the Parliameot ; 
which could neither be Secure,. iK>ivHeoourab]e for the King. 
They difeover*d, that they who did heartily wi(b the Peace, 
did inioid co promote a Treaty between rerfona named by 
the King and Perfons named by the Parliament, to meet at 
fcme third Place, and not to fend Commiffioners to Oxfird 
to Treat with the King htm&lf ; which they had alroKly 
foond to be ineflbdual, and not more likely now to produce 
a better end : Whereas they did believe, or feem'd to belieTe^ 
that how unreafonabie foever the Propofitiona (hould be, upon 
whtck dscy Treated, they would, by yielding to fome things, 
when they lefiifed others, fooner prevail wim the Houfes to 
iDollify their demands, than at firft co reform them. 

This Method was not ungrateful to the two Loids ; who 
had the fame conceptions, that, if fober Men were named for 
Commiffioners, fomewhat would refiilt from the freedom of 
their Communication. And the Duke of lUcbmmtd fent hti 
Secretary Wt^ ezprelsly to OxfirJ, to know the King's nfea* 
fur^ *^ whether, if a third Place were propofed for Uom- 
^ miffiooers on both fides to meet, they Qioukl conlbnt to it ? 
Which his Majcfty ( though he had no mind to truft others, 
but where himfelf was prefent ) was perfwaded to approve. 
But all this was but diiconrfe, and private wiflies : for it wai 
never brought into Debate ^ and it was told them very plainly, 
^ that, as loDg as they ftaid in Town, the Hou(es would never 
*^ fo flouch as confer upon the SubjeA of their Mefl^^ be^ 
^ caufe they found it would be matter of great Debate, and 
^'foend much time; during which they did not defire theif 
^ Company, nor to be troubled with their Infuitons. And 
therefore, aflbon as they had receiv'd the Kiue's Meffige, 
tbev prooseded upon their Trial of the Arch>Bi£op of Om* 
tertitrj before both Houfes of Parliament upon an Impeach- 
ment of High Treafon, refolvii^ likewife to give that evi* 
denoe to tte People, of what iDclinatk>n they had to make t 
Peace with the King. The two Lords, obferving this afieAed 
delay in the bufinefs they were fent about, and being advifed 
by oieir Friends not to ftay longer, but to expeft the deter* 
mlnation to be fent to Oxford^ retum'd to the King, with 
fome confidence that a Treaty would be oonfeoted to ; and 
that it woaM be at Tome third Place, and not at Oxfkriy and 
lefs at JLMdSni, by Commiffioners which fliould be agreed oa 
by bodi fides. But they brought an express defire, and even 
a conditkm to the Kli^, firom all thofe with whom they had 
confon^i, and who were the chief Perfont who advanced the 
Treaty, <^that, if that vrbich they laboured fiur. IbouU be 
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^ yielded to by the Parlifltnent, his Majeftv would ndi^Naine 
**z Perfon | whom they cnentioo'd to the Ring) ^'for dhe of 
'' his Cotsmlffiotiers ; for that he was fo odious, chat they 
^' would abfolucely dedine die Treaty, before they would 
'* adroit Him to be one of the Treaters. 
71m 7Vm/ 0f It was, as is faid before, a very (ad Omen to the Treaty, 
ff^ ^reh^ that, after they had received the King's Meflage by thofe No- 
^M f/ blc Lords, and before they retorn'd any AniWer to it, they 
^^' proceeded ia the Trial of the Arch«Bi(hop of Cdtaerhny ; who 
^' had lain Prifoner in the Tower, from the beginning of the 
Pariiameot, about four years, without any profecudon till 
this time. Now they brougnt him to the Barrs of both 
Houfes ; charging him with feveral Articles of High Trea* 
fon ; which, if all that was alledged againft him. lud been 
true, could not have made him guilty of Treaum. They 
accufed him ''of adefign to bring in ropery, and of having 
''correfpondencewith the Pope, and fuch like particulars, as 
the Confciences of his greateft Enemies ablblv'd him from. 
No Man was a greater, or abler Enemy to Popery ; No Msn 
a more refolute and devout Son of the Church of EggUmd. 
He was profecuced by Lawyers, allign'd to that purpofe, out 
of thofe, who from their own Antipathy to the Church and 
Bifhops, or from fome difoblteations received from htm, were 
fure to bring Paffion, Animonty, and Malice enough of their 
own 9 what evidence foever they had from others. And ihey 
did treat him with all the rudenefs, reproach, and barbarity 
imaginable; with which his Judges were not ctifpleafed. 

He defended himfelf with great and undaunted Courage, 
and lefs Paflion than was expefted from his Confidtution ; an- 
fwer'd all their objeftions with cleameft, and irre6ftible rea- 
fon 'y and convinced all impartial Men of his Integrity, and 
his deteftation of all Treafonable Intentions. So tlmt though 
few excellent Men have ever had fewer Friends to their Per* 
Tons, yet all reafonable Men abfolv'd him from any fool Crime 
that the Law could take notice of, and puniih. However, 
when They had faid all the^ could againft Hon, and be all 
for himfelr that need to be faid, and no fuch Crime appearing, 
as the Lords, as the Supreme Q>urt of Judicatory, would take 
upon them to judge him to be worthy of death; they leforted 
* •'.//■" ^^ *cir Legiflative Power, and by Ordinance of Parliament, as 
I^^^J ^ they caliy it. that is by a determination of thofe Members 
who fate in the Houfes ( whereof in the Houfe of Peers there 
were not above twelve j they appointed htm to be put to 
death as guilty of High Treaibn. The firft time the two 
Houfes of Parliament had ever affamed that Jurifdiftioa, or 
that ever Ordinance had been made to fuch a purpofe; nor 
could any Rebellion be more againft the Law^ tlun cb^t Mas- 
cherou^Aft. Wbsh 
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Whkn the firft mention was made of their mon&roas 
piirpofe, of bringing the Arch-Bilhop to a Trial for his Life, 
the ChanoeDor of the Exchequer, who had always a great 
Reverence and Afiedion for htm, had fpoken to the King of 
wtj and propofed to him, '^chat in all erenu, there might be 
** ft Por^ prepared, and fent to htm, under the Great Seal 
^^of Bftglsmi; to the end, if they proceeded againft him in 
^ any fiDrm of Law, he might plead the King's Pardon ; which 
<<nBift be allow'd by all who pretended to be govem'd by 
^^tbe Law; but if they proceeded in a Martial, or any other 
'^extraordinary way, without any form of Law, his Ma* 
^'jefty (bould declare his Juftice and AfieAion to an old 
^&itmilSairant, whom he muchefteem'd, in having done 
'^all towards his prefervation that was in his Power to do. 
The King ^as wonderfully pleafed with the Propofition : and 
took from thence occafion to commend the Piety and virtue 
of the Arch-Biihop, with extraordinary Afledion; and com- 
m^ed the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to caufe the Par« 
don to be prepared, and his Majefly would Sign and Seal ic 
with ali pdfible feaecy; which at that time was neceflSiry. 
Whereupon the ChanceUor fent for S^ Thmas GMrJimr the 
King's SolUcitor , and told him the King's pleafure ; upon 
which he prefently drew the Pardon, which was Sign'd and 
Seal'd with the Great Seal of EngUmdy and carefoUy lent, and 
delivered into the Arch*Bi(hop's own hand, before he was 
brought to his Trial ; who receiv'd it with great joy, as it 
was a Teitimony of the King's gracious A&dion to him, 
and care of him, without any opinion that they who endea- 
vour'd to take away the King's Life, would prefer? e His by 
his Majefty's Authority. 

When the Arch-bifbop's Council had perufed thePar^ 
<lon, and oonfider^d that all poffible Exceptions would be 
taken to it, though they Diould not rejeft it, they found, that 
the Impeadiment was not fo diftinfUy fet down in the Pardon 
as it ought to be ; which could not be helped at Oxf^rdy be* 
caufe they had no Copy of it ; and therefore had fupplied ic 
with all thofe general exf^cffions, as, in any Court of Law, 
would make the Pardon mid againft any exceptions the King's 
own Council could make anunft it. Hereupon, the Arch- 
Bilbop had, by the £ime MeUenger, retum'd the Pardon again 
to the Chancellor, with fuch diredions and copies as were 
necefiry ; upon which it was perfeded accordii^ly^ and de- 
liver'd (afely again to him, and was in his hands during the 
whole time of his Trial. So when his Trial was over, and 
the Ordinance pafied for his Execution, and He called and 
asked, according to cuftom in Criminal proceedings, ^ what 
^becouU (ay more, why he (houki not f^fiq; death? He toM 
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tlieiii> ^*that he had the King's gracious PardoD, whidi he 
^^ pleaded, and ceoder'd to cheoO} and defired chat it mighc 
^^ be allow'd. Whereupon he was feoc to the Tower, and 
the Pardon read in both Houies ; where, wirtiovt any long 
Debate, it was declared ^' to be of no tSc&y and that the 
yw .>»«*. ^^ Kin^ could not Pardon a Judgement of Parliament. And 
Bijhf w- fo^ without troubling themfelvcs fardier, they gave order far 
^'M^- his Beheading ; which he underwent with all Chriftiatt Con- 
ra^ and Magnanimity^ to the Admiration of the Beholdert 
and Confufkm of his Enemies. Much hath been faid of the 
Perfon of this great Prdate before, of his great Endowments, 
and natural Infirmities, to which (hall be added no more in 
thU place ( his memoiy deierving a particular oekbradon ) 
than that his Leaming, Piety, and Virtue, have been attain'd 
by very few, and the ereateft of his Infinnicies are common 
to all, even to the beft Men. 

W HEN they had diipatched this important work, and 
thereby receiv'd a new inflanoe of the good Aflfeftioa and Cou- 
rage of their Friends, and invdv'd the two HouTes in fireOi 
guilt and obloquy ( for too many concurr'd in it, without 
ooofideriog the beinoufneft of it, and only to beep their Cre- 
dit clear and entire, whereby they might with the more Au- 
tliority advance the Peace tnat was defired ) they now enter 
Qpon the Debate, ^^ what Anfwer they Qxxild fend the King, 
^concerning a Treaty for Peace. They who defired to ad- 
vance it, hoped thereby to put an end to all the deigns cf new 
modelling the Army, and to prevent the encreaie of thofe 
Fadlions in Religion, which every day broke out among them, 
to the notorious Scandal of Chhilianity. They who had no 
mind to a Treaty, becaufe they had minds averle from all 
thoughts of Peace, diToem'd plainly, that they (boqU not be 
able to finilh their defign upon the Army, and fet many odier 
devices on foot, which would contribute to their convenience, 
until this longed*for Treaty were at an end ; and therdRoie 
they ail agreoi to give fome conclufion to it ^ and refolv'd 
that there ihould be a Treaty, and upon the Method that (hoold 
be obferv'd in the condu&inff it j from whidi they who flioiild 
be employed by them, Ihould not recede to be diverted. 
tht tm Then they nominated fixteen Commiffioners for the two 
'Hl^' ^fwHoufes, and four for the Parliament of ScaiUmdj and named 
Zvk^^ ^*^^i' for Che place where the Treaty ihould be ; which 
Wi<%e' Treaty (hould be limited to be finilbed within twenty days 
from the time when it Ihould begin. 

Upon this conclufion, they fent their Anfwer to die Mef- 
fage, they had received firom the King by aTrumpet,inaLe^ 
ter from their General to die King's General: inwhkhtbey 
informed his Ma^jefty, ^that, out of dieir paffionate defire of 
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•* Peace, they had agreed to his PropoBtion for a Treaty ; 
^and thftt they had affign'd UxMigetor the place where it 
^ (bootd be ; and had appointed the Earl oiK^rtbumherlandy 
"the Earf of Temtroh, the FoltI of SsHshtry, and the Earl of 
" DiMUgbj of the HouTe of Peers j and of the Commons, 
<' Che Lord HMmam^ M' FkrfMa, Mr uaii^ M' Saha-Johm 
(whom they called the King's Sollicitor General ) ^* S' H^isry 
« VMt the younger , M"" JfhHloek, M"" Oew, and M' Frt- 
^ deatfx ; and for the Kingdom of Sc&tloful^ the Lord IjmdeH^ 
^ Chancellor of SeetUmd ; the Lord MMHUmd ( who^ by the 
death of his Father, became Earl of tAUftberdmh by the time of 
the Treaty ) '• S» d)arhs Erskmy and one M' Barcisy^ to be 
^ dieir Commiffioners -, together with Mr Akxander Render^ 
^fi»y in matrcrs only which relate to the Church j to Treat, 
^ upon Che particulars they had entrufted them with, with fuch 
'^ Pcrfons, as his Majefty fliould pleafe to Nominate i for all 
^< whom a Safe Condufi (bould be fent, aObon as his Majeflj 
^'had named them ; as they defired his Majefty 's Safe Condua 
^^ for the Perfi3a5 named by them : to none of which the King 
cook any exception, but fign'd their Pafs^ and fent word to 
the Houfes, " that he accepted the Treaty, and the place, and - - . 
•* diat he had nominated,a8 Commiffioners for Him, the l>ike^,J5*J 
<<of nkbmandy the Marquis ofHertfrrJ, the Earl of Souths 
<* smffmt, the Earl of Kng^M, the Earl of Cbkbejhr^ the Lord 
<^ Caf^ly the Lord JlmsMrr, the Lord Hsftm^ Controller of 
«* the King's Houfchold ; the Lord C^lepefpery Mafter of the 
<^ Rolls ^ S* Edvmrd Hfie^ Chancellor of the Exchequer: Sr 
'^^ Edwsrd NktfdlMy principal Secretary of State; S^ Bicbard 
<< Lamy Lord Chief Baron of his Court of Exchequer ; Sr 7^6^- 
<<f9Mx &nrdmer, his Majeft/s SoUidtor General; S^ Orland§ 
^ BridrmMmy Atturney of his Court of Wards: M' J^bm jtfb^ 
^^Amrntamy and M' Geaffhy Tslmer ; and defired, that a ^fe 
<^ Condnft might be fent for them, as his Majefty had fent for 
*^ Che others ; and chev Qiould then be ready, at the day that 
•* was fet down, at UxMdge, 

When this wasrecum'd to Wettmi mfle r^ there aroTe new 
difputes upon the Perfons named by die King, or rather a- 
gamft the Additions, and Apellations of Title, which were 
made to thdr Names ; for they did not except againft the 
Perfons ofany of them, though several were moft ungradoua 
CD them. 

When the Lord Keeper Uttletau had fled from Wkfimm^ 
fitty upon his Majefty's Commands to attend him at Tvrk^ 
Che two Houfes had, in their fory, dedared, ^* that nothing 
'* which fhoold, from chat time, pafs under the Great SeaJ^ 
^^ fhould be good and valid ; but void and null : this they 
did XQ difcredic any Cbmmiffion, which they ferefaw might 
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ifliie out for their Convidtioo, Trial, and Attaioder : and, in 
i'pmc time after, they had canled a Great Seal to be made wick 
the King's Image, for chcdifpatchof chc neodlar^ procds m 
Law, and proceedings in Courts of Juftice ; which Seal wai 
committed by them to fome of their Meaibers,whobad (ace in 
the Chancery, andtranfaded the bufinefi of that Courts and 
applied the Seal to all tbofe uks and purpofei it had been ac- 
cuftom'd unco. Thev found this Declaration and Ordinance 
of theirs, invaded in cnis Medage they had now lecseiv d from 
the King. The Lord Dumfitare had been oeated Earlof Cfar* 
€Aefifr'j SfCbrifiopb^ BattOMy Lord iUtt$My S' J0bm Oi^ 
feppeTj Lord C^ufeffery with the Addition of Mafterof tb« 
Rolb : which Omce they had beftowed upon LiMtbrnB tbeir 
Spoiker, who was in poOcffion of it, SfEdmsrd ltyj§ wat 
declar'd Chancellor of the Exchequer^ whidi, though it was 
an Office they bad not meddled with beftowing, yet it had 
pafled the Great Seal, after it came into the King's hands. Sr 
Tbomas Gardmir was made the King's Sollidtor ; and the Pa* 
tent formerly granted to their belov'd Sami»J§imy Stood re* 
Toked; which they would not endure; having, as is iaid^ 
annexed that Title to his Name when they mentioned him as 
a Commiffiooer for their Treaty. They had the fame ex* 
oeption to the Chief Baron, and to the Actumey of the Wards ; 
both which OfiBces wae in the pofleffion of Men more in 
their favour. 

After long Debate, they were contented to iniert their 
Names in their Safe Condud, without their Honours, or Of* 
fices y and they were fo angry with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, thac they had no mind that he (hould be ftyfed a 
Knight, hecau&hewas not fo when he left the Parliament: 
But the Scati/b CommifEoners prevail'd in that point, fince 
they had not vet pretended to take away the life of the King's 
Sword from nim :. fo they allow'd him, by a Majority of 
Votes, to be a Knigh^ and fent their Safe Condua, in the 
manner as is memion'ci, to Oxford: Upon which the King, 
at the defire of the Perfons concerned, forbore to infift^ but 
giving them (till in his own Pafs , and in his Commiffion 
whereby they were authoriz'd to Treat, the Style and Appelr 
lation which belonged to them, and which muft be allow'd 
by the others before they beeun to Treat. The Style of their 
Pafs was not thought worthy any reply ; and becaufe there 
was private advk^e given at the (ame tiole, *^ that they would 
^^not, when thev met at the Treaty, confider any Audioriry 
^^ that qualified the King's Commifllioners to Treat, but only 
^^ what (hould be under the King's Sign-Manual, though they 
would not have taken that for a fufficieoc Warrant for them- 
felves to Txat with the King's Eneoues j at laft the King's

AAOUT.theeod of TMnuerfyOr the begiimmg ofFeh^tMy^ntTiutj 
the Commiffionerg on both fictet met at Uxfc'i^; which fae-'^Uz- 
ingwithia tjluc Etaaoy'aQs^ftcrSy the Kings Comm^onert^^'^*' 
were n> have fiich AcoommodackMia, as the other thought fie 
to leave to them ; who had been rery dvil in the diftribtttion^ 
and Jefc one entire fide of.tfae Town to the King's Commtf- 
fiooers, one Hooie only excepted, which was given to the 
Earl ^Pimhrnte; to that they had oocaufe tooomplainof 
their Aocommodatioo ; which was as good as the Town 
would vieid, and as good as the other had* There was a 
good Houfe at the end of the Town, which was provided 
for the Treat V, where was a fair Room in the middle of the 
Honfe, hand lomel v drefled up for the Commiffioocis to fit in ; 
a laree fquare Table being placed in the middle with Seats for 
the tJommiffiooers, one fide being fu£Bdent for thofe of ei- 
ther Party ; and aRail for others who (hould be thought ne- 
ceflSury to be prefent, which went round. There were many 
other Rooms on either fide of this great Room, for the Com- 
miffioners on either fide to retire to, when they thought fit to 
coofult by themfelves, and to return again to the publick De- 
bate ^ and there being good Stairs at either end of the Houfe, 
they never went thrcw^ each others Quarters } nor met^ but 
in thegieatRoom. 

AssooK as the King's Gommtffioners came to the Town, 
all thofe of the fturliament came to vific and to welcome them; 
and, within an hour, thofe of the King's tetum'd their vifits 
with ofiial Civilities ; each profeffing great defire and hope, 
tbatthe Treaty would produce a good Peace. Thefirft vifirs 
werealtogether, and jiH>ne Room ; the jlc^r/ being in the iame 
Room with the jBsgi^. Each Party eat always together , 
there being two great Iniu which ferv'd very well to that 
porpofe* « The Duke of Bkbmtmd^ being Steward of his Ma- 
jefty^s Honfe, kept his Table* there for all the King's Com- 
miffioners : nor was there any reftraint from giving and re- 
ceivim Vifits apart, as 'their aoquainrance, and inclinations 
difpofed them ; in which thofe of the King-s Party ufed their 
aocmlom'd Freedom, as heretc^ore. But on the other fide^ 
there was great warinefs and refervednefs ; and fo great a jea- 
loufy of each other, that they had no mind to give, or re- 
ceive Vifits to, or firom their old Friends ; whom they loved 
better than their New. Nor would any of them be feen alone 
with any of the King's Commiffioners, but had alwavs one ot 
their Companions widi chcm^ and fometimcs one whom thev 
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kftft tnlfted. It wa» obferr'd by the Town, tnd the Pecqde 
that flockttd tbidter^ thtt the Kiog'i Commifficmert looked u 
If they were aChomcand-^Gvem'dthe Town; and the other 
at if they were not in their own Quarten ; tad the truth 1% 
they had not that alaaity Md ftrenity *dSMiady isa Men ufc 
CD have who 4o not believe theidfdvefe eobe in a £uiic. 

The King*s CommifSooem wtiut^* willingly have per- 
formed their DevotiooB .in the Church, iioi was there mny re^ 
ftraintupon them from doing fo, that* is by Inhibition from 
die Parliament, otherw^ than that by thrParliamotc's Or- 
dinance ( as they call'd it ) die Book of Conmldn^Prayer was 
not permitted to be read^ nor the Veflares, nor GftranonieB 
of the Church to be uied.' So that the days of Devockn 
were obfisrvM in their great Room of the Ion ; whither many 
of the Country, and the Train: of the Commi(Boners, and 
ether Perfons , who came every day from Lnubuj ufiially 
leibrted. 

When the Gommiifioners, onbotfafides, metfirfttoge^ 
Cher in the Room appohiced for the Treaty, and bid tabn 
their Seats, it being left to the King's Commifliooeffs, which 
fide of the Table they would take ^ the Earl of Nfrthtmkr^ 
kmd^ who always deliver'd any thing that was agreed between 
them, and read all the Papers ( after the powers of both 6dei 
were examined, and penned ) piopos'd bant Rules tobeob^ 
ferved in the Treaty; ^^asof having Nothing binding, imlds 
^ All were Agreed upon ; and fiidi like; to which tnsre w» 
no objedion; and ofier'd, as a diredion they had recetfVi 
firom the Parliament, ^^ that they (houU firft enter upon the 
^ matter of Religion, and Treat three entire days upon that 
*^ Subjeft, without ontring upon any other ; and if all Dif* 
'^ferenoes, in that particular, were not adjufted within dnfc 
^< days, they flioold then proceed to thenezt Point, which wis 
^' the Milida ; and (4>rerve the fame Method in dnit^ andfooo 
*' thence pafs to the bufiuds of Ireimd; which three Points 
^* being well ietdecL they believed the other difiereooes would 
^be with more eate compoied : and after thofe Nine dayi 
'< were pafled, they wereto go round again upootb6 fevenl 
^^Subjedv, as long as the time limited would mnrimir : his 
^* M ajefty being left at liberty to propofe what he thought fit^ 
'^ at his own time, and to change the Mediod propofed. It 
was declared, '< that the Twenty days, limited for tM Treaty, 
^ were to be reckoned of the days which fhould be fpent in 
^ the Treaty, and not the days of coming or remnung, or 
** the days fpent in Devotion; there £dlif^ out three Sundays 
and a Fail-day in thofe Twenty days. The Mediod was wil- 
lingly confented to ; the King's Commiffioners conoeif i ng it 
would beto no purpofe to propofe any thing oncbe King's 
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behalf tiUcheytdiicemedwIiacagicemeiiciiiisliketoberoa^ 
in aoyooe pgracohr ; by which they mkhccaiDe cheir Mea- 
fiiicflL and migbcpropQle toy dung of MEbociK under one of 
the OMree HciutomcntkttMbdbte. 

Thkab hflppea'd a very odd Acddene, the very firft 
Momiog cbey met at the Houfe to agree won cheir Method 
tobeoUenr'a in the Treaty, k was a Markecday, when chey 
ufed alwaff CO haw a Serinoo, and maoy lof the PerTons who 
came bomOssfifrd in the Commiflinnerg Train^ went co the 
Cbnich CO oMenreche forou. There wasone i>v#, a young 
Man, chat Game irom L$»dmwith che Coomiffiooers, who 
preached, and cold hit Audicory, whichcoofifted of che Pea* 
pie of che Town, and of thofe who came co che Market, che 
Qiufdi beiqg vary fiiU, ^chac they were not to eipcft any 
^' nod from cbe l^reacy ; for that tby came fiNMD O^nf with 
^^fiiearta fiiii of Bkiod, and thac chere wai ai grea diftanct 
*^ between cliis Treacr and Peace, at between Heaven and 
^ Hdli and that chey tnceoded only co amufette People wich 
^ eneoation of Peace, till chey were able to do fiune not- 

^ aUemiichief to chem ; and invdghed fo feditiaufly agMttft aU 
Cavaiierf, that is, a^ainft all w£) foUowed Che ianK« anda« 
gainftthePerfmofcheCommiffionerr, that heoQuQbettn* 
<ierftoodto intend nothing ^e, but co ftlr up the People to 
xnuttaiy) and in it to do iome Aft c)f Violence upcio the Com* 
istffiooerf. They were no Iboncradvertifed of it, byfeveral 
Pcrfboa who had been prelent in the Church, and whogave 
very particular lofotmadon of che very words which hadbeen 
%)OKen, Chan cbey infofm'd the other Commiffioners of it : 
gave them aChaige In writing apilnft the Preacher } and dc- 
oianded publtck Juftice. They Kem*d troubled at it, and pro- 
miibd oo examine it, and caOK ibmefeverejpuniihmeoc to be 
infliABd upon iheNlui} but afterwards coofefled, ^^chac chey 
^^ had no AttCbortcv to punilh htm, but that they had caufed 
^^himtobe ibarply reprehended, andtobeicpt out of ch« 
^^Towtt} and dus was all that couki be obounM : founwil- 
liflgcfaey were to diftounccnanor any Maa who wu willing 
colerfe them. This k the lame J>vf, who fofoc yeara after, 
by Crwarnrirs particular profecutkn, mid his head cut off, for 
being in a Plot with che iwriagaioft che Army, andtheir.Par- 
liament. 

It is not che purpofeofthisDilbocirreiofet down the nai*^ 
tkttlar tranfaftkms of chisTreacy i which were publiihea by 
die King's Order, IhcMrcly after che coodufion of iuaod all cha 
PapenL wludi had becan delivered by che Commifltonets on et- 
aher&fe, expofedlDtbe Viewofche Khigdomi in che method 
and manaer in which chey were delivered. Only fiich par«

ners. On the Parliament Part, it wis j|xrapofed, ^ that att the 
^ Bifhops, Doafltf and Chaptetsy might i>e tmrnediaceiy tftken 
^awayy aiidis^iflied ; and in the room thereof, thattbere 
^ might bd another Government eredted ^ fuch as flosld be 
f< moft agfibabbrtoGod'i ^ont^ and the Praftloe of the beft 
*'Churche^f That^he Book of* Gommon-Phiyer ndgbi'te 
<* taken ^v^ay, and totally {uopreOed ; and that, inftes^ thete^ 
"of, a Dineftory itiight be oSrI ( iawhkzh there was likewise 
fetdown as-mucbofthe.Govemment, which they meant to 
ercft for the future, as was ntrcoffary tx) be provkled for the 
prefent, and whichfoppliedaUtheufeof Artk:iesor Caooas, 
which chey had likewife abobibed ) and "that the King him- 
^ felf Ihoiuld take the Covenant ; and confent to an Aft of 
^Parif anient, whereby all Pedbos of the Kingdom ftldold 
*< be like wife oMIg'd to take tt< And the -Copies of the Cove* 
nant, and the Directory were d^liver'd at the feme time to 
the King's Commtffioners; whichiwere very long, andoeoef^ 
fary to be veiad Over^ hafore any 'Anfwer could be made to 
them. So they took that Afternoon to perufe them together, 
and adjourned liieir Treaty till the n<;xt Morning; and though 
ithey^nter'd upon the reading them before dinner, the Dire- 
^ory was ^ Very long, that chey ipeoc- all that Afternoon, and 
abrocpattof'tKe' Night, before they^bad fiaiihed the reading 
lOf them. ' Theof ihe^ being many »ew terms in the Dire- 
^ry, as C^ngre^atimnily dajjkid^ ^r§vmciaiy and Sfmimt^ 
wbichwe]^ilofi\knowninpr«^c6> aad-ibme expseAons in 
the Covenant, which wtre ambiguous, and, they well knew, 
'wer€5lefrfcj be<!aiife thePerfonswhofram'd them, were ^ot 
all of one liiiftd/aior' had th&ftmelnteBtions in feme of the 
^other tei^msRleiiden'd before, the King'sCOmmiflibolsfscaoied 
mtny Queftions to be prepared in writing, to b^' oflfei'd ar 
the next' meeting; wherein theydefirftdto be informVI, whtc 
'their meaning ^wasih fuch andlnch Eirpreflions, in which they 
. knew well tt!^ had feveral me^nbigSi and vwld4l(tfdly con- 
cur in one, and the faifie Anfwcr. -^ AiuUT 
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About the begiooiog of the Treaty, or the day before 
it did bcgio, the Earl of Lm»Jem^ Chancellor of ScotUnd^ vi- 
(ked the Dukeof it/^^Mr^privacely inhb Chamber; andei* 
thcr propofedy or was very willing, to have private confe* 
renoe there with theCbanceUorof the Exchequer; upon which 
the Duke, who knew well the other would not decline it^ 
font to him ; and He prefently went to the Duke's Chamber ; 
where he found them both ; and after fome (hort Compli« 
meh'8, the Earl told him, *^ how ftou Jy he had defended his 
** Knighdiood ; which the Parliament had refolv'd to have 
"denied, if he had not convinced them. Thence, he difcour- 
fcdof "the great prejudice the Parliament had agahift htm, 
"as a Man who more induftriouOy oppos'd Peace than any 
" other of the King's Council : that he had now a goodoppor- 
^^cOntty to wipe off all thofe jealoufies, by being a good In^ 
"ftrument in making thisjPdaoe, and by perfwading his Ma* 
"jefty to comply with tfaedefiree and fupplicacions of his Par« 
" liament \ which he hoped he would be. 

T H B Chancellor told him, ^< that the King did (b much 
^^defire a Peace, that no Man need advlfe him to it, or could 
"divert him from it, if fair and honourable conditions of 
" Peace were cffbr'd to him ; but \i a Peace could not bo 
"had, but upon fuch conditions as bis Majefty judged incoo* 
** fiftent ^ith his.Honour, or his Gonfcience, no Man could 
" have credit enoagh toperfwade him to accept it j and that* 
** for His own part, wicnout fefleftiffg upon the good or ill 
"opinion the Purliamcnt might have of him, he would dif- 
*• fwadehflh) from oonfenting to it. The other feem'ddifep* 
pointed in his fo pofirive Anfwcr j yer, with great freedom^ 
cnter'd upon diicourfe of the whole matter ; and^ afer force 
kind of Apology, " chat Sttftiand was fo far engaged in the 
" Cfearrel, contrary to their former Intentions, and Profcl!^ 
" fions, he did as good as conclude, " that if the King would 
" fetisfy them in the bufinefs of the Church, they would not 
" concern Aemfelves in any of the other Demands. In which 
Propofition, finding no kind of Compliance from the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, but (harp ^rotedarions againft the 
demands, «s inconfiAent wich Confcience, Juftice, or Reli- 
gion, the conference broke offi without inclination in either 
of them ro renew it. But, from that time, there was more 
contradidion, and quick repartees between them tvo through* 
out the Treaty, than between any other of the Commlffioners. 
And it was mantjieft enough, bv the private Conferences with 
other of theCoidmiflioners, that the Parliament took none of 
the points in controverfy left to heart, or werelefs united in, 
than in what concerned the Church. ' 

W H B N , upon the next meeting of the Commilfioners, 
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the Queftbos, which were mentioned before, weie read, and 
deliver'd by the Duke of Bkbmmd^ who always perform'd 
that pare on the behalf of the Ktng^s CommiffiooerS) as the 
VAt\o( N9HbitmierUmd6xA on the Parliaments, there was a 
viGble diiforder in their Countenances ; fome of them, finil* 
ing, faid. We look'd too Their Game ; but without ofier- 
ing at any Anfwer, they arofe, and went to their Reom of 
coafultation ; where they remained in greatpaffion, and wrang- 
ling, many hours : fo that the other Commi(IioimB> findix^ 
that they were not like fuddatnly to agree, adjoura'd till the 
Afternoon, and departed to dinner. Ailbon as they came to- 
gether in the Afternoon, and were (ate, the Earl of iifmrtbrnm^ 
tertand &id, ^^ that they wonder'd there flxxild s^Ppear any 
^< difScaky in any expreflbnis, upon which thofe ^eftions had 
^ been adminifter*d in the MDrmng ; whkdi to Them feem*d 
^ very clear and plain ; however, to give their Lordlhins fa- 
^ tis&Oion « that they had appointed another noble Lord, 
^ there prefent, who was well aojuainted with the figntfica* 
^tkxiotall thofe words, to explam what the ocmimon fenfe 
*' and meaning of them was. Thereupon, the Earl of Lam- 
tberJsbmtdc a dilcourfe upon thefeveral Qucftions, and what 
acceptation thofe expreffions and words had. But, being a 
young Man, not aoamom'd to an orderly and deooK way of 
Ipeaking, and having no gracious pronundatbn, and full of 
paffion, he made every thine: much more difficult than it was 
Defore : So that the Commiffioners defired, ** that they mtght 
^receive an Anfwer in writing; fince It was dedaied upon 
*^ the entrance of the Treaty, that though to Debate any Man 
*' might fity what he thought neceflBiry, yet noduns thould 
<' be underftood to be the fenfe of cither ude, but what wu 
^ deliver'd to Writing ; and therefore they defired, that what 
'^ that Noble Lord had faid, which they prefunied was the 
^ fenfe of all the reft, becaufe they had referrVi to Him, and 
*^ ieem'd fatisfied with what he had deliver'd, might be given 
^< CO them In writing ; without which they knew not 1k^ to 
*^ proceed, or give an Anfwer to what was propofed to them. 
This demand, founded upon a Rule of their own, which they 
knew not how to decline, put the Sc§ti/b Commiffioners into 
great paffion : for all the Agi^ iare ftill withoutfpeakins a 
word, as if thev were not cunoem'd. The Lord Unrtttrdth 
repeated what he had faid before, a little more diftinftiy ; and 
the Chancellor of Se§tUmiy faid, ^* that the things were fo 
<'plain« chat no Man couU choofebut underftand, and te* 
*' member what was fpoken ; and that the prc^QSng to put ic 
^< in writing was only to (bend time ^ which would be quick- 
^Myout, half the time aiugn*d for the bufineis of Rdistoa 
«< being to eipire chat night , and therefore paffionately dttrcd 
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them, ^Aat tfaey would reft facisfied with what had been 
^^ fiiokeB, and proceed upon the matter. 

It was replied, *^ chat they Could not truft their Memories 
*^ fo hxj as to prepare an AniWer to their demands concern* 
<« log Che Covenant, or DireOory, except they werefure that 
^they underftood the full and declared meaning of their de* 
'^ mand; which they had lefs reafon now to believe they did, 
'* dian before ^ fince there was fo much difficulty made to 
^^ btitff them m writing ; and therefore they muft mfift upon 
^^ receiving an Anfwer to tlic Papers they had given : And 
two or tmee of the King's Commiffioners withdrew, and 
prepared another Paper i in which tliey fee down the reafoos 
whKh obliged them not to be iatisned with the diibourlb 
which had been made, and why they muft infift upon the 
having it in writine ; which being communicated to tlie reft 
as they fat, was likewife deliver^dl to the others; who could 
not rcfiife to receive it, though it was plain enough they ne» 
ver intendnl to eive any Anfwer in writing; nor tney on the 
KSng's fide, to defift from demanding it : But they declared, 
^ diat as they prefumed, they fhould, in the end, receive their 
^^ Anfwer in writing, which they ihould not depart from, fo 
*^it was their refolution not to defer their farther proceeding 
^^upon the matter; but they were ready to profecute that in 
^ the method they would ddire; and foit wasrefolv^d^ **the 
^^ next Morning, to hear the Divines, who were of^ either 
^^ Party, what tbisy would fay againft or for Epifcopaqr, and 
^ the Govemmett, and Lands of the Church ; which were 
equally concerned in the Debate. 

On the King's part, befides D^* Stivntrdy who was aCom- 
milBoner in matters relating to the Church, there was D' 
SbiU99^ afterwards Ardv-Bifliop of Omterhny ; Dr Lmny af- 
terwards Bifliop of JB^ J D' Pirt^t afterwards BiOiop <Xaifiiri 
Dr ?M9r^ then Dean of If^raBtr^ and Provoft of Queen's 
College in Ootfird^ and D^ HMmmosfd; all who, being the 
King's Chaplains, were fent by him to attend the Commif- 
fioners for tneir Devotions, and for the other Service of the 
Church, as the management df the Treaty required ; which 
could not be fbrefeen : On the Parliament fide, bcftdes M' 
^kxsMder Bewdirfim^ who was die CommiCEoner, Mr MnfiaU 
a Country Parfon in £^«, and an Eminent Preacher of that 
Parrv, who was the Chief Chaplain in the Army, M'f^r, a 
Parfon likewife in Wknpkk^Jbiri^ and a Scholar fboth of them 
of the Aflembly of Divines, and fo, very converfitnt in tbofe 
points relating to the Church, which bad been fo often dif- 
pttted there) M** Cbeyn^lj one who had been Fellow cxf Mer- 
torn College in Oa^V, and two or three others; who, bearing; 
oo^sMs IB the difputesy h^ not tl^ names remembered. 
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Mt Hemhr/oH begun ratfaer with Rbetorick, than Logick, 
"of the necefli'.y to change theGovernmeoc of the Church, 
^< for the prefervation of the State j which was fo much in 
^^ danger, that it could be preferv'd no other way ; and there- 
^' fore that in Confcience it ought to be confemed to; diac 
^' the Queftion was not about tlie prefervation of Both^ which, 
^'by the.Wtfdoras of the Parliamenta of both Narions, was 
'^ found to be impoffible ; but fince there could but one ftand, 
^' whether they fluntld be both Sacrificed^ or the Church ghren 
** up, that the State might be preferv'd : nor was die Qije- 
^^ ftioa now whether Epifcopacy was Lawful, and the Uo- 
*< vehiment by Bifliops confiftenc with Religion, but whether 
^' it was fo neceflirv^ that Rel^ioa could not be nrdcrv'd 
<« without it; whicn was to condemn all the Reform'd 
^^ Churches tf Ettrope^ where there were no Bifliops, EnglMmd 
^'onlyexcepted* Ic ought therefore to fu£5ce, that the Par- 
'^iiamcnt, which beft underftood what was good for cheNa* 
*^ tion, had found it to be a very unoeodJary, inconvenient, 
'^and corrupt Government, that had ft>eeii prodoftive of great 
" mtfchief to the Kingdom from the very time of the Refor- 
*^marioh; that the Bifhops had always favoured Popery, and 
^^ peeferv'd^ and concinued .many of the R^hts and Cuftoms 
^ thereof in their Government, and Pra^ice; and had of late 
^^ introduced many Innovations into the Churchy by the exam- 
'^ pic and pattern of the. Church of A^mv, and to the great 
'^ fcandal of the Proccftant Churches of G^rmat^y Frmue^ Scw^ 
^^landy and H^Uamd'y that they had been the occafion of the 
^' War between the two Nations of Statbmdy and Bugi^md^ 
<^ and then of the Rebe)han id Ire/amfj and now of the Civil 
^^ War in Efig/ami; and thereupgn. Chat tjie Parlkmedc, in 
<< brderto tht unicing ail the PnMDeftant Churches, which was 
'^the only way eo extiaffuith Popery, had refolv*a to change 
^* this ihconvenient, mtkhievourOovermnent^ and ereft an- 
^^orher in the -place of it, whkSh fliould advapce Piety, and 
9 ut the <^ true Religion ; and that he hoped the King would concur 
i^'^ceTh^* "^" foOodly an AAlon, whidi would prove fa mudi for his 
Mr Hm'jtr! ** Gloiy . * Mc toolt notice of ** an old Anfwer formerly made 
fm it mi.^^^y a King of tngiand^ when fhe alteration of ibme Laws 
ibken in «!had been defirea of him, Ntiumm Ug/n mtg&Jt araMnr;

<^haa vouchrafed the moft perfeft Reformation, becaufe ic re- 
'^ tains all that wa$ innocent, or' venerable in Aatiqolry. He 
th^n enlarged upon the original Inftitucion ofEpifoopacv; oGag 
:^ll thofe Areutnenrs, which aie ftill ufed bv the moft Leamea 
Men in thofe dirpotes, co provej. that without BtOiops there 
could be no Ordination of M intfter8,and confequentl^ oo ad* 
minlftration of Sacraments, or performance of the Mmiilerial 
Funftions. He fald, ^^he would not preiiime to fiiy any thin^ 
^ of bis Majefty's having confented to the abrogation of EpU 
^^ fcopacy in SMUndy though he knew what his Ma|efty him* 
** felt thinks of it, only thathehad.an obligatioo upon hiin 
^ in Coofcience in this Kingdom, which he had not in tha^ 
^ his Coronation Oath, by which he was bound to defend the 
^-Rights of- the Church ; and That alone would make it tm- 
^ lawil for f>i9 Majeftv to oonient to what was propofed, 
^'both in the point of Epiicopacy, and thealienadon of cfae 
.^ Lends of the Church ; which would be direft Sacrileie. 
' Upon thefe feveral points, and what refuked from oencr, 
the Divines on both fides fpent all that day, Morning and Af- 
ternoon, till ic was very late in the night, and moft part of the 
next day ; only the Commifliooers on either fide, at the firft 
coming tc^ef her^ Mornings and Afoemoonsjprefcrued fucb Pa- 
pers as they thought fit, u|)on what had pa&d in Debate : As, 
the King's CammifBoners defired to know in writing, ^wbe- 
^'ther the Parliament Qommifiiooers did believe that the Go- 
^Weramen't of' the Church by Bifix>ps was unlawfiil?.To 
which they could never obtain a CaCf;gorical Anfwer. . 

WHEMTthe laft of the three firft days was paft (foritWEas 
near twelve of the Clock at Night^ and the Sc9tifb Oaataa£- 
fioneri obferv'd that nothing was confented to which dfcy 
fooked for, the Chancelbr ot^rAia^ entered into a Ions dif- 
cjottrie, with much paflSon, againft Bifiiops, ^^ of the mildiief 
^^ they had done ni all Ages, and of their being die fole Couies 
^^of the late Troubles in SMlmdj and of the prefent Troo- 
^'i>les in£ss/jW: Remember'd, ^ that the Ardi-Biibop of 
^^ Csmterkify had purfiied the Introdnfiion of the Lituigy and 
** the Canons into ScfftlMy widi fo great vehemence, that, 
*^ when it was defiitd, that the publiimng them might be fu- 
^^endedforone Month, that the Peopfe might tie the bet- 
^ ter prepared to iubfnic to what diey had not been befi»e ac« 
^* quainted with, hewouU by nomeans oonient to tliatdc- 
^lay ; but caoied it to be enteifd upon the next Aonby, a- 
Vv^^ ^ a4?ide of many of the Bllbaps themfelves ; ^Akh 
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^ pot the Peojple into ibch a fiiry, that diey could noc be ap^ 
'^pcaftd. He huoawDted and oompiain'd, cbac thiee daja. had 
*' been now faeot Ifl firultieft Debates ; and thit though thett 
^^ DMoet hid Loumedly made it appear, that Epiicopacy had 
^ no fbaadachm' in Scripnire, and that it might be lawfully 
^calmaway ; and that nocwithflaading it wai evident, that 
^ it had been the cattle of great miichief, and the Wifilom of 
^ Parliament had thought the utter taking it away to be ab- 
*< foltttdy neoefl&ry for the prefaration of die Kingdom ^ their 
^LofdiUpt were ftill utunoffed, and had yielded in no one 
^ particular of Inmortance, to give them fatisfaOion ; franor 
^ whidi they could not but condnde, that they did not bring 
^^ that horty indfaiation to Peace, which they hoped they 
^would have done ; and fo oondiided with fome expreffiont 
more rude and Infixient, than were expcAed. 

WHKKftVPON the Chancellor of the Exchopiec, not wich»> 
out fome coamiotion, iaid« ^' that lie did not wonder, that 
^^eir Lordfliips, who had for fome years been aocuftomed 
<<CDfbchDilbQorfeSE)andthenidffelDdi0'd tofuppofe all that 
*< was confidently faid to be reafonably pnw'd, and lb having 
*^iiot been uied to converle with any Perfims of a cootrarf 
^opimooyliad been brought to oonfent and approve tfaofe al- 
literations, whidi they had propofed^ but that it fcem'd very 
^ admirme lo himi that their Lordffaips could ezpoft, or 
<^ iinaghie it poSrie, that they who never had heard fuch 
^ things laid l>efbr^ nor could andexftand in lb Ucde tune 
^ what had been now fild, fliould depart from a Faitli, and 
<< a form of WorlUp^ m which they had been educated from' 
^^theur Cradle; and whidi, upon fo long obfervatioo, and 
^* enerience, they locked upon with all poffible approbation 
^^and reverence, upon only neariog it inveiriied ag^unft tbree 
^daysi uriiich wouU have been inuch too Tittle time to have 
^ warranted a Converfion from mudi Ids important opteaoos^ 
^ they had fo long encertain'd ; though their Arguments had 
^Had as much weight as they wanted. He laid, <<they 
^ were of opinion, tbix all thofe milchiefsaod ioooovenienoes 
*<whidi tiiey had memion'd, had in troth proreeded fixim an 
^ over vehanent defire to overthrow Eptlbopacy, not fsom 
^ the Zeal to Aipport it: that if the Ardi-Bilbop of Csi^fr* 
"Aw7 had been too predpitate in preffing the reception of 
''tha^ which be thoi^ht a Refbrmotioii, he paid dourly for 
** k i which made him the more wonder, tiiat they mould 
** Uame Them^ for not fubmtttiug to much greater alterati- 
^oos, thanwere at that time propofed, in three days; when 
.^ they reproached Him, for not having given Them a whole 
^Mondiiocoofidcf. He laid, ^hemi^affiire their Lord-* 
^ Ibips with great £noeiity, that they were come thidber with 
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^f3llifnagitiab)epaffittiuaid 4cfite,thdt ihe«Ti«i|Cy ougbc con- 
^dudcin^abapp/ ^od bkflcnb Peace; tt Jb^ jiiU hoped ic 
^f'WDuld; but if it (hould be otb^wife^ tbattl^y^wQuU fiiU 
*f bdlievcj^ tbetr LordOiipsbroogbt with them efa^ Mie-imoQeilr- 
'UUeand pioqs IiKlinaKicliif^ thoegh che:lQftiiai9bi«0S) and 
^Coipmands from Chofe wHcr'rrufted theffi»7 jrei^win^d them 
^< fromooofeDrsfig to ythal in their o wo judesmepttfeem'd rca-^ 
^-^fimable. And iby wlthoitt'atijr maimer dfreply^ boch filter 
arofe, and depatted^ it being near mtdnigtit.: . . : . .

^^ that his Majefty had coaieattd to' asi A^ of Parliamei^t for

^<on aflbranoD of havii^itimd affign'dto diem tn that King- 
<< dom,' out of the Forfeitnres oi^ihe Rx^faets, aflbon as* ch6 Re- 
<< bellkMi Orndd be iuppicfled^ and had likcwife,:by di^^fame* 
<' ACk, pot it cot of hk Power ':coimake any PesMse, orCeffii- 
'<tioB'Widk thofe Rebeb, or t^ gra^ PjUvlon to aiiy:of:them 
'' wttbooc oMftnt of Parliaments and thereepohiniiny of l^ig 
'^ Mai|dly's Subject had brousfac in verv oonfidciuble Sams of 
^' Money, by which diey had been able to manage that War 
<< whhooi putting dits. Khqrdonrta Luther Gbayge ; and God 
<^had Ibblededthe Pnxeftaat Foraei diere, tMit^ey had 
^^ folKhiad aod'vaoquiflied tbe RebMs in all Eocounten ; and, 

** probably. 
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^proboblf, b7 that dm^ the wbote Rebdlioo hadbeen ex* 
c^cinauiibed, if the Kins had oot^ooiitrary to hifpnoimfe, Jind 
^ ob&adon by that Aft of Parliament^ made aCSsfitkm with 
c^thofe Execrable Rebels, when they weK not able to cofi- 
^timie the War; and had oaiTd over many of thofe Rqgi- 
<< meots, which the Parliament had fent over againft the lr§b^ 
^<to recurn hither to Fight againft the Parliament: by means 
<< whereof his Proteftant Sumefts of that Kingdom were in 
^great d^tnger eo be deftn>y^a,and the Kingdom to be entiiely 
<< poflbOed by the Papifts. They enhrged themfeives upon 
this Subjeft, with all the invidious infinuations they ooold de- 
vlfe, lomake thePeople believe, that the King was inclined 
tOj and fitvomed that Rebellion. They demanded, ^ that 
<< the King would forthwith declare that CeOatioo to be void ; 
^and that be would proiccute the War agafaift tbofe Rebels 
<<with the utmoft fury ; and that the Aft of Parliameoc for 
^ their redofttoi, might be executed as It ought to be. 

The Commiflioners of the Kins prejKir'd and ddivePd a 
very full Anfwer in writing to all their Demands j at the de- 
' livi^ whereof, they appomted the Chanoeilor of the Ex- 
chequer to eniaige upon any of thofe parocolars, which prov'd 
theCounfels. that had been takeo^ juft, andneceffiuy. This 
he did fi> partfcularly and convincingly^ tnac thofe ot the Par- 
litmeht were In roudi Confufion, and the King's Coimmf> 
fioners much pleaied. He put them in mind of ^their bring- 
^ing thoTe very Troops, which wene Levied by the King's 
^ Autfaonty for the Suppreffion of the Rebellion in IrtlmU^ 
^^ to Fight againft the KIm at Eigt^biB, under the Command 
^* of the Earlof Effix ; of their having ghnen over die piofe- 
^ cution of that War, or ieidiflg any lupply of Armes, Mo* 
*'ney, orAmoumitiott thither; having imploy'd thofe Ma- 
-^gaztnes which were providedf for that Service, againft his 
^ Majefty ; infomuch as the Psivy Council of that Kingdom 
'^hadfenttDhisMajefty, that he would provide fome other 
^ way for the prdervation of that Kingdom, finoe tiiey couU 
'<oot be able to fupport the War any longer, againft the 
^ United Power or die Rebe!s : That all Oveitui€S> which 
^^hisMajefty had made towards Peace, had been rejefted by 
^ the Parliament i and one hundred thoufand pounds, biooghc 
^^ift by the Adventurers for IrtUmd^ had been fent inooe 
^f entire Sum into Sc^flmtdy to prepare and difpole that King* 
'^dom to fimd an Army to Invade This; which they had 
^ done, and till then his Majefty had not, in the kaft degiee, 
^< fwerved from the obfervacion of dut Aft of Parliainent ; 
^'bot when he fiiw that the Parliament^ inftead of profecut- 
^ iqg the end and intention of that Statute, ^VP'?'^ ^ wfaoldy 
"to the canying on the War againft HifluUti ,he tboudit 
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» himi^f abfohr'd befbre God and Man, if he did all he could 

^ oo idcoe and defend htmfelfaKainft their Violence, by mak- 

^ ing aCd&rioo with the Rebels in Inlamdy and hj drawing 

** c i f c r fa me Regiments of hit own Army from thence, coaffift 

^ Um In EKgGmd: which Cefl&tion had hitherto preferved 

^* die Proteftams of that Kingdom ; who were not aole with- 

^ one fiipplies to nreferre tbemfelves from the ftrength and 

^ power of the Rebels ; which fupplies his Majefty ooiild not^ 

<« and the Parliament would not fend ; and therefore, if die 

^Proceftants there, Oxmld hereafter be opprefled by the Re- 

'^ bel^ who every day procurVl affiftance from abroad, and 

^Ibwere liketo be morepowcrfiil, all the Mifchieft and Mi- 

^'fery that muft attend them, would, before God and Man, 

^^ be pat CO the Account of the Parliament; which hadde- 

^^frauded them ofthofefuppUesL whidi,by his Majefty^scare, 

<< had been railed, and providecl for them; andnoctohis Ma- 

'^j^y, wbohaddooe nothing but what he was oblited code 

^'forhisown prefenracioo ; and if he had not lent tor thofe 

^SokUera from irviM^tbeir could not have frayed there with* 

^ out a fupply of Money, Cioaths, and Provi&ms ; which the 

^ ParliamcQt had not yet fenc to that part of the Army which 

^ remained there, and wUdi could by noother way have fub- 

^^ lifted, butby die benefit, and fecurky of the Ceffiition. 

He toUthem, **chat all this unjuftifiable way o^ proceed* 
^ ing, thooghtt had compeJled the King to yield to a Cefla*- 
<^ tioo, jci could tiot prevail with him to make a Peace with 
^tbeJr^Rebeb; from whom he bad admitted CoromiflEH 
^ oners coattend Um with propoficions totbat purpofe; but 
^that, when he found thofe PropofitioDS and Demands (o un- 
^ reafonable, that he could not coofent to than in Conldence, 
<^ jmd that tliey were inoonfiftcnt with the Ibcurity of hisPro- 
^ teftant Subiefts there, he had totally rejeded them, and 
^ difinifled tneir CommiiSoners with levere and (harp Ani- 
^madverfionsr yet that he had given his Lieutenant , and 
'^ Council there. Authority so continue theCei&tion longer, 
^^in hope that the Rebels there, might be reduced to better 
^Temper; or that hisMsjefty might be enabled by a happy 
^ Peace here, which be hoped this Treaty would produce, to 
<< Chaftife their odious and obftinare Rebellion : And if thn 
^ Parliament wouU yet give hisMtjefty fuffidetucaucionthac 
^the War flxHild be vigoroully profecuted there againft the 
<< Ir^^ by lending over ftrong Supjriies of Men and Money, 
<^ he wouU put an end to that Ceflatioo without declaring it to 
^ be void ; which otherwiie hecould not in Juftioe do^and the 
<< doing whereof would be to no purpofe. 

The Commiflionets^ vifibly out of Countenance and An« 
gry, made no otha replyi but ^ibtc they wexn ferry to find. 

"thai 
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<^tbac odious and deteftable Rebellion had received Co much 
^< Grace, as that Commifliotiers 'from it had beeoadfoicted 
<*itito tne King's Prefence ;.aoid thit chcy wooder'd , there 
^'(hoiikl be any fcniple madajof IDedldrinff thacCeffiitioo void, 
^' that waa entied into exprcSiy igainft the Letter of an A&. 
^^ of Parltameot. This reply they gave in writingf; yifkh many 
pathetical expreffions againft the Murthers and CmMcB, cfaac 
had been uled in the beginning of that Rebeiiion; which 
obliged the King's Coromiflioaers to a little more '(haTpners 
in ciieir returns than they were tnelined eo ; and to telt dicoi, 
<^That they wiihed it were in tbeKing's Power to pumifli aii 
'^ Rebellion, with that feverity that; was dueco'it y bac fince 
'Mt was not fo, he muft eondoileod to Treaties, and to all 
^^ other Eipcdients which ^re neceflary to reduce bis Sub- 
^^jeAs.who are in Rcbellivn, to reoirn to their Diity and 
«CM>edience. 

The nine iirft days were now^nt upon the three great 
heads, in which there was little advance made oowards giving 
farisfiU^ioii to either Party ; for though, in the matter ^Re- 
ligion, die King's Commiffioners haVl made fuch condefeen- 
fions, as would oblige Bifliops to be more diligent in P^ch- 
ing. and to bethemfelvesprefentinthc admtniftrationofthe 
moft important parts of their Jarrfdi£bk>n ; yet no ilidi Re- 
formation was coniiderable to thofe who cared for nodung 
without ezdrpation j and in neither of the other particulars 
any ground had been gotten ; and they were fenfible; that in 
the matter of Iff i^M^, the King^s defence would we^ down 
their Clanoour and Calumny. There hsppen'd fome Acct^ 
dents in this time of the Treaty, which made impreflicm on 
each Party ; the firft was found io the looks of the Parliament 
Commiflioners, upon the Advertifement they received, that 
S^ Lewis Dhef^ who was Govemourof a fmall GarrMbo in 
Sbifbonm in Dmrfit^ire^ had from thence, in a Night, upon 
ImelJifence with the King's Gdvemour of ¥9ffUmd-CaSitt^ 
6xrpri&d Htymoutb^ a Sea- Port' pdflefled by the Parliament; 
which was like to be attendee! with, great benefit to the 
King. 

But whilft the King'ii Commffioners entertained fome 
hope tbac this loft might have the more difpofed the Parlia- 
ment to a juftPeoce, thev received Advertilement of a much 
grjcacer lofs fuftain'd by tne King, and which was more like 
to exalt the other fide. Colonel Langbdrmy and Mttm^ two 
very Adive Officers in the Parliament Service, iboat Shroff 
Jbire and North H^itx, by correfpondence with fome Townf- 
men, and fome Soldiers in the Oarrifon of ^ifrrrcuj^arry, from 
whence too many of that Garrifon were unhappily drawn 
out, two Of thiee days before, upon fome Expedition, felled 
I upon 


opon ifacc'Towa th the Nighc^ aod, by the fame Treaclieryx 
likcwife «0Cef''d;c]lie Caftk j Wfaeie S^ MdMel E^rmfy cbe Go 
▼eraoitf bad teeo long fick, and rtfingt upon the Akrm^ oue 
of bit Bed, 'wm killed in faia.Shin ; whllii he behaved him- 
felf aawellas fob pdfibici aodiefiiiibd Qaarier ; which did 
iio(lboR€0>hii Life inaiij days^.he being even a^chc.poimof 
Deaih by a^CdnfiimpciQii i which kept him from performing 
all tbofe OUBees ii»f VJEilafice he was accnftom'd ta. being a 
GaUaafGettckman^ who nnderftood the 0£Bce aod Duty of 
a Soidierv by loiig espevleoce, and tltligeat obferyauoo. The 
loft cfSif^MtuPfwu a great blow tothe King, andftreighc-* 
eaTd bia Q^arifcra exceedingly, and broke tbefccure Line of 
Communication with cb^Ber^ and expoled all North Waks^ 
M§^9rd, and H^rfitfiiTy to the daily inroads of the Enemy : 
and the Newrof thia, xecover'd the dejedted Spirits of the Par- 
iJamentCommlffioqers at Uxirulgt^ 

Yet therehad been anodd Accident which acoompanied 
theEiMrprifc-nponl^Mmrf', which gave them afterwards 
more tfOik>le«« ' Sr Lms Dives bad, in his March from .Shrr^ 
hrmej intercepted a Packet of Letters feat out of ^emirfit* 
Jbin to the Farilament ; and among thofe, there was a Letter 
from J^kn Vynt , a Gentleman well known, and of a fair 
£ftate in that Country, to Colonel Bd^sfd Fepham^ a prin* 
cipal Officer of the PiEurliament in their Fleets at Sea, and of a 
padionate and virulent Temper, of the Independent Party. 
The SiibjeA of the Letter was a bitter InveAive agaioft the 
Earl ofJ^pm; and alltfaofe who advanced the Treaty of Peace^ 
and a great deffdtation pf the Peace, with very indecent e^* 

!rei&ons agiinft the King bimfelf, and all who adhered ta him. 
'his Letter had been fent by S' Le^ivis Dives to one of the Se« 
creraries at OxferJL and from Him to- the Commiifioners at 
UxSridge ; who, aubon as they receiv'd it, commutucated it 
toibmeoftbbfe Commiffioners , who they knew de&red a 
Peace, and were very great Friends to the Earl of Effex, The 
Scets were like wife as much inveigh'd againil as any Body eUe. 
They to whom this Letter was oommunScated, durft not un* 
dertake to appear to know any thing of it ; but ddvifed , 
^ that the Marquis of Hertford^ might Tend a Copy of it to 
*^his Brother the Earl of Effexy with fuch refledions as He 
^^ thought fit : which being done accordingly , the Earl of 
E(px^ who was yet General, took it lb much to heart that 
be defired the Marquis of Hertford would fend him the X)ri- 
ginal^ which was prefentlydone; hoping that it would have 
given fame Advantage to the Earl of Ejfex^ towards whom 
the Parliament yet behaved it felf with a>l imaginable decency 
l^od refped. 
The Conv^rfation. that this 'Letter occafion'd between 

- fome 
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fame of the CoiDmiffioiiers of both fides, whain private ufed 
their old freedom, made a great difcovery of the Jraftioo thac 
was in the Parliament : that there were many who defiied id 
have Peace, without any akeratioa in the Govemmeii^ lb 
they might be fure of Indemnity, and iecuritv for what was 
paft y that the Se&ts would infift upoo the whole Govemmeoc 
of the Church, and m all other Matters would defer to the 
King^ but that there was another Party, that would have no 
Peace upon what conditions foever, wbodidrefislve tochaofe 
the whole frame of the Government in State , as well as 
Church; which made a great Party in the Army : all thoTeof the 
Parliament who defiied to remove the Earl of J^^ from be* 
ing General of the Army, and to make another General, weic 
otthat Party. There was likewiie, among the Cbrnmiffioneis 
thonfelves, vay little Trufl, and Communication j S^ Hmj 
Vane, Ssmt^J^bmy and FrubMtx. being, upon the matter, buc 
Spies upon the reft i and thou^ moitof the reft did heardlv 
defire a Peace, even upon any Terms, yet none of daem hod 
the Courage to avow the receding from the moft cztravasanc 
Demand. Befides, there was realbn enough to believe, tbat^ 
if the King had yielded to all that was thenpropofe<4 they 
would likewife have infifted upon all which chey had for- 
merly Demanded, and upon the delivery up of all tboTe Per- 
fons who had faithfully ferv'd the King, and had been by 
them always excepted, as Perfons never to be Pardon'd. 

For though they had aflign'd thofe three general Heads, 
of theChurch, of the Militia, and dUrfUmdjto be firft Trea^ 
upon, which were all plauuble and popular ArKumemst and 
in which they who moft defir'd Peace, would infift at 1^^ iq>» 
on many condefcenfions, yet they had not, in the \e9& degree, 
dedio'd any other of their Propofitloos ; as the exempcioa of 
many of the greateft Quality, or of the moft declared Adfefti* 
onsto the King, in the three Nations of JSqrj&mi, Sc^fUmdjijod 
JnUmdy from rardon ; and the making theEftates of the reft, 
under the Name of Delioquenu, liable to pay the Charges of 
the War ^ from which, or any of the other very vy>r#>^frtiK^* 
demands, the Houfes had not in their Inftru^ons given their 
Commtffioners Authority, in the leaft particle to recede : They 
who defired Peace, being (atisfied, thac thev had prevail'd to 
have a Treaty, which they imagined would do all the left, 
and that theie lefler demands, would fall off, cf thcm fel ves » 
when fatis&£bion flxmld be given in Uiofe important partta;^ 
lars which more concerned the publick ^ and* on the other fide, 
they whoreCblv'd the Treaty (faould be inefleAoal, weie well 
content, that their Commiffioners fliould be infttuded only 
to infift upon thofe three Cenerals, without power Cod^ait 
from any one exprcffion, in the PropdidoQS ^opffrning tnofe 
% {iarOp> 
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partkalars ; beioe facisfiedy that in the particular which con* 
cero'd the Churdh^ the Scots would never defHirt from a tit- 
tle ; and as fure, that the King ji^rould never yield to it ; and 
char, in the Militia, they who moft defircd Peace, would ad- * 
here to that which moft concerned their own Security; and 
io the bofineft of Irelandy befides the opportunity to afperfe 
the King, upon an Argument in which the People generally 
concurred with them, they were fafe enough ; except the King 
Ihould abfolutely retrad, and recant all that he had done, and 
by declaring the Ceflation void, expofe all thofe who had a 
hand in it, to Their cenfure, and judgement ; and (b diflblve 
all the Authority he had in that Kingdom for the future ; 
whidi they knew he would never do. So that they were fafe 
enough in thofe three heads of their Treaty, without bring- 
ing any of their other demands into Debate; which would 
Mvefpent much timq andraifed creat diflference in opinion 
among them ; yet they had thofe ftili in referve, and might 
reafonaUy ccmclude, that if the King fatisfied them in the 
Terms of thofe three Propofitions , he would never infift 
upon any of the reft; which could not relate £> much to his 
Q)nfcience, or his Honour, as the other. Befides, they knew 
well, that, if, by the King's Condefcenfions , they had fuU 
fatlsfii&ton in the former I'hree, they who had moft paflion 
for Peace, would, for their own (hares in the particular re- 
venge upon thofe Men with whom they were angry enough, 
and in the preferments, which would be then \n their difpo- 
&], never divide from them in any thing that remained to be 
demanded. 

One Night) late, the Earl oSFimtrah catne to the Chan- 
celior of the Exchequer's Lodging, to return him a vifit; and 
fate with him feme hours; all his diicourfe being to perfwade 
him, to think it reafonable to conient to all that the Parlia- 
ment had demanded. He told him, ''that there was never 
'' fuch a Pack of Knaves, and Villaines, as they who now 
''govem'd in the Parliament; who would fo far prevail, if 
•* this Treaty were broke off, as to remove the Earl of Epx ; 
'' and then they would conftitute fuch an Army as (hould 
'' force the Parliament, as well as the King, to confent to 
'' whatfoever they demanded ; which would end in the Change 
<'ofthe Government into a Common- wealth. The Chancel- 
lor told him. *' if he belicv'd That, it was hieh time for the 
*' Lords to look about them, who would be then no lefs con- 
*'ccm'd than the King. He confefledit , and **that they 
'' were now fenfible, that thev had brought this miichief upon o 

'' themfelves ; and did heartily repent it, though too lafe; and 
*' when they were, in no degree, able to prevent the general 
<' deftruAton, wtuch they forelaw : bur, it the King would be 
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^^fo gracious to them, astopreferve chem, by confencing to 
*^ thoie unreafonable Propolicions which were made by the 
^^ Parliament, the other wicl^d Pcribns would be difappointec^ 
* <c by fuch his cocceflions ; the Earl of Ejpx would itill keep 
^hts power ^ and they (hould be able^ in afliorc time after 
^* the Pesce condudea, by adhering to the King, whom they 
*^ would never forfake hereafter* to recover ail for him that he 
'< now parted with , and to cirive thefe wicked Men, who 
^' would deftroy Monarchy, out of the Kii^dom j and then 
^^ his Majefty would be greater than ever. How extravagant 
foever this difcourfe feems to be, the matter of it was the 
fame, which the wifeft of the reft, and there were Men of very 
eood parts among them, did ferioufly urge to other of the 
King's Commiflioners, with whom they had the lame confi- 
dence: fo broken they were in their Spirits, and lb corrupted 
in their Undcrftanding, even when they had their own ruiO' 
in their View. 

The Earl of Nortbumterlamdy who was the pioudeft Man 
alive, could not look upon the Deftrudton oS Monarchy, and 
the contempt the Nobility was already reduced to^ and iriiich 
rouft be then enaealed^* with any pleafiire : yet the repolfe he 
had formerly received at Oxford^ upon his Addrefles thither, 
and the fair efcape he had made afterwards from the jealoofy 
of the Parliament, had wrought fo far upon him, that he re- 
folv'd no more to depend upon the one, or to provoke the 
other, and was willing to fee the King's Power and Autho- 
rity fo much reftrain'd, that he might not be able to do him 
anyharm. 

THE Earls of Pemhchy and Ssiisimy^ were lb totally with- 
out aedit, or inrercft in the Parliament, or Country, that ft 
was no matter which way Their inclinations or affiotiont di- 
fpoled them ; and their Fear of the Fadion that prevailed, 
was lb much greater than their Hatred towards them, that 
though thev w&ed They might rather be (Jeftroy'd than die 
King, they had rather the King and his Pofterity thould be de- 
ftroy'd , than that Jf!^om Ihould be taken from the one of 
them, or lUtfiiid from the other ; the prefervation of both 
which from any danger, they both believ'd to be the higheft 
point of prudence, and politick circumfpcAion. 

The Earl oSDenUgh had much greater parts, and law far- 
ther before him into the defperate defignsofthat Party that 
had then the power, than cither of the other three, and de- 
teftcd tbofe debgns as much as any of them ; yet the pride of 
his Nature, not inferior to the proudeft, and the oonlcience 
of his Ingratitude to the King, in fome refpefts (iiperior to 
Theirs who had been moft obliged, kept him fromf beine wU- 
ing CO quit the Company with whom he had convert coo 

long. 
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long. Though he bad receiv'd from them moft fignal Af- 
fronts and Indjgnicics, and well knew h« (hould never more 
be employed by them , yet he choughc the King's ^oa- 
dition CO be utterly defperate, and that he would be at laCl 
compelled to yield to worfe conditions than were now ofier'd 
CO Htm. He conferred with fo much freedom with one of the 
King's Commif&oners, and fpenc fo much time with him in 
the vacant hours, there having been formerly a great Friend- 
Ihip between them, that he drew fbme jealoufy upon himfelf 
from (bme of his Companions. With Him he lamented his 
own condition, and acknowledged his difloyalcy co the King, 
with expreffionsof great compundlon^ and protefted, '^ thac 
'^ he would moft willingly redeem his Tran(gre(&ons by any 
'^ anempc that might fetve the King figoally, though he were 
*^ fure to loie his Life in it ^ but that to lofe Hicatferf, without 
^^ any benefit to the King, would expofe him to all mifery ^ 
^' which he would decline, by not ieparatingfrom his Party. 
He informed him more fully of the wicked purpofes of thoib 
who then governed che Parlianoent, than others apprehended 
or imagin'd ; and had a full profpeA of che vile condition 
Himlel^ and all the Nobility (hould be reduced to ; yet bought 
it impoffible co prevent it, by any Authority or their own ; 
and concluded, ^^ that if any conjundure fell out, in which. 
^< by lofing his Life, he might preferve the King , he would 
^^ embrace the Occafion ^ otherwife, he would llufc the beft 
<^ he could for himfelf. 

Of the CommiflionersoftheHoule of Commons, though, 
the three named before being excepted, the reft did in their 
hearts defire a Peace, and upon much honefter conditions 
than they durft own; yet there were tiot two of them who 
had entire confidence in each other, or who durft communi- 
cate their thoughts together : (b that chough chey could fpeak 
their minds freely enough, (everally, to thofe Commiffioners 
of che King's fide with whom they had former ftiendfliip, 
they would not, in the prefenceofany of their own Compa* 
nions^ uie thit freedom. The Debate that had been in the 
Houle upon the SelfiJemwgOr^mdnce^ bad ratfed fo many Jea* 
loufies, and difconipo(ed the confidence thac had formerly 
been between many of them, that they knew not what any 
Man intended to do } tnany who had, from the beginning of 
the Troubles, profefl^ to have moft devotion for the Earl 
cfEjffexy and to abhor all his Enemies, had lately ieem'd to 
concur in thac Ordinance, which was contrived principally 
for his difbonour and deftrudion ; and others who feem'a fml 
to adhere to him, did it with fo many cautions, that there could 
be no confidence of their perfeverance. 

HoLtis, who was the firankeft anmig dtemia owning 
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his AoimoGry and Indignation a^ainft all the Indq)eodent 
Party, and was no ocherwire afiedted to the Presbyterians, 
than as they conftituted a Party upon Vhich he depended to 
oppofe the other, dtd forefee that many of chofe who ap- 

Bar'dmoft refolute to concur with him, would, by degrees, 
1 from him purely for want of Courage , in which he 
abounded. Whit lock ^ who, from the beginning, had con- 
curr'd with them without anv Inclinations to their Perfons, 
or their Principles, had the fame reafon ftili not to (cparate 
from them. All his Eftare was in their Quarters, and he had 
a Nature that could not bear, or fubmtt to be undone : 
thoii^h to his Friends, who were CommiflTtoners for the King, 
heuled his old opennefs, and profcfled his deteftation of ail 
the proceedings of his Party, yet could not leave them. Fkr- 
fotMtj and Crew, who were both Men of great Fortunes, and 
had always been of the greateft moderation in their Couniels, 
and moft (bllicitous upon all opportunities for peace, appear 'd 
now to have contrafied more bittemels , and foumefs than 
formerly; and were more referv'd towards the King's Com- 
roiffioners, than was expeded ; and in all Conferences infifted 
peremptorily, '^ that the King muft yield to whatfoever was 
*^ required in the three Demands, which had been Debated. 
They all valued themfelves.*' upon having induced the Par- 
^^ liament , againft all OppoGtion, to confent to a Treaty j 
*' which i^oducing no efiect, they fliould hereafter have no 
^^ more credit : and it plainly appear'd, that ch?y had per- 
fwaded themfelves, that, in the Treaty, they fliould be able 
to perfwade the King's Commiffioners to concur with tben^^ 
and that the King would yield upon the very fame argument, 
and expectation, that the Earl of PentSroke had ofler 'd to the 
Chancellor of the Excheoucr. 

Some of them, who Knew howimpoflible it was to pre- 
vail with the Commiffioncrs, or, if They could be corrupted 
fo far in their judgements , how much more impoflib'c it 
would be to perfwade the King to confent to what was fo 
diametrically againft his Conference, and his Hone ur^ and, 
in truth, againlthis Security, did wifli,"that, to get the time 
" of the Treaty prolonged, fomc Conceffions might be made 
" in the point ot the Militia, in order to their fecurity ; which 
** being provided for, might probably take ofl' many Per&os, 
** who, out of that conCderation principally, adheied to ihofe 
" who they thought were moft jealous of it, and moft ^olli- 
" citous for it. This feem'd fuch an Expedient to thofe to 
whom they propofed it, that they thought fit to make a De- 
bate among all the Commiffioners about it j ** and if it fliould 
•* produce no other effcdt, than the getting more days to the 
" Tieaty, and making more Divifions in the Parliament, both 
3 ' " whicj 
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^ which tfaey mighc naturally ezpedl from it, the benefit was 
^ not finall chat would attend k ^ for, as long as the Treaty 
*^ lafted, there could be little advance made towards new mo- 
^^ delling the Army, the delay whereof would give the King 
^ likewife more time to make his Preparations for the Field ; 
'^ towards which he was in no forwardnefi. This conGdera* 
tion prevail'd with the G}mmiflioner8 to fend their opinion 
to the Kiag, ^' that he would give them leave to propofe, 
^^ when the next day came for the Debate of the point of the 
^^ Militia, that the whole Militia of the Kingdom (bould be 
"fettled in fuch a Number of Perfons, for feven or eight 
'' years, who might be all fworn to the obfervation of all tins 
^' Articles which ihould be agreed upon in the Treaty ; a^er 
^' the expiration of which time, which would be fuflElcient to 
^^ extinguiib all jealoufies, it fhould be reftored to the Kine. 
And they fent the King a Lift of fuch Names, as they wiih^l 
might be inferred in the Propoficion, of Perfons in Credic 
wirh the Parliament, to which his Majefty might add the like 
Number of fuich, of whofe Fidelity he was moft afliured. 

The Earls of EffeXj Nortbumlirlandy Warwick, andilii»- 
chefier^ wirh Fairfax^ and CrontweO, were among thofe they 
recommended to be named by the King. With this MeCEige 
they fent two of their own Body, who added other reafons» 
which they concciv'd might prevail with Him ^ and it was 
with great difficulty that his Maiclly was prevailed with to 
confent, that fuch an Overture mould be made. But being 
unwilling to diflcnt from his Commiffioners judgement, and 
believing it would be rejedtcd, and in hope that it would 
gain time by lengchninjir the Treaty, his Majefty was con* 
tented, that the CommilTDners fliould make fuch an Ofter as 
is mentioned, and name the Perfons they had propofed of the 
Parliament Party ; and withal, he fent a Lift of fuch Per- 
fons as himfclf thought fit to truft in that Aftair; in whom, 
together with the others, he would have the power of the 
Militia to be vefted. But by this time, the Term aflign'd for 
the Treaty drawing towards an end, they whQ had at firft ad- 
vifed this Expedient, had not the fame opinion of the fuc* 
cefs; and had plainly difeover'd, that the rarlianaent would 
not confent to add one day moi-e to the Treaty. So the far- 
ther profecution of the Overture in that manner was laid afidc. 
For the King's Commiffioners concluded, "that at this time, 
"to offer any particular Nances from the King to be trufted 
" with the Militia, was but to expofe thofe Perfons to re- 
** proach, as fome of them were very ungracious and unpo- 
** pular to them ; and to give the other fide an excufe for re- 
" jcAing the offer, upon exception to their Perfons. How- 
ever, that they might fee a greater condefccniion from the 
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King in rhat poinr, than Jie had ever yet been induced to, 
they ofier'd, ^^ chat the Militia fhould be Co fettled for the 
^^fpace of fcven years, as they had defired^ in fuch a Number 
^of Peribns as fliould be agreed upon; a moiety of which 
'* Perfons, fhould be nomfhaced by the King, and the orher 
"*** moiety by the Parliament : which was rejeded by them 
with their ufual negleft. 

From this time the Commfflioaers,on both fides^ grew 
more referv'd, and colder towards each other ; iafomuch as 
o in the laft Conferences, the Anfwers and Replies upon one 
another^ were iharpNtr and more reflcding than they nad for* 
xnerly been: and in their Conference upon the bft day, 
which held moft part of the Night, it was evident, either fide 
laboured moft to make the other fecm to be moft in fault. 
The King's Commifl^oners deliver'd a Paper, which contain^i 
a Sum of all that had been done in the Treaty, and obferv'd, 
*' that after a War of fo many years, enter'd into, as was pre- 
^^ tended, for the Defence, and Vindication of the Laws of 
^* the Land, and the Liberty of the Subjedt, in a Treaty of 
^ twenty days, they had not demanded any one tlung, rhar^ 
^^ by the Law of the Land, they had the leaft Title to de- 
^'mand ; but infifted only on fuch particulars as were againft 
'^ Law, and the eftabliui'd Government of the Kingdom ; 
^'and that much more had been ofier'd to them for the ob- 
*' taining of Peace, than they could with juftice or reafbn 
^* require : with which they were fo ofiended, that they, for 
fometime, refufed to receive the Paper,upon pretence, *^that 
^^rhe time for the Treaty was expired ^ becaufe it was then 
^fccr twelve of the Clock of the Night of the twenriedi day : 
. but at laft they were contented to receive it, finding, that it 
would not be leis publick, an(| would more refled upon them, 
if they rejeded it : and fo they parted a little before the 
break of day. 
Thttndff The next day, being Sunday y they refted in the Town, 
th» TnMj that they might in the Afternoon decently take their leaves 
mithiHi r/. Qf g.^c|| Qjj^^,. * though Monday y according to the Letter of 
^ Iheir Pafs, was the laft day of their freedom, and at that Sea- 

fon of the year their Journey to OxfwrJ might requive two 
days, as they had fpent two days in coming thither; and the 
Commifllcncrs for the Parliament, had given them a Paper in 
which they declared, ^' that they might fafely make ufe of an- 
*^ other day for their return, of which no Advantage fliould 
<< be taken. But they having on SunJay, performVi their mu- 
tual Vlfics to each other, parted with fuch coolnefs towards 
each other, as if they fcarce hoped to meet again; and the 
King's Commiflioncrs were fo unwilling to run any hazard, 
that they were on the Mamday Morning fo early in their 
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Coaches, ttuc tbey came to Oxford that Night, and kifs'd the 
King's hund ; who received them very gradoufly ; thanking 
chem for the pains they had taken. Surely the pains they 
had taken , with how little fuccers foever^ was very great s. 
and tbey who had been rooft inored to bimnefs, had not in 
their Lives ever nndeigone fo great fatqgue for twenty days to- 
gether, as at that Treaty. The Comnaiffioners feldom parted, 
daring that whole time, till two or three of the Clock in the 
Morning. Befide& Tbey were obliged to fit up later who 
were to prepare (uch Papers as were dircfied tor the next 
day, and to write Letters to Oxford ^ to that, if the Treaty 
had continued much longer, it is ver^ probable many of the 
Commifiioners muft have fallen fick for want of ileep; which 
fomecf chem were noc fatisfied with in three 
ter tbctt recurii to Oxfrrd, Thus' ended

^ the Enemy might not, upon any Succefs, find them toge- 
'* ther : which, te (aid. would be ruin to them both \ where- 
^'as, tnough he Qioula fall into their hands whilft his Son 
<c was at liberty, they would not dare to do him harm. Ho 
feem'd to have very reafbnable Apprehenfioos, that upon the 
lofs of a Battle^ he might become a Prifoner ; but he never 
iisam'd, that it wouki enter into their thoughts to take away 
his Dfe ; noc that he believ'd they could be reftrain'd from 
that Imi^ous Ad;, by any remorfc of Confcience, or that they 
bad not wickednds enough to defign, and execute it : but he 
believed it agafaift their Intereft ; and would often, in difix)urie, 
lay, ^^ of what moment the prefervation of his Life was to 
^^ the Rebels; and how much they were cdncem'd to pre* 
^' fcrve it^ in regard, that if he Himfelf were dead the Par- 
^^liament ftood didolv'd; fo that there would be an end of 
^' their Government : which, though it were true in Law, 
would have little (baken their Power, of Which they were 
too kxng pofllefled to part with it eafily. 
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This was a fpeculation of that Nature, that no body bad 
realbn to endeavour co change the King's opinion in cbut par- 
ticular^ and his Majefty thought of nothing fo much as 
baftnine the Prince's Journey ; and to that ptirpofe. Com- 
manded thofe who were appointed to attend him to be ready 
by a fliort day, relblving that his Highne(s (hould make bit 
Journey dire6tly to Brifiol^ and continue his reiidenoe thero^ 
till fome emergent alteration fliould malte his remove from 
thence neceflary. For whatever difcourfe was made of raifing 
an Army in the Weft, the King had no purpofe to put the 
Prince into the head (» any fuch Army ; and though Gwmg 
^bad prevail'd to be fent, with a (Irong Party of Morfe, and 
fome Foot, into Ham^ire, upon pretence of fecuring tlye 
Weft from Waller's Incurfion, and upon fome other d^gn; 
yet the King had not the leaft pur[x>fe, that he fliould be 
where the Prince was^ though he was not himlelf without 
that delign at that prefent, as fliall be made out anon, mean- 
ing by that device to withdraw himfelf from the Command 
of Prince Kufert^ which the King did not apprehend. But 
his Majefty having no more in his purpofe than is faid before, 
he fent the Lord Hoftom to Briftel to provide a Hoafe for 
his Highnefs, and to put that City into as good a pofture of 
Security for the Prince's refidence, as was nece(ury ; nor 
^as there any other Strength defign'd to attend about his 
Highnefs s Perfon, than one Regiment of Horfe, and one 
Regiment of Foot, for his Guards, both to be under the 
Command of the Lord c^pel^ who was likewife to raiie them 
upon his own Credit and Intereft ; there being, at that time, 
not one Man raifed of Horfe or Foot, nor any means in view 
for the p iyment of them, when they (houla be raifed ; nor, 
indeed, ^or. the fupport of the Princess Family, or his Peribn. 
In fo great fcarcity, and poverty, was the King himfelf, and 
his Court at Oxford. 

There happen'd an Accident at this time, that recoodl'd 
the minds of many to this Journey of the Prince into the 
Weft, and look'd like a good Omen that it would produce 
good effcds j though it prov'd afterwards an occafion of much 
trouble and inconvenience. When theKin^ return'd through 
SomerfetJkire^^iXQT the Defeat of the Earlofj^x in Onrnwal, 
there had been a Petition deliver'd to him, in the Names of 
the Gentry, Clergy, Freeholders, and others his Majcfty's 
Pwieftant Subjedts of the County of Somerfitj in which they 
jdefired* '* that his Majefty would give them leave to Petition 
"the Parliament, that there might be a Treaty for Peace; 
" and that they might have liberty to wait upon his Majefty 
^^ in Perfon in his march ; and that when they came to a 
^' nearer diftancc, they might then go before, and deliver their 
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'^ Pedtioa ^ and if they Ihould not obCAin their fo juft R&- 
*^ cnieft, they wouldthen affift his Majefty to get that by the 
^'dWORi, which ooold be obcaio'd no other way. To that 
purpofev thev defired leave *^ to put themielves in Armes, to 
^^ attend his Majefty in the Journey. This Petition, how in* 
digefted, or impraoricable foevfr in the manner, and way pro- 
pofed, was contrived by fome Perfons of unqueftionable Fi- 
delity to the King ; who thought, that under this fpedoua 
Title of Petitioners for Peaoe^ they might draw even that 
whole Populous County to appear for the King ; and there- 
fore the King gave them a gracious reception, and liberty to 
do all that they defired ; believing it poffible, diat he might 
even from thence recruit his Foot; which be moft defired. 
But his Majefty's fbeedy march, left diat defign to be better 
weighed andaigefted. 

Upon the firft Fame of the Prince's being to vifit the 
Weft, and to keep his Court there, fome Gentlemen, of the 
beft Quality in the Weft, came to OxfM, as entrufted by 
the reft to acquaint his Majeftv, *^ that they had now form'd 
^^ the Defign, they had formerly prefented to him, much be%> 
" ter than it was ; and that the four Weftern Counties, D&T'^ 
^^j/Sf, SMtirJHy DtVBj and Cffwwaly had refolv'd to enter 
*^ into an Aflbciation, and to be ioynt Petitioners to the Par- 
^'liament for Peace; and that their Petiticp fliould be fent 
'^ by very many thoufands of the moft fubftantial Freeholders 
^' of the (everal Counties, who fhoutd have Money enough 
^' in their Purfes to defrav their Charges, going and return- 
^* lag: and whoibever refilled to jorn in the Petition, ihould 
^^ be looked upon as Enemies to Peace and their Country, 
*' and accordingly treated; fo that thb Addrefs could not but 
^^ have great influence upon the Parliament, being under the 
^^ Style of One and All; and could not but be loord upon as 
<< fuch. They defired the King, <<that the Prince might be 
*' made General of this Aflbciation ; in order to which, they 
^' would provide for his fupport according to his Dignity ; 
^ and, in the firft place, take care for the raifing a good Guard 
^^of Horie and Foot, for the fafety of his Perion. 

Though this defign, in the Notions thereof, was as 
unprafticable as the former, yet his Majefty thought not fit 
to difoountenance, and rejed it It was very vehemently 
preflled by man]r Peribns of Quality, in the name of the fixir 
Weftern Counties, and among rhofe who took it moft to 
heart, ^J^m&tttuilmzA the Chief; a Gentleman of one of 
the largeft Eftates, that any Man poflefi^ in the Weft, who 
bid, from the beginning ef the Parliament, (hcw'd very great 
AflSeAion to the Perfon of the King, and to the Government 
that was fettled, both in Church and Srare ; and from the 
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beginning of the War had eqgag^ both his own Perfon, 
and his two Sons, in the moft adltve part of it, with &nga- 
kr Courage ; and had rcnder'd himfelr as odious to the Par- 
lianoent, as any Man of thatcondicipn had done. This Gen- 
tleman was affifted, and counfell'd by M' FmnUam^ a Lawvcr 
of Eminency, who had been iiqpriibn'd, and baniih*d Iamoom^ 
' for his dedar'd Affedion co the Crown ^ and they two had 
firfl: entertain'd and fbrm'd this projed in their own thoughts, 
and then, upon the communication of it with fome Gentle- 
men, aod more of the Farmers, and Freeholders of the Coun- 
ty, found fuch a general concurfence with them, that they 
conduded it could not but have good SucccG, and would 
bring the Parliament to be glad of Peace. They were both 
very tenacious of what* they had once refolv'd, and believ'd 
all who objefted againft their undertaking to be averie from 
Peace ; fo that thelCing concluded, that he would To far com- 
ply with them, as to make the Prince General of their Aflo- 
ciation ; which he was fure could do no harm ; and they were 
fi> much delighted with the ooodelcenfion, that they promifed 
iieedily to make Provifion for the Prince's fupport, and for 
the raifioff his Guards of Horfe and Foot ; and to that pur- 
pofe made haft to Brijhly that all things might be ready 
againft the Prince came thither. 
7k$ffi9f Upon thele /eafons, the Prince had two CommiiEons 
9f walot granted tp him ; one, to be General of the Aflbciation ; and 
fM^^Mf. another, 40 be General of aU the King's Forces in Bn^lagd. 
ir«v/ F^^ ^httk the King declared his Nephew Prince Ibfert to be 
j«rM#^#f General, in the place of the Earl of Bnntfrrdy his Highneis 
thtmrtftn defircd, ^that there might be no General in EngloMi bai the 
^{hmU*. <^Prioceof Mtfo, and that he might receive his Conuntflion 
^ from Him; which hisMajefty took well^ and fo that Com* 
miffion of Generaliffimo was likewife given to the Prince, 
when in truth it was refolv'd he Oiould Ad no part in either, 
but remain quiet in Briftol^ till the- fate of all Armies coold 
be better dUcem'd. 

The Indifpofition and Melancholy which poflefled the 
Court at Oxford^ and all the King's Parry, was prefervVl from 
defpair, only by the extraordinary Difconcents and AnimoGcies 
in the Parliament ; which kept them ftomjporfuing the advan- 
tages they had had by united Counfels. Adoonas ue Gommif- 
fioners were retnm'd from Vxtridie^ aiul that a "Trtacy could 
be now no farther urged, the Independent Party ( for fo they 
were now contented to be call'd, in oppofition to the other 
which was ftyl'd Presbyterian) appealed bare-faced, and vi- 
goroufly prefled on their Se^-deKyng OrJiuma^ that fo they 
might proceed towards modelling their new Army, by put- 
ting out the old Officers j during the (ufpenfioa virhereof , 
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there iras no care fsr providing for the Troops they had^ or 
makiiig recniits, or preparing any of thoTe Provifions, which 
would be necef&ry for taking the Field. They were now en<^ 
ler'd into the Month of Mtrcb, which was ufed as a ftrong 
Afgumeot by both Parties, the one urging, '* from the Seafon 
^ of the year, the neceffity of expediting their reiblution for 
^ the pamog the Ordinance, that the Army might be pot into 
^ a pojEture of marching j the other prefling, ^^ that fo great an 
'* Alteration ought not to be attempted, when there was lb 
^fliorc a. time to make it in : That there would be apparent 
^' danger, that die Enemy would find them, without any Ar- 
'^ mv at all fit to take the Field j and therefore defired, *^ that 
^ all things might ftand as they were, till the end of the next 
^'Campagne; when, if they faw caufe, they mi^ht refume 
^ thfs Expedient. The other Party were loud againft the de- 
lay ^ add faid, '^ that was the way to make the War laft ^ for 
^ managed as it had been, thev fliould be found at the end of 
^^ the next Campagm; in the (ame pofture they were now in ; 
*^ whereas they made no doubt but, if this Ordtnaiyre was 
** pafs'd, they mould proceed To vigoroufly, that the next Cam- 
^'pagne (hould put an end to the War. 

The Debate continued many days in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, with much paffion, and fliarp reSedtjons upon Things, 
and Perfons y whiltc the Houfe of P^rs look'd on, and attend- 
ed the refolution below. Of the Presbyterian Party, which 
paflionacdy oppofed the Ordinance, the chief were, t&Bi, 
Stafktomy Gtm^ Waller^ Lrn^j and others, who beiiev'd their 
Party much Superior in Number ^ as the Independent Party 
was led by NktboMsel Prnm^f^ Vane^ CHmomUy Ha/Urigy Mar^ 
tWy and others ; who fooke more and warmer than they that 
oppofed them. Of the Houfe of Peers, there was none thought 
to be of this laft Party, but the Lord Ssy ; all the reft were 
iuppofed to be of the E^rl of Bffix*s Party ; and fo^ that it was 
smpoiEble that the Ordinance (hould ever psfs in the Houfe 
of Peers, though it (hould be carried by the Commons: But 
they were in This, as in many other things, difappointed ; 
for many, who had face filent, and been diought to have been 
of one Party, appear'd to be of the other. They who thought 
they could never be fecure in any Peace, except the King 
were firft at their Mercy^ and (o obliged to accept the condi* 
tions they would give hun, were willing to change the hand 
in carrying on the War: and many, who rhoughr the Earl of 
Bffix behaverf himfelf too imperioufly, were willing to have 
the Command in one who was more their equal. Many were 
willing he (hould be anger'd, and humbled, that Hirofelf might 
be more concem'd to advance a Peace, which he had not been 
forward enough to do, whiUt beheld tbeSupreme Command. 

When 
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Whkn the Debate grew ripe, 5'JMf-7«£9, Pkrpckty Wbti- 
lock J ftod CH^j, whQ had been thought to be of the Party of 
die Earl of B^x^ appeared for paffing the Ordinance, as the 
cmly way to unite tneir Counfels* and to refift the CommoQ 
Enemy; faying, ^'they difoover'd by what they heard abroQid. 
« and oy the Spirit that govemM in the City, that there woiiJd 
<^be a general diOatisfadion in the People, if this Ordinance 
*<were not paOed. Then thev fell mto a high Admiration 
of the Earl of Efflx^ extolling his great merit, and ieem*d to 
fear, ^^ that the War would never be carried on fo happily^ as 
^' it had been under Him ; or if it were, that the good fiic- 
^'cefs muft be ftill impurcd to his Conduft, and Courage, 
^' which had form'd their Armies, and taught them to Frght. 
By this kind of Oratory, and profefllng to decline their own 
incUoations and wiflies, purely for Peace and Unity, thev fo 
rWiMfdtJ^ prevaird over thofe who were ftill furprifed, and led by 
njiwgOrdiS fomt Craft, that the Ordinance was pafsd in the Houfe of 
nsmM pdfu Commons, and tranfmitted to the Peers for their Confent j 
tkt Ctm- ^here no body imagin'd it would ever oafs. 
**"^' After the Battle at T^ri^ and chat ^e Earl of Maaehefior 

was required to march with his Army againll the Kins, upon 
the defeat of the Earl of Bffix in Cmmaly the Sc9t^^ Army 
marched Northward, to reduce the little Garrifons remain- 
ing in thofe parts \ which was ea&iy done. After which they 
marched CO ^#vC^i^; which, being defended only by the 
Townfmen, and in no degree fortified for a Siege, was given 
up to them, after as good a refiftance as could be made in fuch 
a place, and by fuch People. So that they haviu no more 
to do in thofe parts, the Parliament thought not nt however 
to difmiis them to return into their own Country, not know- 
ing yet, how far their new Ynodell'd Army would be able to 
carry on all their defigns. And therefore the £rs/^ Army was 
again advanced as far as Xwk^ and was to be applied as these 
Inould be occafion. 
Un sccmut T HE King had formerly, towards the end of the year forty 
^thtBMTi three, confider'd how to give fuch a difiurbance to &wf- 
trofeVfi^ Awm/, as might oblige their Army to ftay at home to quench a 
ditnm ImT Fire in their own Country; but all the Advance, which bad 
ScotitDcL been made towards the execution of chat defign, in ih.: Con- 
ferences with the Earl of Mountrtfi and in the Commicmenc 
of Duke HsmUp0y had been check'd for fome time, bv (be 
King's not being able to give any Troops to that Earl, by 
the Prote&ion whereof the Loyal Party of that Kingdom 
might come to his Afliftance, and diicovcr their AScdion to 
hisMajcfty. Notwithftanding which, the vigorous Spirit of 
the Earl of Mifumtrtfiy had ftirr'd him up to make fome at- 
tempt, whether he bad any help or no« The Perfon whom 
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that Earl moft hated, and coocemo'd, was the Marauis oF^r- 
gfle^ who had then the Chief Goveramenc oESc^thmdi and 
though' he was a Man endued with all the faculties of oafc 
and diffimulation, that were neceflary to bring great defigns 
to eflfe&, and had« in refpeft of his Eftate and Authority^ a 
very great Intereft in that Kingdom ; yet he had no Martial 
Qualities, nor the reputation of more Courage, thaninfolent 
and imperious Perfons, whilft they meet wim no oppofition, 
are ufedtohave. 

The Earlof JM9M»^n>/Sbeliev'd that his getting (afely into 
Scotbmdy was much more diflicuk than it would be to raUe 
Men enough there lo controul the Authority of ^r|:y/r. There 
was, at that time, ac Oxfird^ the Earl of AtOrimy remarkable 
for nothing, but for having Married the Dowagpr of the great 
Duke of BMtkmgbsm » within few vears after the death of 
that Favourite. By the poOeffion of Her ample Fortune, he 
had liv'd in the Court in great expecoe and fome luft^re, until 
his Riot had contradedfo great a debt, that he was necc^T 
raced to leave the Kingdom, and to retire to his own For- 
tune in IreUnd{ which was very fair ) together with his Wife ; 
who gave him reputation, being a Lady, beSdesherown great 
extraction and Fortune, as Heirefs to the Houfe of Runandy 
and Wife and Mother to the Dukes of Buckh^ham^ of a very 

frreat wit and Spirit ; and made the mean parts, of her pre- 
ent I4usband ( a handfome Man too ) well enough received 
in all places : fb that they had Ijv'd in Ireland in fplendour, 
as they might well do, till that Rebellion drove the Lady again 
from thence, to find a livelyhood out of her own Eftate in 
England. And upon the Queen's firft coming to Oxford^ She 
iikewife came thither ^ where She found great refped: from 
all. The Earlof ^»rrii«, who was a Man of exceifive pride 
and vanity, and of a very weak and narrow underftanding, 
wasnofooner without the counfel and company of his Wif«, 
than he betook himfelf to the Rebels, wuh an imagination 
that his Quality and Fortune would give him the fupreme 
power over them ; which, probably, he never intended to 
employ to the prejudice of the King, butdcTired to appear fo 
confiderable, that he might be look'd upon as a greater Man 
than the Marquis of Ormand; which was founeafy and tor- 
turing an Ambition to him, that it led him into feveral fatilts 
and foWicB. The Rebels were glad of His prefence, and to 
have his Name known to be among them, but had no confi- 
dence in his abilities toadvifeor command them: but relied 
much more upon his Brother , Alexander Macaennely who 
was faft to their Party, and in their mod fecret Counfels. 

The Earl, according to his natural undeadinels, did not 
like his Sucioo there, but, by difguife, got himfelf into the 
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ProCeftmt Quarters, and from thence into EffgUndy and fo to 
Oxford ; where hi5 Wife then was \ and made his prefencenot 
unacceptable; the King not having then notice or his having 
ever been among the Itijb Rebels ; but he pretended to have 
great credit and power in Irilgmd to ferve the King, and to 
dirpore the lri(h to a Peace, if he fliould have any eoontenaoce 
from the King ; which his Majefty Icnew him too well to 
think him 'cap3)Ie of. Whether the Earl of jMtim had hit 
original Extraction in ScotUmdy or the Marquis of .^^;^JSr His 
in Zrf iWvi/, ntuft be left to the determination of choTe that are 
skill'd in the Genealogy of the Family of the MKdo$mek ; to 
the fuperiority whereof they both pretend ; and the Earl of 
Aittrm^ to much of thofe Lands in the Highlands of Sen* 
lamdy which were poflefled by Argjb ; and the greatdib part 
ofhisEftatein Itiimid was inthat part of C7/fftfr that lies next 
Scct/stidy and his Dependents near of the fame Language, and 
manner of living wich the Highlanders of ScatLmd. The know- 
ledge of this, difpofed the Eariof ilf^Mtfr^ to make a great 
flcquaituance with him aflbon as he came to Oxfrrdy and to 
confult with him, whether it might not be poflSble to draw 
a Body of Men out of JbreUnd to be fuch a foundation for 
raifing Forces in Sc^Umd, as might advance the Enterpnfe he 
had fo long in his heart ; it being notorious enough that the 
Highlanders in Sc^Umd bad verv good AffvAioos for the 
King ; and dcfircd norhioe more than to free themielves from 
the hard flavery, they had long endured under the Tyranny of 
Argyh, The paflage over the Sea in thofe places, between 
Scmgmd and Irilsndy is fo narrow, that the People oAeo make 
their Markets in one and the other, in the fpace of few hours j 
and the hardinefs of both People is fu^h, that rhey have no 
delight in the fuperflaity of diet, or doathing, or the great com* 
modity of Lodging ; and were very fit to conftitute an Army 
chat was not to depend upon any Supplies of Money, or 
Armes, or Vi^al, but what they could eafily provide for 
themielves, by the dexterity that is univerially prafticed in 
clK>fe parts. 

XnK Earl of Attirimy who was naturally a great Under- 
taker, and defired nothiiu; fo much, as that the King fliouki 
belkvehimtobeaManonntereftandpowerhi IrtUmd^ was 
highly exalted, when he difcovcr'd by the Earl xJiMmmir^^ 
chat he was thought to have credit enough in that part of /rr-' 
Imd^ to perform a Service for the King, whkh he never be- 
fore entertain'd a thought of. ' So that Ik prcfeotly undertook 
to the Earl of AfsMi/r^, ^ that, if the King would sranc him 
^^ a Commiffion, he would raifc an Army in Irfumdy rod 
*' tranfport it into Sc9tlmid\ and would himfelf be in the 
'^ head of it } by means whereof he believ'd all the Clan of die 
a ^JUMtdmafh 
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^ Macdomiils in the Highlands of ^r#f Ann/, might be perfwad* 
^ ed ru follow htm. When the Earl of MMmfroJk had forro'd 
fiich a reaibnable undertaking, as he believed the Earl of An- 
trim might in tmth be able to comply with, he acquainted 
the Lord D%ty with it,' who .was afrieiidtoalldiAcult'de- 
figns, and dcfired htm ^' to propofe it to the King, and to let 
^ his Majefty know, that he was fo confident of the Earl of 
^< Antrim's being able to perform what fliould be neceOary 
^^ ( for he would be very well content, if he would fend over * 
^ a Body but of two tfaoufand Men into SMlmtd^ which he 
^' well knew he could eafily do ) that he would himfelf be in 
^< the Highlands to receive them ; and run his fortune with 
^ them ; if his Majefty would give him leave to gather up 
**fuch aNumber of his Country- men about Ox/trn/, as would 
^^be willing to accompany him^ with whom Ke would make 
^ his way thither ; and that, if no time were loft in profecnt* 
^ing this defign, he did hope that by Che time the Sc^tfi Ar^ . 
'^ my (hould be ready to take the Field, they fhould receive 
^< fuch an Alann from their own Country, as (hould hinder 
''their advance. 

Upon this Overture, the King conferred with the two 
Earls together ; and finding the Earl of Antrim forward to 
undertake the raifing as many Men as (bould be defired, if he 
mig^ have the King's Commiilion to that purpofe ; and Know- 
ing well, that he had, in that part of the Kingdom, Incereft 
enough to do it ; and che Earl of Mmmiffe as confidently af- 
foring bis Majefty, ^' that with two tboufand Men Land^ in 
<< die Highlands, he would quickly raife an Army, with which 
^ he could dilqaiet that Kingdom ; and the defi^ being more 
probable^ than any other that could be propoied to t& fame 
purpofe, his Majefty refolv'd to encourage it all he could, that 
IS, to give it countenance ; for he had neither Money, nor 
Armes, nor Ammunition, to contribute to it in any degree. 
The great objedion, that appeared at the firft entrance into i^ 
was, *^ that though the Earl of Antrim had power in Uifier^ 
^and among the Roman Catholicks, he' was very odious to 
^ the ProtdSants, and obnoxious to the Stare at Dutiim, many 
« things being difoover'd againft him of his corre({>ondenoe 
^' with the Rebels, which were not known when be came into 
^ EMgtmti. But that whidi gave moft Umbrage (for no body 
fufpeded his conjundion with the Rebels) was his dedar'd 
^^ Malice to the Lord Lieutenant, the Marquis ofOmMR^, 
^^ and die contempt the Marquis had of him, who would there- 
^ fore undervalue any Propofition (bould be made by him, be- 
^ ing a Man (rf* fo notorious a levity and inconftancy, that 
^' he dkl not ufe to intend the &me thing fong. There could 
^ be no trufting him with any Conuniifion independent upon 
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^ the Marquis of Ortmmly or allowiii^ him to do anjrchtog in 
» Irelmd without the Marquis's Privity, andiiich a fimicancm 
<< would by no means be gvatefiil to him. And though the be- 
^ nefic, the King's Friends la Sc^ihmd would receive by the 
^^ carrying away any Body of Men out of Ulffer^ would be a 
^^ great kflcning and abatement of the ftrengch of the Lifik 
'^ Rebels, who had the Command over thofe parts, yet if the 
^^Earl of AfOrmy under any Authority from the King,ihould 
* ^ indifcreetly behave himfelf (as no Man who lov'd Qih beft, 
*^ had any confidence in his difcretion) all the reproaches ctft 
^' upon his Majefty, of his countenancing thofe Rebels, would 
^receive the greateft confirmation imaginable. 

The fore^ht of thefe diflBculties gave life to an Intrigue 
in the Court, which for feme time had not fucceeded. Dmael 
O Nfik ( who was in fubtlejy and underfiandi w mudi fupe- 
rior to the whole Nation of^che old Iriflb) had long hbour^ 
col>e of die Bed-Chamber to the King. He was very well 
known to the Court, having fpent many years between that 
and the Low Countries, the Winter Seaion in the one, and 
the Summer always in the Army in the other; as good an 
Education towards advancement in the World, as that Age 
knew. He Ittd a fair Reputation in both Climates, having a 
competent Fortune of his own, to fupport himfelf withmic 
dependence, and a natural Infinuation, and Addrefi, which 
made hitn acceptable in the beft Company. He was a great 
obferver, and diicemer of Mens Natures and Humours, and 
was very dexterous in oomplyance where he found ic ufeful. 
Affi)on as the Troubles bepin in Scatlsmd^ he had, with the 
firft, the Command of a Troop of Horie ; to which he was 
by all Men held very equal ; having had good experience in 
the nioft Adtve Armies of that time, and a Courage veij 
notorious. And though his Inclinations were naturally to eafe 
and luxury, his induftry was indefatsjuble, when his Honour 
required it, or his particular Interm, which he was never 
without, and to which he was very indulgent, made it necef- 
iary or convenient. * 

I N the fecood Troubles in ScvtUmi^ he had a greater Com* 
mand, and fome part in moft of the Intrigues df the Court, 
and was in great confidence with thofe who moft defign'd 
the defttudion of the Earl of Strsjfird^ againft whcxn be 
had contraded fome prejudice in the i)ehalf of his Nation : 
yet when the Parliament grew too imperious, he entered very 
frankly into thofe new defigos , which were contrived at 
Court, with left circumfpeftion than both the Seafon, and the 
weight of the Affiiir required. And in this Combination, in 
which Men were moft concem'd for themfelves, and to re> 
ceive good recompence for the Adventures they made, be 
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had dchdr bten promifed, or at kaft eiiooiiraged by the Qgcenr 
to hope CO be made Groom of the Bed-cfaaaS)er^ when a va- 
cancy (hooM happen. When tbeCivil War began, he, be- 
ing then hk the Low Countries, having made an efcape out of 
the Towdr, where he ftood committed by the Parliamencaponf 
a Charge of High Treaibn, cfaofe rathor to be-Lieiitenant 
Colonel of Horfe co Prince Brnftriy thaniihe Name of a greater 
Oflicer, which be might well have pretended co \ preluming 
diat, by his dexterity, he fboold have fach an Imereft in that 
young Prince, as might maice his relation co him Superior co 
thofe who had greater Tides. He had che misforcune, at che 
fir ft coming of the Prince, co have aedit with him co mak^ 
fome impreffioos, and prejudices, which he would have beecf 
glad afterwards co have removed, when he faw other* had 
credit likewife co build upon chbfe Focmdarions, which hi, 
hoped to kive had the fole Aucfaority CO have fopervifed, and 
direded. Whenhe faw fome of his Fraternity promoced to 
Offices and Honours, who had noc veotu<d, or fuflcr'd mote 
than He ( ibr if he had noc made his efcape ouc of cheTowet' 
very dexcroufly, in a Ladies drefs, he had been in manifeft 
danger of his Life ) and whofe precences were not bercei' 
fbumled,diao upon the promifes made at the feme dme, when 
be had promifed himfelf to be of the Bed- Chamber, he now 
prefled likewife to be admicred inco thac accendance ; and chs* 
Queen had been very folUdcous wiA che King on his behalf 
being conlcious to her (elf, thiu he bad been encouraged by 
Her to hope it. Buc che Kiog could by no means be prevailed 
wich CO receive htm, having concraAed a prejudke againft 
him wich reference co che Earl oS Sir afford^ or upon fopn^ 
ocher reafon, whidi could noc beremoved by all his Friends, 
or by the Queen her feif ^ who therefore bid him expeft a bet- 
ter conjunfture. This, O Neib took very heavily : and th^ 
more, becaufe bis condition in the Army was lefs pleafant to 
Mm, by Prince Jbvpsrf's withdrawing his Graces from him. 

The defign of the Earls ciMmmtr^fi and Antrim, which 
was yet wholely managed with the King -by the Lord Bigif^ 
who was likewife of intimate Friendfliip with O A)M!r, gave 
him opportunity cofecchis pretence again on fboc. It was ge- 
nerally known chac O Neile, whether by Alliance, or Friend- 
flifp,'Orlong acquaintance, had more powerwich the Earl 
of jBdrim than any Man ; and that by the afcendent he had in 
big underftandlng, and the dexterity of his Nature, id which 
he was Superior co moft Men, he could peifwade him vtiy, 
much ; ami it Was as notorious, that che Marquis of OrinHid 
lov'd O NMSr very well, and had muchefteem forhiin. Upori 
this ground cbe Lord Digij cold the King, •< that he had 
<^diM|^ofa& ^xpedieor^ which he did believe misfrc feleivcf 
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^^ hioli in tbc penriezities he foftain'd conoerniag the Caiidii£b 
<'ofthe Earl in At/trim ; and then propofed, '^the fending 
<< O Miifr with htm ; who (hould firft diflwade him from affeft- 
<' ing to have any Q>mmiffion Himfelf to Ad in Inlsmdy and 
^* then incline ban to depend upon the AlSftance and Autho> 
^ ricy of theMarquis of Ormond ^ who (Iiould be required bv 
<< the King to contribute alt he could, for the makmg tboie 
^' Levies of Men, and for imprefling of Ships, and other Vef- 
<* felfi for their Tranfportation into the Highlandf ^ and then, 
<^ that he Chould go over himfelf with the Earl, and ftay with 
^ him during his abode in D$fiim 9 by which he might begin, 
<< ajnd preferve a good Intelligence between Him and the 
*' Marquis of Qrmo»d\ and dUjpofe the Marquis xAOnmmd 
^'to gratify him, in all things that might concern <b impor- 
^^tant a Service; which, befides the lletters he fhould carry 
*^ with him from the King, his own credit with the Mtiquis, 
*' and his fingular Addrels, would eafily bring to paTs. 

This Propofition was very agreeable to the King, who 
knew O Nsik was equal to this bufinefs ; and the Lord I>%fy 
did not in the leaft infinuate any defign for O Nnk's advan- 
tage in the Service, which would have diverted the Negotia- 
tion : thereupon his Majefty himfelf fpoke to him of the whole 
defign, the Lord Digty defiring he would do fo, pretending 
that he had not communicated any pare of it to him, beiiy 
not fure of his Majefty s Approbation. He receiv'd it as a 
thing he had never thought of; and when the King asked 
him^ ^' whether he thought the Earl had intereft enough in 
<* thofe parts of Irelani^ to Levy and Tranfport a Body c^ 
^ Men into the Highlands ? he AnfwePd readily, '* that he 
^^ knew well, that there were fo many there, where the Earl's 
^^Eftate lay, who depended abfolutefy upon him, that there 
'' would be Men enough ready to go thither, or do what he 
*^ required them : and that the Men were hardy and ftoutfor 
'^ any Service ; but the drawing a Body of them together, and 
*^ Tranfporting them, would require, he doubted, more power 
*^ than the Earl himfelf had, or could be Mafter of. He laid, 
^^ there were two Objedions in view, and a third ^ that be 
<< was not willing, for many reafons, to make. The firft was, 
*^ that nothing of that Nature could be done without the Au- 
*^ thority and Power of the Marquis of Onmmi^ which, vo 
<< doubt, would be applied to any purpofe his Majefty fliouid 
** dired; ; yet that the Earl of Antrim had behaved UmfeJf io 
'Mndtfcreetly towards the Marquis, and fo unhandfomly diC- 
^^ obliged him, that ic could not but be thefevereft CommaDd 
^^ his Majefty could lay upon the Marquis, to enter into any 
^' kind of conjundion, or converfation with that EarL The 
^^ fecond was, that, though the Earl's Intereft oould make as 
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^ many Men as be deiired, to enter into any A&ion or En- 
^^ gagemeDt he would prefcribe, he much doubted the Irifb 
^Commander in Chief, who had the Military power of thofe 
*^ partf, would hardly permit a Body of thole Men, wUch 
^' they reckoned their beft Soldiers, to be Tranfported ^ and 
^ thereby their own ftrengch to be lefleo'd ; which was an ob- 
jedionof Weieht^ and not mentioned before to the King, not 
confider'd by him. He (aid, ^^hewas unwilling to make an« 
^^ other objedion, which refleded upon a Perfon £> dear to 
** him, and for whom he would at any time lav down his Life ; 
^' which was^ that he muchfear'd the Earl of AMtrim hid not 
*^ (teadinefs of mind enough to go through with fuch an Un* 
^^dertaktng, which otherwife would be as eafy as honour* 
"able. 

The King, well fatisfied with the Difcourfe he made, told 
him, ^'that he was not Himfelf without the fame apprehen- 
" fions he had, and knew but one way to iecure the bufinels, if 
^' he would undertake the Journey with him, by which all hit 
" fears would be compos'd^ His Counfel would govern the 
^^ Earl in all things, and his credit with the Marquis of Or* 
<^ ffiTMM/. whidi mould be improved b]r his Majefty's recom-^ 
" mendation, would prevent any prejudice in him towards 
" the Earl. The King added, <^that the Service it felf was 
'^ of (b vaft importance, that it might prefer ve his Crown, and 
^^ therefore his condudUng it, without which he (aw little hope 
^^ of Suocefs, would be a matter of great merit, and could not 
" be Unrewarded. O Nei/e feem'd wonderfully furpris'd with 
the Propofition, and in fome diforder (which he could hand* 
fomly put on when be would ) faid, '^ that he would never 
" diiobey any Command his Majefty would pofitively lay 
" upon htm ^ but that he Chould look upon ic as the greateft 
^' misfortune that could befal him, to receive fuch a Com-> 
" mand, as would deprive him of attending upon his Majefty 
<* in the next Campagne, where he was fure there muft be a 
"Battle ; from which he had rather lofehis life than be ab» 
" fent. Then he faid, " though the Earl of Antrim was his 
" Kinfman, and his Friend, and one who, he thought, lov'd 
" him better than he did any other Man, yet he was the laft 
" Man in E»ghmd with whom he would be willing to joyn 
"in any Enterprife; mentioning his Pride, and Levity, and 
Weakneft^ and many Infirmicies, which made it appear 
more requifice, that a Wifer Man (hould have the application 
of his Intereft ; which he knew muft be himfelf. The King 
renew'd his defire to him, to undertake the Service, as the 
greateft he could perform for him ; and commanded him to 
confer with the Lord Digty^ who (hould inform him of all 
particulars, and Ibould find the beft way to make the Earl of 
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Afttrm to communicate the Afiair to him. and to wilh lu* 
Afliftance; which was eaflly brought to pauj nor was 'there 
anything relating to ic that the Lord ll(^ijr had not before im- 
parted to him ; though the Kin^ fiirpeded it not. 

The Lord D%h had now brought the bufineft to the 
ftate he wifh'd ; and. within two or three davs, told the Kii^ 
<* how glad the Earl of Antrim was, that be had leave to 
^ communicate the matter with O Unk ^ and defired nothing 
^< more than that hisMajefty would command him to go over 
<* with him; which was an excellent point gained, wherein 
*^ he had himrelf dfofen the Perfon, who was only fit to be 
<^ with him, whereas he might have been jealous, if he had 
^^been firffc recommended to him. The Earl had^ upon the 
*' firft mention of him, taken Notice of the Difficulty he 
^ might find to draw his Men out of the hyb Qparters, bj 
^' the oppofition of thofe who Commanded there in* ddef^ 
^' but, he faid, if the King would make O Neik go with him, 
'* all that difficulty would be removed ; for Owm O Nrib who 
*^ was Uncle to DameL was the General of all the Iriflb in 
^^UMer^ and incomparably the beft Soldieir, and the Wifeft 
'* Man that was among the Ir^ Rebels, having long lerv 'd 
'^ the Kihg of Spam in FUmJers in very eminent Command ; 
*^ atid the Karl faid, that he was fure Dmaet had that aedit 
^'with his Uncle, that he would notrefiife at his noqueft, to 
^* connive at what was* nece£&ry for the Earl to do, which 
^* was all he defired. 

The Lord Digty left not this ciicumftance, which l|c pre- 
tended never to have thought of before, unobierv^d, to ad- 
vance the Counfel he bad given for employing Umf^ whom 
he took occafion then to Magnify again } and told the King, 
^ that he had already convinced the Earl of j^Orm^di the 
^* folly ofdefiring any other Commiffion, than what the Mar- 
**quis ofOmrMMfliduld findneceflary to give him ; and bow 
^MropolSble it was for him to have any fucceis in that de- 
*f fign, without the cheerful concurrence, and friendflup of 
^tl^ Marquis: whfeh the Earl was now brought to confis^ 
"and folem'nly promifed to doallheOiould oe advUed, to 
^* coropafs it. But after all this, he lamented ^' O MdSr s ob* 
'^ ftinace averfion to undertake the Journey, for many reafoos ; 
*^ who, he faid, had engaged hiip, under all the oUig^oos 
•' of the Frlendfliip that was between theni^ to prevail widi 
" his Majefty, that be might not be ab(ent from nis charge in 
^^ the Army, in a Seaion when there muft be fo much A&ion, 
"and when his Majcfty's Perfon, wboQ) hefo dearly lov'd, 
"muft be in fo great danger ; and that he had told him (rec- 
^' ly, that he could not honcftly move his Majefty to that 
" f urp jfe, whom he knew to be fo po0eQed of the neceflitf 
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^df his going iflto Iriimd wit6 the Earl^ that he (houid 
"defpsdl: of the ^hble Enterprife. which was the xnoft hope- 
"fill he had in hid view, if he clld not chearfuUy fubmit to 
" id hi^ part towak'dt it : but that notwlchftanding all he had 
**laid, by which he had (hut out all farther importunity to; 
** wards nimfel^ his Mljdfty mdft exped to be very muc^', 


*^ro be done, but that his Majdly, #ith Ibtee warmth, ftiquld 
" Cbramand him to de6l{ ffotn fitrther Inipbrtiifalty, and to 
"comply with what he (faould expeft frdm hlcb; which, he. 
"faW: he knew would filenbe all wtrier oppofition : for that 
** O I^iU had tfet entire rcfignatidn to his Majeft/s pteafurp, 
" that be Would rather dye than dfl&hd him. Upon wKith,^ 
and to cut off all farther Mediation,, and Interpofirion, ^he' 
King prefcntly fent for him, anil j^ictdufly conjured hiih, with 
«$ mueh paiBoh as he could ihew« ^^togive over all thou^ts 
'^ of excufe, and tb provide for His Jdurney within thfee or 


"foUr days. 
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L L thingsf 6fcih| thiis dJfpofed: 3itd the Kin| cipoffing 
y day that th^ Earf and O Neili yiroutd take their leaves, 
the Lord Diff^came to* him, atd faid, **M' ONeile, had an 
"hundble Suite to hisMijray at p?ttiiig; which to him did 
*' not feem unrealbnable, and ^ therefore he hopod his Majefty 
** would i^aBe the Spirits of the poor Man, fince he d\a be- 
*' lieve in hfs Oonfcienee, that he defined it mbfe for the ad- 
*' vanc^merit of his Majefty's Service, than tb fatisfy Ws own. 
" Ambitiqn. fie put him in mind of the "long prcfcnce he 
^* had to* be Groom d his Bed-Chambcr, for the which he 
** could ndt choofe biit fay, that he had the QuccnV promife, 
** at the fi^ttoe time when Fiercy^ ^niVf^hnot had the Hke for 
"tWif Hedours, which they had fiticfe received theaccom- . 
** rifito o^: That h& Majefty had not yet rejcfted the 
" SuiRe, but only dcfenr"d the grantin^it; not withoujc giving 
'^him leavte in due time to hope it:. That there could not be 
" fo prop& a Seafon as this, (at his Majefty ro cpnfer this 
" Gnte : 1*nat W O Neik Was' withbtit a Rival, and, in the 
"Eyes of all Men. equal to his pretetice;,and fo no Man 
" coaU be ofiended at; the Succefs : That he was now upon 
" an eifapioy tbent of great Tnift, dhofen by his Maic(ly as the 
^ oftlv Perioti who could bring an Enterprife of that vaft ex- 
^•p^Bori.to a good end, bv his'Conduft and Dexterity : 
** That It mufl: be a Journey ot great expeqce, befides the ha- 
** Zard cf it J yet he asked n6 Money, becaufe he knew ther^ 
** was node to be had j he begged only* that he might de- 
**jpart n^idi fuch a CJharafler, and Teftimoriy of his Ma- 
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<^ jefty's favour and fiocxi opiiuo% that he mighc be thereby 
'^cfae better qualified to perform the truft that was repofed 
^^ in him : That the conferriD| thifli Honour upon him, at this 
^^ time, would encreafe the Credit he had with the Earl of 
^^j^rimy at leaft confirm his upconftant Nature, in an ab- 
^^(blute confidence in him : It would make him more cons- 
iderable to the Marquis of OrmpuL and .the Council there, 
^with whom he migm have oocafion pftep to confer about 
^^his Majddy's Service^ but above all, it would give him that 
^^ Authority over his Country-men, and would be fuch an 
'^obligation upon the whole Iri/b Nation (there having ne- 
'^ver yet been any Ir^man admiuod to a plac« ib near the 
^'Perfon of the King)' that it might produce unezpedted 
^ efieds, and could not fail of difpofing Ownt O Nf$ie^ the 
^* General, to hearken to any thin^ his Nephew Ibould ask 
*'ofhim. 

How much reaibn foever this difcourfe carried with it, 

with all the inlinuations a very, powerful Speaker, could add 

to it in the delivery, the Lord bigiy found an averfion, and 

wearinefs in the King all the time he was fpeaking ^ and 

therefore, as his laft eflbrt^ and w|ch a Countenance as if he 

thouglit his Majefty much in the wrong, he concluded, ** that 

'<he doubted his Majefty would top late' repent his averfion 

'' in thisparticular ; and that Men ou^ht not to be lent upon 

'^fuch Errands, with the (harp fenie of any difobligation : 

'^That if his Majefty pleafed, he might fecde this ASur in 

'^ fuch a manner as O Neik might go away very well plea/ed, 

''and his Majefty enioy the greateft part of his refolution : 

" That O Neik (hould not be yet in fo near an attendance 

"about his Perfon ; That the Employment was full of hazard, 

"and would require a great expeace of time : That he was a 

"Man of that Nature, as would not leave, lus buGnels haJf 

" done, and would be afliamed tq fee bis Majefty's face, be- 

"fore there were fomc very confiderable eflfeft of his A&i* 

^' vity and Induftry ; and confidering what was to be done in 

" Jn/smJ^ and the pofturp of AfiSdrs in Englaniy it might be 

" a very long time before O Neib might find himfelf again in 

" the King's preience, to emer upon his Office in the Bed- 

f^ Chamber^ and therefore propofed, ^'that the hour he was 

** to leave Oxfird, he might be fworn Groom of the Bcd- 

" Chamber; by whioh he (hould depart only with aTitle» 

" the efied whereof he fhould not be poffefled of, before he 

'^had very well defervM it, and recurn'd again to his Ma- 

"jetty's prefence ; which, pofEbly, might require more time 

a" han the other had to live. This laft prevailed more than 
the reft, and the imagination that the other might be well 
frpsfied with a place be (hould never enjoy^ made his Majefty 

confenr^ 
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coaSsaty tiat, io che laft Article of time^ he fliocdd be fwora 
before Us departure ^ with which che ocher was well fatiP- 
fied^ making little doabt but that he ihcNild be able to difpatch 
chat pare of the bufiheft which was incumbeot on him, in 
lb (bore a time, as he might return to his attendance in the 
Bed-Chamber (where he longed to be) ibonqr than the King 
lexpeAed ; which fell out aooordtngly, for he was again with 
his Majefty in the Summer following , which was that of 
forty four. 

Whilst this Intrigne was carrying on for M' ONeiliy 
there was another, as unacceptable, fet on foot on the behalf 
of the Earl of Antrim ; for whofe Perfon the Kine had as 
little i^ard or kindnefs, as for any Man of his rank. The 
Ducheft of Buckmgbsm^ his Wife, was now td Os^ifrdy whom 
che King always heard with favour; his Majefty retaining a 
moft gracious memory of her former Husband, whom, He 
thought, (he had forgotten too foon. This Lady, being of a 
great Wit and Spirit, when fhe found that the King now 
thought her Husband good for fomewhat, which he had ne^ . - 
ver i^ore done, was rablv'd he fliould carry with.hioi fome 
teftimony of the King's efteem ; which, (be thought, would 
be at leaft fome Juftilcatton of the a£fe&ion^ (be had mani- 
fefted for him. She told the King, ^^ that her Husband was 
*^ fo eclipTed in JreUnd^ by the no-countqnance his Majefty 
^' had ever fiiew'd towards him, and by bis preferring fome 
^^ who were his equals^ to degrees and trufts above, him, and 
'^ by raifiog others, who were in. all refpeds much inferior to 
^^ him^ to the fame Title with him, and to Authority above 
*'him, that (be believ'd he had not Credit and Inter^ enough 
*^ eo do the Service hedefired to do : That, in that Country, 
*' the Lords and Greateft Men had Reputation over their To- 
^^ nants and ValTals, as they were known to have Grace from 
^^ the King; and when they were known to be without that, 
*^they had no more power than to exaft their own juft Ser- 
^^ vices. She lamented ^^tbe misfortune ef her Husband* 
*' which (be had the more reafon to do, becaofe ic proceeded 
^' from Her; and that, whereas he had realbn to haveex- 
^^ peded, that, by his Marriage with her, he might have 
^* been advanced in the Court, and in his Majefty's favour, 
^' he had found fo little benefit from thence, that he might 
^' well believe, as She did, that he fufier'd for it : Otherwiie, 
'^ it would not have been po(&bIe for a Perfon of the Earl of 
'^ Aafrims Eftate, and Incereft, and fo well Qualified, as (he 
^'had reafon to believe him to be in all re(pe£U, afier the 
^^expence of fo much Money in attendance upon the Court, 
^' to DC without any m^k or evidence of his Majei^y's favour ; 
^^and to return now again in the fame forlorn do^dieion into 
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^inlmdy voald bi|C give his Eaemies matt enoonrggcoaeiit 
^'to infiilt over him, and to ooTa any defigns he had to ad- 
^^vance his Majefty'a Senrice. In Coodufion Qie defired, 
^^thac the King would make her Husband a Marquis; with- 
put which, ihe did as good as dedafe, that he fliouki not uo- 
dertaice that Emfdoyment Though his Majeftjr wis neidMir 
pleafed with the matter, Mr the manner, lie did not difoem 
ib great an inconveoieooe hi the gratifying him, as might 
Weigh down the bene6t he expeAed with reference to ScO^ 
Und\ which the Earl of Mua/tr^^ cftrj da]r, with great 
earoeftnefs, put him in mind of. Thereupon, he gave Order 
for a Warrant to make the £arl of AuMm a Marquis. 
ThiEarff So He aod ONttky hctag well pleafed, begun tbeif Jour- 
Moiiocrofe ney for httmd^ and at the fame dme the Ein of MmaOnJi 
XHtfttvst». took his leave of the King with fetreral Gentlemen, as if cfaey 
j^'""^f^ meant to mike their way together into Scmbmd. But the 
f^fel M ^f' cfMmtirtfi^ after he had continued his Journey two or 
^Arn^i 4m< three days in that Equipage, which he Imew cooU be no ie- 
*«« ir#4f cret, and. that it would draw the Enemies Troops together for 
pKc^f. the Giiaid of all Paflles to meet with him, was found miffiiig 
one Morning by his 0>mpany ; who, after fome ftay and eo- 
qiUry, return'd iHick to Oxf9Tdy wlulft that NoUe PerfiNi, 
with incredible Addreft and Fat^;ue^ had not only qattted 
bis Company, and his Servants, but hfs Horfe alio, and found 
a iafe pdlage, for the moii part, on foot, through all tbe 
Enemies Quarters, till he came to the very Bordm ; ftom 
whence, bv the affiSanoe of Friends whom he truted, be 
found himielf fecure in the Highlands, where he lay quiet 
ivithouo undertaking any Afiion^until the Marquis of A0tnm^ 
by theCountenance and Affiftance of the Marquis of Qfmmd^ 
did make good fo much of his undertaking, that he fent over 
Jikxmubr Mscd9m»l^ a flout and an aAive Officer (whom 
they calif'd by an Ir^ appellation oMu) with a Regiment 
of fifteen hundred Soldiers; who Landed in the Highlands in 
Sc9thmdj at, or near the place that had been agreed on, sod 
where the Earl of Mtm^^rtfi was ready to receive them ; 
which he did with great jby ; and quickly publiih'd his Oom- 
miffion of being General for the King over all that Kiag- 
dom. With tins handfol of Men brought together witk thofe 
circumftances r^member'd, he brought in fo many of bis own 
Country-men to joyn with him, as weie ftroog enoifb to 
Arm themfelves at the Chaige of tlieir Enemies ^ whom they 
firft Defoated; and every day encreaied in power, oQ he 
Fought; and ptevail'd in fo many ieveral Battles, that he made 
himfel^ upon the matter, mafter of the Kingdom ; and did 
all thoto ftupendoos AQs, which defervedly are the Subjcfi 
of g Hiftory by it feM^ excellently wrktea in Latin by s 
^ ■' ■ " Leaiaed 
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Learned P/ebfie of chat Nation. And this preamble to that 
Hiflory waa noc improper 6>r tUs relation^ beiog made up 
of many leaec pa£bgei nown to few $ m which the Aitifioea 
of Court were very notable, aod as myfierious at the Mo- 
ciooi in that Sphere ufe to be. There will be hereafter occa- 
fioo, befiore toe condofion of our Hiftory, to mention that 
NoUe Lord again, and his Zeal for the Crown, before hie 
came to hia £ul Cataftrophe. 

Tbs King now found, that, notwithftanding all the divi- 
fions in the Parhaaient. and the faAiooa in the Gty, there 
would be an Army ready to march againft him before he could 

£t bimfeUf into a pofture ready to raceive it ; and was there- 
re the mote impati^t that the PrhiQe fhould leave Oxford^ 
and begin hia Joumtfy u^Briffo/; whidi he did wirhto a fort- 
night wer the expiration of the Treaty at Uxhulge. And 
fince the King did at that time^ within himfelf (for publickiy 
he was contented that it {hould be otherwife behev'd j refolve 
that the Prinoe (hould only keep his Court in the Weft, that 
thejr might be iepargted from each other, without engagmg 
himfelf in any Martial AAion, or being fo much as prefent 
in any Army, it had been very happy, and, to difcerning Men, 
leemvl then a thing defirable, if Ins Maiefty had removed his 
Court into the Wm too, either to Brt/fol, or, which it may 
be had been better, to £xMr . For fince Reaahg and Atmg- 
d0m were both polfifled by the Parliament, and thereby 0»* 
fmrJbecomo the head Quaner, it was not fo fit that the Court 
ibould remain there ; which,, by the multitude of Ladies^ and 
Perfooa of Quality* whorefided there, would not probably eo- . 
dure fuch an Attadc of the Enemy, as the Situation of the p^ace, 
and the good Fortifications which inclofed it, might very well 
bear. Nor would the Enemy have fate down ^fore it, rill 
they had done their bufinds in all other places, if they had 
not preium'd, that the Inhabitants within, would not be wit:^ 
ling to fobmit to any notable diftreCr. If, at this time, a good 
Garrifon had only been left there, and all the Court, and Per- 
fons of (polity, remov'd iato the Weft wich the Prince, it 
would jproEiably have been a means fpeedily to have reduced 
to the Kinn's Obedienoe tbofe fmall Garrubns, which ftood 
out^ and the King himfelf might, by tbe Spring, have been 
able to have carr»d a good secruit of Men to his Army, and 
mighe likewtfe have madeOxj^i/ the place of Rendezvous, at 
die time when it flioiild be £t for him to take the Field. Bui 
the truth is, not only the Ladies, who were very powerfiil in 
fiich ooafolnttipns of State, but very few of the reft, of what 
Degree, or Qiality (bever, who had excellent Acoommoda* 
tjons in the Colle£es, wliich thq^ could not have found any 
where dfe, wool^ witboift extreme imifmneiqg, have been 

content 
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conteot to have chaiig'd their Quarteri. Befides, the Kii^ 
had that Royal AifeftioD for tfaeUniverfity^ that he chou^t 
it weildderVd the honour of his own PreliBOoe; and always 
refolv'd, that it ihould be never fo expos'd to* the sgrncmity of 
War, as to fall into thofe barbarous hands, without making 
all necdiary Conditions for the preiervation of fo Venerable a 
place fiom Rapine, SaaUege, and deftruftion. 

Thus that confideration of removing the Coart from 
thence, was only fecrctly enter'd upon, and laid afide, wi^ocit 
making it the fubjeft or any Publfck Debate : and fiooe the 
other could not have been efieAed, it had been well if the 
whole Council which was affien'd to attend the Prince, had 
(been obtif^ed to have perform <1 that Service. But both the 
Duke ciBkhm^mi^ and the Earl of £Mftbniiis^«i, Men of great 
Reputation and Authority, excufed themielves to the Ki^g,for 
not fiibmitcing to that his Command, and for defiring to con- 
tinue ftill about his Perfon ; the one thinking it fome diminu- 
tion to his greatneb to be at any diftaooe from his Maj^y i 
to whom he had adher'd with that fignaji EidtUty and Aro- 
&ion, when fomany had defertedhim ^ the other bdngnew- 
ly Married, and engaged in a Family, which he could nor, 
widiout great inconveniencies, have left behind him ; nor 
without more have carried with him. Nor was the King diffi- 
cult in admitting their excufes, having named diem rather to 
obviate fome jealoufies, which were like to be entertain'd 
upon the firft difcourfeoif fending the Prince into the Weft, 
than that he believed the^ would be willing to be engaged in 
the Service. However, it waseafy to be foreieeiip that, upon 
any ill accidents, which were like enough to rail out, they 
who were ftill oblig'd to that duty, would not have reputation 
enough to exaft that general fubraiffion, and obedience^ which 
ought to be paid to the Commands of the Prince; of whidi 
there was fliortly after too manifeft evidence. 
Sr johoHo- There was an A A of Divine Juftice about this time exe* 
£&^ '"^.oitedby thofe ziWeBmmfiery which ou(^t not to be forgotten 
«t ^Jmif^^ ^^ relation of the Amiirs of this year ; and which ought to 
Wurx Bifjbhave caufed very ufeful refledtions to be made by many who 
«r» cwji. were equally engaged ; fome of whom afterwards did under- 
JTI'J *^goe the fame face. There hath been often mention before of 
te4te4rtf. §, j^i^ mthm, who (hut the Gates of HmU againft the King, 

and refofed to give him entrance into that Town, when & 
came thither attended only by his own Servants, bcfoie the 
beginning of the War ; and was, in truth, the immediate 
caufe of the War. It was the more wonderful, that a Perfoo 
of a full and ample Fortui^, who was not difturbed by any 
Fancies in Religion, had udqt^ion'dduty to the Crown, and 
reveraice for the GovemmentH^pth of Church and Sate, 
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fiiould To fooliilily expole Himfelf^ and his Family, of great 
Antiquity, to comply with the humours of thofe Men whore 
Perfbns he did not much efteem,and whoie defigns he perfcdtly 
defefled. But, as his particular Animofity againft the Earl of 
StTi^ard, firft engaged him in that Company, fo his yaniry 
and Ambition, and the Conceflionis the King had made to their 
unreaTonable demands, made him concur Farther with them, 
than his own' judgement dffpofed him to. He had taken upon 
him the Government of Hfiffi without atiy apprehenfion, or 

rfla 

riia 
DC rcconcucQ^ine eminence or tnac |onarge .wouja promote 
him to fcj(me bT thofe rewards and honours, wlu^h that Party 
rcfolv^d to divide among themfelves. When ne found him- 
ielf moredangeroufly and defperately Embarked than he ever 
intended to be, he bethought himfelf of all poffibfe ways to 
distntangle hinrfelfj and to wind himfelf out of the Labyrinth 
he was in. . His Comportirient towards the Lord Dfghj^^txXA 
j^humkam , and his Inclinations at that time, have, been 
mentioned before at large ; and from that time, the entife con- 
fidence the Parliament had in his Son, and the vigiTance and 
jealoufy that he was known to have towards his Father, was 
that alone that prefcrv'd him longer in the Government. Be- 
fides that they had fb conftituced the Garrifon, that they knew 
it could never be in the Father's power to do them hurt. But, 
after thisj when they dlfoover'd fome alteration in thc*SdA's 
behaviour, and that the Pride and Stubbomefs of his Nature 
would n'6t fufier him to iubmir to the Command of the Lord 
Fairfax^ arid that fuperiority over both his Father and Him, 
with which the Parliament had inveftcd that Lord, and had 
fome inkling pf fecret Meflages between the Marquis of He»^ 
Cafik^ and young Hftbam, they caufed both Father and Son 
to be fuddamly Kifed upon, and fent up Prifoners to the Par- 
liament ; whidi itnmediately committed them to the ,ToV»^er, 
upon a charge of High Tfeafon. 

ThougS there was Evidence enough againft them, yet 
they had fo many Friends in both Houfes of ParKament, and 
fome of that Intereft in the Army, that they were prefcrv'd 
from farth'ei* profecution, and remain'd long Prifoners in the 
Tower' without being brought to any Trials fothat theybc- 
liev'd their Puniihment to be' at the higheft. But when that 
Party prevail'd that refolv'dito new Model the Army, andno 
make as many examples of their rigour and feverity, as might 
terrify all Men from fiilling from them, they call d importu- 
nately, that the two HctbM^s might be tryod at a Court of 
War, for their Treachery and Treafon ; and they who had hi- 
therto preferv'd chem, nad now loft their Intereft j fo that 

they 
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they were both brought to their Trial, fome little time before 
the Treaty at tJxMi^e^ and both cood^mn'd to lofe tbdr 
Heads. The prfncipal Charge agaioS the Father was, bis fiif- 
feriog the Loia Di^fy to efcape ; and a Letter was producel 
by the Treachery oif a Servant i^nft the Son, whfch be had 
fenc to the Marquis ofNevj-CaJlS. The vile ardfices that were 
ufed both before aod after their Trial, Were fo barbarous, and 
inhutnani as have been rarely prafticed amonzCbriftians. 

The Father was fit ft ooodbmnM to fufi^ upon a day 
appointed , aod the Son afterwards to be executed in like 
manner the day following : The Night beforp, or the very 
Morning that S^JolmHfitbMm was to dye, a Reprieve .was 
lent from the Houfe of Peers to fiiijpend his execution for three 
days. The Commons were highly inc^hfed at this prefiimptioo 
in the Lords j and to prevent the like roifchief for the fiirure, 
they made an Order ^^ to all Mayors, Sherifli, Bavlifis, and 
^^ other Miniilers of Juftice, that no Reprieve (hoiild be grant- 
^'ed, or allow'd for any Perfon agatnA virhom the feotcnce of 
^* Death was pronounced, except the fame had pafled, and 
^'had the content of both Houtes of Parliament; and char if 
^' it pafled only by the Houfe of" Peers, it flx>uid be looked 
^* upon as ioyaiid and voic^ and execution Qiould not be there- 
^'upon forborne, or iufpended. By this accident the Son was 
brought to his Execution before his Father, upon the day 
on wUch he was (entenced to (uSkx ;; who dved with Cou- 
rage, an^ repfoaching ^' the iogiratitude of the Parliament,and 
^^ their continuance of the War ^ concluded, ^^ that, as to tkcm, 
^ he was very innocent, and had never been gtiiltv of Treaibn. 
The Father was brought to the Scaffold the next day : For the 
Uoolh of Comax)ns,to Ihe w t^ir l^rerogative over the Lords, 
lent an Order to the Lieutenant of the Towetj that he (hodd 
caufe him to be Executed that ^cxy day, whicn was two days 
before the Reprieve granted by the Houfe of Peers was ex- 

Sited. Whether he had yet tome promife from Tetets^ that 
e Oiould only be fbew'd to the People, and fo rccurn'd bk 
again to the Tower, which was then generally reported^ aod 
believ'd) or whether he was broken with delpair (which is 
more probable ) when he faw that his Enemies prevaiTd fo 
Su*, that he could not be permitted to live thoTe two days 
wmch the Peers had granted him, certain it is that the poor 
Mao appeared fo difpirited, that he fpokebut few words after 
he came upon the Scafibld, aod fufferd his ungodly ConfeBbr 
Pitits^ to cell the People " that he had ref^'d himfelf to 
*' him^ and confefs'd his Ofiences againft the Parliament ; and 
fo he committed his Head to the block. This was the wbefiil 
Tragedy of thefe two unhappy Cjentlemen i in wtuch tliere 
were fo many circumftances or an unufoal Nature, diat the 
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immediate hand of Almighcy God could aoc but appeal in it 
to all Men who knew their mcures^ Humours^ aqd Tranf' 
a^oos. 

Since ibeUflOfficeofaGenex^ with reference to the 
King's Qpanersy which the Earl of Ejffexjpcrfonn^d before he 
fouiKi it necei&xy to furrender his Coomiifiion to the Parlia- 
ment, was done before the end of this year, it will be pro- 
per in this place to mention it, both in reTpcd of the Nature 
of the thing it (elf, and the Qrcumftances with which it was 
condttded, it being a Letter fign'd by the Earl of i^«, and 
fent by a Trumpet no Pdiice Rttfurt^ bat pcan'd by a Uom* 
miaee of Padiameot, aiKl perufed by both Houfes before it 
was fign'd by their General; who ufed, inalldifpatches nude 
by Eumfelf, to obfenre alldecency in the forms^ It was a 
very inibleot Letter, and upoo « ?ery infolent occafion. The 
Parliament had , fome Months before, made an Ordinance 
againft giving Qgarter to any of the Ir^ Nation which Ibould 
be taken Priioners, either at Sea or Land s which was not 
taken notice of, or indeed known totheKii^, till long after ; 
though the Earl of Ifknrickj and the Officers under nim ac • 
Sea, had a« often as he met with any Irilh Frjgats, or fuch 
Freebooters as failed under their Commiffion, uken all the 
Sea Men who became Priioners to them of that Nation, and 
bound them back to back, and thrown them over board into 
the Sea^ without diftinAion of their condition, if they were 
Irift). In this cruel manner very many poor Men periibed 
daily; of whiclu when it was generally known, the Kjn^ laid 
nothing, becaufe iK)De of dioie Peribns were in his Majeftv's 
Service; and how barbarous {bever the proceedings were, nis 
Majeftyoottld not complain of it, without undergoU^ the re- 
proach of being concern'd on the behalf, and in favour q^ the 
Rebels of Irvinirf. 

But there had been lately, in fome Service at Land, ibme 
Priioners taken of the King's Troops, and upon pretence that 
they were If^/i-men, as many a3 they thought to be of that 
Nation, were all hanged, to the Number of ten or twelve. 
Whereupon, Prince R^tftrt^ having about the time when he 
heard of that barbarity, taken an equal Number of the Parlia- 
ment Soldiers, caufed Them likewife to be hanged upon the 
next Tree ^ which the Parliament declared to he an Ad of 
great injuftice, and cruelty ; and appointed the Earl of Effix 
toexpoftulateit with Prince Jb^r very rudely^ in the Let- 
ter they had caufed tobe penn'dfor him« and to fend a Copy 
of their Ordinance, endoied in the faid Letter^ with ezprei- 
fions fiiU of reproach, for his ^^ prefumptton m making an 
^ Ordinance of Theirs, theArgucoentcojuftifv an Adionof 
<< fo much inhumanity ; which was the firft knowledge the 

King 
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Kifighad of any fuch Declaration, with reference to the War 
in England ; nor had there been ,' from the begiontng of ir, 
any fuch example made. Prince Rnfert returned fuch an Ab- 
fwer as was reafonable, and with a Iharpneis equal to the pro* 
vocation, and fent it to the Earl of Epx ; who, the day be- 
fore he received ir, had given up his Commiffion^ but fent 
it immediately to the two Houfes, who were exceedingly en- 
raged at it ; fomeof them faying, " that they wonder'd it was 
*^ io long on the way, for that certainly it had been prepared 
" at Uxkrijlg9. 
TUTriM It was upon the fourth of March, that the Prince parted 
•/ wales from the King his Father j and, about a Week after, came to 
"o/f/t* Bf^ol'y where he was now to ad apart by Himfeif, as the 
/ 'f 4# BrH Aflfairs (hould require, or rather where he was to fit ftill wi±- 
Uoi. our afiing any thing ; the end being, aswasfaid before, only 
that the King and the Prince might not be expofed at the 
fame time to the fame danger 9 without any purpofe that he 
(hould raife any more ftrength, than was necd&ry to the ie- 
curity of his own Peribn ^ or that indeed he (hould move fiir- 
* ther Weftward than that City. His Highnefs had not been 
there above two or three days, when Letters were intercepted, 
that difcover'd a defign of IfkBety who had pafs'd by the Lord 
Goring^ and put relief into Tauutomy and hoped to have fur* 
prifed BriBol in his return; whereupon two or three of his. 
Correfpondents fled out of that City, and the reft werefo di-* 
fpirited with thedifcovery, that they readily contented to any 
thing that was propofed. So the tord Hoptom put all thio^ 
incofo good aPofture, that there was no farther caufe to ap- 
prehend Waller; and he himfeif was required to return to 
Umicny to deliver up his CommifEon upon the Self-deiijhf 
Qrdmance. 
Thus ended the year i($44, which (hall oondude this Book.

WE are now eotring upon a time, the reprc* t^rwd/tSim 
fenracion and ddcription whereof, n)uft5-li'^''t 
needs be tbemoftunplcafant, and ungrate- .^J^., 
ful to the Reader, in rcfpca: of the Sub- 
jeA matter of it ; which wUlconfift of no 
le(s weaknefi and folly, on the one fide, than of malice and 
wickednefa, on the other; and the moft unagreeable and diffi- 
cult to the Writer, in regard, thatheibaU, probably, pleafe 
very few whoaded then upon the Srage of bufinefe, bur muft 

{jivc very fevere Charafters of fhe Perfons, and fevcrely cen- 
ure the AAions of many, who wilh'd very well, and had 
not the leaft thought of difloyalty or infidelity, as well as of 
cbofe, who, with the moft deliberate impiety, profccuted their 
defign to ruin and deftroy the Crown : A time, in which the 
whole flock of ASedtion, Loyalty, and Courage , which at 
firft alone engaged Men in the Quarrel, feem'd to be quite 
fpent, and to be fucceeded by negligence, laztnefs, inadver- 
tency, and dejedion of Spirit, contrary to the Natural tem- 
per, vivacity, and conftancy of the Nation: A time, in which 
they who pretended moft publick-beartednefs, and did really 
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wilh the King all the greatneft he defired to preferve for him- 
fdf did lacrifice the publick Peace, and the fecurity of their 
MsJlcr to their own paffions and appetites, to their ambition, 
and animofities againft eachothpr, without the leaft defign of 
Treachery, or damage towafdsTils Majefty : A tune, m whK± 
want of difcretion, and meer folly, produced as much mil. 
chief, as the moft barefaced Villanf could have doae j jtf wlich 
the King fafier'd as much, by the irrefolution, and unfteadi- 
nefs of his own Counfcls* and by the ill humour, and faffion 
of his Counfellors, by iSciir not torefceiftg what was evident 
to moft other Men, and by their iealoufies of what was na 
like to fall out ; romctimes by deliberating too long without 
refolving, and as often refolviag without any deUberation, 
and moft of all, not executing VigorouQy what was delibe- 
rate* and refolv'd, as by the mdefattj^ble kiduftry^adi the ir- 
refiftible power and ftrengch of his Enemies. 

All Aefc things muft'bcfery fkirtieuhrly enlarged upon, 
and cxpofed to the nafaed Vjpcw^ in the Rektion of what fell 
out in this year, i(J+y, in which we are engaged, except we 
will fwervc from that precife Rule of ingenuity, and mt^- 
ty we profe(8 to obferve ; and thereby leave the Reader more 
peVcxed, to fee the ra^ff prodigtoos accidents fall out, with- 
out difceroing the no lefs prodigious caufcs which moduoedi 
them j which would ItadWal iilto is wriOtlgan emmateof 
things, and perfwade him to believe, dlat ^ unMrarfal corru- 
ption of the hearts of the whole Nation had brought forth 
thofe lamentable effeds ; whereas they proceeded only from 
the foUy and the frowardnefs, ffom the weaknefs and the wil- 
fulneb, the pride andthe paffionofwuticnlar Per&ls, whofe 
Memories ooght to be charged with their owi* etfl Aiftifans, 
rather than that thelnferoy of them (bouU be laid on thie Ag» 
wherein they • liv'd ; which did produce as many Men eini- 
nenc for their loyalty and iocorrupted fidelity to the CiowDi 
as any that had preceded it. Nor is it poflible ta difixmrfe 
of all thefe particulars, with the clearnefi that i» neoe&ry to 
Sabiedl them to Common underftandiags, witfaoat opeoiqr 
a door for fuch reBeaicms upon the Kii« himfeif , ss flisll 
feem to call both his Wifdom, and his Steadiaefs infto qaefU- 
on, as if he had wanted the one to apprehend and difcover, 
and the other to prevent, the Mt(chie&wfak:h threaten'd Ud. 
All which confiderations nughtvery weU dtfoourage, aoderen 
terrify me from profecuting this part of the Wori^ widi (oA 
a freedom and openoefs, asmaftcallmtsy things to nenKxy 
which are forgotten, or were never fuflociendy ondeiftood; 
and rather perfwade me to fiitis^ my felf, with a baic rdt- 
tion of what was done, and with the known event of thtf 
miferabk year ( wbich^ in tnicfa» prodsiid aU thntfoUo^

ID the faooeedingyeari ) withOQC prying too ftridly into the 
caufesof thofe cflmt, ftod la let them feem rather to be th€ 
produftioo of Proyidence, and the inftaiices of Divine dif- 
pleafurC) than fliew how they prooted from the weakaefs and 
inadTcrtencv of Men, not totally abtfndoo'd by God Al- 
xnighcy to the moft unruly lufts of their own appetice , and 
inventions. 

But I am too far embarked in this Sea already, and bate 
proceeded with too much fimplkity and fincerity with re^ 
leience to Things, and Peribnf , and in cfae examinations of 
the grounds, and overGghcs of CounfeJs, to be ix>w frighted 
with the profpeA of thofe Materials, which muft be compre- 
hended within the relation of this year's tranfadions 1 know 
my fe]f tobevery free from any ofthofe PaOioas which na- 
turally tranfport Men with prejudice towards the Perfons • 
whom they are obliged to mention, and whoft Adions rhey 
are at liberty to cenfiire. There Is not a Man Who afled the 
worft pare, in this enfuing vear, with whom I bad ever the 
leaft diflerence, or Perfonal unkindnefs, or towards whom I 
had not much inclination of kindnels, or from whom I did 
not receive ail invitatioas of fatther endearments. There 
were many who were not free from very great faults, and 
overfights in the Counfels of this year, wim whom I had 
great Priendfliip, and which I did not difcontinoe upon thofe 
unhappy overfights; nor did flatter them when they were 
pafl, by cxcufiog what they had done. I knew moft of the 
things my felf which I mentkHi, and therefore can Anfwerfor 
the Truth of them ; and other moft important particular?, 
which were tnui&fled in places very difhuit from me, were 
tranfinitted to me, by the King's immediate direAion and or- 
der, even after he was in the hands and power of the Enemy, 
out of his own Memorials, and Journals. And as he was aJ- 
wayt fevere to himfelf, in cenfuring his own overfi^ts, fb 
he coul^ not but well forefee, that many of the mislortunes 
of thiseofuing year, would refleA upon feme want of refb* 
hition in Himfelf, as well as upon the grofs errors, and over- 
fighti, to call them no worfe, ofthofe who were trufted by 
him. Wherefore as I firft undertook this difficult work with 
His approbation, and by His encouragement , and for His 
vindication, fb I enter upon this part of it, pHncipaUy, thac 
the world may fee (at leaft if there be ever a fit ieafon for 
fuch a Communication ; which is not like to be in this pre- 
font Age ) how difficult it was for a Prince, fo uti worthily 
reduced to thofe ftreights bis Majcftywasin, to find Mini* 
iters, and Inftruments, equal to the great Work that was to 
Be done.; and how unlikely it was for him to have better fuc* 
cefs under their condudl whom it was then very proper for 
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him CO tnift with ic; and then, witbouc my being o^er fi>lltr 
citDiM to abfolve him from diofe miftal^es, and veakncSes, 
to which he was in crudi fomedmes liable, he will be found 
not only a Prince of admirable Virtue^ and Piecv,buc of great 
parts or Knowledge and Judgement y and that the moft fignal 
of his Misfortunes proceeded chiefly from the modefty or his 
Nature, which kept him from tnming himfelf enough, and 
made him believe, that others difoern'd better, who were 
much inferior to him in thofe faculties ^ and (b to depart 
often from his own reafon« to follow the opinions of more 
unskilfiil Men, whofe aflmions he believ'd to be unqueftion- 
able to his Service. And fo we proceed in our relation of 
matter of F«dF. 

What expeftation foe ver there was* that tht Setf-Jetymg 
Or£mimc9y after it iud, upon fo long deliberation, pafled the 
Houfe of Commons, would have been rejeded andcaft out 
by the Peers ; whereby the Earl of EjTex would ftiU have re* 
maio'd General ; it did not take up fo long Debate there. 
The Marquis of Argjb was now come from ScatUnd^ and liae 
with the Gommiffioners of that Kingdom, over whom he had 
a great afcendent* He was, in matters of Religion, and in 
rehtion to the Churctu purely Presbyterian ; but in matter 
of State, and with reference to the War, peifeftly Indepen- 
dent, rie abhorr'd all thoughts of Peace, and that the Kiif 
fliould ever more have the C^vernment, towards whofe Per- 
fon, notwithftanding the infmite obligations he bad go him, 
he had always an inveterate malice. He had made a hSt 
FriendQiip with S^ ILmy VanMy during his late beii^ in &»/• 
Umd'y and they both liked each others Principles in Govern- 
ment. From the time of His coming to the Town , the 
Scff$^ Cpmmifliooers were lefs vehement in obftrufiing the 
Ordinance, or the new modelling the Army : fo that after it 
came to the Houle of Peers, though thereby the Earl of Bffex^ 
the Earl of Mamhefiery the Earl oiWarodcky and the Earl of 
Deniigh. ( whole power and authority , that is, the vomtty 
credit, and authority, of the three firft named, had abK)luceIy 
govem'd andfwa/d that Houfe from the beginning ) were to 
be drfpoflefied of their Commands, and no Peer of E^glMi 
capable of any emplovment either Martial* or Civil ^ yet the 
Ordinance found little Oppofition, and tne old Argument 
^ that the Houfe of Commons thought it neceflary, and chat 
'Htwouldbeofmiicliievous Confequence to diflent from the 
^^ Houfe (^ Commons, fo hx prevailed, that it pafled the 
n«jv//.</#. Houfe of Peers Lkewife; and there remained nothing to be 
n-.in^ ordi. doDc, but the Eatl of Effex^s Surrender of his Commiffion 
'nZ^nlure^^^^ the hands of the Parliament, from whom he had recciv'd 
!/17r .'/.**'"> which WW thought necef&ry co be done wkh the fatnc 
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formality in which hehad been invefted with it. Fdrrfini was 
sow named, and declared General, though the Earl of Bffex 
made not haft to furrenderhis Commifilon; fo chat fome 
Men imagined, chat he would yet have contefted it v but he 
was not for fucb enterprifes, and did really beliere that the 
Pariiament would again have need of him, and hi^ delay was 
only to be well adviled, in all the circumftances of the for- 
maUty. In the end it was agreed, that, at a conference of botH 
Hoafes in the Painted- Chamber, he mould deliver his Com- ' 
roiffion ; whidi he did. And becaule he had no very plau^^ 
fible faculty in expreffing himlelf, he chofetodo it in writ- ^ 
ing ; which he delivered to them ; wherein he declared, ^' with 
*^ what A Adion and Fidelity he had fer?'d them, and as bd 
^ had often veotur'd his Life for them, fo he would wffltngi/ 
** have loft it in their Service j and fince they believ'd, that . , 

** what chey had more to do would be better performed by 
^^ another Man, be fubmitted to their judgement, and reftored 
^^ their Commiffion to them ; hoping they would find an abler 
^Sefvanc*' concluding with fome cxpreffions which made it 
mantfeft that he did not think he had been well ufed, of that 
tliey would be the better for the change: and fo left them, 
and returned to bis own Houfe^ whither bothHoufes, the7iw£if/«/ 
next day, wentlo attend him, and to return their thanks fot^^J^* 
the great Service be had done the Kingdom ; which they ^o^y*^' 
knowledecd with all the Encomiums, and jBattering Attribmer 
thev C0uki devife. 

Bt this Se^^MwymgOrJmMKey tether with t6e Earl ot^ndDiwfi 
Effiex^ the Ear! diMdnchefiery S^Umiam WaBer^ the EarlOf^tWrojb ' 
DeMgb . Major General Majj[y^ loft their Commands ; as*^'* 
O'ssptus/Zibould likewiie have done. But aflbon as the Ordi- 
sance was pafled, and before the Refignation of the Earl of 
EffhCj the Party that fteer'd, had cauled him to be (ent with 
a Body of Horfe into the Weft, to relieve Tamttony that hel 
might be abfent at the time when the other Officers deliy^i^d 
theirCommiiSons ; which was quickly obferv'd ^ and thete- 
upon Orders were given, to require his prefent Attendance 
in Parliament) and that their new General (hould fend fom6 
other Officer to attend that Service ; which was pretended t6 
be done ^ and the very day named, by which, it was averr'd 
that he would be in the Houfe. A Rendezvous was then a{i* 
pointed, for their new General to take a View of their Troop^ 
that he might appoint Officers to fucceed thofe who had left 
their Commands by Virtue of the Ordinance; and likey/i(c! 
in Their places who gave up tlieir Commands, and refufed 
to fervc in the new Model , who were a great number of 
their beft Commanders. Frdm this Rendezvous, the Ge- 
neral fenc to dcfire the Parliament) ^ that they would gite 
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'^Lieutcoaot General crpmweB leave to ftay with him for 

^^ (bme few days, for his better informattoa, wkhouc which, 

*' be ihouid not be able toperform what they expcded from 

" him. Therequeft feeming fu reafonable, and being for fo 

(bort a tixne^ little oppoGtion was made to it : and fbortlj 

after, by another Letter, hedefu'd with very mucheamcft* 

nefr, "that they would allow cyowrwffl to ferve for that Cam- 

''pagne. Thus they compafied chetr whole defign, in being 

Cromwell rid of all thofc whofe afledions they knew were not agree- 

9»ij fmu able to Theirs, and keepmg Cromwell in Command ; who, in 

•"*"'. *• the Natne of Fairfax^ Modeli'd the Army, and placed fuch 

Sflsir w^ OflScers as were well known to Him, and to no body cife; 

^ MMUit and abiblutely govem'd the Whole Martial Afiairs ^ as was 

iw .Armf quickly known to all Men ^ many particulars whereof will be 

**^ ^**''mention*d atlargp hereafter, 

. T HouGR tlu5 time fpenc in pofling the Se^Jetiymg (W/- 
wanf0y and afterwards in new modeUing their Army, had ex- 
ceedingly retarded the preparations the Enemy was to msktj 
before they ooukl take the Field, whereby the King bad more 
breathing timethan he had reafon toexpedl ; yet m the hopes 
he had of Reauits againft that Seafon, depended upon the 
Adivity of thofe to whofe Care the providing tbofe Kecniits 
was coBimitted : fo that there will he little Occafion to men* 
tion any thing that was done at Oxford^ till the Seafon of the 
year oblig'd his Matefty to leave that place, and to march wkh 
his Army into the Field. Of all the AAion that was till that 
^ time, the Weft was the Scenes where the Pxinoe, aflboo as 

.be came to Brifiol, found much moie to do (and in whkh 
be could not avoid to meddle ) than bad been ftmleen. One 
very great end of the Prince's Journey into the Weft, be&des 
the other of more imponance, which has been nAned before, 
was, that by His prefence, diredtion, and authority, the many 
Fadlions and Animofities between particular Perfoiis of Qaa- 
lity, andlnrereft in thofc Parts, o^ual in their aft£tions to 
the King's Service ( yet they miferably infefted and difiraAcd 
it ) might be compofed, and reconcil'd ; and that the endea- 
vours of all Men who wiihed well, might be united in the ad* 
vancing and carrying on that publick Servke, in which all 
their joynr happine(s and fccurity was concem'd. This Pro- 
vince, befides the Prince's immediate countenance, and inter* 
Eoficion, required great diligence and dexterity in thole about 
im, who were trufted in thofe Affairs. But his HigbreTs 
found quickly another task incumbent on him than had been 
expeded, and a Mifchicf muchmoredifficultto be maftered, 
and which, if unmafter'd,muft inevitably produce muchworie 
eSL-ds, than the other could, which was, the. ambition, emu- 
kcion, and conteft, between fcveral Officers of the Army and 
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Ptrdee, which were then in tbok Countries, whereby their 
TnxMK weie without an^Difciplioe, tnd the Country as modi 
czpoKd CO Rapme and Viotence, as it could be under an Ene- nt St^t 4 
my^ and in an Article of time when a Body of the Enemy i^^^^"'/*^* 
was every day expeded. That this may be the better under- 2!!f*^* 
ftood, it will be neceffiiry here, in the entrance upon this ditljj^^*^ 
cooHe, to fet down truly the Eftace of the WeRemCountieS) waicsfM* 
at the time when the Prince firft came to Brifiei, u BriiUL 

The Lord Gmsg had been fent by his Majfefty, before the 
rime of the Prince's coming into the Weft, with fuch a Party 
oF Horfe, Foot, and Dragoons, apd a Tiain of ArciiJery, as 
he defired, into Hssn ^ iis , upon a defignof his own, of mak- 
ing an Incurfion into Sufix } where he pretended ^ he had cor« 
^' refpondence ; and that very many well afiefted Perfons pro- 
^*mifcd to rife, and declare for the King, and that Koft would 
^'do the fame. And fo a Commiffion was granted to him, of 
Lieutenant Genera) of HMmt/birey SHjfix^ Smmy^ and Kimt^ 
without the leaft purpofe or imagination ttuit he ihould ever 
be near the Prince. Some attempts he made, in the beginning, 
upon cbrijt Cbmxhy in Mtmgfbiri^ a little ucrfbrtified Fifher- 
Town ; yet was beaten off with lofs : So that he was forced 
to rerire ro SmBstwrj -y where his Horfe commined the fame 
horrid outrages, and barbariries, as they had done in Htrnf* 
/bire^ without diftindtion of Friends or Foes ; fo that tho(e 
Parts, which before were well devoced to the King, worried 
by OppreAion, wiflied for rheaccefsr of any Forces to redeem 
them. Whilii the LordG^r% lay fniidefsly in thofe Parts, a 
Patty of Horfe and Dragoons, under theCIommand ofVan^ 
drufit a Germ^M^ pafled by him without internipcion, to the 
relief of 73nwf SIS, then blocked up by Colonel Jfhtdbam^' znd 
reduced to ibrae freights ; and acjordingly eflfe&ed it. About 
Che &me time, Sr Wklter Haftmgs^ Governour of Fart/and^ fe- 
conded by S' Lemk Drots ( who had the Command of 2>sr« 
Jfet'flrirf as Colonel General) had furprifcd Hiymouih.vind pot 
kSkd the Forts, and the upper Town, the Rebels having 
withdrawn themfelves into tbe lower Town, divided from 
the other by an Arm of the Sea , snd of no confiderable 
ftrength : fo that the fpeedy reducing that fmall place was not 
)ooh»i upon as a matter of difficulty. However, left thpfe 
Forces which had relieved Tdtrnt^m^ and were conceived to 
be much greater than in truth they were, fhould be able to 
difturb the work of Wkym^titb^ and for the (boner expediting 
the bufinefs there, the Lord Goring, now pretending that his 
Friends in Sufftx and Ken$ were nor ready for him, was by Or- 
der from Os^dy upon his own defire, fent thither; whereby 
it was thought, both the work of U^mwtb^ and T^ftnsfMs, 
would be fpecdily cfieftcd. Thereupon the Lord HofUm^ 
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wbofe right it was to Command in thofe Coaodea as Fidd- 
Maribal of cfae Weft, being fent down by the KtDg to cam- 
pole cbedilbrden there, upon the relief ot Tmrnfm^ wal^ bj 
fpecial Order, recalled to BHfi0l, left tbere might be difpute 
of Command between Htm and the Lord Chrk^i the one be* 
ing General of the Ordinance, the other General of the Horie ; 
buc the Lord OfiPm was ItkewiTe Field- Maribal of the Weft, 
an which the Lord Gtrhf had no Commiifion to Command. 

Shortly after the Lord Gm^s arrival about IMg^^ 
with bis full ftrength of Horfe , Foot, and Dragoons, and 
Artillery, oonlifting of above three thonumd Horfe, and fifteen 
hundred Foot, befides what he found in thofe pans, that niaoe 
of fo vaft Importance, was, by moft Supine N^;|ig»Boe at oeft. 
r^aken by that contemptible Number of the Enemy, who bad 
been beaten into the lower Town, and who were looked opon 
as Prifoners at- Nfercy. The myfteries of which fatal iofi 
were never enquired into ^ but with great plainneft, by the 
Voce of the Country, imputed to General Chrb^u natural want 
of Vigilance; who thereupon retir'd with his whole ftrenfdi 
into S9mer/H'Jbin. His Highnefi^ upon his arrival at B^«/, 
found the Weft in this Condition ; All JhrJH^fiure enurely 
poOefted by the Rebels, feve only what S* Lnm Div$s could 
proted by his fmall Ganrifon at Sbertormy and the Iftand of 
Tortlamdy which could not provide for its own Subfiftence : 
the Garr ifon of TIiMif Mi,wtth that Partv of Horfe and Draeoons 
which reliev'd ic,oommandiQg a very large drcuit,and difturb^ 
log other parts in SmmrJH-JbiM : Dtvimjbin intent upon the 
blocking up of IPfywtwtby at one end, and open to incurfioos 
from I^m9j and prejudiced by Tmaam^ at the other end : The 
King's Garrifoos. in all three Counties, being ftronger in For- 
tifications (which yet were not finifhed in any place, and but 
begun in fome) than in Men, or any Pn>vifions to adure an 
Enemy : whiUt the Lord Gmim's Forces equally infefted the 
borders of Darfity S^nm/Hy and Devm^ by unheard of Rapine, 
without applying themfelves to any Entorprize upon the Re* 
))els. OMww^/indeed wasentire^ but being wholety affign*d to 
the blocking up of Ffymwth^ yieklod noTupply to any other 
Service, or to the providing its ownGarrifons agsdaft the time 
that they might be vifited by an Enemy. 

Sir JfVUamWJkr mA CnmwBy marched together about 
this time towards the Weft, and paiSng through Wikfim^ 
had routed, and taken the whole R^ment of Horfe of Co- 
lonel iMgy the High SheriflTof that County, by hk great de- 
fe^ of Courage, and Condud; and feem'd to intend an at- 
tempt upon General 09rmg\ who was fo mndi ftartled widi 
the noife, at a great diftance, that he drew his Forces £> far 
Weft of Tm^(m^ tbac Vmdmh bad aa opponunity to ledfe 
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widi AflC Body dP Horfe and Dragoons with which he had 
leUev'd Xnmtim^ to his fellows; whiift the King's Forces rc« 
pofisd cheoifehres upon the borders of Devom'/iitre, the Lord 
Qfrmg himfeif, and mpft of his principal Officers, taking that 
oppoiconicy to refrefli at ExiUr^ where they ihiy'd three or 
tour days in moft icandalous diforder, a great part of his Horie 

2'wg upon free Qvuuter, and plundering to the Gates of the 
ity ; which, in the beginning of the year, was an ill Prefage 
to that People, what they were to expeft. But finding that 
Sr WtBum tFsBir made not that haft he apprehended, haTiog 
borrowed fuch Horfe and Foot as he oould procure from Sxe^ 
/(TT, be retom'd affain towards Tkmrffsi, and gave his High- 
nefs an aooounc df his Condition. 

Thk Ptuice, being attended at BrUl^tbj theCommif- 
fionersof Smmrjity found no one thing provided, or one pro- 
mife complied with, which had been made by them at Ox- 
frrdi Or his Guards of Horfe and Foot, which they aflTired 
him, for the proportion of that County, (bouid be ready a-* 
gaiiul his ooming, not one Man or Horfe provided : Of the 
hundred pound a Week, to be allowed by them towards his 
Highnefirs fupport, not one penny ready,nor like to be. So chat 
he was forced to borrow from* the Lord H#piii»'s own private 
ftore, to buy Bread. And, whkh was worfe than ail this, we 
found plainly, that, what had been fo particularly, and pofi- 
tively undertaken at Oxford, was upon the confidence only 
of three or four Men, who were governed by S*y^im Stawfi, 
and M' WmmiMmy without anv ooncurience from the reft or 
the Coomiffionersof tha^ or me other three Aflodated Coun- 
ties \ and that they who had been fo confident, inftead of 
fbrmfaig and purfuing any defign for raifing of Men or Money, 
were only bufy in making Gwjeftions, and preparing Com- 
plaints, and purfuing their private Qu^irreb, and Animofities 
againft others. So they brought eveiy day, Complaints a- 

{;ainft this and that Govemour ofuarriions, for the Riots and 
niblenoes of the L(Nrd Gorm^% Soldiers, and, '^ that thofe 
*' parts of the Country which were adjaoenc to Sbtrhrmj and 
*^ BridgjtoMerj were compell'd to work at thofe Fortificati- 
^ ons i with other pardcukurs, moft of which, they well knew, 
in that coojunfture of time, oould not be prevented ; and 
feme of which were in themieives very necdEury. Yet the 
Prince endeavour'd to give them all encouragement ; told 
them« ^^ that he was very fenfible of all thofe diforders, of 
'^ which they complain'd ; and wouU redrefs them, aflbon as 
^ thev ibould difcem it to be in his Power : that the Forces 
^ under the Lord G&rwg were an Army by themfelvcs, come 
^ down into thofe Parts, before his Highnefr } and fta/d then 
^ chere for tbdr ProteOion a^dnft the powet of WUl$r (which 
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^ WIS ready to Invade chem) and the Garrilbo of T kmm i0 m^ 
^ which they confiefltd infefted chdr whole Councry; thac he 
^^ was very de&rous thai Anay might nore Eaftward, aflEioii 
^* ai they (hould put themfelvef in Aich a pofture, at nMghc 
^ leader them fecure againft their Enemaes ; wiflied tisem to 
^^ propoTe aoy ExpedieQCs^ how the FortifioatioQi of the Gar- 
^^ riTons might be finiObed, withoat foiae extraordinary help^ 
^or to propofethe moft oonveoient one; aad he woiud joyn 
^^ with them ; and de6red them to proceed in their Leviea of 
'^Men, and Money, in the waya agreed on by tbemfelveai 
^^ and they (hould find all concurrence aad afliftance ftom him. 
But notwicfaAanding all he ooold fay or do^ nothing was loa- 
fooably propofed, or admitted by them, for the advanotmeot 
oTthePublick Service. 

By thiitime, towavds theend oSMUnk, S^ WgimmmiBtr 
having advanced #ith his Horfe and Drasoons, by JM^ co- 
wards Brifioly in hope, as hath been faid before, to have for- 
prifed that City by lome Treachery within, and being difop- 
pointed there, retired towards JXrrfifJbift^ and the edge of 
Samirfei^ adjoyning to that County ; where CrMnacffeneA* 
ed hi<n \ the Lord Gmrmi having, in the mean whilc^ telien 
into fome of OmrmB's Quarters about D&rciejhry and taken 
fome Prifoners,and Horres,and diforder^d the rm. Upon a dit 
puce between themfelvcs,or fome other Orders, Ownnniifffeftr'd 
to joyn with Sr Tbamm Fsirfsx towards Amm^ ; S' ffWsm 
WsBer ftay'd in thoTe Pares, to intend the bufinefs of the Weft, 
but made no haft to advance, cxpefting fome SappUea of Foot 
by Sea at mym&ntb. So thac tne Lofd G^rmg drew back lo 
JBrutatf^ and fent to the Prince to defire, ^ that two of his 
*' Council might meet him at J9MEr the next day, to oottfider, 
'^ what courfe was beft to be taken : aooordingty the Loads 
€3ffw/and Colepeffer^ the next day, met his Lordfliipat MCr. 
Where, after iong confideratioo of the whole State of the 
Weft, and of the great importance of reducing Tmmtm^ with- 
out which no great matter could be expefted from Jw s w/fc - 
iK«r#, the Lord G^rng propofod, and put the defign in wrici^g 
under his own hand, for the whole method and manner of 
his proceeding, << chat he would leave the grofs of hia Horie, 
'^ and two hundred Foot mounted, in fuch conveniem {dace, 
'^ upon the skirts of Dw/h-fiuHj and Wk-fim^ as they mighc 
*^ be able to retire to their Body, if the Enemy advanced power* 
^* fully \ and that be would biroielf, with all his Foot, and 
^'Cannon, and fuch Horfe^as were rece(&ry, attempt the 
'^ taUng,or burnitig of Thawf sa ; and to that purpo(e.de6red his 
Higbnefs, '^to feDdpofitire Orders to S' Rimn/Grasavtf (who, 
notwithftandlng his Highnefi's commands formerly fent to bin, 
and fome Orders from the King himfelf, made not that haft u 
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o^ht naSooMy be cxpeAed) ^'cpadvaooe, «iid lodinft the 
*^ OxDmiffiooetf of Sumtrfit lo gi?e their Periooal actemknoe 
9 <<upoa choc Service i and in the mean time to uke care that 
V ^fuffidtnc Magazines of Vidua], and Provifiont, were made 
^'for cheSoldim: all which wasexaftly performed bv bis 
Illghneft, Che nescday after he reoeiv'd the defires of Gene* 
ral Gftfrnf . 

fiiTT, within diree or four days^aiKlbefoK the defimiinm 
^Mwmwrn was ready for Exeoucioii, it appear'd by conromtln* 
telligenoe, that WJkr was advandiig with a great Body of 
Horn, and Draguoos, and fome Foot; and th^efcne the at- 
tempt upon TsmUM was for the piefepc. to be laid afide ; and 
the Lord Gm^^ very eameftly defired the Prince to Omb* 
mand S^Kciirrd GnmviL who was now drawn near lo Tmmr 
tPMj n^ eigl^ hundred Horfe, and abow two thouiand Foot^ 
bettdes Pioneers, with all poffiUe (peed eo march to him, that 
f9 he might beable to abide die fioemy, if they came upon 
him ; or, ocherwife, to compel them to Fight:, if they fhiy'd 
in thofe faft Quarters, where they then were; which was a^ 
bout $biftstmrjy GH I m g imm^ and thofe places. The Prince ac- 
cordingly fenc hii Commands pofitively to S' Bkh^rdGmmnl^ 
<( ro advance towards the Lord G^rmg^ and to obey all iiich 
<^ Orders, as he IbouM receive from his LordQiip. But he as 
pofidvely fenc his Highnels word, '^ that his Men would not 
*^ fiir a foot \ and that he had promifed the Commiifioncrs of 
<^ DffM, and Cormrnsl^ that he would not advance beyond 
<^ Tammim^ till Tmm$$m were reduced ; but that he made no 
^queftioo, if he were not difturbed, ipeedily fo give a gocM 
^ account of that place. In the mean dme, the Ix>rd Girk^y 
very galhmtly and fuccefsfiilly, by night, fell upon S' H^Usm 
mdhr^B (garters twice, in left than a Wedt; and kiil'd and 
took fb good a Number, that it was generally believed , Sr 
IPSSism liMkr was leflen'd near a thou&nd Men by thofe Ren- 
counters ; the Lord Qmwg flill declaring, *' that he could nei- 
'^ ther purfue his advantages upon a ^Arty, nor enicaM the 
^< miun of the Rebels, without the addition of Griiamfs Foot ; 
and be, notwithfhinding all Orders, as peremptorily refiifing 
to (ttr, but profeffing, *^ that, if he had an addition of fix 
^^ hundred Men, he would be in the Town wtthiit fix days. 

Whilst things flood thus, S* mUiam ffkBery much 
weakened with tb& difaflers, and the time of his Command 
being, near expired, drew back Eaflward ; aod was, by night 
naaicbes, retiied as ,fer as Sm&shtry^ before the Lord Gsraif 
had notice of his Motion. Whereupon his Highnefs, upon 
confjderation how impoffible it was to overtake him, which 
General Q^rmg himfelf confefled by his Letters, or to engage 
the Forces uwler the Command of GretmHl^ and the other 
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Foroei of thofe ptrts, in tny Aftion, befoie the bufiods of 
Tama&m ffioald be over ( which indeed difappoinced all our 
bopes both of Men, and Mooey^ io that greaic Cooncy ) and 
on the other fide, oonfidering, if that place were reduced ( ai 
Sr Itkbsrd GmmviJ undertook it (houid be in fix days, and 
others, who had visw'd it* thought it not a work of time) 
befides the terror it would ftrike into their Nelghboarv, there 
mroutd be an Army of four thoufand Horfe, and five thou- 
fand Foot, ready to be applied to any fervioe they fliould be 
direded to, and that then the l/}fd G^rmg might profecufe 
his Commtdion in SnffeM^ and Knu^ with fuch a reafinabJe 
Recruit of Foot as Ibnild be neceOary, and yet hb H^hocft 
enabled, in a (hort time, to be in the head of a very good 
Army, railed out of the four Aflbciated Counties, etoier for 
die reducing the few other places which wereGarrilbo'd by 
the Rebelsy or to march toward his Majefty : 1 fiiy, upoo 
chefe confiderations, the Prince (with the privity and advice 
of Prince Rt^eity who was then at Brilhl^ and prdBait at doe 
whole oonfultatioo, and the principal advifer in it) writ, upoo 
the eleventh of ji^iiy to the Lord GsrMg, being then about 
ff%lb^ ^^chat his opinion was, that the Horie and Dragoons 
*< under his Ix>rd(hip's Command , (bould advance fiom the 
^* Quarters where they then were, much to the prejudice of 
**tbat County, into Dcrfit'fUre^ or WUt^bm^ or into both 
^ of them ; and that the Foot and Cannon Ihould march di- 
^ redly towards TMoaauy according to the de^ formerly 
^ propofed by his LordQiip ; and referred it to hfiolelf, whc^ 
^ ther his Ix>rdaiip in Perion would ftay with the HmCj or 
^^go with ilie Foot; and defired to receive his opinion, and 
^ refolution upon the whole ; there being nothing prc^ofiDd 
^* to be aAed in two days. This Letter was fent by ONOoel 
mUhsm^ the Govemour of Bru^fwaier^ who came dttt dav. 
from before Tnmtamj from S' RicbsrJ Gnrntnl ; and could 
beft inform him of the ftrength of the Town, and the condi- 
tion of S^ BkbMfd Grmroitz Forces. 

Thb next day Colonel U%$Mmm retum'd, with a iboft 
fuUen i>tter from the Lord Gnmg to die Prince, ^ that he 
** had, according to his Command, fent the Foot andCannoo 
<^to Tnm$9m\ and the Horfe, to the other {daces ; and that, 
^^fince there was now nothing for him to do, he was gooeto 
^ B0tb to intend his Health : where he complain'd pnncdy, 
** that his Forces were taken from him at a time wlien be 
^^meant to purfue WJBer^ and could utterly Defeat him^ and 
much inveighed afainft the Prince's Council, for leodkigOr* 
ders to him fo prejudicial to the King's Service: whereas it 
was only an Opinioo, and not Ordm,groanded upoo wiur 
himfelf bad foimerly propofed, and to whidihe was dcfiied 
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CO return his prdenc jadgemenc, being within half a dttys 
Journqr of the Prince, upon whom he ought Co have attended 
in Perion, or have feat his advice to him, if what was then 
ofler'd feem'd not convenient. But, after fome days firolickly 
(pent at Bsth^ he fctum'd to hit imner temper, and waiting 
oa the Prince ziBnfi^I, was contented to be tdd, ^^thait he 
^ had been more apprehenfive of Difbourtefies than he had 
^ caufe ; and fi> all mifimderftandiop feem'd to be fably 
made up. 

The Lord Girng's Foot and Cannon being thus fuddainly 
fenc to Tmmtmfy under the Command of Sr J^fift WagBaffe ^ 
for the better preventing any Miftakes , and Contefts about 
Command, the Prince fSkt the Lords C^l and C^bfepfer to 
Tlnm^M, to fettle all difputes that miffht arife, and to difpofe 
Che Coutttry to aflift ttmt worit in uie beft manner ; which 

SrovM very fartunate ; for the feme day they came thither, 
r Skbitrd Gremvil^ havine brought his Forces within Muf- 
quet-fhot , on one fide of TkamrM, went himfeif to view 
U^BhfgtnhHoufCy five Miles diftant, in whidi the Rebels had 
a Garrifo|p, and was, out of a Window, (hot in the Thigh; 
with which he fell, the wound being then conceived to be 
Mortal : fo that there was no Perfen who would pretend to 
Coinmand ; thofe under Gnemviij having no experienced 
Officer of Reputation equal to that Charge, yet being Superior 
in number to the other, would not be Commanded by & y§* 
f9fb WkgBt^ ; to that if the Lords had not very happily 
been prdent, it is probable, both thofe Bodies of Foot, each 
beinff too weak tot the attempt by it felf, would, if not di^ 
banded, at beft have retired to their former Pbfts, and left 
thofe of Tmaitm at liberty to have done what they thought 
beft. But they being there, and S^ Jobm Berkley bemg in that 
inftant come thither to meet them, with an Account of the 
State of Devam-Jhsre, they perfwaded him to undertake the 
pefent Charge of the whole ( all the Officers of both Bodfes 
having formerly received Orders from him ) and to profecuce 
the former defign upon the Town; allPerfons fubmittim till 
the Prince's Pleafure Oiould be farther known ; thofe Officers 
vxiider S^ RkbsrJ Greemvil, prefently fending away anExprds 
to Brift§ly to defire the Lord Heft^m to take the Command of 
them. But his Lordlhif| had no mind to enter upon any par* 
ticular A^on with disjoynted Forces, till, upon the with* 
drawing of the Lord Gormgy the whole Command might be 
Executed accordit)g to former eftablilhment. And fo a fpecial 
direfkionwas fent to all the Officers, and Soldiers, to obey 
Sf J9hm Berkley y according to what luul been formerly iettled 
by the Lords. He, in few days, put the bufinefi in very 
good Order, and by Storm took iFMSMi{rsahHoufe, where 
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O m muit htd been hurt I ctiwot omit lieie» thac the Lonit, 
comiag to vifit Gmmfit ^ in the inftaat thtt he was put into 
hit USoTj and cajrying to JBMMr, tcdd him, what chcy hsd 
thought necefiry to be done in the point of Command ^ cfae 
whin he ftemioK very wcU tm appiove^ they deBred him to 
call hif Officers (moft of the prmcipal betfic there prefent) 
and to rv>mmfttv< chem to proceed in the work in hand chear- 
foUy, under the Command of & J^tm B$rkky; Ae which 
he promtfed to do, and immediately fiud fomewbat to his Of-* 
ficers, at the fide of his Litter, wliich theLordi ooooetv'd ro 
be what he had promiled : but it appear'd after, that it was 
not ib ^ and, very probaUy, was the omtrary ; for neither 
Officer, nor Sbldier, did his duty after he was fooe, daring 
die time S' y^ Berkkf Commanded m that AAion. 

The Prmoe, finding the Publick Service in no dqpce ad* 
vanced by tlie Commiflioners of Smftrfit^ and that though 
there was no progrefs made in the Aflbdation aOcftcd, and 
undertaken by them, yet it ferv'd to croft, and oppofe tSL other 
attempts whaifoever i thofe wlx> had no mind to do any thing, 
frtisfying themfdves with the vifible impoffibiltty of that de« 
fign, and yet the other, who had firft propoied it, tfamUng 
themielves engaged to confent to ix>alteratfon ; and his Higb- 
nefs being infu-m'd by a Gentleman ( lent bv him, at his firft 
ccNnii^ to £^#/, to the two fkrcheft WeftemOMinties, to 
pieft the execution of whatsoever was promifed in order to the 
ACEidation) ^^tiiat thofe two Counties of IVvMi, and Ofrw- 
^wsiy were entirely devoted to ferve the Prince, in what 
^manner foever he fiiould propofe, he thought fir, lo fiunmon 
the Commiffioners of all die Afloctated Coonties, to attend 
upon him m fbme convenient place, where, upon foil coofi* 
deration, fuch condufions mtaht be made, as might beft ad- 
vance the woric in hand, both for the redudion of Tuatm^ 
and raifine a marching Army ; which Counlel had been Iboner 
given, and had in truth been fit to be put in praAice upon bis 
firft coming to Br^Uj when he difcem'd the flamefs, perem- 
ptorincft, and unaiftivity of the Gentlemen of Umfrfii-y from 
whom it was evident nothing was to be expefted, till, by the 
unanimity and ftrength of the two Weftern Counties, that 
County could be driven and compelled to do what was rc.cN 
fary, and to recede from their own fullen and pofirive derer- 
minations; which had been eafy to do, but tbap thortly after 
his Highnefii came to Br^hl^ upon what apprehenfions no 
Man knew, there was great jealoufy at Oxfinl of hit gomg 
farther Weft; and thereupon direftion given ''thathefhooid 
^' not remove from Br^l^ but upon weighty realbos, and 
^ with which his Majeft y was to be firft acquainted. W bercff^ 
by his inftruAions, ^<he was to make bis refidence in fudh a 
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^' ^ place, tB by the Council (hould be cbou^t looft conduciog 
^ <^ to his Afiiurs. However, ibch a meedng with all theCota* 
^ miffiooers befaig demoiiftrably necefflury, and Brilhl chooght 
s at too great a dtftance from the Weft, befideathatthePlaguerte'P^MNf 
':i begun to break out there yery mocb, for the time of the year.A' ww w 'w f^ 
?! his Highnefs reiblv'dtogoto BridgemO^r fbrafew days, aodg*^ ^ 
ii to fummott thither the Commiffioners, the rather to give tomtf^^jlf^ 
\y couiKeoanoetothebufioersofTVswSM, then dofely Befieged<Mt«i mi)l 
: byS'T^As Bfrkkfi and tothat purpofe, direfied his Letters «^^f»x^ 
n to the & vertl ComraiflSoners to attend him there, on Hhhe/^ ^ Bridgfr. 
: d^ the three and twentieth K^i April y the King being th«i at ^''*' 
r Oxfrrdy preparing for the Field, Prince Rtfert at U^mfttTy 
levyinp Men, and the Rebels at lAndm in tome diibrder and 
confnfiott about their new Model, having newly removed the 
Earl of ElftXy and Earl of HUnebiBfr^ Earl KiDemUgb^ and 
f Sr WiBsMmmdkfftom any Command, and Sobftitnted Sr TU* 
mm Fmrfsx General ; who wat, out of the other broken and 
almoft diflblv'd Forces, to mould a new Army, which was 
i then In no very hopeful fiHwardnefs. 

Upow the day, the Prince came to Br/4siM(MMr;andwa8 
attended by a great body of the Commiffioners of Smmrfit^ 
that place bemg near the center of that great County ^ mere 
ap|>car?d for jyvrfit-fbrn^ as fent from the reft, S' J$bm Strm»- 
90Mfy Mf AmmUQnfy and M' 1tyuts\ for Dev$mibir§j S^ 
Peter Asff, Sr Gemtgt Fsny^ M^Smmf Hdl^ and M' MMy^ 
ford'y and forClmsw^r/, 9f Htmy KHegreVj M^C^ifMr, M^ 
Scmoim,QiidtAfRo/c0rpaib. The whole Body waited on the 
Prince rbe nest moming ; and were then told, '* that his com* 
tbkber was to receive Their Advice, and to give His 
~anoe, in what might concern the peace and welfare of 
partkrular County ; and might beft advance the Gene- 
^^ ral fervice of the Kirig ; that if the Afiociation which had 
^* been propoied« feem'dto them, by the accidents and mutati* 
^^ ons which had happen'd (ince the time of that firft propoial 
( as in truth very notable ones had happen'd ) ^' not fit now 
^' to be further profecnted, he was ready to confent to any alte* 
^* ration ^y flK)ttld propofe, andto^yn with them in any 
^' other expedient ; and wifhed them therefore ro confer tog^ 
*^ ther, what was beft to be done; and when they were ready 
^ to (M'opofe any thing to htm, he would be ready to receive 
'^ it. Afieer two or three days conAilration amongft them- 
felves, ihey were unanimoufly of opinion (except SfJ^tn 
Sts%ofl^ who, againft all rhe reft, and agatnft all that could 
be iaid to him, continued pofitive for the general ri6ng of 
One and All, and for that alone ) ^^ that Thatdefign was for 
^^ the prcfent to be laid afide; atidthat, inftead thereof, thore 
^^Countk^j according to their fevcral known proportions.

^woold in a very Iboit time (as I remember a Month was 
the utmoft ) ^^raife, and Arme, fix thouland Foot, be6def 
^ the Princess Guarda, which wbold be full two thfjofkod 
\ <' more ; not reckoning thofe of the lx>rd G^twg*8 which were 
^ fifteen hundred, buc including the Foot of Sfjoim Berikf^ 
<« and S^ BkbardGrmmlflaai before ^MrfMr; which all Men 
concluded, would be reduced in lefi than a Month. This 
Propoficton being approved by the Prince, all particulars were 
agreed upon : tte feveral days for the Rendezvous of the new 
levies, and the Officers to whom the Men were to be deli- 
vered, named; and Warrants ifliied out accordingly : aUthmgs 
lequifite for the fpeedy reduftion of Tmmt^m onier'd, and di« 
reSed ; fo that, towards the caking that place, and the ndfing 
an Army fpeedily, all things ftood To fair> that more axiU not 
bewiQied. 

As this Journey to Bri^^^'niMEl^ wrought this good efleA, 
fo it produced one notable inconvenience, and difoaver*d an* 
othor. The Prince, having before his coming firom Oatf&rd 
been very little converfant with bufioels, had b^ perfwaided, 
from his coming out, to fit frequently, if not oonftandy, in 
Council, to manr, and confider the ftace of AiEurs, and to ac* 
cuftom himfelf to a habit of fpeaking, and judging upon what 
was ftid ; to the which he had with great ingenuity apply'd 
himfelf; but coming to Brtttetu«^fr, and having an esxnat* 
dinary kindnefs for M» Wbtdbinm^ who had been his Nurfe^ 
he was not only diverted by her folly, and petulancy, fiom 
applymg himfelf to the ferious confideracion of his biifiods^ 
but aocuftom'd to hear her foeak negligently and tsomfuUy d 
the Council ; which though at firft it made no impvcffion in 
Him of difrdfpeft towards them, encouraged other People 
who heard it, to the like liberty ; and from thence grew an 
irreverence towards them ; which refleAed upon hinlelf, and 
ierv'd to bring prejudice to their Counfels throughout the 
whole courfe. She had many private defigns of baadb and 
advantage to her felf, and her Children, mi the qual^pinf 
^r Husband to cki all A As of power without controul opoo 
his Neighbours, and laboured to procure Grants, orPhxnifes 
of Reverfions of Lands from the Prince ; and findiqg that the 
Prince was not to tranfaft any fuch thing, without the. Advice 
of the Council , and that They were not like to comply in 
thofc encerprifes, (he contrived to raife jealouiSes and diflikes 
between them, and kindled fuch a fadion in the Prince's Fa- 
mily, as produced many inconveniences. For from hemse S^ 
Ciforks Berkley who had a promife to be ooade ControBer 
of the Prince's Houfehold, and M' L^g, who had the Jile 
promife to be his Secretary, when he ihcxiid be created Prjooe 
^Wsles (till which time thole 0£Q(cers were never nude j be- 
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gan to think they had injury done them^ that chey were not 
prefendy of the Prince s Council, to which the pltoet chey 
were to have, gave them Title ; though they knew weJl, chac 
the Lords who then anended upon the Prince, were of the 
King's Privy Council, and. in that capacity only, waited upon 
his Highneis^ and that the other were only of the Prince's 
ownGouodi for his Revenue^ and for the adminiftration of 
the Dutchy of C^nnpaly for which his Highneis had now bis 
livery. 

HowBvsR* thefe Fancies, thus weakly grounded, and 
entertained* maoe fuch an impreflion upon chofe Perfons, that 
they united themfel ves into a Fa<3ion, and prevailed over th<$ 
weakncft of the Earl of Berk-Jhire to Joyn with them ; and* 
by degrees, all of them joyn'd with all other difcontentea 
Peribns, to render the Council to be mucb negleded and un« 
dervaJued. Laftly, (he bein|r a Woman of no good breeding, 
and of a Country pride, NiU muUetre fr^er carfm girem^ 
valued her lelf much upon the Power, and Familiarity, which 
her Neighbours might feelhe had wich the Prince dS Waks ; 
and therefore, upon all occafions, in company, and when the 
Concourfe of the People was greateft, would ufe great bold* 
nefs towards him ^ and, which was worie than aU this, (he 
aSeded in all Companies, where (he let her felf out to any 
freedom, a very negligent and di(damtui mention of the Per- 
ion of the King j the knowledge of which humour of hers, 
was one reafon that made his MajeRy unwilling his Son 
fliould go farther Weft than JB^^/j fmce be knew BrUgh' 
water muft be a Stage in chat morion. This her ill difpoficioo 
was no fooner known to the Lords, who were all abfolute 
ftrangers to her before, than they took care that his Higbnefs 
0K>uld make no longer refidence in that Garrifon. 

Thb other inconvenience, that it difcover'd, was thede^r 
fign of the Lord G&rhf to have the Command of the Weft. 
For then it grew very apparent, that, whatever had been pre- 
tended for KavT, or Suffix^ he had, from the b^inning, af' 
fe&ed that Charge ; and, I fear, had fome other enoourafle* 
ment for it, than was then avowed. And therefore, firomnb 
firft coming into thoie Parts, he had with great induftry ca- 
refled the Commif&oners ofS&merJky and Hsvm, at»d efpe* 
cially tho{e, whom he thought noi well indin'd to the Lord 
HoffoM y whom, by all ill Arts, he endeavour'd to underra« 
lue ; inveighing againft ^^ the too great Contribution, affign'd 
^^ to the Garrifon of Briffol ; and that any (houki be allowed to 
'^ the unnece(&ry Garrifon ( as he caird it ) at Ijmfari ; 
^^ which had been lately (ectled by the Lord H^ftm ; and, as 
appear'd afterwards, wasofvaftimporunce: thofe difcourfes 
being moft Popular to the Country, (hough moft pernicious 

to 
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totheKtog: andpromtfed *^ great ftriftneft and feverityof 
^Dilcipllne. if that Power tifraer the Prince might be de- 
^voItq to nim. To J^ i^ pw^tfw became at the fame doe 
from Bathj upon pretence of *' yificing TItMPf tur, and fccing 
^ iirtietbcr the work were like to be ibon done^ that it tomi 
^ be worth the intending it. But, in truth, to drive on Ais 
ProjcA for Command with the Commiffioners ; who were 
invited by & PMrr Ad? tomake itone of the P rop o Ot fc i m to 
the Prince, ^^ that the Lord Gcrmg might be cootUtuted hit 
*^ Lieutenant-General ; which he htmiclfhadfoabfolutclydj- 

Sefted, that, as if the matter itfelf hadbeen out of queftira, 
e propofed privately to moft of the Prince's Council, die 
Rules tnat (hould be obferv^d between them in the Govern- 
ment of the Army, and the Adminift ration of theCrvii part. 
Some, of no extraordinary kindnefi to G^rhtg , wiflsd riie 
agreement made, and Him fettled in the Command, 2S the 
beft, if not the only Expedient, for advancement of the Kfaig'f 
Servt^, and for the fpeedy forming an Army wonhy of the 
Prinoe's own P^rfon in the Head otit ; apprehending, that die 
dividing his Forces from the New Levies, would leave a 
good body of Foot without an equal Power of Hori^ and 
without a Train, except a longer time were given for the mak- 
ing it, than the ftate of Affairs promired to permit. But when 
Gsrjb^ difcover'd by his difcourfe with feveral of the Coondl 
( with whom he communicated upon the Argument very free- 
ly, and exprefled in plain EngUfli, '^that except be m^ be 
^Matisfied in the particufaus hepropoled, he IhouM have no 
^ heart to proceed in the publick Service ) tlKir dtey would 
not confent to any AA that mieht refleft upon the Lord 
Hffi^i and that fome of them nad iuch aprejodke to his 
Perfbn, that they would make no conjundion with him, be 
refolvM tocompafi his ends feme other way ; and lb praed 
it no farthcrinany publick addrefs to the Prince at that dme. 
It is not to be omitted, that he was dien ofier'd, and affof'd, 
^ that, aflbon as the bufineft of Tamttm (hould be over, he 
** fliould have fuch a Recruit out of the New Levies, as would ^ 
^ make up his own Foot three thoufiiod Men, befides C^* 
^. ccrs ; with whkrh he might well profecute his former de- 
fign: and, in the mean time, hehadtheabfolute Command ^ 
the LoTdHfptom not at allinterpofing, or meddling widi die 
Army. 

It was now concluded by all Men who had well confi- 
der*d his caniage and behaviour from his firft coming into 
the Weft , that , as he had form'd that defign in lus owo 
thoughts mm the firft, of being about the Prince, andrefol/d 
never to march with the Army under Prince Rtferf ( wboTe 
nature was not agreeable to nim ; Co that he had purpo^T 
3 ar.c: 
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ftnd willingly fiiflfer'd Vsnirusk to Relieve nmr^ML and even 
H^ymombxo be again rccover'd bythathandfulot Men who 
had been beaten ouc of iC| left the bufinefs of the Weft might 
be done without him, by other Men ^ and that his prefence 
there might not be thought neceflary. For if Tatmtom bad 
been reduced, as it muft have been if that fmall Party had 
not Relieved it even in the laft Article, he could have had no 

Ereteoce to have ftay'din thofe Parts, but muft immediately 
ave purfued his former defign upon Suffix^ and thofe other 
Counties, for which he had never any reafonabie foundation ; 
or have continued his march to the King; which he had \e& 
mind to do. When he firft left Ox/»ri/, and went inioHamp^ 
Jhtre^ which was before the end of the Treaty at UxMdgt^ he 
had* in his jovial Fits, where he was always very unreferv'd, 
declared , with great refentment, ^ that his Father was ill 
'^ treated by the Queen in Frmicej and that he hoped (hortly 
^ to be in fuch a pofture, that the Kii^ fliould find it rea- 
^'(bnable to ufe both his Father and Himielf better. And 
yet the King had even then, upon his Suit, made his Father 
Captain of his Guard of Halberteers, and Created him Earl 
ofhbfwkbj whereby himfeif had the Appellation of Lord, 
which he enough afiteded : and in his firit debauches at JSx#« 
teTj his brother Partery who was Lieutenant General of his 
Horfe,inform'd (bme Perlbnsof Honour in confidence, ''that 
'^ G^n^ refolv'd to make himfeif Lieutenant General to the 
^^ Prince, or elfe to be yery difoontented. This Advertife- 
roent was fent to fome of the Council, upon his Highnefi's 
firft coming to Srt/hl ; and Vas the firft hint that ever they 
received, that he had afifefied that Charge; and wasnot^ with 
the reft of his behaviour, liketodifpoTe them towiih that he 
might obtain his defire ; but to do all that was in their power ^ 
to prevent it. ' 

The general bufinefs concerning the four Counties being Ttf^Mmwy: 
agreed ai^ fettled at BrUgewatery the Commiilioners for De-P^*^* •[ 


vom^ defired to be heard in what concern'd that panicular'J^T®"*^ 
County ; and then inform'd his Highoeis, ^^ that upon Sr^j^^^^ 
*' lUcbari QrHwvits firft entring upon the work of Vlymoutby GreeaTil } 
<<and his aflurance under his hand^ that he would uke the 
f ^ Town before CbriBm^s day, and that he would forthwith 
<^ Raife, Arroe, and pay twelve hqpdred Horfe, and fix thou-^ 
'' land Foot, they had aflign'd him above one half of their 
** whole Contribution, amounting to above eleven hundred 
'^ pounds a Week ; and, for the providing Armes and Am- 
'^ munition, had affign'd him the Arrears of the Contribution 
*< due from thofe hundreds allotted to him; which amounted 
*^ CO near 6000^ ; he having likewife the whole Contribution 
^^ofC0rw»ML heing above feyen hundred pound weekly; and 
VoMI. Part*- T t «had 
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^ bad receiv'd moft part of the Letter and SubfcripciOQ Mo- 
*^ ncy of that County, towards the fame Service : that he had, 
« from bis firft entriqg upon the charge, quietly enjoy'd thofc 
^* Contributions in Devom^ which were duly paid 3 and had 
^'receiv'd thegreateft part of the Arrears afBji^n'd to him for 
^ < the Provifion of Armes and Ammunition : Notwithftanding 
'^all whidi, he had never bought above twenty Barxels of 
*' Powder, or any Armes, but had receiv'd both the one and 
"the other from Them, out of their Magazines ; and had 
" never maintain'd, or raifed, near half the Number of Men 
"to which he was obliged, till the Week before he was re- 
" quired to march to Taimtom ; when he had called the Psjffe 
*^ ComHsfviy and out of Them forced aimoft the whde Num* 
" ber of Foot, which maxcih'd with him thither , bringing 
" them with him, as far as Exeter^ unarm'd ; and there com- 
*' peird the CommiflBoncrs to fupply him with Armes, and 
" Ammunition j that having left fcarce two thoufand Foot, 
** and four hundred Horfe, before Flymoutb , he conttnued 
" ftill to receive the whole Contribution formerly aiSgn'd 
"when he was to have twelve hundred Horfe, and fix thou- 
" fand Foot; and would not part with any of it : fo that he 
'^ receiv'd more out of Divim-Jhire for the blocking up of 
^^FlyiMuth [ having all OpniB^^tohimfelfiikewire ) than was 
"leftfor theGarrifonsof Extter^ Dartmouth^ Barmfiatk, and 
" TfvirtOMj and for the finilhing thofe Fortificatk)ns, Viftual- 
"ingthe Garrifom , providing Armes and Ammunition; 
" with which they had before not only fupplied themfdves, 
*' but had fent great quantities t!b the King's Army, co the 
" Lord Gorhgy and to the Siege of Ttimtmi : That he would 
" not fufler them to fend any Warrants to coUeft the Letter 
** and Subfaiption Money , to fettle the Exclle, or meddle 
^' with Delinquents Eftates in the hundreds affign'd to him for 
"Contribution; and had thofe continual coatefts with S^ 
<^ Jcim Berk/ey^ being Colonel General of the County, and 
** the other Govcrnoursof Garrifons ; pretending that He bad 
" power to Command them ; that there was fuch an Animofity 
** grown between them, that they very much apprehended 
"the danger of thofe divifions; there having been fome blood 
"(hed, and Men kiil'd/upon their private Contcfts : and 
therefore bcfought his Higluiefs, " by his Authority, to fcc- 
" tie the limits of their feveraljurifdiftions, in order to the 
** Martial Aflfairs ; and likewife to order S' Rubard Gnewvil 
^' to receive no more Contribution, than would fuffice for the 
"maintenance of thofe Men. who continued before Pfy- 
^^moutlf; whereby they could be only enabled to perform 
" Their parts of the Aflbciation. 
This wasprefled with fo much earneftneft, and reafon, 
I that 
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chat it was thought very advifeable for his Htghnefs himfelf 
to go to Exeter^ where both theCommiffioners and Sr Kchard 
Greemvii were i and there, upon the hearing of all that could 
be (aid, to fettle the whole difpute. Bur, at the fame time, 
and whilft chat matter was in confidcration , Letters cdme 
from his Majefty to his Hfghne(s and the Lords, exprefbly 
inhibiting his going fiirther Weft ward; upon what reafbns I 
cannot imagine ; and thereupon the Prince himfelf retum'd 
ro Bri^elon WtJmfdi^the thirtieth of ^fril^ having (laid at 
Bridgjtvmin onlyfeven days^ and fent the Lords Capel and^^*'^'^^ 
Cokffffer ; and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to Exetet^ '^f^^tM 
with inftruAions ^' to examine all the complaints, and alle-{;J)n»i/' '^ 
^* gattons of the CoromifSoners, and to fettle the bufinefs of if^HtrspfUi 
** theContribation ; and upon view of the fevcral Commif- •»» '• ^xe- 
<' fions of S' Join Birkkyy and S' IRirehMrd Greemtl, fo to agree " J;,;;;^^^ 
**thc matter of jurifdidtion, that the publick Service might BriOoL^ 
•* not be oUlruAed . 

AssooH as the Lords appointed by his Highnefs to go ro 
BxttiTj came thither, they went the fame hour to Vific S' 
EicbsrdGreewvily who wasftiil bedrid of his hurt. They in-" 
tended it only asa Vifit, and fo would not reply, at that time, 
to many very (harp, and bitter complaints and inveftives be 
made againft S^ Johm Berkley ( who was then at the Leaguer 
before Tmarteu ) \mtto\A him, *^that they would come to 
^^ him again the next day, and confider of all bufinefles. Ac- 
cordingly they came, when, with great bittemeis, he again 
coroplain'd of the Govemour, and feme difrefpeAs from bis 
Lieutenant Govemour : but when he was prefled to parti' 
cuiars, he mentioned principally fome high and difdainful 
Speeches* the moft of which were denied by the other, and 
the withholding (bme Prifoners from him, which be had fent 
bis Maribal for nearTkmtfM. The truth of which, was this ; 
whilft S^ JRkiMrd was before Tawmtem, he had fent for onti 
M^Sj^mfy a Juftice of Peace of the County, a rich and de- 
crepit Man, who liv'd within three miles of chat Town. He 
charged him with fome inclinations to the Rebels, and of fa- 
vouring their proceedings. The Gentleman ftood upon his 
Juftificacion, and innocency, aud defired to be put upon any 
Trial However, S' Richard told him, ** he was a Traytor, 
^^ and (bould redeem himielf at a tboufand pound, orelfe he 
*^ would proceed in another wav j and gave him three days 
to provide the Mooev. Before the time expired, S^ Bscherd ' 
was hurt, and carried to £»e/^; whither he no fooner came, 
but he difpatch'd his Marihal to fetch M^* Sjms to him ; who 
appeal'd to S^ Jebm Berkley { who had then the Command ) 
and defirad to be put upon any Trial ; and ( befides that he 
was of a very infismbody, and unfit for Travel ) ifaany Gen- 
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tlemcnof the beft Quality gave him a very good Teftimony, 
and undertook for his Appearance, when ever he flioold be 
called upon. Upon this, b^ John Berkley diCch^gcd the Mar- 
fhal, and writ a very civil Letter lo S' Richard Greemvil^ of 
the whole matter; ^^and thajc he would fee the Gentleman 
<< forth coming upon the leaft warning; but that ic would be 
** an Ad of great cruelty, to carry htm aPrifoner, in that in- 
** difpofition of health, from his Houfe. S' Richard look'd 
upon this as the robbing him of a thoufand pounds, and writ 
fuch a Letter to S' Join Berkley^ (o full of ill Language, and 
reproach, as I have never feen the like From, and To a Gen* 
tlcman ; and complain'd to us of the Injury. We tokl him, 
** that neither He, nor S^ John JBerkkjy had ady Authority to 
** meddle with M' Syms^ or any Perfons of that Quality ; who 
<^ could not be look'd upon as Prifoners of War ; but if in 
'< truth he (hould prove to be I Delinquent, and guilty of 
*' thole crimes objefted agalnft him, his Fyne and doropofr- 
<< tion was due to the King, whohadaffign'd theiame tothe 
" Prince for the publick Service 5 and that there were Com- 
'^ miffioners, before whom he was regularly to be tried, and 
^< with whom he might only compound. He would not on- 
derffand the reafonof this, butinlifted updn ^S^J^mBtrk'^ 
<< ky's proteding Sytns^ as a great indignitv to himfelf . On 
the other hand, S^Jobn Berkley complain d by his Letters; 
•* that thofe Soldiers brought to Taunten by Greemvil, every 
<< day moulder'd away, and he had reafon to believe it was 
'^byHisdircdtion; for that thofe that ilald, and the Officers, 
*' were very backward in performing their duties^ and thai 
*^ after the taking of lVellingtom-}ioa£c , he had oommanda 
^^ that nothing (hould be done towards the defacing it, be- 
*^ caufe it might poffibly be fit to put a Garriibn into it, if the 
<( Siege (hould be raifed firom Tamitem ; but that the OiScer, 
'^ who was under Greenvsly had, notwithftanding fuch Com- 
^^ mand, bum'd it : That he proceeded in the levying Mo> 
'^ nies, and fending out extravagant Warrants throughrat the 
^^ County i and many other particulars. 

Sr Rkhard Greenvil denied , '^ that the Soldiers kft the 
'* Leaguer, or that fVelliiqton^Houk was burn'd, bv any dire- 
^' dion of His ; though it appeared, that alt fuch Sddiets as 
left their Colours and caQne to him, were kindly u(ed, and 
had Money given to them by him ; imd that Lieutenant Co* 
lonel Rohmfiny after he had receiv'd Orders from S'JotaBerk^ 
ley not to (light l^iZ^rgrM^Houfe, rode to Exeeer to Sf Rkhard 
Greenvily and immediately, upon his return from him, cauied 
it to be burnt. Greenvil faid, ^ that he levyed no Monks^ 
'^ nor ifliied out any Warrants, but what he had Authority to 
*l do by his CommUSon. In the end (hey ihewed him thdr 
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InftnifttODS from the Prince, ^ throughly to examine all dif- 
•* ferences between them ; and, upon view of both their Com- 
'' miffions, to agree what limits each of them (hould obferVc. 
Thereupon, he (hewed them his Commiffion in Paper, under 
his Majefty's Sign Manual, attefted by the Lord Digfyj by 
which he was authorized ^^ to Command the Forces before 
^^ Plymouth j and in order thereunto, with fuch clabfes of lati- 
tude and power, as he m^ht both raife the fojp^ and Com- 
mand the Tratn'd-bands^ and indeed the whole Forces of both 
Counties.; and was to receiye Orders from his Majefty, and 
his Lieutenant General ; and was likewife ac that time High 
SherifiPof Devon, S^Jolm Berkley's Commiffion was precedent^ 
and more formal, being under the Great Seal of England^ 
^^ of Colonel General of the Counties of IVvmi and Corwmaly 
^^ and to Command the whole Forces of both Counties, as 
" well Train'd- bands, as others ; fo that, though their Com- 
miffions were not in intention all one,yet they included claufes, 
and powers, fb much the fame, that either of them had Autho- 
rity enough to difturb the other ; and he that only faw his 
own, might reafonably think he had power over the other : 
which, between.Perfons fo disinclined one to the other as they 
were grown to be, might have proved very fatal, if the re- 
medy had not been fo near by his Highnefs's Authority. 

After the perufal of their Commiilions, they Qiew'd him 
their Inftrudions, concerning the regulating the Contribu- 
tions, in proportionable ailignments for the feverai Services ; 
and defired his opinion, ^' what Forces were now neceOary 
^'for the blocking up ox Fhmouth^ fince any attempt for tho 
^' taking it was to be laid aude, at leaft for a time ? And that 
*^ thereupon^ fuq|)i aflignation n)ight be made t9 that purpofe^ 
^' as was fu£ficient, and the reft bthcrwife difpofed of He told 
them, '^ that the Forces then there ( being about (ifreen hun- 
** dred Foot and four hundred Horfe, of the Devon-Jbire fide ) 
*' were fufEcient ; and propofed allowance littl6 enough for 
the Service; and then iaid, ^^that it troubled him to be con- 
^^ fined to fuch an employment, as the blocking up a place, 
*^ whilft there was like to oe fo much Aftion in the Field ; and 
^^ therefore he hoped, his Highnefs would give him leave to 
'^ wait on him in the Aroiy ; where he thought he might do 
** him much.better Service. They told him, " they had Au- 
** thority from the Prince ffor fome of his Friends had men- 
tion'd the fame, foon after he had received his wound ^ ^^ if 
^^ they found his health able to bear it, and his inclination led 
'^ him that way, to let him know, that his Flighnefs would 
^^ be glad of his Service, in the moulding that Army which 
^^ was then raifing ; which, allowing two thoufand Foot to 
'^the recxuitiog the Lord Gormg^ would be in view fix thou- 
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'^ fand Foot, and above two thou&nd Horfe with the Gaardf : 
<^ in which he had defign'd Him the Second Place of Com- 
<<mand. But tlien, they faid, ^they knew not whereto place 
*^ the Command before Plymouth, y Bietard very cbearfully 
received the Propofition for himfelf in the Army 9 and for 
Tlyfnoutby be faid, ^^no Man was fit to undertake the work 
** There, bdt Sr Jbbn Berkley^ who had the Command of both 
« Counties : tlut it was vifible by the diSerences and breaches 
^^ that had been between Them, how inconvenient it would 
^' be to have that Charge independent ; whereas^ if it were 
^^ in one hand, the unanimous confent of both Counties, and 
'^ all the Forces in them, would more eafily do the buGnds. 
> All things being thus agreed upon, as far as they could 

be without S' Johm Berkley's confent, who was then before 
Taunton ; the Lords refolv'd to return to the Prince, and in 
their way to difpofe S' John Berkley to what had been pro- 
pofed; and left the Chancellor of the Exchequer at EMtor^ to 
agree with the Commiflioners , upon the tectlement of the 
Contributions, and to fettle fbme other particulars which they 
had refolv'd upon. The whole Contribution of the County 
of Devon amounted to two thoufand pound Weekly ; where- 
of fo many hundreds were aiSgn d by the Commiflioners, 
for the maintenance of the Forces before Plymouth ^ is amount- 
ed to the juft proportion and eftabliflimenc piopofed by S' 
Bubard Greenvil himfelf; and thenfo many totneGarnibos 
of ExetOTy Durtmouth, BamftaUe^ and Thfertomj as amounted 
to the payment of fuch Forces, as, on all hands, were agreed 
to be ab(oIutely neceflarv for their defence, at the ioweft efta- 
bliQiment. All which being done, upon fuppofition that the 
whole Contribution, being two thoufand gound Weekly, 
would i>e, according to the aflignments, exadly paid, there 
remained not a penny overplus, for the buying Ammunition 
and Armes, for the finifhtng Fortifications, for ViftualHng the 
Garrifons, or for blocking up of Lyme^ which if it were not 
done, all that part of the Country would be liable to that prcf* 
fure; and fo, unable to pay Contribution where ic wasaffign'd. 
But it 'was fuppofed, toe laft might be done by drawing out 
fome Numbers from the feveral Garrifons, if there were no 
difturbance from abroad ^ and the reft muft be fupplied out 
of the Ezcife f the Major part whereof was by the Ring af- 
fign'd for the Support of thePrincefs Bmnettd left at ExOer ) 
and fome other extraordinary ways to bethought of; the Let- 
ter Money, and Subfcription Money, being almoft exhaufted. 
H I s Highnefs was no fooner return'd ro Briftol from Briigt- 
watery which was on the laft day kA Afrily than General G#- 
f'tng was fent for by the King, to draw his Horfe and Dn* 
goons towards Oxford f chat thereby bis Majefty mfdit 
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free himfelf from Omnwff ^ who, with a very ftrong Party of 
Hode and Dragoona, lay in wait, to iocerrupE his jortiing . 
with PriDCc R»ptrt tboaiifiree^er. How unwelcome foever 
thefe Orders were to the Lord Gfrnig, yet there was no re- 
medy but he muft obey them : and it was now hoped, that 
the Weft Otould be hsreafter freed from him, where he was at 
that time very ungracious. He marched with that Expedition 
towards the King, who was then at Woadfteck, thac he fell 
upon a Hoife Quarter of CrvrnvtUi, and another Party of 
FMrfmx't Horfe, at they were attempting a pillage over the 
River of IJis, (o proTperouQy fthe very Evening before he 
canieto tbeKlngj that he broke and defeated ttmn with a 
great flaughtcr, which gave him ^reat Reputation, and made 
bim exceedingly welcome : and it was indeed a very feafbn- 
able AAion, to difcountenance, and break fuch a Party, in 
the Infancy of their new model ; and did break their prcfenc 
meafures, and made f4ir/«x to appoint a new place of Ren- 
dezvous for his new Army,at a greater diftancc from [he King's . ^ / 
Forces . ^ a ■?Wir bfXM

" kO. his new model to that d^ree, as to take the Field. Tt.i.t>^-^y""^'^y r^'J ' 
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if be could bring to paSsy woald give him great Reputatioajand 
would make the Parliament near Sharers with the King in the 
iwcreft of the Weft. Upon this profoeft, it was thought rea- 
fonable, and accordingly propofed, ^' that the King bimfelf 
*^ would march with his Army into the Weft^ and thereby, 
^^not only pvevent the relief of Tatmtomy but compel FairfM 
*'to Fight, before he (hould be able to joyn with CYomweB; 
^^ who had not gathered his Troops together. This was the 
concurrent Udv^ce of the whole Council with which the King 
ufed to confult, Prince R»/fr^ only excepted, and Sr MmM- 
duki LangdMky who Commanded the Northern Horie ; which 
were impatient to be in their own Country. Now the very 
contrary Aflcdions towards each other, between Prince Bm- 
fert and the Lord Gormgy begin to cooperate to one and the 
fame end. The Prince found that Gormgy as a Man of a rauiy 
Wit, and an excellent Speaker, was like to have moft Credit 
v^ith the King in all debates ; and was jealous, that, by his 
Friendfiiip with the Lord DigS^y he would qaickly get fudi an 
intereft with his Majefty, that his own Credit would be much 
Edipfcd. Hereupon, he did no lefs defire that Gw^Mg Ihould 
return again into the Weft, than Goring did, not to remaio 
where Prince Rupert Commanded. This produced a great 
Confidence and Frieddfhlp between them, and the Prince told 
him all that any of the Council had fpokcn freely to him, when 
his Highnefs abhorr'd nothing more than that Garhg fliould 
be near the Prince of fVaUr ; and Gorhg faid all of the Coun- 
cil, which he believ'd would moft ir^reconcile him to tfaeffl. 
So they both agreed to do all they could,to leflen the Credit and 
*^ Authority of the Council. The King was defired to receive 
the Information, and State of the Weft; from G^rmg ; who, 
upon the late good Fortune he had, and by the Artifices of 
the Lord DtgSj^y was too eafily believ'd. He inform'd the King 
with all imaginable confidence, ^'that if,by the pofirive Com- 
^'mand of the Prince, contrary to his opinion and advice, his 
. ^^ Forces had not been taken from him, and applied to the Siege 
** of Tauj/touy he had doubtlefi totally ruin'd all WaUti/^s Forowi 
, * "and prevented the coming of thofe Parties who had given 
V ^^his Majefty fo much trouble at Oxford : that he bad been 
^' always ufed, upon his refort to the Prince, with great dif* 
^'refpeft, being not call'd inte the Couneili but put to an at- 
'* tendance without, amongft inferior Suiters ; and then tdd 
many particular paiTages at BrUgewatoTj of which he raifed 
advantage to himfelf, upon the prejudice he begot to odiers. 
Whereas the truth of the defign upon Taunton is be- 
fore fee down, with all the circumftances ; and tfbBer was 
marched beyond Salisbury ^ before the Lord Gorimg knew 
where he was 3- and confe0cd, there was 00 oveKaking btm ; 
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and he had always receiv'd as much refped from the Prince, 
and Council, as could be given to a Subjeft ^ being conftantly 
called , and admitted to Council when he was prefent ; and 
when abfent, opinions and advices fent to him from the Coun- 
cil, upon fiich particulars as himfelf propofed, with a full 
reference to his difcretion, to do, upon the place, as he judged 
moft meet : yet, I fay, he got Co much Credit, that the King, 
by his Tetter of the tenth of Miy to the Prince, direded, 
^* that General G^mg ihould be admined into all confultations 
^' and Debates, and advifed withal, as if he were one of the 
^^ eftablifii'd Council; that Prince Rufert having granted him 
^ Power , to give dommiflions in that Army, a^ Commif- 
^* fioDS to be granted (hould pafs by General Chrh^ ; and that 
^^ none (hould be granted by the rrince, in his own Name, 
^^otherwife than in fuch Cafes as were of relation meerly to 
^ the Aflbciation : that the Council (hould contribute their 
^opinions and advices to General Gentry but that his High- 
*' neis (hould carefully forbear to give unto the Lord Goring 
^any poGtiveor binding Orders ; whereas, by his Infbufti- 
ons, when he came from Oxford^ he was to put both his Com- 
miffions, of Generaliffimo, aiui of General of the Aflbciation 
in execution, as he found moft convenient ; his Majefty him- 
felf then entertatntne very little hope of the Aflbciation, as it 
was propofed; and therefore, by his Letters to the Prince of 
the twentieth of Jifril^ which came to him at BrUgew^er, 
all the a(&nations formerly made towards the Aflbciation, 
were direaed to be difpofed, and converted to fuch uies, as 
by the advice of his Council fliould be found mofl advantage- 
ous to the Service of thofc Parts ; and thereupon the Levies 
were contented to, and diredled as is before mentioned. With 
thefe triumphant Orders, the Lord Gormg renirn'd into the nt urd 
Weft ; where we (hall now leave him, and wait upon his Ma- Goring 
jefly, in his unfortunate march, until we find caufe enough ^'■'***^j'- 
to lament that Counfel, which fo fatally difmifled Goring^ and " ^'^' 
his Forces, at a time, in whicl^, if he had been born to Serve 
his Country, his prefence might have been of great ufe and be- 
nefic to the King; which it was never after in any occafion. 

When Gwing was thus feparatcd from the King's Army, 
his Majefty marched to Eveflsam ; and in his way, drew out 
his Garrifon from CMS^^^-Houfe ; which had brought no 
other benefit to the Publick, than the enriching the licentious 
Govemour thereof; who exercifed an illimiced Tyranny over 
the whole Country, and took his leave of it, in wantonly 
burning the Noble Strudue, where he had too long inha- 
bited, and which, not many vears before, had coft above 
thirty thoufand pounds the building. Within few days 
after the King left Ev^amy it was furprUed by the Enemy, 

or 
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or rather ftorm'd and taken for want of Men to defend tht 
Works; and the Governour, and all the little Garrifbo n^de 
Prifoners. The lofs of this place was an ill Omen to the iuc- 
ceeding Summer ; and, upon the matter, cut off all the incer- 
courfe between Wcrcejhr^ and Oxford-^ nor was it at all re- 
pair'd by the taking of I^nakeflyViaak in Wareefierjbire^ 
which the Rebels had fortified, and made ftrong, and which 
the King's Army took in two days, and therein the Gover- 
nour, and one hundred and xwenty Prironers;who (erv'd to 
VUr^km ff redeem thofe who were loft in Evifham, And fo, by ealV and 
th» KiH'i flow marches the Army profecuted their way towards ctefier, 
Urmf »f- gut^ in Stf/ffbrd-Jhirey the Lord ftr«», who was Govemoar 
JJ^'^JJj^-of 0&^«',Tnet the King; and informed him, "that the Rc- 
Sr TboRkM ^^ bels, upon the noife of hisMajefty's advance, were drawn 
Fairfax '^ off; and fo there was no more to be done^but to profeoite the 
»•'**»./*'» Northern dcfign; which was now intended, and the Army 
Oxford ' '^P^" *^*^ march accordingly, when Intelligence was brought, 
^^ tha( Fahfax had fent a ftrong Party to relieve Tamtiom^ and 
^^ was Rimielf, with his Army, (ate down before OxfhrJ, This 
could not but make fome alteration, at leaft a paufe in the Exe- 
cution of the forn)erCounfels : and yet Oxford w^ known to 
be in fo good a Condition, that the lofs of it could not in any 
degree t^ apprehended, and nothing could more reafonably 
have been wiSied, than that Fairfax fliould be throwshly en- 
gaged before ic : And it was concluded, " that the beft way to 
^' draw him from thence, would be to fall upon fome place pof- 
"fefled by the Parliament. 
jrt» Ki'^i They had no Town fo confiderable near the place where 

SkTlei ^^^ ^*°B ^^^^ ^*'» ** Leicefifr ; in whidi there was a good 
ce^. ' Garrifon, under the Command of S^Rfiirt Pye^ and Prince 
JRa|^^^,who was always pleafed with ady brisk attempt,chear- 
fully enrertain'd the firft motion, and fent S^MtrmdMe LMg- 
Jsk forthwith to furround it (which was of great extent) with 
his Horfe ^ and the next day, being the laft of iUSfy, the whole 
Army was drawn about the Towi), and the Prince, havuK 
taken a view of it, Commanded a Battery to be forthwith 
raifed againft an old high ftone Wall, on the South 6de of the 
Town; which, by his owri continued prefence, was finilbed 
with admirable diligence : which done, he fent a Summons 
to the Governour ; who return'd not fuch an Anfwer as was 
required. Thereupon, the Battery began to play ; and, in 
the fpace of four hours , made fuch a Breach, that it was 
thought Counfelable, the fame Night to make a general Af- 
fault with the whole Army, in feveral places ; but principatty 
at the Breach ; which was defended with great Courage, and 
Relblution ; infomuch, that the King's Forces were twice re- 
pulfed with great iofi, and flaughter ; and were eren re»iy to 
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4raw o0r ia derpair : when aoocher Party, on the other Gde of 
the Town> under the Command of Colonel P^^e, feoonded 
by a Body c^Horfe that came but that day from Newark^ and. 

Flitting themfelves on Foot, advanced, with their Swords and 
iftol^ with the other, entered the Town; and made way for 
their Fellows to follow them : fo chat, by the break of day, the 
AflBiuIt having continued all the Night, all the King's Avmy 
entered the Line. > Then the Govemour, and all the Officers 
and Soldiers, to the Number of twelve hundred, threw down 
their Armes. and became Prifbners of War: whilft the Con- 

Juerors purfued their advantage, with the ufual Licence of 
Laptne, and Plunder, and mKerably facked the whole Town, 
wicnouc any diftindion of Perfons, or Places ; Churches, and 
Hofpitals, as well as other Houfes, were made a Prey to the 
enraged, and greedy Soldier, to the exceeding regret of the 
King ; who well knew,that, how difiiSeAed fotver that Town 
was generally, there were yet many who had faithful hearts to 
him, and ^o he heartily wifhed might be diftinguifbed from 
die reft : but thofe Seafons admitted no difference of Pecibns. 
Though the place was well gotten, becaufe fo little time had 
been (pent in the getting it, yet it was not without very confi- 
derable lofs on the King's fide ; there being near two hundred 
Soldiers dead upon the places of Ailuilt, with many Officers ; 
Colonel Samt Georgey and others of Name ; befides many 
more wounded, and maimed. The King prdently made the 
Lord lAugUrarwgby a younger Son of the Earl of HuMth^toMy 
and one who hadierv'd him eminently from the beginning of ' 
the War, Govemour of Lnc^Jhr; and Sr Matthew Appbyard^ 
a SoMier of knowA Courage and Experience, his Lieutenant 
Govemour. 

The taking of Leicefler^ the chief Town of that Province, 
even as foon as he came before it, and in that manner, purely 
by an Aft of great Courage, gave the King's Army great Ye- 
putatbn, and made a wonderful impreffion of terror upon the 
hearts of thofe at Jf^JhmnJfer; who now revolv'd the condi- 
tions, which were oficr'd at Uxhridge ; which they had re- 
fuied. They began to curfe their new model ; and to re* 

{»roach tiK>fe who had perfw-aded them ^ fo tngratefully to 
^ throw oflf their old Genera), who was ready to foment all 
^' their difeontenrs It was not above twenty days, that the 
** King's Army had been in the Field, and in that (hort time, 
** it had reduced two ftrong Garrifons of Theirs, without 
"giving the Soldiers any conditions, Hifwi<5/^-Houfe in War" 
^ cefter^flftre, and the Town of "Lncefiir : whilft their new 
'^General Fairfax had only faced Omrd at a diftance, to try 
<^ whether the Ladies would preitail for the giving up of the 
^^ Town, tb pacify their fears j and bad attempted to take a 
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^' p6or Houfc that lay nc«r, BorftaB Houfe, and had been 
^^ beaten from thence with confiderable loTs, and ha<l drawn 
** off from both, very little to his Honour. Thefe difcouiies 
were fo publick in the City, and had fo much Credit in both 
Houfcs of Parliament, that they exceedingly defired Peace, 
and exercifed their thoughts only how thev might revive the 
old Treaty, or fee a new one on foot ; when die evil Genius 
of the Kingdom in a moment ihifted the whole Scene. 

Leicester was a Poft, where the King might, with 
all poflibie Convenience and Honour, liave fate ftiil, till his 
Army might have been recruited, as well as throughly re^ 
freflied. Colonel Gtrrard was upon his march towards him 
from Wales^ with a Body of three thoufaod Hcvfe and Foot : 
and he had reafon to expeft, that the Lord G9rmg would be 
▼ery fbortly with him with his Hoffe ; for he was not de- 
parted from the King above four or five days, with tho(b Or- 
ders which are mention'd before f and with which he was fo 
well pleafed ) but that the King faw caufe to repent his repa- 
ration , and fent other Orders to recal him as foon as was 
poQIble. But the King's fate, and the natural unfteadineTs^ 
and irrefolution of thole about him, hurried him intoCoun- 
fels very difagreeable to the poSure he was in He knew 
not that Fsiffax was gone from Oxford ^ and the Intelligence 
which ibme Men pretended to have received from thence, 
was, ^^ that it was in diftrefs. The Duke of Jsri remain'd 
there ; the Council, many Lords and Ladies, who fent In« 
telligence to their Friends«and all the Magazines were there; 
and if all thefe Ibould fall into the Enemies hand^ Ltkolhr 
would appear a very poor recompence. Theie particulars be- 
ing unskilfuUv, yet warmly prefled by thofe who could not 
be underftood to mean amifi, the King refolv'd to march di* 
7h$Km 'cAly for Oxjfbrd'y and in order thereunto, within five days 
0urchtt after the taking of Lekifiefy he appointed the Rendezvous 
hdci^t^trdi for his Army; where he might yet very rcafonably have been 
Oxford* difcouraged from profecuting that intention; for it'dieo ap- 
^ar'd evidently, how very much it was weakened by, and 
iince that Aftion, ^y the lofs of thofe who were kiUed and 
wounded in the Storm ; by the abfence of thofe who were \ck 
behind in the Garriibn ; and by the running away of veiy 
many with cheir Plunder, who would in few days have re* 
turned. 

The number of the King's* Foot which remain'd, did not 
amount to above three thoufand five hundred ; which was noc 
a Body fufficicnt to Fight a Battle for a Crown. Then, all 
the Northern Horfe, wbohad promifed themfelves^ and were 
promifed by the Kine, that they (hould go into their own 
Country, were fo dilpleafed with this new Rcfolutioo^ due 
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they were with great difficulty 'reftrain*d from Disbanding; 
and, though they were at Jail prevaifd with to march^ were 
not enough recover'd to be depended upon in any (uddain 
Adion. Ndtwithftanding all this, the march was continu'd ; 
the next day, at Htrior^ugk^ the Inreliigence came ^^thae 
^^ Fairfax was drawn oflF from Oxfird, without having ever^frhomu 
^^ approached fo near it, as todifcbargeooe Piece of OmnonPairfox 
" upon it ; that he had been beaten off' from Borffal-Houfc^"^ 
" with thelofs of Officers, as well as Soldiers j and that he^J^.^*' 
^ was marched with his whole Army to Backmgbam. But this 
kmdled a greater appetite to find him out, than there was be- 
fore. Incked there was ieis reafon to march Northward, fince 
they mi^ht well apprehend the Sc^^ Army in their Face^ 
ana Fatrfax in their Rear. But there was the fame reafon 
ftill for their retiring back to Ijticefier^ or to WorceBer^ where 
they might expe£b , and couM not fail of an Addition of 
Forces to the Army ; and where the Enemv^ who muft now 
be oblig'd to find them oat, muilcome with many diikdvan- 
tages. Thefe Confiderattons were all laid afide, and every 
body believ'd, that faWfax his Army was much difpirited, by 
having fsul'd in their two firft Enterprizes ; and that it was 
now led out of the wav, that it might recover Courage, be- 
fore it ihould be brougnt to Fight with fo Vidorious Troops, 
as the King's were : and therobre , that it was beft to find 
them out, whilft their fear was yet upon them : all Men con- ' 
eluding that to be true. Which their own wifhes fuggefled to 
them. So the Army marched to Daveniry in Ifyrtbamftou'^ 
(hirf : where, for want of knowing where the Enemy was, or 
what he intended to do, the King remained in a quiet pofture 
the fpace of five days. 

Upon the thirteenth of Jtme^ the King received Intelli- 

S;nce, that Fairfax was advanced to Nartbamptom , with a 
rong Army ; much fuperior to the Numbers he had for- 
merly been advertifed of. Whereupon, his Majefty retir'd 
the next day to Harhoraugb -, and meant to have gone back 
to lAtaBtry that he might draw more Foot ojit of Newark^ 
and ftand upon his defence, till the other Forces which he 
expefied, could come up to him. But, that very Night, an 
Alarm was brought to Hariproifgb, that Fairfax himfelf was 
Qianer'd within fix Miles. A Council was prefently call'd^ 
the former Refolution of retiring prefently laid afide, and a 
new one as quickly taken, *' to Fight ; to which there was 
always an immoderate appetite, when the Enemy was within 
any diftaoce. They would not ftay to exped his coming, 
but would go back to meet him. And fo, in the Morning 
early^ being SafxrJay the fourteenth ofjimey all the Army 
was drawn up, uponarifing ground of very great advantage 

about 
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about a Mile South from lUri^rmtgb {which was left at their 
back ) and there put in order to give or receive the Charge. 
The main Body ot the Foot was led by the Lord ^fiiej (whom 
the Kins had lately made a Baron ) oonfifting ot about two 
thoufandaod five hundred Foot ; the right Wing of HoHe^ 
being about two thoufand, was led by Prince B»fert^ the left 
Wing, confining of all the hjorthern Horfe, with choie from 
Nnparky which did not amount to above iixteen hundred, was 
Commanded by S^ MsrmaJuke LangJdUj in the Referve, 
were the King's Ltfe*Guard, Commanded by the Earl of UmJ- 
fey, and Prince Ruferfs Raiment of Foot ( both which did 
make very little above eight hundred ) with the King's Horle- 
Guards, Commanded by the Lord Bernard Stuart (newly 
made Earl of Ucbfield) which made that day about five hun- 
dred Horfe. 

The Army, thus difpofed in good order, nAade a fiand on 
that ground to exped the Enemy. About eight of the Clock 
in the Morning, it began to be doubted, whether the InteU 
ligence they bad received of the Enemy was true. Upon 
which the Scoutmafter was fent to it^ake farther difoovcry ; 
who, itfeems, went not far enough ; but returned and averr'd, 
'^ that he had been three or four Miles forward, and oould 
** neither difcover, nor hear any thing of them: prefently, a 
report was raifed in the Army, '^ that the Enemy was retired. 
Prloce lOtfert thereupon drew out a Party of Hoirfe and MuF- 
queteers, both to difcover, and engage them^ the Army re- 
maining dill in the fame place, and pofture they had been in. 
His Highneft had not march'd above a mile, when he re- 
ceiv'd certain Intelligence of Their advance, and in a fliorc 
time after, he faw the Van of their Army, but it feems not fo 
diftindly, but that heconceiv'd they were retiring. Where- 
upon, he advanced nearer with his Horfe, atui fent back, 
" that the Army (Iiould march up to him ; and the MeOeager 
who brought the Order, faid, '^ that the Prince defired they 
'^ (hould make haft. Hereupon the advantage ground was 
quitted, and the excellent order they were in, and an advance 
made towards the Enemy, as- well as might be. 1^ that time 
they had march'd about a mile and an half, the Horfe of the 
Enemy was difcern'd to ftand upon a high groimd sbooc 
Nafiiy ; whence, feeing the manner of the King's march, in 
a full Campagpe, they had leifure and opportunity to place 
themfelvesj with all the advantages they could defire. The 
Prince's natural heat, and impatience, could never endure an 
Enemy long in his view ; nor let hiln believe that they had 
the courage to endure his Charge. Thus the Army was cn^ 
gaged before the Cannon was tum'd, or the ground made 
choice of upon which they were to Fight : fo that Caatngc 
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was only to be relied upon, where all Condud failed fo much. 

It was about ten of the Clock, when the Battle began irhi'BMih 
The firft Charge was given by Prince Rt^t j who, with his^Nafeby. 
own, and his Brother Prince Mauruis Troop, perforxn'd ic 
with his ufual vigour y and was fo wellfeconded,' time he bore 
down all before nim, and was Mailer of fix pieces cf the Re- 
bels befk Caimon.' The Lord ABkf, with His Foot, though 
againft the Hill, advanced upon Theij Foot ; who diicharged 
their Cannon at theift, but over-fliot them, and fo did their 
Muiqueteers too. For the Foot on either fide hardly faw each 
other till they were within Carabtoe-(bot, and fo only gave 
one Volly ; the King's Foot, aaording to their ufual cu(lof!n, 
filling in w|th their Swords, and the But-endsof their Muf- 
quets; with which they did very notable execution, and put 
the Enemy into great diforder and confufion. The ri^ht 
Wing ofHorfe and Foot being thus fortunately engaged and 
advanced, the left Wing, under S' Marmaduke LMgdak^ in 
five Bodies, advanced with equal refolution; and was en- 
counter'd by CranmeUy who Commanded the right Wing of 
the Enemies Horfe, withleven Bodies greater, and more nu- 
merous than either of the other; and had, befides the Odds 
in number, the advantage of the ground ; for the King's 
Horfe were obliged to march up the Hill, before they codd 
Charge them : yet they did their duty, as well as the place, 
and great inequality of Numbers would enable them to do. 
But being flanked on both fides by the Enemies Horle, and 
prefiled hard, before they could get to the top of the Hill, 
they gave back, and fled fiirther and fafter than became them. 
Four of the Enemies Bodies, dofe, and in good order, fol- 
lowed them, that they might not rally again; which they 
never thought of doing ; and the reft Charged the King's 
Foot, who had till then fo much the advantage over Theirs; 
whilft Prince ^Mferty with the risht Wing, purfued thofe 
Horfe which he bad broken and defeated. 

The King's Refer ve ofHorfe, which was his own Guards, 
with Himfelf in the head of them, were even ready to Charge 
thofe Horfe who purfued his left Wing, when, on afuddain, ' 
fuch a Pannick fear feifed upon them, that they all run near a 
quarter of a mile without ftopping ; which happened upon an 
extraordinary accident, that hath ieldom fallen out, and might 
welldifturb and diforder very refolute Troops, as thofe were, 
and the beft Horfe in the Army. The King, as was faid be- 
fore, waseven upon the point of Charging the Enemy, in the 
head of his Guards, when the Earl oiCamevjortb^ who rode 
next to him ( aNlannever fufpefted for •infidelity, nor yet 
one from whom the King would have receiv'd Counlel in fuch 
a cafe j OB afuddain^ laid his hand on the bridle of the King's 
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Horfe, and fwearing two or three full Mouthed Sco^ Oatfas 
( for of that Nation he was ) faid, ** wUl you go upon yoar 
*^ death in an inftant ? and before hisMajefty underftood what 
he would have^^ tum'd his Horfe round ^ upon which a word 
riin through the Troops, ^' that they (heuldrnwrrifr to the right 
'^ hand ; which led them both from Chargine the Enemy, aod 
aflifting their own Men. Upon this they all curn'd dKJr 
Horfes, and rode upon the Spur, as i^they were every Man 
to (hift for himfelf. 

I T is very true that, upon the more Souldierly word./«d', 
which was fent after them, many of them return d lo the 
King y though the former unlucky word carried more from 
him. By this time. Prince Rupert was retum'd with a good 
Body of thofe Horfe, .which had attended him in hisprofpe- 
rous Charge on the right Wing ^ but they having, as chey 
thought, aded their parts, could never be brought to ral/y 
themfelves again in order, or to Charge the Enemy. That 
difference was obfcrv'd all along, in the difdpline of the Ring's 
Troops, and of thofe which marched under the Command of 
Fairfax^ and CrormueU (for it was only under Them, and had 
never been remarkable under ^ffixy or Wttter ) thac, though 
the King's Troops prevailed in the Charge, and rooted thofe 
they Charged, thev feldom rallied themfelves agdn in order, 
nor could be brougtit tomake a fecond Charge again the faine 
day : which was the reafon, that they had not an entire Vi- 
ctory zx, Edge-hiU : Whereas the others Troops, if they pre- 
vaird, or though they were beaten, and routed, prefently 
rallied again, and ftood in good order, till chey tcceiv'd new 

• Orders. All that the King and Prince could doy could not 
rally their broken Troops, which ftood in fufficient Numbers 
upon the Field, thoi^h they often endeavour'd it, with the 
manifeft hazard of their ownPerfons. So that, in the end, 
the King was compell'd to quit the Field \ and to leave Fm- 
fax Mailer of all his Foot, Cannon, and Baggage ; amongft 
which was his own Cabinet, where his moft ieaet Papers 

^ were, and Letters between the Queen and Him ; rf which 
they (hortly after made that barbarous ufeas was agreeable to 
their Natures, and publiOi'd them in Print ; that is, fo mudi 
of them, as they thought would afperfe either oF.dieir Mi- 
jefties, and improve the prejudice thev had railed agaioft 
them; andconceal'd other parts, whicn would have vindi^ 
cated them frtfm many particulars with which they had afper- 
fed them. 

I SHALL notftay, inthisplace, to mention the Names of 
tho(e Noble Perfons who were loft in XJM Battle; wheo 
the King, and the Kingdom were loft in it ; though there 

. were above one hundred and fifty Officers, and Geo wmen of 
2 prime 
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prime Quality, dead upon the fpoc , whofe Memories ought 
to be prefarVd. The Enemyleftuomauaer of cruelty un« 
exerdfed that day ; and in the pmfcrit kiU'd above one hundred 
Women, whereof <bme were the Wives of Officers of Quali- 
ty. The King and Prince Bufert^ with the broken Troops. 
marched by Lricejhr that Night to jffbfy de ia Zoucb ; and Th§ i^^i^ 
the next day to Ucbfklii am continued two days march '<^>«« ^f 
more, rill they came to BewMey in Wtncefitr-Jhin ; where J;|^»^^** '* 
they refted one day; and then went to Btrefhrdy with fomej^ji*^* 
disjpynted imagination, that they might, with thoTe Forces Hereford 
under Gerrardy who was General of South Waks^ and was 
indeed upm his march, with a Body of two tfaoulaad Horfe 
and Foot, be able to have rdfed a new Army. At Hereford^ nenew 
Prince Buferty before any form'd Counjel was agreed upoii,''r<'^«Rtt- 
what the King Ibould da next, left the King, and made haftP*".'T"r" 
to BHMy that he might put that place into a condition to' ' ® 
refift a Powerful and Vidorious Enemy ; which* he had rea- 
fon to believe, would inafliort thneappear before if. No- 
thing can be here more wonder'd at, than that the Kingfliould 
amufc himfcff s^ut forming a new Army in Counties which 
had been vexed, and worn ont with the oppreffions of his 
own Troops, and the Licence of thofe Govemours, whom 
he had -put over them ; atxl not have immediately repaired 
into the Weft, where he had an Army already form'd, and a 
People, generally, well devoted to his Service, whither all his 
brolGcn Troops, and General Gerrard^ might have tranlport* 
ed themfelves, before Fairfax could have given them any in- 
terruption ^ who had fomewhat to do, bcmre he could bend 
his cotirle that way : of which unhappy omlflion we {hall 
have too much ocorfion to take more notice, after we have 
again vifited the Weft. 

T H B Sicknefs which infefted BriJlolyOXid which was thought 7W uf^^w 
to be the Plague , had made it neceflary for the Prince of^'^ ^^ 
Wshs to remove from dience : and no place was thought fo J*^ "'** 
convenient for his refidcnce as Barn/latiey a pleafant Town "*^' 
in the North p^Ltt of Dev&m-Jhhey well Fortified, with a good 
Gaitifon in it, under the Command of S^j^Bem Afflty, And 
as his Highnds was upon hts way thithfer, he receiv'd the Or- 
ders which the Lord Goringy who was now return'd^ had pro- 
cared from the Kins ; which he carefully tranfmitted to his 
Highnefs, aflbon as nc arrived. Ac the fame rime, the Lord 
Cokpeffer receiv'd another Letter from the Lord Digi^y dared 
four ibys after the former Orders, by which he fignified ^^lYit 
** King's exprefs pleafure, that the Lord Goring ihoald Com- 
** roatid thoie Forces in Chief; that S^ Richard Greenvii (hould 
** be Major General of the whole Army; that Sr John Berk- 
<< tejty as Colonel General of Devon and Comwafy (hould in- 
* Vol. IL Part. a. Uu "tend 
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'^ tend the work before Plymouth j aod that Prince Rufnt 
<^ would fend his Ratification of all thefe ^ that the Lord Hof- 
<' tan (hould attend his Charge at the Amay, as General of che 
^^ Artillery. To which purpole, his Majefty with his own 
hand writ to che Lord Hifftw ; ^^ and that the Prince ihould 
^^ not be in the Army^ but iceep his refidence in a fafe Garri- 
'^fon^ and There, by the ad vice of his Council, manage and 
^* improve the bufinefs of the Weft, and provide referves, aod 
*^ reinforcements for the Army : with an Intimatioo, ^' that 
^^ Mr Smith's Houfe, near Briftat, would be aooovenient place 
^^ for his refideace. 

T N s Prince and Council were much amazed at theie Or- 
ders aod Refolutions, (o dificrent from thofe which had been 
made ; and therefore they thought it fit to conceal them, till 
they might reprefent faiuifolly to his Majefty the fiate aod 
condition of thofe parts, and their advice thereupon : well 
knowing, that if it were believ'd in the County , that the 
Prince's Authority was in the leaft manner fuperfeded, ordi- 
minifhed, befides other inconveniences, the tic^>efbl Levies, 
upon the agreement at Bridgmater^ would be in a moment 
determined y the Gentlemen who were to raiie R^imeocs, 
profeffing, ^^ that they would receive noCommiffiensbatfixMn 
^' his Hlghnels. But whatever care They uied to conceal the 
matters of thofe Letters, and to haftenaway a dtfpatchto the 
King concerning them, the Lord Gcrmg took as much care to 
pubmbthem ; and from that time ezprefled all poffible con- 
tempt at leaft of the Council attending the Prince. However, 
within three days, there was another change ^ for the Lord 
D^iy ( {ending at the fame time cxpre& Ordos finom the King 
to the Lord Gms^ to that purpofe ) by his Letters to the 
Lords of the Council, of the nineteenth of JHEsy, witidn five 
days after the former, fignified *^ his MajeAy's pleafure, diac 
^* the Lord Gorhfg fhould march forthwith towards Nffth- 
*^ ampton-P>ire with all the Forces could be fpared ; and that 
^* the Prince himfclf fliould ftay at Dumfiar-C^Sdc^ andenoou- 
^' rage the new Levies : it being ( I prcfuroe ) not known at 
Court, that the Plague, which had driven him from Br^^ 
was as hot m Dunbar Town, juft under the Walls of the Ca» 
file. At the fame time, a Letter to the Lord H0pt&» from the 
King, order'd him '^ to Command the Forces under the PHoce. 
The Prince was then, as was faid before, in his way ioBmh 
fidhle ^ having left five hundred of his Guards to keep d^ 
Fort in Briffel, the Garrifon being then very thin there, by 
Teafon of fo many drawn from thence for the Service bdote 
TauMtam, 

General Gormu upon hisretum from the King, found 
taimtm leliev'd by a l&ong Party of two tbwfand Horft, and 
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three tlkxiiaDd Foot, which imhappily arriv'd in the very Ar- 
ticle of rcdudog the Town, and after their Lme wasencer'd^ 
and* a third part of the Town was iximed. fiut this Supply 
raiicdthe Siege, the Befiegers drawing off without any iofs; 
and'the Parry that relieved them, haring done their work, 
and left Ibmeoftheir Foot in the Town, made what haft chey 
oould, to make their Reaeat Eaftwaitl ; vi/hcn Coring feUfo 
opportanely upon their Qoartcrs, That he did theih great mif- 
cnief; - and 'benev'd that, inthacdifarder, hehadfo ibatthem 
up betWeeii narrow pafife$, that they could ndther retire to 
TaimM^ nor match Eaft ward : and doubtlds he had them 
then at a great advantage, by the opinion of all Men J that- 
knew the Q>untry. But, by the extreme ill diipofiog.hisPar*' 
ties* and for want of particular Orders ( of which many Men 
Ipoke with great licence ) his two Parties fent outy (everal 
ways^ to fall upon the Enemy at Pettertom^BridgSy the one 
Commanded by Colonel Thomill'y the other by S^ WHIsm^ 
CfMrfnif ( both diligent, and fober Officers ) they fell foul on 
each other, to the lob of many of their Men j both the chief 
Officers^ being dangeroufly hurt, and one of them taken, be- 
fore they koew their Error ; through which the Enemy with 
no more lofi got into, and about Tmunttm'y nocwitfaftanding 
which untoward accicknt, General Gorhg was, or feem'd^ 
very confident that he fliould fpeedily iadiftre&tfaem., that 
the place would be the fooner reduced, by the relief tjhat had 
been ]pat into it, and that in few days they would be at his 
Mcfcy. . . 

This was before the latter end of il/^; when,, upon the 
coofidoQceof Qicedily difpatdutig that work, all pol^leaiid 
efieffanilcare was taken to: fupplybhn widiProfvi&)ns, andto 
lend alif the new Levied Mesy and his Highnefa's Qwa Guards 
thither. Infimiuch, as he.had within few days a Body of fell 
fivedwufandlFioot, and fourthOufandHorfej which heQuar* 
ter'^ tf the moft convenietlt places^ ratiicr For eafe, thtin duty ; 
having publUhed Orders,' under pretence of preferviBg tne 
Country from plunder, and with a promiie of moftczem'^ 
plary DifiapUne, ^^ diat ^xpence a day Ibouldbe icollcdledfor 
^^ the payment of each Triboper ^ to. which he got the Com* 
iDiffioners confeiu ; byyijttue whereof, he raired.great Sums 
of Motley, without the leaft abatement of the former difor<- 
ders: ya he proceeded with fuclr Popular circumftanoe&k fend* 
sng moft fi)ecKnis Warrantsout; and Declarations for- Kcfor* 
matioD^'fometiroesdefiringj^^that folemn Prayers (inight be 
^ faid in all Churches for *him ; and to dcfire .God to blcfs 
^ fotne atiein^ faehadrhen.iw hand^ alway/ uflng extrctrc 
CounQup .to the Commiifioners •( whom he barei^ced in* 
^rta'df r tltt( be was to have, or rather, that he iiadti^e ab- 
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^'iblute Command of the Weft under the Prince^ widiouc re- 
^ferencecohisCouncil) that with tm Promifes^ PkecUma- 
tions, and Goortflilpy together with lao^ing at thofe Perifaitf 
they were tagrj ac, he had wrought hiobfi^into very fopt' 
lar confideracion; till they fbnad^ that he promifed and pub- 
liibed Orders^ to no other purpote than to deceive them $ and 
that, whilft he feem'd with thtm to laugh acodier Men, he 
madie them Properties only to his own ends. 

I N this oonjunAure, the King's Letter came to cbe . Lord 
ChrmgyXotBMTch towards HnrAdmptmhpirn*^ to wbfcbte le- 
rum'n m Anfwer by an Exprefs, before he defired the hteoe's 
diitftio ns ; though he was diligent enough toprocve iiis 
HtghnCls's opinion fbrthe lefpit of his march. ThetmthL^ 
the aflTuvance that he gave of his reduciae thofe Forces widiin 
very few days:; the leaving all the Weft co the f/tacf of the 
Rebels, if he-went bdforethey were reduced ; ti^^dogo'of 
their matthiiig in his Rear, end ^rrying as gieait an a(midan 
of ftrength to the Enemy, as General Gsrnf oodd tarry to tht 
King, except he carried with him the Forces of the ieveralGar- 
rifons, which were then joyn'dtoiiiai, made it very Cou&rel- 
able to fnfpiond a prefent C)befience totbofe Orders tiii hii 
Majefty might receive the fall and true State of his A&in ia 
thofe pans ; to which purpofe, an expreis was fenc likevife 
by his'HigHoeis to the King. In the mean dme, Geoeial 
G^mg was fo far from making any advance upon TMifttty 
that he grew mudi more negligent in it, than ne had been; 
fefler'd Provifions, in great ouanticies, to be carried inco the 
Town, thpough the midft or his Men ; negldflBd, and dit- 
couraged bis own Foot fo much, that they ntn away fifler 
than thqf oooldbe fentup to faim ; and gave Umfelf whole- 
ly to Lioenoe : infomtich that fome times he was not &ea 
abroad, in threeor four days tof^ether. Ac this tkne canoe the 
news ot the fatal blow at .NS^^*^, which freed .fate iirom any 
fear of being drawnoutc^he weft ^ yethe ufed noexpedi- 
tioo to attiempt any thing upon the Enemy, who $reie ex* 
ceedingly difliearten^d ; but luflElr'd the Guards to be noit 
negligently kept ; infomuch thathis Quarters wei eo ft wbeaiCT 
up, even m the day time; wJiiift fome Priiidptl Officen of 
his Army, as Lieutenaot Generai Fmtn^ and oiben, widi 
His leave, had feveral Parleys witkthe Offioerf of dbe Ifxbdt^ 
to the very great fcandal or the rdl ; who knew not what 
interpretation tomake of it, at a timetiiat he ofedto memioa 
the Perfon of the King withgreat contempt, and avowed in 
all places a virulent diflike of tbje Prince's Conndl. Thii% 
after about fix Weeks lying about 31m«A«l the Avoes wher^ 
of he promifed to confoimd (I mean chote diac nmcfacd ca 

the relief of it ) within few daya^ be was iorocd Unfelfio ^ 
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tife, «o4 S^kr them to joyn witbS'7tM»4i Fahfaxi who io 
cbe begiiming oljufy marched cowards thofe pares. 

Aftrr the rrinoe came to B^rmfia^k^ thoi^h he very tw ?»««# 
leldom repeiv'd any account from the Lord Gorh^ of what '/ ^^^^ 
happcn'd , he was informed by feveral Perfons of Credit, S^lftJVe 
^^ that he was modi difix>otentcd ^ and ezprefled a great fenie 
<^ of difrefpedy and uokiadnefles that he had received. There- 
fore it was wUhed by them, *^ (hat fome means might be 
<^ found out, to fettle a good underftanding wicb him, where- 
^< by he might be encousaged to an Alaaity in fo important 
<^ a Seafon : and he having appointed to be at Tiverton on fuch 
a day^ the Prince fent thither S^ jff&i Berkley, St Ot^ p^/. 
Imt4^ and Cokmel j^fittmrnhmm^ to confer with him, and to 
know what be defired ; the Prince having never denied to 
tMSt him, in any ooe particular be had ever propofed, or ip 
grant hiip any thing he had exprefled a defire of. Upon their 
n)«ftii|g there, he parried hiimelf very high ; talked only dT 
^'general negleds put upon him by the Prince's Council; 
*' that he had been monuled by the King to have the Com- 
<^ mand of th^ Weft, but that they bad hinder'd it ; which 
*^ aflfront he recyitf'd to have repaired, before he would do any 
^' Service upon the Enemy ; with many bitter InveAives 
agaioft particular Peribns; ^^ whereof, hefaid. Prince Jlufm 
*^ had told him that Ibme thought him not a Man fit to be 
^^tmfted. They had indeed fpoken freely to his Highaeb 
to that purpoic^ up^ bis very frankly diicourfing of him. 
In the end, theft three Perfons preffing nim as Friends to deal 
partjculariy with them, what would &tisfy him ; he told 
them, ^^ if he might be prtfeatly made Lieutenant General to 
^^ the Prince, and admitted of his Council, a^d be promifed 
^^to be Sworn of the Privy Council, adbon as might be, and 
^' 10 be Gentleman of the Prince's Bed-Chaipber, he would 
^^ then proceed roundly and cbearfuUy in the bu6nefs ^ other- 
^^ wile, the Prinee's douncil Oiould do ^be work themfelves 
^^ for Him. AU this being ioeittra,vagan|^ it cannot be thought 
any Anfwer could be given tp it^i eipeciallv it being (aid tQ 
them as Friends, a^d aoc eipre(sly fent tp the Prince. 

W N K H the Pf iace firft apprehended the advance of Sr 
Ttmnf F4irfM j|o the W^> he very eameiUy recommended 
to the Lord Q^ritg the flate of the Garrifons about Bri^epa^ 
^#r, c4>ecially the GarrUbnof Lamport^ which was of fo great 
importance, that, being well fupplied, it bad fecured Bridge^ 
VMNf, and all that part of the Country. This Garrifon had 
been firttled by the Lprd Heftm^ upon his firft coming down 
to Tnmmy met ymtdrusie bad raifed the Blockade that Colo* 
oel WiM^m had laid to it y and Sr Fr49cie Mackmrth (who, 
having been formerly Mdjor-General to the Marquis of Nftv. 
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Cafile^ was now, that Array being diflblv'd, returning to hii 
Command in the Ljdw Countries by his Majefty's leave) was 
engaged by him, to take the Command ot it till, upon the 
Prince's coming into rhofe Parrs, a worthier Command couM 
be provided for him ; and before the Lord Gf^ywjs coming 
to Tamt&t^^ he had Fortif/d it to agood degree. This G^^ 
rifoo, from the firft Eftablifliment, had been mudi malign'd 
by Colonel Wmdham^ who defired no: to have another Go- 
vernour fo near him, who was to rtceive fome of the fruit 
that he had before took'don asbisown, though never afl^'d 
to him : and then, upon fome difl&rences between ^f^ 
Stawel^ and S' Francis Mackw&rtbj it was more inveighciQl 
againft : infomuch as at the firft coming down of the Prince 
TO Briftol^ mod of the time was fpent in complaiats bom Sf 
John Stawel of this Garrifon, and of the forcing the Caasarf 
to work, and contribute to thofe Fortifications. After tiie 
Lord Garing's coming to Tauntoky he had, as a oorapliinent to 
Bridgevatevy and to all the Gendemen, who were grown an- 
gry with my Lord Uaft^n^ upon their own fancies, befides 
die former unkindnefles he had to Sr Trmias Mackwvrtb upon 
fome difputes they had Had in the North (where they wefe 
both General Officers ) very much negteded, and op^refled 
that Garhfon; not only by countenancing aU compuiints t- 
gainft it, but by taking away all the Contribution au^'d fi>r 
the fupportof it, for the fupplying his own Army; andex- 
prefsly inhibiting him by force to Levy thofe Rates, whidi 
the Prince himieif had afTign'd to him. Infomuch as when 
the Club- men of the County aflembled together in great Norn* 
bers, andj having taken fome Officers and Soldiers of that 
Garrifon Prifoners, for requiring their juft Contributions in 
Money, or Provifions, came up to the Walls of LmmtT, and 
difeharged their Mufquets upon the Works, and S^ WrmKu 
JMackwortb thereupon with nis Horfe Charged them , and 
killing one or two of them, forced the reft to run away, the. 
Lord Gormg fent him a vcrv ftrift reprebenfion for fo doing, 
and pofitively Commanded .nim ** to do fo no more; acH' fO 
^^any Cafe to difturb or injure thofe People. This brought 
that Garrifon fo low, that when it might nave preferv'd that 
Army , it had not two days Provifons iA it ; Sr From 
Machoortbt having been call'd to wait on the rrince's Per* 
fon, as well by his own choice (when he faw the can'itfe 
towards him, believing that fome prejudice to his Perion 
brought a difadvantagc to the place ) as by Prince JltMPnf% 
advice; who promifed, when he left the Prince at Bsn^My 
and viGted Goring^ and BrUgewafefy ^^ to fettle that Gar* 
^* rifon of Lamport^ and make Colonel WbMmm Govemour 
**ofic

Hers Icannocbat fay fome what of the Club-men; who o/tw r/nf. 
began then to rife in great Numbers, hifevcral parts of tbew*** So- 
Coiintry, about the time that the Prince went from BMtb tomer^Md 
Bridg^ptosttTy in his Journey to Bmmfiahk ; and that night his 2irc " 
Highoels lav at WwSy which was the fecond of Jftne^ a Pe> 
tition was delivePd to him, which had been agreed upon 
that day at HUnftals Ehne, where there had then aflembled 
five or fix thouiand Men, moft in Armes ; and the Petitioners 
were appointed to attend the next day at BrutgrwaOr for an 
Anfwer. It was evident, though the avow'd ground for the 
rifing, was the intolerable Oppreffion, Rapine, and Violence, 
exerofed by the Lord GmMg*% Horfe, that, in truth, they re- 
ceiv'd encouragement from many Gentlemen of the Country } 
fomeof them thinking, it would be a good Expedient to ne- 
ceffitate a Reformation of the Army ; others believing it 
would be a profitable rifiog for the King, and would erow 
into the matter of the firft Aflbdation, One and All. There- 
fore fome principal Agents of S' J9bm Simpets were very 
aftive in thofe Meetings : and he himfelf was very lbUidtous> 
chat a very gradous Anfwer might be returned to their Peti- 
tion; which was followed by IbmeFarmerlyMen, and other* 
of the Clergy, both which had good Reputations of a^fliion, 
and integrity to the King's Service. The Prince exprefled 
a great fenfe of the Ot)prdfion8 they fuflcr'd, by the diforder 
of the Armv, which he promifed to do his beft to reform ; 
to whidi end, he writ many earneft Letters to the Lord Gb- 
rk^- But his Highneft told them, << that this unwarrantable 
^oaurie of aflombiing together, and being their own Judges, 
** would prove very pernidous : for though many of them 
^' might mean well, yet fome adtive Minifters would mmgle 
^ widi theta, on the behalf of the Rebels, and having once 
** brought them to a kind of Neutrality, and Unconcemedneft 
^^ for the King, would, in a moment, be able, againft all their 
^* good wiihes , to apply them againft him j and therefore 
<^ ftreightly inhibited them to meet any more in that manner, 
*' except they firft lifted themfelves in Regiments, and chofe 
^ Gentlemen of the Country to Command them ; to whom 
his Highnefi ofier^d to grant Commiffions to that purpofe. 

This Anfwer feem^ to (atisfy thofe who attended on the 
behalf of the Petitioners, until they were perfwaded by fome 
Gentlemen not to fubmit to it ; and fo they continued their 
meetings ; many inferior Officers of the Army quitting their 
Charges, and living amongft them, and improving their dif- 
contents. When the Prince went to BitrnfiMty he gave 
General Qmng Advcrtifements " of the great danger that 
** might arife out of the licence that People took to them- 
^* felves; and thexefore advifed him, *^ as' on the one hand, 
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*^ to rupMrefi and reform the crying diforden of the Array by 
^^ eood Dirdpltoe, aod feverity upon eoormouB TrangdSbrs; 
'^ to CD the other, feafonably to diicounteoaiice, and puiiifli 
^* thoTe Aflembliet of Qi^meii ; which would ocberwifey in 
^^ time, prove as dangerous to him, as any other ftiength of 
^^ the Rebels. But, whether it were to fliew his greatne^ 
and fo, Popularly to comply with what the Prince had di(- 
countenanced, or whecKer in truth he beltev'd he ihould be 
able to make ufe of them, and perfwade them to becomes 
part of bis Army, he did ufe all poffible compliance with 
tliem, and would not fufier any force to be ded againft rhem. 
So that they grew to be fo powerfol, that they km Prori- 
fions from the Army, and the Garrifons ; and when he mov'd 
from Tmmtm^ upon the coming dawn of S' TSmm/ Fmrfkx^ 
they kiU'd many of his Soldiers; and did him more mtSaiid^ 
than all the power of the Rebels. 

Wbem the Prince came to Bsrvfisiky be icceiVd the 
fatal news of the Battle of lUfihy^ by the noiie and triumphs 
ivhk^ the Rebels made in thofe parts for their Vidory, 
without any particular information, or account from OogW, 
or any Credible PerToas \ which left fome hope that vl might 
not be true, at leaft not to that degree thatdi&fibded Peopu: 
reported it to be. However, at the worft, it oonoem'd Um 
the more to be follicttous to put the Weft into fuch a poftore, 
that it might be able to repair any lofs the King bad receiv'd; 
which he might hare done, if the Iealou6es and Aoimofiucs 
between particular Perfons could have been reomdlcd, and 
a Union been made amongft all Men who pretended cd vifli, 
and really did wifli, profperity to the King's A&irs \ which 
were difturbed, and even render'd defperate, by the tntokr- 
able Pride of incorrigible Padion. Not withftanding the Or- 
ders, which had been made by the CommUfioners of Dtmh 
Jhhrey for diftrihucing the Contributions of that County, which 
have been mention'd before, and in which fuch a proportioo 
was affign'd for the maintenance of the Forces before ?f/mmtk^ 
as in Sr Ricttrd Onmvits own judgement waa foffiocDt for 
them i he had ftill continued to Levy the wboi^ Cootrifau- 
tion, which he had done formerly, for fot thoii&nd Foot, vA 
twelve hundred Horfe ; and faid, ^< he could not faboit ro 
^^ the other divifion and retrenchment ; for that there vas 
^^ nothing affign'd, or left for the payment of his Men before 
** Tmmtmt. He was told by the Commiflbners, " thai ihcy 
^* were now a part of the Army, and liv'd as their fellows did ; 
^' that they had receiv'd no Money from him fince their f^o- 
'^ ing thither, but had Had free Quaner as the reft of the Ar- 
^^ my ; and that it would prove of ill Confeqaenoe> and beget 
^^ a Mutiny, if they (bould receive a Weekij pay, when toot 
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^<of (beicft did> oor aoy Arm tbt Kik had in Eaffmd r 
<< that be oould ooc but ooomh by the State of the whole. 
^^ chat the diipeo&tsoD was very reaibnable ; and thatitcouki 
<^ not be eipofted that die Qmicy would be oootencedtopay 
^^ their CoDCribucion fiur the payment of other Forcei, not of 
<< their own County^ when their own Garrifens, diat wer^ 
^^kepc tot tfaeirdefence> (houldbe cooipeU'd forwantof pay^ 
^^to difordert, or to diiband But that, if he thought any 
« thing in thflife Eftahliflimcnts naneceOary, or that he thought 
^* Pnmfion could be otherwife made for them^ they would 
'^ be oomented that theOrerphis (hould be difpofed as he de- 
*^ 6red. He Anfwer'd none of their reaions ^' but poficively 
faidy ** He would ipare none of the Contribuciops forroerLy 
^affign'd to him; though the Commiffipoers had the fiune 
Authority now to uke it away, as they had then to difpoie it 
to him; and though it appeared to be affigp'd for ibe main- 
fenanoe of fo great a Force, as was before fpoken of, and 
upon his undertaking, under his band, ^lo take the Tovo 
^^before Cbr^hku*£f. 

When this Account was prefented to the Prince, hei>'<'>^^ 
found it nece£bry,and refolv'd, to confirm what was proppfed'^^'^2^** 
by die Commiffioners, without which thofe Garrtmis could ^' ^ 
not be fimported ; yet deferr'd the fettling thereof, tiU be came^w* «. 
toBmf/hAky beix^ refolv'd Ijpeediiy lo go thither^ and, be-r^w*/ Sf a. 
fore his coming thither, had tent to the Commiffioners boch®'*^*^* 
of Divm and Omnosi to atoend him i which they did within 
a day or two after he came tfaicher, together with S^^isAn 
Birkkjy and S' Bkhsrd Grtmvii, The Coomiiffioness for 
Dtvm very eameitly prei&d the fectjiiiig the Contributioas in 
the manner before pfopoTed, and the regulating the Exorbitant 
Power of & Kchsrd Qrttmfil^ who railed what Money he 
pkafed, and commicied what Perfoqs he pieafed ; and the 
CommiiSoDers from O^nniMr/ prefented a vary Ihaip complaint 
a^ainft htm, in the Name of the .whole County, for fof era! 
Exorbitances., and ftrange Ads of Tyranny evercifed upon 
them : ^^ That he had committed very many honeft iiibftan- 
^tial Men, and all the Conftables of the Eafl: part of the 
<«County, to Lfdfwi Pnlbn in Drmihjbnrfj foe noofence, 
^' but to compel them tjo Ranfom themfelves for Money ; and 
^^ that his Troops had comopitted fuch ontfages in the Oxin«* 
*^ try, thst they had been oompelfd, in open Seifion^ to de* 
^*clare s^junft him ; and to Autboriae the Country, in cafe 
*^ that he (bould fend his Troops in fuch manner, lo rife, and 
*' beat them out ; which Declaration was pioduoed, fignM by 
all the Commiffioners^ who were moft eminently and zeak>ufly 
afleAed to his Majefty ; and was indeed no other than a de^ 
nouncing War agunft Qmwyili and waa excufed by them 
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<^aB M ftft of neceffity to compofe the People, who would 
** ocherwife in the inftant have rifen, and cut the Throats of 
*^ atl his Men. So that, whoever would have made a jadge- 
inent, upon what he heard from the Commiflioners of Dnwi 
and C&rwwal at that time , muft have concluded^ that S' 
Rktard Grfimvil was the moft jaftly odious to both Coon- 
ciesi that can be imagined. And no doubt he had behaved 
himfelf with great Pride, and Tyranny over them ; though the 
Difcipline he exercifed over his Men at Fhmwtby in keeping 
thinn from committing any dtforder, or onering the leaft pre> 
judice to any Man ( which, omfidering the great afl^gnmeoc 
of Money he had, and the fmall Numbers of Men, was do 
hard matter to do^ had railed him much Credit among the 
Country People , who had liv'd long under the Licence of 
Prince Mmtm^s Army ; atid the fame of it bad extended Us 
Reputation co a greater diftance. 

THERE hath been too much fatd already, to diicover the 
nature and the temper of this Gentleman, if the current of this 
difixmrfe did ix>t make it abfolutely neoeflary to mention ina- 
m partiadars, with whidi the Prince was troubled abnoft fn 
lu places, and which exceedingly diforder*dtbe whole bufioefi 
ofDru&m and C»rmwa/; and, indeed^ thereby the whole Weft. 
There was one particular that made a great noife in die Coun- 
try : Qiortly after he was deputed to that Charge before Flf- 
moiftb, upon the hurt of M^ D%hy one Braka^ an Atturaev 
At Law ( who had heretofore louidted the great Sotte a|aiolt 
Sr Kichsrd in the Sur^Chamber, on the behalf of his Wift and 
the Earl of Suffolk^ living in thofe parts, and baviog always 
very honeftly behaved himfelf towards the King's Service ) 
knowing, it feems, the nature of cheGentlemtfi,refolVdnot 
to venture himfelf within the Precinfis where be Com- 
manded; and therefore intended to go to feme more fecure 
Quarter ; but was taken in his Journey, having a Moamero 
on his head. S^ BidmrdOrtenvil had laid wait to appiebeDd 
htm ; and he likewMfhad concealed his Name ; bnt«being tiom 
brought before ^ Rkbsrd^ was immediately, by his own di- 
rt^ioo, without any Council of War, becanfe he (aid be was 
difguifed, hanged as a Spie : Which fecm'd fo ftrange and in- 
credible, that one of the Council asked him, <^ wheSier it was 
^ true ? And he anfwer'd very unconcernedlv, yes^ he bad 
^hanged him,for faewas aTraytor,and againft theiUqg; and 
^' that he had taken a Brother of his, whom he m%bt have 
*< hanged too, but he had ftiflferM him to be exchanpd. He 
faid, <* he knew the Country talked, that he hanged him for 
*< revenge, becaufe he had follidted a caufe aganoft Urn; bat 
^ that was not Ac cauie ; though havioe play'd the Knave widi 
<^him, he faid Smiling, ^bt was well content to find a>2ft 
<^ oecafion to punifh him. T H t 
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T H B Prince was very unwiUiogto enter fo far, and fi> par- 
ticularly upon the paffiooaoe complainc of either County, as 
thereby to be coiopell'd to cenfure, or to difcoonteoance S« 
Kcbatd Qnmvil '^ who, he thoughr, might be applied vay 
uieiuUy to the Publick Service. Therefore his Higbnefs re* 
ibiv'dy according to the former defign, to commit the bufineft 
olFfymimtbxo^JdmBerkky'y who might, without any re- 
proach to the other, difcharge fiich from ImpriToHmaat a« 
Kad Jain long enough there, and who made no othex.pre* 
tence to the Contribution, than according to the Affignment$ 
made by the Cbmmifficniers; and todifpofeSr "Bkhmi Gvirev- 
"M to the Field, according to his own Propofition ; for which 
there was now the more feafi3nai>le opportunity., the Lord 
Gcriwg having then written to the Prince^ ^^ to de&re him, that, 
^^ in regard very many of S* Rkbard Greemvits Soldiers he- 
^^ toieTsmitim were run away, infomudi that of the two thou- 
'^ land two hundred brought thither by him, there were not 
^* fix hundred left, and that there could be no fuch expedient 
^^ to bring them back, or to encourage the new Levies, as by • « 

^ his prdenoe in that Army, that he would fend S* Bkhard 
^^Gritmnl thither ; where he ihould Command as Field-Mar- 
^ ihal : To which purpofe he had likewife written to S' Rubard 
Greemvil, perfwading him, ^that he (hould fix a Quarter to- 
^ wards Lfme^ and have the whole managing of that Pro- 
^ vince : and fo a very good correfpondence was begun between 
them. Thereupon, his Commiffion of Field^Marfbal of the 
Aflbciated Army wss deltver'd to him, with diredion, **fn 
*' the mean time to abide with the Lord Gtrng; who deputed 
him to Cbmmand in the fame pkce» It is true that he then 
defired, ^^ to continue the Command before Tlpmnah in Cmh 
^mnuUmy and to execute the fame by his Major General; 
^^but, he was told, that ic was other wne fettled by his own 
^Propo&tion, and Advice, and therefore that it could not be 
^^alterd: And indeed woukl have prevented the fatisfiidion. 
which was to be given to the two Counties. Then he infiftcd 
very much upon fome Affignment of Contribution for the 
- Army; for, he faid, ^^ he neither would, nor could Command 
'^Men who were not paid. But after fome (harp inve&ives 
againft the excefs and kzineb of Govemours, and the need- 
le Contribution affign'd to Garrifow, finding that the ful>- 
fiftence for the Army muft be provided out of Smmrfit and 
jywfit^ he took his leave of the Prince ; and with his Com<» 
miffion of Field- Maribal, went to the Lord Qwrmg before 
Taunt m'^ S' y$bB Btrkky being at the &me time dilpatdied ^ ^ p,;,. 
toPfymitab. hxmiihbk 

About the beginning of Jufy S^ Tbrnnas Fairfax emtet'd^'^y^^^* 
into Somirjh/hirei fo that General Gwmg found it conve- ^^"f«<- 
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tiieQt to dn w off ftom AMMtf^aiid feemVi to «i^^ 
him, «0 if ke iataided to Fighc j fixiogUsQttaffters between 
the Riven about Lmap^y very advaotasioufly fbr defauc^ 
having a Body of Hone and Foot very iicde 'mSuk» to die 
Eoemy, although by great neglieciioe he had fii&red hk Foot 
to moukler away before TMotimy for want of Pcovtfioii^ lai 
Coumenanoe ^ when the Horiie eiyiy'd Pkatv, etea to Es* 
eefi and Riot. He had been there very few aays, wbeo cbe 
Enemy, at Noon day, fell into hii Quartera, upon a Party of 
Horfe of above a thou&nd. Commanded by Lictticnaiit Goi^ 
ral F^rf^; who were 6> fiirprifed, that though they men ia 
ft bottom, and could not but dilcem the Enemy oomiag down 
the HiU, half a Mile at the leaft, yet the EiMny wai upon 
them, before the Men oould get upon their Horfiw; chey be- 
ing then feeding in a Meadow ; fa that chat Body wasendiely 
routed, and very many taken^ and, the nen day, notvidi- 
ftanding all the Ad vanciges of Paflea, and Places of AdwKige, 
another Party of the Enemiea Horie and Dragoons feU upoa 
••- the whole Army; routed it; took twopeices ^Caiuon; and 
iLuS^ purTued 6#^s Men through Lmfm f aplaoe, whkii ifit 
'^ had not been with great induftry difoouncenanoed, and op- 
pntOed, as is £ud before, might well have fecured his, and le- 
fifted their Army ) and drove them to the Walls of Britp- 
WMtir^ whither the Lord Gormg m great diforder reared; m 
fpending that Night there, and leaving with tfaem the Can- 
non, Ammunition, and Carriagea, and fudi Soldiers as were 
defired, in equal diforder, the next day, he letir'd into J)#^ 
V9mjmf ; the Club-men and Country People infeftiflf his 
march, and knocking all Soraglers, or wearied Soidkn, on the 
head. Upon that rout, which was no lefii than adefeat of the 
whole Army , the Lord Qwiwg retir'd to JUcn^Mi : ftoo 
whence ( the Prince being gone fame days before to LmtBh 
B§m in Cfwmsl ) he writtothe Lord D^glh^ ^ that dieitwas 
*' fo great a terror, and diftradioa among his Mm, that he 
^* was confident, at that prefenr, they could not be broi«htto 
^ Fight againft half their number. In the Letter he writ, ^dMt 
^ he had then (being within three days after their rout, when • 
very many Straglers were not come up) ^^between Am and 
^four thoufand Foot { Prince Ibfirf§ Regiment beiflK kft 
in Bru^rukaiTy confiding of above five hundred Men, aadcwo 
hundred in Burr&Wy and five and twenty hundred Ifcrfe, he- 
fides Sr LiWMi Dkm*% Regiment, and all the Weflem Horfc ) 
lb that, by his Account, oonfidering that there weft not ktf 
than one thoofimd Kfen kill'd, and taken Prifijoen, in dids 
two unlucky days, and that very many were run to BrSd^

iKaM of thofe who weie beft a£fefied to the King's Service. 
Inftead of endeavouring €o recruk his ArmV) or to put him- 
felf iila readincft and pc^nre to receive the Eneniyy he fgfier'd 
all, who badaoifidy tode{)iait ; iatomucb, as he writ to the 
Ix>Aii»/^^(N;)ftpfr.onthex7dic^3b^, ^^that he had not above 
^ thirteen hundred Foot left. W hen he was at JB^vmfiiiU$^bit 
gave himfelf Jiia ufual Licence of drioking ; and then^ invmh* 
iqgagainft the Prince's Council^ faid, ^^ he would juftify that 
^^ Thcfy 'hid been the cauCc of the lofs of the Weft ^ inveigh* 
ing liwwire in an nnpardonable dialed againft the Perfoa of 
the Kingy and difcouifingniueh of the revenge he would take 
upon tbofe who had afiromed him : and in this manner he tn» 
sertasn'4 hintfelf to the endxXJufy^ writing Letters of di&oit> 
tent to-the Prtnee^ aod the Lords; onfrday combining for 
want o£ Money, anddefirtngihe Prince to fupply that want^ 
wfaoi-lMi UtdX knew he wanted Supply ibr his •owa Tdde ; 
and never fficeiv'd penay of the jniblick Colleffioosy.or Con-

'^fifoQS, that he might advance npon the Enemy.; and the 
ncQoc day propo6ngi "that all the Foot nughc^ nut into 
^<jarviipn8i tor that they could not befit ft>r .the; Field; fe 
that before an Anfwer could be Jenttohislaft Letter, another 
ooiBnilonlyarriv'dofadifi!:r^t.temper. * 

Sr tUsbufltd (Srihml grew again no tela trouMefome and in* 
coMPB Wi eot» than the U>rd Girmg. He bad left the Prince ac 
.Avw^tf^&y iwell ploafed with his GommiffiontofField^Mar- 
ihal> andn^re that he ihould QmiKiand alone cbei Uogkidg up 
of XfSRS.; which, be reCblv'd, (hould bring^«him:;plency of 
AlOBfjr ; ;a«d in order to that, it. was agreed, that)*4>n Ctich a 
day apwiated, ^f fo many Men^from the GarrifoBs* of Dm^ 
^^ w/mi^ S9te$iry .and AmlfiaUi^ Ihould be drawn t&Tivfrtam j 
^ wh^e they ihould receive Orders from S^ KchmiGrmmi^ 
^' and joyn wictv ioch aabe Ihould bring from the Lord G^ 
^* raig, for making a Qiairter towards f^wr; and Orders iA 
^^ fued froin his Highneb acoqi diogly. Thofe from BactUr^ 
. ac60irdiBa;.td order, appear'd, at the lime; and thofe ftom 
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towards Tk^rt^m; but tbcoy faearine chat tbe Lord Gmt[ 
was rifien from Tatattmy made a haJc; and feoc back totfae 
PriQce for Orders 5 who oooceiv'd that, upon the ribng cf 
the Lord Q^ring^ the defign of fixtog a Quaicer npon I^, 
would be difoppomced , and tiwt ic woub be neceffiiry to 
ftrtngtbeft- AKnt/i^tfi/ir , where his own Perfon was ; andi^ 
cdN thf^e Men back chirher ; having difpatcfaed Lecteri to 
S' Rkiard Qnemnl^ to acquaint him with the aoddeoacfac 
had diverted thofe from Dsftwtontb and BtamfiMB ; boc ler- 
tlDg him know, ^^chat, if the defign held, thofe of BsnrfiiUr

Sr Kklmri QfHmnl took an ooca&on , from Ae Soldiers 
(ailiogto meet, at the day appoimei«i, at 2fMrlws Cdm^tf 
they had met, there could "hayd been no progicft in tlieibr- 
mer dcQgn ) to exclaim againft the Prince's Cooodi,* sod, 
the next day, in a Corerdircfted to Mr FmfigBj who was 
Secretary of the Council , without any Lener, ittam'd the 
Commiuion of Field-Mar ihal , formerly given Um by ibe 
Prince; and within two or three days after, 00 die film of 
Jiifyf he fent a very infolent Letter to the Lordsof die Cdoii* 
dl, complaining or ^* manyundderv'd abufesoftr'd to him; 
implying, ^ tliat the fame were ixtften'd on hhn by Thea, 00 
^*the behalf of Sr y^iks BerUef-j coldthem, that atea they 
^^ moved him to give over the Command of tbe Forcei before 
** Pfymrnkto Sr Johm B^kley^ they had pioi^led him the 
^ Princtpai Command of che Army under the Prince : whete- 
as ctie truth is before fet down, that the Propofitioa was rosdc 
by Himfelf, both of quktine that Charge, and ofS^ftkBeri- 
Mf's takingit, as theonly fit Perfoa He £ud, ^he bad hi^ 
^chertcriervM the King upon his own Charge, snd uponhii 
^ own Eftate, without any allowance ; and that , wneo be 
^ went from BMrnfi^by he was promifed a Precediooforhif 
*^Houle and Eftate ; but when, after he was gone, hisSer* 
^ vaat broofl^ta ProteAioo I'eady drawn, ail the Crabihat 
'^^oompretaeoded any thir^ of favour, were Idt out; siidfiidi 
^aProcedtton fent to him as he cared not for. Me oou- 
doded, << that he would ferve ^ a Vohmtier, till be migbt 
.'^havebppoinmity to acquaint his Majefty with UsSHftdDp- 
*Here it will be oecefl&ry, uponthementtonof tUr PkoteftJoo 
(which lie took fo ill to be denied ) and the nettkn of 
Serving the King, without allowanoe, upon his o#fl Etile, 
whidi heveryxmeo, and veiy infolently objeded bodi ioUs 
Letters, and in his difoonrfe to^dbe Prince bimidf, to fa} 
•femewhat of his Eftate, and wlut fmidl allowanoe^ u be ptc 
tefided, hehadffxun the King for his Service. 

Whem became 6rftinit> that Country, hebidnoCoffl- 
psaiMiacall^^arm'donly wkb ftCommiffioii foDalft #Kep- 
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meotofHorle, and aRegimemofFoot ; ctf' which, he oevef 
raifed Horlcor Man, till long afier, that he came co the Com- 
tnaod about Pfymntt, Ellacc he bad none, either theie, or, 
that I have beaid, any where die. Ii is true, hie Wife had 
an Eflatc, of abcwt five hundred Pounds a year, about TavU 
Jlock and other puu of Drvim ; but it is as true, thai it waa 
Coovey'd before Martiage, as haih been faid, in fuch a maa- 
ner, to Friends in intR, iliat uptm Jong Suus in Chancery, 
andin.other Couris, in the time of Peace, there werefevcral 
Judgements and Deaees in Chancery agaioll him. So that 
be bad never, lince the dtfierence with his Wife, which wai 
many years before, receir'd the lead benefit , or advantage 
from it. The 6ift thing the King granted co him, was the 
Sequeftration of all his Wife's Eftate to his own ufc (Ihc liv- 
ing then Inibe Rebels Quaneri) upon which Title nc fettled 
hitnlelf in bet Hoofe near T«v^«<^ ; and, by virtue of tbac 
Grant, took all the Stock upon the Ground ; and compell'd 
the Tenants to pay tohimall the Arrears of Rent, or as much 
as he laid wm in Arrear j whitihamounted to a very confi- 
derablevalue. WhenColcHielil^i^ieceiv'dhis unfortunate 
hurt, which rendu'd him for that time uncapabk to ezerci& 
kii ComrDaod, S' J»bm Berkbj very earnellly, and He only, 
moved prince MauricM^ to conKr that C^^i^ upon S'Riiiard 
Cretm/ii, and, ihou^h it was within a County of which he 
himfcif had the prinapal Chargeas Coloiwl General, procyi'd 
a full ComBiifSon for the other to Cooimand thofc Forces in 
Chiefj and dcliver'd, or feat the fame to him^ havioK,lnun 
thetiiticofliis fifft coming down, uledhimwirh muchkin^* 
neff. He.had net then Conunanoed lone, when the Earl of 
EMxcaxac into thofe Parts ; whereupon ne was aunpell'd to 
rile \ and afrer jo^'d with the Kiog- 
Whkn the ^t of Effix's Forces were diflblv'd, he wai 

gain defigQ'dforthat Servicej and before the King left the 
MiOtry, be granted him the Seqnelttation of all liie ^ace 
of the Earl of Bt^^rd in Dtvn-Jhirt, all the Ellatc of S' Ftm. 
tk Drsit ( by which he had Siteklmfd JUnddontmy which was 
hisQuartet.whilft ne block'd up Phmousb; and iParrii^em 
by LMPK^hm ) in Dtve», and the Curd Soitrtt his Efiaie in 
Cerwfual^ all wbid^ and hit Wife's Eftate, hecnjoy'dbytbe 
Sequelliation granted from his Majclly, and of which he made 
a greater Revenue than ever the owncr« did io time of peace. 
For, bcfides that be fufler'd do par|:,<^ tbcfc '"" 
O»itribution ( whereby the Tenams very will 
full Rents ] Ik kept very tnucH ground, aboui 
io hiB own hands j which he flocked with fui 
took from Dclioqucats j for t^gh^bf. fiiSr'c 
ers U) plunder, yeth^ yasjiaDiKo, li^aklf di 
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derer of cbis War : for wheoever any Peifan had difobey'd, 
or oeglefisd any ot his Warrants, or when any Man fiul'dto 
appear at the Fijfi ( which he fiimmon'd very f req u e ml y flfter 
he was Sheriff of Devm^ and for no other end but diepenalty 
of Defaalters ) he fenc preTendy a Party of Horfe to apprehend 
their P^ns, and to drive their Grounds. If the Peffew 
were taken, they were very weUcontent to remk tbdr Stodt to 
redeem their Perfons. For the better di rpo6ng tbeoa tfaeieto^ iie 
woatd now and then hang a Gonitabie, or foooe odier poor 
feibw, for ihofe faults of which a hundred were as goiiey : and 
if, out of the terror of this kind of Juftice, Men hid tkm- 
felvcs from being apprebeflidedj they durft not fend to nqojre 
their Stock; which was fiom thence quietly eojovM: h due 
he had a greater Stock of Gactle, of all forts, upon nis Groundi^ 
than any perfon whatibever in the Weft of EK^lml, Bc6dc$ 
this, dieorderlQg of Ddinqueritsfiftatesin thofe Pvrs bdt^ 
before that thne notweH leok^tf to, by virtoeof tkieSe^ 
ftrations, he feifed uponalttise Stock upon dteGfciimds,iipon 
all the Furniture in the lete^l Houfes, and connell'd the Te- 
nants topay to hrm all the Rents dueftoin die begimuflg of 
the Rcsbdhon. By ibefe, a««d fudi libs means, he hsd not 
onfy a vaft Stock, but teteived gre^ Suma of Money, sod ind 
as great ftore of good Houfehotd-StuflT^ as wotiM FttrnKb 
well thofe Houfes he lobkednponas his own. This was bii 
67m Eftatr, upon whlch^ he faid, he had maintsin'd himfelf, 
without jtny.alk>wancem>mtheKng;whkA,Iamamfideflt, 
befides what he got by his Gontributkins, wUch would always 
pay double the Men he had, and were fMdlv leried^ nsd hy 
his other Arts, and Extortions of feveral kttids, wis more, 
and more worth in Money to hitb, than his Maj^ beftow'd 
upon all his General Commasiders of Armies, and upon aU his 
Officers of State, fincethe beginning of the Rebe&ionto that 
time. This computation would feenri tboenrioufly made, if 
Ffliotitd proceed heretotakeaoy viewof the Serrkefiheever 
did ; andftherefore { though they that are very good Witn* 
ftSy fay, thatnocwithilanafnifer ^H the bold promifes of tiihf 
Pfynmtb within few daj^ «his farther Guards were never 
" nearer the Town , thaft tJie Lord H^s^s head Qaxmet 
*^was the firft day that he came' thither ) i aiall leave that to 
otherMen to make the particular EftltfKire. 

Now v^hehS'Jtut^d<StiewvUd€&t'd at BarmBdHnPrO' 
teftkm for his Houfes andEftatei, it was cbnoetved, that he 
apprehended there might, onder pretence of Claim, feme at- 
tempt be made upon Ms Stock by thr Owners ; or that he 
feared, that there might be too Unik an enquiry, by hto that 
fttcceeded. for fuch thteais i»beingdefign'd for the ?iMid 
Service) bad.been ^pfmi t6 Bis particular prmte Ufe; v 


hftViOg, with great importontcy ( as a thing epon which the 
Service depended ) gotten from the OnntmflioiierB lof Urtmr 
above a choufand Deal*boafds^ cotnakehutsfbr the. Soldiers^ 
be employed them all in the building a great riding liooie at 
JBucklimd^ for his own Pleafure. However, fo&vereand ter- 
rible aPerfonmighc eafily be thonght lyabte to mafiycrefpaf- 
fes, w6eo he ihould be retelov'd from the placewhne he Go- 
verned ibabfolutely. The Protedlion was no4(i)oner asked bf 
him, than promiied by the Prihce ; but, after his departure^ 
hie Servant bringing (heha ProceAion drawn, aa exempted all 
thofe Eftttes which the i^ing liadGrantedto him in Seque- 
ftration, from the payment of any Contributiona •( the whieh 
had been already (b Icandalous, that molt of the principal Per- 
(bns dictrwwai had by that example, and with indignation 
at It, fbi-born to pay their Rates ; and he was told the ill con- 
fequence Of it ; and^ ^ that no Perfon there in Council, where^ 
^offomehadHad vety much greater Commands in Armies 
^ than He, and though others thought their Services deferved 
^'any reafonable Privilege, had been ever freed from Contri- 
^ bution ) thereupon thofe daufes were ftruck out, and the 
Protedion in a fuller manner ftill than ordinary, 6gn'd by the 
Prince ;' and S^JohnBirkley^ihcn prefent, declared (of which 
his Servant was advertifed, though it was not fit, for the Ex- 
annple, to put it in writing )' '^ that he would not require any 
'^ (jontribution for that M^te which was his Wife's, and 
'^ enjoy 'd by him only by virtue of the Sequeftraiion ; aiid the 
deiiying of^this ProteAion was his great grievancd And yet 
he did notonlynever pay a penny Contribution before, or af- 
ter, for all tbefe Eftates; but reftis'd to pay the Fee-farm Rent^ 
due to the King out of the Earl of Bedfbra*s Eftate, being twd 
hundred Marb fir Mtnuniy though the Auditor was fent tcT 
him to demand it ; but this was meerly an Ad of his own 
Sovefaignty. 

After this angry Letter to tfie Lordsj and the throw- 
ing up his Commiffion without a Letter, and fo having nd 
Commiffion at all to meddle in Martial Afilaifv, he fixed « 
(garter, with his own HoHe and Foot, at Sc MHiy Ottre^^ 
within nine or ten Miles ofExetef ; where he govem'd as im- 
perioufly as ever ; raifed what Money he' WbUld; and impri- 
fon'd what PerfonS he pleaied. In the end, S^J^hk Bnklef^ 
having appointed the Conftables of thofe Hundreds which 
wereaflign'd for tlfmmab^ tobring tn their Accounts of what 
Money they had paid to S' Bichard Greenvil ( which, he pro- 
tefted, be did only that thereby he might i^ate the Arrear^^ 
without the leaft thought of rcfnroach to the other ) he caufea 
a Warrant to be read in all Churches in the County (that 
is, ordered it to be read in all, ^d in ibme it #as raid ) 
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^tbot aU PerfoosfbouU brifig him air Account of what Mo- 
^ iik»« or Goods had been pluoder'd from them by S^J^h 
'* Bnkbfy ot any under him ^ with feveral CIjum very de- 
rogatory .to ha Reputation. This, as it could not otherwiie, 
begot great JKTentmenra ; infomuch aa the Commiffiooen of 
DrvMifcotan Exprefi to the Prince, who was then in Opts- 
»«/, beieecbiog him '^ to call S' Bkbmrd Qreemnt from 
^ theoce^ and to take fome Order for the fuppreffinig the Fu- 
^^rious inclinations ofboth fides, or elfe they apprehenided, die 
^^ Enemy would quickly take an advantage of thofe DiiSbi- 
^* tioos, and Invade the Country bcfiore they odierwife io- 
^ tended ; and, in their Letter, font one of the Warrantt that 
Sr 12i^iW«{ had caufed to be read in the Churches; which in* 
deed was the ftrangeft I everfaw. 

Hereupon, the Prince fentfor ^ Eidmrd Grenvil to 
attend him ; who acoordinsly came to him at Usksrdi where 
bis Highnefs told htm '^ the fenfe be had of hisdifieTped to- 
^^wardshiro, in the fending back his CommiffioD in tluitmaii- 
^'ner^ and of his carriage after; and asked him, *'wbat Au* 
^ tbority he now had either to Command Men, or to poblifb 
^ fuch Warrants? He anfwer'd. << that he was High Sheriff 
^^ of Devauj and by virtue of that Oflioe he mi^ fapfmb 
^ anv Force, or enquiie into any grievance his County fuf- 
^'ferd; and, as far as in Htm lay, give them remedy. He 
was cold, ^< as Sheriff he had no power to raife or head Men, 
^'otherwifethan by the PoffiCmttstm; which he oonU wx 
** neither upon his own head raife, without Warrant ffom the 
^JufUces of Peace: that, in times of War, be wastoreocfFtf 
** Orders, upon occafions, from the Commander in Chief of 
<^ the Kine's Forces ; who had Authority to Command Urn 
^* by his Uommiifion. He was asked, ^ what hehimldf would 
^ have done, if when he commanded before P/jrsmtft, die 
'<HighSheri£rofCpfaruw/flx>uld havecaufed fuch a Warrant 
^ conoemfaig Him to be read In Churches? He anfwcred 
little to the Quefltons, butfullenly extolled his Services, and 
enlarged his Sufierings. Afterwards, being rcpiehoided with 
more Siarpnefs than ever before, and being tdd, ^ diat, what* 
^^ ever difbourfes he made of fpendins his Eftate, it was well 
*^ underflood, that he had no Eftate by any odier Tide than 
^ the meet bounty ofthe Kine ; that he had been ooonedby 
^ thePrinoemore than hehad reafon to expeft ; andthithe 
^ had not made thofe remms on His part which became hiffl } 
^^In fhort, if he had inclmation to ferve his Highnefs, he 
^ fboulddo it in that manner he ihould be direOed ; if Not, he 
^fhouldnot, under the Title of being Sheriff, iatisfyhis own 
^ Pride , and Paf&on (Upon which reprehenfion bei^ be- 
i»me muchgentler, than upon all thegradous Addiefles whid^ 
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bad been mtde to him ) he Anfwered, ^he would fenre the 
^ Prince ia foch iDaiiiier,as he (hoold Gomnumd ; and there- 
upon he was diidiarg^ and ietum*d to his Houfe to W^r^ 
rtitppm, 00c o[ thoTe plaas he had by Sequeftiatkm (It be* 
looi^d xoS^ Pramii Drski^ where heliv'd privately, tor the 
fpaoe of a Fortnight, or tnereabouts, without inter pofing in 
tlie Publick bofineft. Let us now fee how this Tragedy was 
aded in other places. 

We left the King at Htnfrrdj notrefolv'd what courie to 
fteer ^ Prince Ibtpert gone to Briftol^ from whence he had 
made aibort viGt to the Prince at BMrmStMey to give him an 
account of the ill poflurc.be had left the King in, and from 
thence went to Gwmg to confult with Him : and it was ex- 
ceedingly wondered at, that when he Taw in what condition 
he was ( for he was then before T^owfMr) and the Number of 
hia Horfe and Foot ( which every body then thought had been 
his bufinefi to be infbrm'd of ) he did not then haften advice 
to the King, for his fpeedy repair thither \ but his chief care 
was to iecure Br^^li which, fure, at that time he made not 
the leaft queftion of doing; and believ'd the Winter would 
come feafonably for future Counfels. 

Thb KingquicUy left Utnfhrd^ and went to meet thejw j^n^ 
. «• ^^^ f^ South Wsbs at jmrgmvimfy the Chief Towni^i m a- 
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in Mmmowtb-finrt. As they were for the moft part PericMU ^^^"^ 
of the beft Quality, and the laifeft Fonuncs ofthoibCoun-^J]|[||^ 
des/o they had manifefted great Loyalty and Aflefiion, from mti i/^mi* 
the beginning of the War, by fending many good Regiments Wtlci. 
to the 4i^y> ^^ *^A ^^^ ^ons. and Brothers, and neaieft 
Kindred; many of whom had loft their lives Bravely in the 
Field : They now made as large and ample Profeffions as ever^ 
and feem'd to believe, that diey (bould be able, in a very ihort 
time» to rasfe a good Army of Foot, with which the King 
might again look upon the Enemy \ and aocordiogly agreed 
what Numbers Ibould be levied upon each of the Counties. 
From thence hii Majefty went to JUiAnuZ-Caftle, the Noble iimmm u 
Houfe of the Marquis itW^rcefttr'^ which was wellFortify'd,R>Sj»^- 
and Ganrifon'd by him ; who remained then in it. There h^^^''''* 
refolv'd to flay, till he fibouldfee the cfieA of the Commiflio^ - 
ners mighty promifes. But he found in a (hort rime, that, ei« 
ther by the continued fucceOes of the Parliament Armies in 
all places, the partlcubur information whereof was everyday 
brought to them, by Intelligence from their Friends, or the 
Triumphs of theis Enemies in Jliwswir/i& and CUceffery or by 
the renewed troubles, whidi the prefence of their Govemour^ 
General Gerrardy gave them ( who had been, andcontinued 
to be>a palfionate and unskilful manager of the adIeAions of the 
People i as having governed them with extraordinary rigour| 
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and with as little courtefie and civility towards the Gentry, as 
towards the Common People) there was little probability of 
. raifing an Army in thoie (Hurts : where all Men grew left afle- 
ded. or more friithted, which produced one and the bxoe 
€&ct. The King ftay'd at EMglsmd, till the News came " that 
^^Fairftx^ after he had taken I««reS9^ f which could not hold 
out longer than to make honourable conditions ) ^ was 
^^ marched into the WefLaod had defeated Gotmz Troops at 
<< L0nfof$'^ and at the fame time, that the ^/gw Army was 
''upon its march towards i^^fif/7sr, having taken a little Gar* 
''rifon that lay between Hmftrdzxi<iL lFarcifferbySmim;uid 
'^ put ail within it to the Sword. And Prince Bmfert fent for 
all thoTe Foot which were levied towards a new Army, and 
part of thofe which belonged to General Gerrsrd, to iiippJy 
the Garrifon of Briffpl: io that his Majefty fcemed now to 
have nothing in his Choice, but to tranfport himfelf over the 
^iK'fns to Briffol^ and thence to have repaired to his Annyin 
the Weft ^ which would have been mucn better done Beibre, 
yet had been well done Then ; and the King reibi v^d to do ib ^ 
and that the Horfe under Gtrrardy and Umgdmh^ flxHild find 
a Tranfportation over Srvirm ( which might have hseo done ) 
and then find the way to him, wherever he Ihould be« 
This was fo fully refolv'd, that his Majefty went to the 

u Water fide near Chejfi&io y where Veflels were ready lo Tran- 

chrpftow : fport him, and where Prince Ritpen from Briff^/met him, 
verj well pleaied with the Refolotion he had takeUj though 
he had not been Privy to the Counfel. Here again the un- 
happy difcord in the Court, raifed new obftruAioos ; ciley who 
did not love PriiKe Rar/trf , nor were lov'd by him, could not 
endure to think that the King (hould be fo wholdy within 
his power ; and he himfelf was far from bdog importuoate 
that his Majefty (hould proiecute his purpofe, whidi he had 
notadvifed, though he liked it well enough; and fo would 
not beanfwerable for any fucceft. His Majefty himfelf being 
too irrefolure, the Coudel was again changed, aadthcKi/g 
fkM# tB marched to Cardiff -^ where he had been very little tioe^ when 
CftrdiE he was ioform'd, that BtidgewMfer was loft : and then they, 
who bad diffwaded the King^s Embarkation fisr. JBrvSil, were 
much exalted , and thought themfelves good CounfeUors j 
though, in truth, the former refblution had been eveo Then ' 
much better purfued ; for nothing could have hinder'd his ' 
Majefty from going to Exetery and joynins all hii Forces ; 
which would have put him in a polhire mucn better than he 
^ T. Fair* was ever afterwards. Indeed the taking BrutgetoMiTj whid) 
u*A^' ^^ ^^^ ^^ ^^^ perfwaded to believe a place iaopregoabk, 
Bniigffwi* ^^^1^ j^^ but make great impreffions upon him^ to think thtf 
he was betrayedi and confequently not to know, whom ro 
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cnift. It was in truth iMtter of amazemeDC to all Men, nor • 
was it any ezcufir, chat it was not of ftrength enough againft 
{b ftroog an Army ; for it was fo ftrongly Situaceid, and ic 
might well have had all chofe additions which were neccf- 
fiury, by Fortifications, that it was inexcuTable in a Gover* 
nour ( who had enjoy'd that Charge above three years, with 
all allowances he lud himfelf defired, and had often afliired 
the King, '^tbat it was not to be Taken j that ic did noc re« 
fift any chc greaceft ftrength that could come before ic for one 
Week i and within kb than that time, ic was SunenderVt, 
and put into Fakfsxg hands. 
That this prodigious fucdeft on the Enemies fide, ihould^ 
' break the Spirits of moft Men, and even caft them into defpair, 
is not at all to be wooder'd ix \ but that ic (houkl raifc che 
hopes of any chat tc would pioduoe a Peace, is very ftrange ; 
yec chis imagination did fo imich harm, that Men generally 
negledied to make chac preparation againft a powerful and in-" 
fulcinfl; Enemy> that was in their power co have made, out of 
conficfence that the ofier of a Treaty would now prevail, and 
produce a. Peace; and every Man abounded fo much in hit 
own fenfe on diis point, tkit they were not capable of any 
reafon that cpntradifted it. The CommUfioners of all Coun* 
ties, which were the beft Gentlemen, and of beft Aflfedions, 
upon whom iUie King depended to apply the Common Peo* 
pie to his Service, were fo. fully of chis opinion , that they 
made Cabals with the principal Officers of the Army, co 
concur wich them in this jodgeitienc, and Co contrive iome 
way bow it m^ht be broughc co pats ; and coo many (3S them 
were weary ofdoing cheir duty, or b much afliamed of noc 
having done ic, thfit they profeued chemielves to defire ic, at 
leaft as mucb.as the reft. This temper fprcad ic felf fo uni- 
verMy, that- k ueacfaed €Q Prince Bufert himfelf; who writ 
his Advice, to chat purpofe to the Duke of RumwtJy to be 
prefentfid to the K&gy who cook chat oocafion, co wrice che 
eofuii^ Letter to the Prince, wich his own hand ; which was 
io livdy an expreifioD of bis Own Soul, chac no Pen elfe 
could have wriccen it, and deferves to be traUfmitced to Po* 
aerity, as a pact of the PortHutUre of that excellent Perfon^ 
which hath been dilgoifed i^ faUe, or erroneous Copies from 
the true Origuial i and follows in tbele words.

"T 8IS is occafion'd by a Letter of yours, that the Duke pert *x«>/t

^ joyn'd (Uence to chat whidi was no fecrec, it was noc my

^ been fi> now. As for the opinion of roy bufineb, and your 
^ Counfcl thereupon, if I had any other Quarrel but the de- 
^< fence of my Religion, Crown, and Friends, you bad M 
^ reafon for yovlt advice. For I confeft, that ipeaking ettfafir 
*^ as to meer Soldier, or States- man, I muft fay^ tbere is ao

. Wren Che King came to Cardijfy he was entertain'd with 
the News, ^ that tne $c0f^ Army was fee down before Hen^ 
^ fM^ and that, if it were not reliev'd within a Month, it 
^^ nwft fall toco their hands. To provide for this, there could 
be no better way ibund out, than to difedt the Sheriffs of 
thofe Ufft Goomies to Summon their f^ffi Comttatuf, where- 
by the Kling was nerfwaded to hope, that there would be 
Men enough to ww upon him in that expedition ; who with 
the Horie he had, would have been equal to an v attempt they 
cooM malce upon the Sc^s. But it was quickly difcover'd^ 
that this Expedient had raifed an unruly Spirit, that could not 
eafily be fiippre&'d again; for the dilconteoted Gentlemen of 
thole Counties, now they had gotten the People legally to^ 
gather, put them in mind of ^^ the Injuries they had receiv'd 
^ from General Gerrardy and the intolerable cxadions they 
^ lay under, which would undoubtedly be increared, if he 
^^ continued in that Govemmeot. So that, hiftead of pro* 
viding Men to march widi Ac King, they provided a long 
lift of grievances ; from all which they dcnred to be relieved 
before they would apply themfelves towards the relief of H#- 
rrfarJ. All this was (b fturdily urged, that a Body of no left 
than four thou/and Men, of thofe who were thus called to- 
g^her, continual together many days, and would not be fo- 
parftted, till the King was even compelled to give them fatif* 
faftioo in the particular they moft infifted upon ; which was 
the removal of General Qerrard from having any Command 
over them ; and that Charge was prefently conferred upon thq 
Lord Afiley^ the MajorGeneralof the Army; who was moft 
aooepcwle to them ; and chey afterwards conforuM themfelves 
as much to his diredions, as from the diftradion of the cimci 
and the ooothiual ill Succeflb, could be expefisd by him. 

But it was the hard fate of the King, tiiat he could not 
provide what was fit for his own Service, except he provi«^ 
ded likewife for the fatisfadion of other Men's Humours and 
Appetites. Qfrrmrd had now, upon the matter, the Com* 
mand of all the Forces the King had to truft to in thofe Parts } 
and he was of-too impetuous a Nature, to fubmit to any 
thing for Conicienoe, or Difcrerion, or Duty ; fo that tte 
King was compeird to fatisfy his Ambition for this preient 
degradation, by making him a Baron ; and whidi was an 
odd and a very fiuxtafttcal cifcumftance t^ attended it, for 
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soother Kafon, than' beoaji^e there was oooe anEisineoc 
Perron> called (^hs Brawd&m^ who was afterwafds made i 
Duke, he would be Oeated Baron of Brmkbm^ that cbcre 
might be another Cbsrhs Bramdm^ w^ had no left aTpbiif 
thoughts th^n the former; when "he had no pretence to the 
Lands of BrMubm ; which belonged to, and were, at that 
time, id the pofleffion of a Gallant and Worthy Gepdeman 
StThmufS Gbmbam; who at the fstme time ( very imfaicUf 
upon that account) came to the King at OtrdX^ with about 
two hundred Foot, which. he4iad broi^t with mm out of cfae 
Garrifon oi CarUJliy which plaoe be:had xiefeoded for the 
fpace of ^leyend) Months againft O0vii LMfl^y^ ajud tiU aO the 
Horfes x)f ther.Gar^on were eateii, aod theo had reodei^d, 
upon as honourableGonditioos, as had beep giTcai 190a S07 
Surrender ^ David. Ijijkj himfelf odnvey'd hm to rnnffri'^ 
where he joy n'd with the other pact of that Army, aodfom 
thence ^^Tbimtn OMh^m ( who was by his CoodittoQi to 
march to the King wherever he was) came to hisMajefty at 
Csr^ijf,atChe time whenthe Title of his own Laiid,whicb came 
to him by. infaeritanoe, was conferred upon a Geodefflaoof 
another Family : who, how well extraded foevcr, was of Jefi 
Fortune, and, as many thought, of no greater Qualitv, or Me- 
rit This unfeafonable Preferment more irritated tbeGottn- 
tTy,from which the King then expeAcd Affiftance, that wheo 
they believed they had accufed htm of Grimes which deferv'd 
the higbeft Cenfure, they fiiw him pretend to, and itwarded 
}n, an higher degree than he could ever probably have ar- 
rived to, biit for that Accuiation. Here the King, Aet ali 
bis endcLVours were render'd fruitleft, eotertata'd a new ima* 
gination, that he might get into SMtmd to the Manfoss of 
idpunfrofiy- who had done wonders there; andthotnpon left 
Cardiff ^^ and, over the Nfountaioa of Bmlmackj aitd Jtadm^ 
paflod t\it.Si9ti[b Quarters, ^nd (»MCBe to LmMw, hcfoie that 
Army had ahy- notice Qf his .march..

TheChanoeOor 
being then unfit to Travel by reafim of the Gout, the Lord

Frince then was, and found his Majefty at Card^^ when he 
was departing from thence; and waited on him to Bmhrnk; 
from whence, be was again dtfpatched with this Letter, to die

The next day ,' or thereabouts, S^ ttkh^rd Gfmvil 
liimlelf attended the Prince^ in a feeming goodliainoiir^ all 
the Pfopofitions were immediately confirmed j Ibme of which 
were, ^that S' ^bard Gmnm/ fliould receive fiicb a propor- 
^tion of the Contributions of Omwim^ and fift thouboi

F o R the Commtflioners c{ Divpm had befought hisHish- 
nefi CO interpofehia Authority, in thcregulattng anddifpofing 
the Army to march towards the rdief of Brifl^i^ deciaring^ 
^^ as the pofture of it then was, that both that County, and 
^ Ganrifons^ muftin aifaore time be as much undooei and loA 
^ by Them, aa by the InyaGbn of the Enemy ^ that all the' 
^^ Foocfub^ed by, andHv'd upon, the Magazines of the Gar- 
^^ rifona*^ and the Horfe poflelied the other part of theCoun- 
^ try to chemfelvea ; and would neither fuffer pro?ifions to be 
^ brougtit to the Markets, for the replenifliing their Stores, 
^^ nor Warrants to be executed for any payments : pretending 
^^ they were to defend their own Quarters; whilft themfelvet 
^ levyed what Monies they pleafed, and committed all (brta 
<^ of inrolenciea and outrages. By this means both before in 
Smmerfit-Jbin^ and afterwards in DfVis^^SUrr, when the King's 
Army was forced to retire, the Enemy found great plenty of 
Piovilions in thoTe Quarters, where nis Forces had been in 
danger of ftarviM ; as, all about Tmmhm ^ these were very 
great quantities or C6rn, when the King's Forces had cauled 
all their Bread to be brought out of the Scores of Bri^^gnpsfer^ 
and Exfier ; which proceeded partly from the negligence, and 
laxidefs ofthe OfSoers and Soldiers, who would not beat the 
trouble of threftiing out the Mows, and Rick& which were 
there ^ but principally by the ProteAion given by the Horfe; 
who would not fufier any thing to be carried out of thm Quar- 
ters ; and fiich as fent tiieir Provifions to Market, werefure 
to have their Money taken from them in their return. Info- 
isuch as it was aflSrm'd by the Gommiffionersof fix^sy', <<that 
^ before the Enemy had any Quarter within ten miles, there 
'^ was not fo mud) provifion brought into that City in a Port- 
*< night, astheyfpentin a day : which was only by reafon of 
the diforder of our own Horfe, General GsriiiqS being all this 
time in ExetfTy breaking Jefts, and Laughing at all People, 
who brought complaints to him ^as, one<Jay, when the Fiflier* 
men complained to him, '* that as' they came to the Market, 
** they were robbed by his Troopers, who took all their Filh 
^ from them, he (aid, '^ that they might by this fee what great 
^ Iiijury was done to his Men, by thofe who accufed Siem 
^'ofereat Swearing ; for if they did Swear, you know (laid 
*• he ) they could catch no Fifli. 

Upon thefereafons, and the very earneftdefire ofthe Lord 
G9rmg^ and the Commiffioners, the Prince , on VrUaj the 
apt^ ofAnpifiy went from Laimceffpmto ExOir in one day j 
leaving S' Bsctsrd Gnmvil (who chen feem'd to be in good

laic], awakened to a fenfeand a Ihame of their former aosze- 
ments, ic was unanfanouflr agreed at a Cooncil of War.

deed one of the Motives of his Highnefs's Journey lo JExefir, 
thathe.mightdifoountenance that Report; whidi had wrou^

the honour and thanks of the good Sucoels that midit attend 
it : Befides that, if he fliould fend any Mefi&ge upon cbdr 
Motion, they would quickly make Themfelv^odMofthe 
matter of it, and Counfellors of what was to be dooeopon

Where- •*« '/ '^ 
upon, according to appointment, theperibnhe had de&ed<'^'''*^!^' 
went to him one Morning to hi« Lodging ; when betcaufed^' ' 
all Perfixis to withdraw ; and bid his Servant not <o (dBkt ' 
any Man to difturb them. When they were by the^elves, 
he began with the difoourfe of ^* unkindneflcs he had appre- 
^'bended from the Council, and from that Peribn jn .paiti- 
^* cular i but confefled he had >3en deceived, and abuied by 
*' wrong information : that he was now very fenGble sf .tbM^ 
<< damage that had befallen thePublickby thofe Private Jea* 
^^ loufies and Miftakes ; and defired, that if any thing had in- 
^ difaeetly or pa0ionatel^ fallen from him, it mi|ht be for* 
^' gotten ; and that they might ail proceed vigoroufly in^. whit 
^ concerned* the King's Service; m which be could not le* 
^ceive abetter encouragement, than by an affiiranceqf (hat 
^' Perlbn's Friendlhip. From this , vk difcourfod %t laige 
^ his apprehenfions of his Brother F^rUr^ of his Cowardice, . 
^^ and of his Treachery, with very great fineedom. in many- 
'^ particular inftances ; and concluded, '^ that he refolv'd to 
*^ quit himfelf of him ; and afier two hours fpent in thofe 
diicourles, and in Ibmewhat that concern'd his Father , in 
which he faid, ^ he was to receive this Perfon's advice by hii 
^^ Father's direftion ( it beiitf about the Government dlFim^ 
Jtnms) as if he had faid all he meant to fay, he asked die 
other negligently, '^ what he thought of the Demands he had 
'< fent by the Lord H^nPvoartb ? Prot;efting, '< he bad no pri- 
^ vate thoughts, but only an Eye to the rublick Service } to- 
^^ wards the doing whereof as the exigents of Affiiirs then 
^^fiood, be did not think himfelf fufficiently qualified. The

Prim* Rs- About the middle of Sip^miery the Prince bong ffili it 
ftn dMiu ExHH', the News came of the fatal lofi of BriB^'i vA^ as 
""' 7 M lit accidents at that time d^ caft allMen on didr Facn, 
and dtfUped tdlthe fom^ Vigour and AfHivity for a inarch. 
HdweVer, the fimrmei^Refolution continued dfdrawioc toll- 
imt^y and at' leift of defending thoTe Pafles, and wccpasg 
cbe-Enemy from Invadiklg Dtom : forthe better don% where- 
of, «ild^ndyliiig^ them to Fight , if JMrftx (houM advtooe, 
the Prince retum'd to LMmUfiiMB^ whither he Smnnm'd all 
the Triiti'd-bands of C^rnrnal^ and ian appearaiice of the whole 
Country ; Which appeatM very chearnuly, and feem'd well 
incliaed td mardi to TfO€rt§m. In the mean dme the fame 
negligendft and difordercoiitinued intheArmy, and the Lord 
G^M^ , with the ftme Licence and Unconceraedoeft , le- 
main'd at Extt^^ to the greit Scandal of the GMifltry, and 
dilbeartning of the Army. Aboiit the latter etui of S^eiiM 
iff, hii Lordlhip writ a Letter to Ae Lord OvfeM^S in 
which be remembered bifn df the Propofitiont formedy fern 
by the Lord Jfhtfw^rtb to LMtmctfioH-y add recounted at large, 
but very unjuftly, the difcourfe which had pafled between 
the other Councilor and Him^ at £xfl»r, upon thatSabjeft; 
iti which he charged the other with AnfwerB very hx froo 
thole he had receiv'd from* him; and defirM his Lordfliip^ 
^that, by His means, he might Imowpofitivelywhathe was 
^tDtruft to ; concluding, ^ that without fuch aCommiffion 
^^ as he defir-d, he could not be adfwerable for the Muonier 
^andDiferders oftheArmy. Wbertupon hisHigho^ vim 
fottcoMSdefation. of the mifchids that would attend Ui xr- 
Vice, if'he ihould confent to the Matter of thofe Demands, 
or comnty with the Manner of the demanding , fent him 
wwd, ^ that he would not ibr the prefent, grant m fuch 
^0>ttmiflh)n : and wiflied hhn <^to purfue the ftrmcr 
^ Gonttfels and Refi)l(ttions| in adtanonftowardi^ toeori 
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^^ all things being in a good forwardnefi in c^mwal to fecond 
^^ him. And fo there was no further preffing chat Overture ^ 
however, he prefum'd to ftyle himielf, in dl his Wanancs, 
and Treaties with the Comroiffioners, and in ibme Orders 
which he Printed, " General of the Weft. 

The fuddain and unezpeded loft of Briftol^ was a new 
Earthquake in all the little Quarters the King had left, and no 
leis broke aU the MeaTures which had been taken, and the 
defigns which had been contrived, than the lofs of the Battle 
of N^^ had done. TheKinghad made haft from tMdk^^ 
that the Sc^UJhAxmy might no more be able to interrupt him j 
and with very little reft pafled through Shrapjhin^ and Derhy- 
/hirey till he came tolWUecky a Houfe of the Marquis of 
I^ew-Caftle in Nottinluaih/hiny then aGarrilbnforhis Ma* 
jefty ^ where he refremed HimTelf, and his Troops, two days ; 
and, as iar as any refolution was fixed in thofe days, the ^ux^ 
pdfe was, ^' CO march diredly into Scotland^ to joyn with thd 
^* Marquis of Maimtrofi; who had, upon the matter, reduced 
that whole Kingdom. During his Ma jefty'sfliortftay at^iZ- 
ieciy the Governour of Ntuoarkj with the Commifllioners for 
NottinghamzfiA Uncfflm^ repaired to htm, as likewife all thofe 
Gentlemen of Tork-fbiri who had been in PoTaefraff-CMe 
(which, after a long and worthy defence, was lately, for meer 
want of all kind ofProviiions, Surrendered upon goodcondi* 
tions ^ whereby, ^ all the Soldiers had liberty to repair to their 
'^ own Houfes, and might live quietly there ) whereupon the 
Gentlemen awired the King, ^' they were as ready as ever to 
** ferve him * when they fiKJuld be required. Whether the 
wonted irrelolution of thofe about the King, or the imagina* 
tion, upon thisreportof the Gentlemen, that a bqdy of Foot 
might be fpeedily gather'd together in thofe pans ( which was 
enough encouraged by the chearfulnefs of all the Gentlemen 
of the feveral Q)unties ) prevailed, or not, fo it was, that the 
Kii gwas perfwadecL *^that it was notbeft to continue his 
** march, with that Ipeed he intended, towards MomOrofi ; 
'^ but that it would be better to fend an Exprefs to him, to 
** agree upon a fit4>la6e for their meeting ; and in the mean , 
^^ time, his Majefty might be able to refreQi his wearied 
** Troops, and to raife a Body of Foot in thofe parts. To 
which purpofe, DoncaSer was propofed as a fit place to begin 
in t and to DMrr^^^, thereupon^ the King went; and the Gen- ^^ ^* 
tlemen fo well performed their undertaking, that, within three^««i u Don- 
<lays, there was an appearance of full three tboufand Foot ;ca(br. 
who undertook, within four and twenty hours, to appear well 
armed, and ready to march with his Majefty, what way fo<^ 
ever be wouldgo. 
Here again the King's froward Fortune, deprived him 
VoLlLParia. Yy of 
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of this opportunity to put himfelf into a pofture of War. Th-iC 
very Night, they receiv'd Intelligence, '* that DmvU Ltfiy 
^^ was come to Ratheram with all thd SMi/b Hotfe ^ which 
was within ten miles of Do9uafier. The News whereof Jb 
confounded them ( as beaten and baffled Troops do not nacu- 
rally, inafliort time* recover courage enough to endure the 
fight of an Enemy ) that they concluded ^^ he came in puifuk 
** of the King, and therefore that it was now too late to pro- 
^'ceed upon their Northern Expedition, and that the King 
•* muftfpeedily remove to a greater diftance for his own fecu- 
"rity. Whereupon, he made haft ( without expeding that 
Thence te recfuitofFoot ) from DMcafiiTy back again to Newgriy Re- 
Newark, folving then to go direftly to Orford^ whereas, in truth, 
David Lefley knew nothing of the King's being in tbofe parts ; 
but, upon I'uddain Orders from Scotland ^ was x^itG^io 
march, with all poflible expedition, with theHorfe, to relieve 
his own Country from being totally overrun and fubdued by 
the Marquis of ^(9ii»fr^ ^ who had then adually taken £<{«»- 
borough. The Orders had no fooner come to the Scvt^km^ 
beiore Hereford, but he begun his march, without the leaft 
apprehenfion of any Enemy in his way, rill he (hoold come 
into Scotland ^ and fo, as he had made a very long march that 
day, he came tired and wearied with his Troops that Night 
into Rotieram. And he confcfled afterwards, "if the King 
^^ had then fallen upon him, as he might eafily have done, he 
^^ had found him in a very ill pofture to have maderefiftance, 
" and had abfolutely preferv'd Mountroje. But by his fo fod- 
dain retreat, David JJflej was at liberty to puWue his roarcti 
Mouotrofe for Scotland, and came upon Mountrofi, before ht ezpe&ed 
dtftstedbj fuchan Enemy : and fo prevented his foture triumph, that 
^'T»<* he was compell d with great loft to retire again into the High- 
Leflcy. j^Q^g . ^^j U/leyrttatDLd time enough to relieve and fupport 
the Scotijh Army, rfter they wcrecompcll'd to rife from Hf- 
reford. 
TUKing The King now, with great expedition, profeoired his 
iw f oz- Journey to OJ^or^, though not without making fome Starrs out 
ford: ^ of the way ^ by which he had opportunity to beat up fonvc 
Quarters of new levied Horfc for the Service of the Parlia- 
ment J and, before the end of Augufi^ he arrived at Oxfwi^ 
where he did not ftay more than two days, but departed from 
thence again to WorceBer, with a refolution to attempt the ic- 
licf of 2*T^rrfj which had defended it felf bravely, and very 
much weaken'd the Scotijh Armv by frequent Sallies. They 
had only a Body of eight hundred tired Horfe rcmaining,which 
David LeJIey left behind him when he marched with the reft 
into Scotland ', and therefore the raifiog that Siege was thought 
Che lefs difficult » and with this refolution his Majefty ^. 
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Oxford the third day after became thither. Upon his arrival 
at RagUnd, he was certainly inform'd/^ that F^ir^x had Be- rb«»M rt 
^' 6cged Brifiol ; for which no body underwent any trouble ; RagUnd. 
for all Men looked upon that place as well Fortified, Man- 
ned, and Vidualled \ and the King even then receiv'd a very 
chearfiii Letter from Prince Rupert ; in which, ^^he under* 
^* took to defend it full four Months. So that the Siege being 
begun ib late in the year, as the beginning oi Stftember^ there 
was reafbnable hope that the Army might be ruined, before 
the Town taken. Therefore the Ring profecutcd his former 
refolution, at leaft torendeav^uf the relief of Hereford, And 
as he was upon his March thither, he reoeiv'd Intelligence, 
*' that the Sc9t^ Army, upon the notice of his Purpofe, was 
^' that Morning riien in great diforder and confufion, and re- rwscetf 
^^{oWidi to make their retreat on the J^i5& fide of th^ River, "(•/'«»<•• 
** and fo to p^afs through Glocefter, This news was fo wel-^*'* "*"* 
come, and his Majefty was receiv'd with fo fall joy into the ^^^i^f 
City of Hereford^ that he flipp'd the opportunity hb then had of rfa« Hmiu 
difcommodingat leaft, if not ruining the Scotijh Army ; which 
nowpafled thjrough a ftrange Country, where they had never 
been, and where the whole Nation was extremely odious to 
the People. Nor would the Govemour of Gloceffer fu6&r 
them to paft through his Garrifbu) till they lent him word 
plainly ^< that if they might not pafs through that Town, they 
** knew they fiiould be very welcome to pafi through IVorce'^ 
^^fier\ by which Argument he was convinced \ fo that he 
permitted them to go through that Town, from whence they 
profecuted their march into the North. If, in all this time, 
they had been purfued by the King's Horie, confidering the 
fmall Body they had of their own, there is little doubt to be 
made very many, if not the greater partof that Army, had 
been deftroyed. 

But the King's heart was now fb wholely fet upon the Relief 

of Brifiol^ that nothing elfe was thought upon, which might 

in any degree delay it. And fo the King, from Hereford, ad- 

vertiied Prince Rufert^ " that he had railed the Siege of Here- 

^^ford^ and that the Scots were marched Northward i that he 

^Mntended fpeedily to relieve him j and in order to it, that he 

** had then commanded General Gortpg^ to draw what force 

** he could ^ur of the Weft ^ and lo march to the Somerfitjbire 

** fide of Bri^^/; and that bis Majelty would himfelf havea 

*' Body of three thoufand Foot, drawn out of the feveral Gar- 

"rifons of thole parts, which ihoiild pafs over the Severn^ a- 

** bout Berkley- Cattle on Glocefter-Jbire fide j and that his Horfe, 

^^ which were then above three thoufand, fbouldatthe fame 

" time Ford the Severn not far from Glocefier ( as they might 

have done) ^^and fo joyowith his Foot > and by this means, 

Yy » ?*all 
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^^ all things being well concerted, they misht hopefully fall on 
'< Fairfax his Quarters on both fidea. And the better co bring 
all this to pafs, the King himfelf went the fecond time to iS^- 
land^ the Houfe of the Marquis olH^orceffer^ (ending the 
Horfeto thofe Teveral places, as might beft facilitate the exe- 
cution of thedefign that wasfbrm'd for the relief of Br^ol 
But when the King came to RaglanJ^ he receiv'd the ter- 
rible information of the Surrender of Briftoly which he b 
little apprehended, that iftheeWdence thereof had not been 
unqueftionable, it could not have been belie v'd. With what 
indignation, aiid dcjcAion of mind, the King reoeiv'd thii 
Adrertifement, needs no other defcxipcion and enlaigemeot, 
than the fetting down, in the very words of it^ the Leuer 
which the King writ thereupon to Prince Ru/irfi wUch, 
confidering the unfpeakable indulgence his Majefly had erer 
fliew'd Awards that Prince, isfufficient evidence, bw.h^ghl? 
he was ofiended and incenfed by that Ad ^ which yet he took 
fome time fad] y to think of, and confider, before he would 
allow himfelf to abate fo much of his natural candour cowards 
hicn. Aflbon as he received that furnrifing InteUigcnoe, he 
prefcntlv removed from RaglanJ^ and retum'd to Hertfird^ 
the Poft he chofe wherein to confider the defperateoefiofdie 
condition he was in, and to enter upon new ccmfultatioos. 
Tothat purpofe, he fent Orders " for all the Officers, and 
** their Troops, which had been fent into Sbrtf-fim, W^r- 
'* ceBer-jibirey and South If^Ies^ to provide for the relief of 
^^Briftoly to attend him there. And ailoon as he cafne to 
Hereford^ he difpatch'd an Exprefs with tUs Lcnsx t»Fiixice

With this Letter, the King fent a Revocation of all Com- 
miffions formerly granted to Frince Rufert, and fignified his 
Pieafure to the Loras of the Council at Oxford, whicheif Prince 
ItMfert was retired with his Troops from Brtfiol^ <' that they 
^ fiiould require Prince Bufnt to deliver into their hands his 
^^ CommifSon. And whether the Kin|$ had really ibme ap? 
prehenfion that he might make fome difficulty in giving it up, 
and make fome diforder in Oxford^ or whether it was the ef- 
fed of other Men's Counfels, his Majefty, at the fame time, 
fent a Warrant likewife for the prefenc Imprifonment of Co- 
lonel Ug ( who was Goveraour of Oxford) as a Perfon much 
in the Prince's favour, and therefore like to be fubfervient to 
any of his Commands. But this circumftance of rigour ^ 
made the other judgement upon the Prince thought to be over 
fuddain, ^^that He fliould be made the firft Example of 
^' the King's Severity, whenfo many high Enormities,' and 
^'Miicarriages of others, had pafled without being call'd in 
^'queftion. And as no bod^ lufpeded the Prince's want of 
Duty in fubmitting to the King's Pieafure, fo Colonel Le^ 
was generally believ'd to be a Man of that entire Loyalty to 
the Ring, that he was above all temptations : this circum-. 
fiance of committing the Govemour, made the other to be 
likewife fufp^ded to be more theefiea of the power of fome 
Potent Adverfarie^, than of the King's own Severity. 

When the Prince of Tf^Us came to Ijmwcefton from Exe^ 
tor ( which was about the middle of Seftemter ) after the lofs 
of Briftoiy and the motion of the Enemy inclined Weftward, 
it was then thought fit to draw all the Train'd- bands of com- 
Kpal to Latmcefiom^ and as many of ^them as could be per* 
fwaded, to march Eaflward^ it being agreed at JBxeffr, ^<that> 
** if the Enemy gave time, the force of both Counties ( fave 
^' what was neceilary to be continued at Viymouth ) (hould be 
" dra^ to Tivorfouy and, upon that Pals, to Fight with the 
" Rebels j for the better compaffing whereof, it was Order'd, 
.^ that Sr 'Rkhard GreenrvU ihould Command all the Comjlb 
^^ Train'd-bands, whereunto fliould be added his own three 
^^ Regiments, which he had formerly carried to Tkunton'^ who 
took themfelves to be fo difobliged, both Officers and Soldiers 
( as in truth they were ) by the Lord Gorily that they were 

y y 3 abfolutely 
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abfolutely disbanded; and could by no other means be goctai 
together, but upon afliiraoce that they fliould be Commanded 
by Sr Richard GreemvU. Things being thus fettled, Qnemd 
feem'd well fatisficdy having all the refpeft, and encourage- 
ment from the Prince that was defired^or could be given ; aod 
without any other indifpofition, than that, once in two or 
three days, he' would wri^e a Letter either to the Prince him- 
felf, the Lords, or M^ FMrfhaw^ Extolling himfelf, and Re- 
proaching the Lord Qoring's plundering Horfe, and lometimes 
Sr John Berkky ^ in all which he ufed a very extraordinary 
Licence. 

During the Prince's being at Exeter y S' Johm Berkley 
bad deiired, '^ chat, in refpedl his continual prefence would 
^^ be neceflOiry at Exeter^ fince the Enemy apparently looked 
^^ that way, nis Highnefs would difpofe the Command of the 
*^ Forces before Pfymeutb, to fuch a Perfon as He tbouglirft j 
^^ who might diligently attend that Service. There was a ge- 
neral inclination to have fent back S' Richard Gmmnl to chat 
Charge, which it was vifible he looked for^ but there wete 
three great points to be confider'd ^ The firft, the pretence that 
General Digfy had to that Command ; to whom it Origi- 
oally belonged ; and both He, and the Earl of BriJhlyCifdBt' 
ed it upon this alteration ; he being at that time fo well le* 
cover'd in his health, that he was well able to eiecuce the 
Command : The next, that if it (hould be ofier'd to Gnemnl^ 
he would infift upon fuch affignations of Conrriburions, as 
would make the fubfiftenceof the Army, and of the Garri£}ns 
impofEble ^ the laft and the greateft, was, that the whole de- 
fign being now to draw fuch a Body together, as might give 
the Rebels Battle , this could not be without the CermSb 
Train'd-bands, and thofe other Soldiers, who had run from 
their Colours ; neither of which, would inarch without S' 
Bichard Greenvil'y and' it was apparent, if he went to Pfy- 
mouthy thole old Soldiers would go to him. Befides, his ex- 
perience and afiivity was then thought moft necei&iy to the 
marching Army ; where there was a great dearth of good Of- 
ficers. Hereupon, it was refolv'd that General P^i^ (bouid 
again refume the Charge about Blymoutby but upon any ex- 
traordinary occafion, and advance of the Enemy, he was 10 
receive Orders from S' Richard Gremvil; and accordiogif, 
upon S^ Richard Greem;irs advancing into DevoBy andfizii% 
a Quarter at Oki^totty DlgBy was order'd ib to do ^ which he 
obferv'd acconiingly. 

1 N the beginning of O&eiery the Lord Grmtf perfwaded 
the Commiffioners of Druom , upon his promife to poiulh 
and fupprefs all diforders in the Soldiery, and that the Mar- 
kers (hould be free, ^<to double the Concributioo of the 
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•* County for fix Weeks, and to aflSgn half thereof to his 
** Army ^ by vercue whereof he raifed vaft Sums of Money ; 
but abated nothing of the former diforders, and prcflures : and 
the Money (o raifed, inftead of being regularly diftribuced 
amon^ft liie Soldiers, wa%difpofed to fuch Perfons as he 
thought fie by his Warrants to direct But no fooner was Sr 
Thomas Fairfax advanced as far as CuBampfany than the Lord 
Gormg gave over the thought of defending Devtm^ and, by his 
Letter of the eleventh of Offoker to the Ix>rd Colefefper, faid, 
^' that he had fent all the Horfe, but one thoufand, Weft- 
^^ ward, under the Command of the Major General, to joyn 
^* with the Corm/b j who were to advance ; and that Him- 
^^ felf, with one thoufand Horfe, and all his Foot, refolv'd to 
** ftay in Exeter to defend that Town, if the Enemy came 
*' before it ; or to be ready to attend their Rear, if they march'd 
^ forward ^ and therefore defired, ^^ that his Highnefs would 
^ appoint whom he thought fit, to gin^ Orders to the Lord 
** lUnt^vorthy his Major General, who was prepared not to 
** difpute Orders fent by any Subftitured by the Prince. Here- 
upon, the Prince had appointed Sr Richard GreeTtvil <* to ad* 
^^ Vance with the C^mtfl} to Okmgtomy and dire&ed the Major 
General ^^ to receive Orders from him : Bur, by that time 
they two had difpofed themfelves in Order, as chev did very 
hanc&bmely and chearfully, General G^rxng changed his mind, 
and within four days after his former Letter, he retired with 
his thoufand Horfe out of Exeter to Newton Bti/beS ;. and 
thetv fent to the Prince, by a Letter to the Lord Colefefper^ 
to know ^' whether Sr Richard Gr«0xnv7ihould receive Orders 
^^ from him ; and ofler'd to undertake any defign with Sr 
** Richard Greenvily or by Himfelf, as the Prince (hould di- 
^'redj or that if his Prefence and Command (bould be 
^' thought, on the account of any indifpofition in the Comi/h 
^^ towards him, probable to produce any inconvenience to the 
^' Service, he would willingly, for that Expedition, refign his 
** Command to anv Perfon the Prince would defign for it : 
Intimating withal, ^^ that if the Lord Hofton had it, the Lord 
^^ Wentworth would willingly receive Orders fron^ him. His 
Highnefs, the next day, writ to him, ^^that he committed 
^ the management of the whole to his Lordfhip^ and had Com^ 
** manded S"" Richard Greemvil to receive Orders from him, 
"who had then a good Body of C3w«fift with him, and power 
** to draw off the Men from Plymouth^ if there (hould be 
*' occafion. 

The King's having been in that perpetual motion, as hath 
been mention d before, kept the Exprefs that had been fent to 
him from the Counfellors, upon the firft fignification of his 
Pieafure concerning the Prince's Tranfporucion into France^

So that ic was rhe 
middle of QBohry before they receiv'd his Majefty's further 
direftiofi. Then this Letter to the Lord Coleptfper was brought 
back by the fame Expreis.

Though this Letter was writ after the lob of BHihl^ 
yet when it arrived, the hopes of the Weft were not thought 
defperate ^ and it was abfolutely concluded between the Lords, 
^' that, as the .Perfon of the Prince was never to be in hazard 
^' of being furpri^d, fo he was not to be Traniported our of 
^^ the King's Dominions, but upon apparent, vifib/eiieceffity> 
^^ in point of fafety : And the very fulpfcion of his going had 
been, both by the Lord Gormg and others, cnvioufly whif- 
• per'd, to the great difiieartning of the People ; To that (be- 
fides that an un(eafonable attempt of going, might have been 
di(appointed ) they faw that the lois of the whole Weft, both 
Garnfons, and Army, would immediately have attended that 
Afiion, and therefore they thought, they Chould be abfolv'd, 
m point of.duty, by the Ktz^, if they only pi^erv'ddiemfelvcs 
is a power of obeying him, without executing his Command 
ac that time ; efoeciJly (ince General Gmag thought it hot 
leafonabl^ toobierve the Orders, which were fent to him at 
the iame time, for marching towards the King, nor fo mod 
as adviCed with his Highnefs, or Communicated that be had 
receiv'd any fuch Orders j and yet his Highnefs let him know, 
*' that he was well content, that he fliould break through with

The Enemy, having gain'd Tf^irton^ noade no great haft 
to the Weft of Exiter, but fpcnt their time in Fortifying fciw 

Hoofei 
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Houfes near the Town, on the Eaft fide, without receiving 
the leaft diftarbance from the Army; the Lord Gorhtg enter- 
taining himfelf in his ufuai jollity between Exeter^ l^tufi^ 
and DMrfmatttb; it being publickly fpoken in ExetiTy ^^ that 
*^ the Lord GartMg intended to leave the Army, and fpeedily 
^' to go beyond Seas, and that Lieutenant General Pvrter re- 
^^ folv'd to go to the Parliament; long before the Prince un- 
derftood General Gmtfg's reiblution to go into France^ by any 
intimation from himfeJf. The twentieth of November^ his 
Lordfliip writ a Letter from Exeter to the Prince by the Lord 
Wbntw&rtbj '^ that, now that the Enemy and his Lordfliip 
^' were (ettled in their Winter Quarters ( whereas the Enemy 
was then as ftirring as ever J <^he did bqg leave of his High- 
^' ne(s to ipend fome dme for the recovery of his health, in 
^^Frsme'y intimating, '^that he hoped to do his Highnefi 
^^fome notable Service by that Journey ; and defired, ^^ chat 
^' his Army might remain entirely under the Command of the 
^^lAxAWentvorth (whereas, not above a Fortnight before, 
he had writ, ^' that the Lord Wmiwerth was very willing to 
^'receive Orders from the Lord Hoft&m) until his rerum; 
^^ which, he faid, Qiould be in two Months; and fohavpg 
difpatched the Lord Wewtwertb with this Letter to the Prince 
to Truro ^ his Lordfliip, never attending his Highnefs's 
leave 'or approbation, went the fame, or <he next day, to 
Dartmawtb ; where he ftay'd no longer than till he could pro- Thk urd 
cure a paflage into France ; whither, with the (irft wind, he Goring tv. 
was Tranfported ; Lieutenant General Ferter, at the tome "'" »»^ 
time, declining the Ezercife of his Command, and having re- ^'*'^' 
ceiv'd feveral lA^^tS^h Letters, and a Pafs from the Enemy 
for his going to Lenaom. After the knowledge whereof. Ge- 
neral Gerh^ fign'd a Warrant for the Levying two hundred 
Kunds upon the Country for the bearing his Charges. The 
^rd Wwtnuerthy at the time of his being then at Trurej told 
fome of his confidents, ^^ that the Lord Gering intended to re- 
^^ turn no more to the Army, or into Engiand-j but rely'd 
'^ upon Him to preferve the Horfe from being engaged, till 
^* he could procure a Licence from the Parliament toTranfport 
<^ them, for the Service of a. Forreign Prince , which would 
^< be a fortune to the Officers. And the Major General faid 
*^ afterwards at Lauweeftemy that he could not underftand the 
^^ Lord Germ^s defigns ; for that, at his going from the Army, 
^ he gave the Officers great charge to preferve theirRegiments, 
*'for he had hope to get leave to Tranfport them; and within 
few days after he arrived at ?arie^ he fent Captain FerriJge 
into EigjUmdy to fetch ail his Saddle Horfes, and Horfes of 
Service, upon pretence that he was to prefent them in Frmue*^ 
though at tbeume time beafllired hid Frieoda^ ^^that he was 

" return- 
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^'returning fpeedily with Men and Money; which was ooc 
the more believ'd by his fending for his Horfes. 

Though there had been no great Mode(^y ufed in the 
difcourfes of the People towards General Gtfrimgj from the 
time of his firft faftning in the Weft, efpecially of the Omn^, 
whom he had moft unskilfully irreconciled to him, by his 
continual neglefls and contempts of them (as he would ufuaily 
before TMmtMy when he view'd his Foot, clap an Ir^wio, 
or one of thofe Soldiers who came out of IreUidy who doubt- 
lefs were good Men, on the Shoulders, and tell him, in the 
hearing of the reft, " that he was worth ten Com^ CowanJs, 
the greateft pare of his prefcnt flrength , and all his fiitu/e 
hopes depending upon the Comijby many whereof bad reafim 
to believe themfelves not inferior to any who had fenr'd the 
King^ yet from the time that he left the Army, and weotfot 
France^ they gave themfelves a greater Licence ; and dedar'd, 
'^ that he had, from the beginning, Combined with the Re- 
'^ bels ; and having wafted and ruined all the Supplies which 
'' had been fent him, had now left a di(C)lu(e and odioos 
*' Army to the Mercy of the Enemy, and to a County more 
" iuftly incenfcd, and confequcntly noore mercilefs than they. 
**They compared the lofs of Weymotahy in the view of his 
** Army, after he bad been in the Town, and when the whole 
*' direftion was in him, with the Counter-foiffle at Pettertnh 
** Bridge, when two of his own Parties, purfuiog the Orders 
" they had receiv'd. Fought with eadi other, whilft the Eiie- 
^'my retired to their own ftrengths: they remember'd riie 
"voluntary, wanton, incenfing the Country ^ the difcownre- 
^*^ nancing the Garrifon of Lamforty and d^nngity die eat- 
*^ ing the Provifions of the reft ; the cherilhing the Club-men ; 
^' and the lying with his whole Army before TAWiawi. full iix 
" Weeks ( after he had declared the Enemy to be in his Mer- 
^' cy, within fix days ) and in that time { pretendmg that be 
" would in few days fiarve them ) he fufter'd great quantities 
*^of Provifions to be carried into them, through his own 
** Quarters, and feveral Interviews, and private Meetings to 
** be by his Brother Porter (whofe Integrity he had before fuf- 
" pefted) and the chief Officers of the Rebels : the neglcffing 
^* his Body of Foot, during the time that he lay before TtM- 
*' tony by which he fufier'd abov^e two thoufand to run away. 
"They talked of the beating up hts Head Quarter the day 
*^ before the Rout at Lmport ar Noon-day, for which no 
^^Man was ever called to a Council rf War ; and that total 
^^ Rout at Lamforty as two of the moft fupine, and unfoldierly 
*^ Defeats, that were ever known ; before which, or in thofe 
** ftrcighrs, or upon any other occafions of Advice, that be 
*^ never called a Council of War to confider what was to be

^Mooe; and in chac laft bufinefs of Lamport ^ himfelf was (b 
^'far from being prefent, that oming in great diforder co 
^^ BriJgewdtiTy he faid, he had lod his Fooc, and Cannon ; 
*' which indeed were brought ofi* entirely by the care, and 
<< diligence of the Lord Wentwortb, and Sr Jofefh WagFiaff. 
^' They talked of his unheard of negleding ihe Arihy, aker 
^' that Retreat at Bru^ev)a$eTy infomuch as of between three 
^^and four thoufand Foot, which himfelf confeded he had 
^^ dFcer that bufinefs ( and if his lofs had been no greater than 
^^heown'd, muft have been a far greater Number) within 
^'fizteen days, he had not thirteen hundred, nor ever after 
'^ recover'd a Maiu but what was gotten up by the Adivity 
** and Authority of the Prince. LaAIy, ihey remember'd his 
^^ lying in D9v»»^ire firom the beginning of jBiy^ which was 
** about the time of his Retreat from Lamport, to the end of 
*^ Novemiery when he went to France (which was five Months) 
^^ with a Body of above four thoufand Horfe and Foot 9 de- 
*^ ftroying, and irrecondling the Country to the King, and 
^^the Caufe, without making the leafb attempt, or in any 
^'degree looking after the Enemy; whilft the Rebels, by 
** formal Sieges, took in the Garrilons of Brutgnttater, Shtr- 
^^ tame J and Briftot^ and many other important holds. 

Upon the whole matter, comparing his Words, and his 
Aftions, laying his doing and his not doing together, they 
concluded, ^* that if he had been confederate with the Enemy, 
^'and been corrupted to betray the Weft, he could not have 
^^ taken a more efiedual way to do it ; fince he had not in- 
'^ tereft enough by any Overt Ad to have put it into their 
*' power ; and therefore they who had a* greater opinion of 
his Wit, Courage, and Conduft, than of his Con(ctence, and 
Integrity, preium'd the failing was in the latter ; towards 
which opinion they were the more indined,by many difcourfes 
negligently let fall by the Enemy in their Quarters, ^ that 
** they were Sure enough of Gormg \ and by S' Thomas Fair*^ 
fax^s applying himfelf to the taking thofe ftrong places after 
the Roue at Lamperty without ever confidering or looking 
after the Lord Gcrhtg^s Arm^ which he could not but 
know confided pf a Bbdy of Plorfe, equal in Number to his 
own ; and had reafon to apprehend thole two Populous Coun- 
ties of Devm and Cormwaly could quickly recruit the Foot ; 
'^ which negligence (faid they) Fairfax could never be guilty 
^^of, if he had not been well aflured, that thofe Forces 
^'ihould work them no inconvenience^ befides that, being 
unpurfued , Gortng might eafily have made an efcape, and 
joyn'd with the King^ and fo have diverted all the Enemies 
defigns upon the Weft. 

Others, who were not enough 10 love with the Lord 
• Gorhf^ « 
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GorsMg, to defire to be joyn'd with him in any Tnift, yer in 
their opinions clearly abiolv'd him from any Combinatios 
with the Eoemy, or defign of Treachery, and imputed the 
(low managing the bufinefs^ at his firfl coming into the Weftj 
and overflipping fome opportunities of advantage, to his de- 
fire of being fettled in tnat Command, and fo not makii^ 
haft, left, the work being done, he might be neceffitated to 
leave tho(e Parts, and be call'd to the King j for withoac 
doubt, though there was a reconciliation made between Him 
and Prince Ibifert to that d^ee, that all the Countenaoce 
General G^rag receiv'd from Uourtin prejudice of die Pdoce's 
Authority, and of his Council, was procured for him purely 
by that Prince ^ who in one of his Letters to him, at fuch 
time as he warbefore74fi»y^M,uied thefe words; ^^whatjoa 
^defire in your Letter, on thexx<iof JMify,fliall be ohferr'd; 
'< and aflure your felf that Prince Ibfirt Qiall maiota/o Ge- 
^* neral G0ra^*s Honour and Power, and (hall loTe bis Life, 
*' rather than General Garmg fliall fiiflfer for Prince BMpert ^ 
which Letter ( as he did any others, which he receiv'd from 
his Majefty, or the Seaetaries, in Cipher) he Communiated 
to the Company in all his Afts of good fellowfhip; yer, I fay, 
it was very evident, he was refolv^d never to be in the fame 
Army with Prince Rupert under his Command; and all his 
loofe and fcandalous Speeches, they imputed to an innate li* 
cence he had always given himielf; and ni5gro& and unfortu- 
nate Overfights, to the lazynefs and unadivity of hisNanire; 
which could better purfue, and make Advantages apofi good 
Succei£:s , than ftruggle and contend with difficuiries iod 
ftreigbts. And the/ who had been neareft the Ob/ervadon, 
found a great difterence between the prefentne& of hiaMind 
and Vivacity in a fuddain Attempt, thoug^h never fo full of 
Danger, and an Enterprife that requir'd more deliberation, and 
muft be attended with patience, and a fteady circumfpeftion; 
as if his Mind could not be Ions bent. And therefore he had 
been obferv'd to give over a Game, fooner than Gamefters 
that have been thought to have lefs Fire. Many other paffiges 
muft be attributed to his perfi^ hatred of all the Perfons of 
the Council, after he found they would not comply with his 
defires, and to his particular Ambition ; and both thoTe Pat 
iions of Ambition, and Revenge, might tranfport his Nature 
beyond any limits. But what he meant by nis difcourft at 
parting to the QSScers, for the keeping the Horie for die Ser- 
vice of fbme Forreign Prince, was never underftood, except he 
did really believe, that he fliould iliordy return with a Body <rf 
Foot; and fo that they (hould not be forward to engage with 
the Enemy, or elfe to keep fuch a dependence upon htm firoffl 
the OfScers, that they (hould always hope for employmest 
o under him. WHitiT 
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Whilst ^ Jtkbsrd Greemnl ftay'd af Okittgttmy he had 
feveraJ ftrange defigns ^ which he always communicated to 
the Prinoe, or Lords, in Writing ; one of which was, <^ to 
•* cut a deep Trench from Bamnatk to the South Sea, for 
*^ thefpace of near forty Miles ^ by which, he faid, he would 
'^ defend all Cormualy and fo much of Dev^n^ againft the World; 
and many fuch impoffible Undertakings; at which they who 
underftood matters of that Nature, thought him hefides hlm-^ 
ielf. Nbiwkhftanding the Train'd bands of CwrwuuU rctum'd 
to their Homes ( havmg ftay'd out their Month ; which was 
their firft Contrad) S'EictardGretMvii&^j'd fttll at Oimg- 
tCM. with his three Regiments of old Soldiers, haying barri- 
cadoed the Town ; the Pais being of very great importance 
to hinder the Enemy from any Communication with Pfymwtb, 
And indeed the Reputation of his being there with a greater 
Strength than in truth he had at any time, was a great means 
of keeping the Rebels on the Eaft fide of Exeter ; as appears by 
their iuddain Advance, ailbon as he remov'd from that Poft; 
which he did about the end of November , without giving 
the leaft advice to the Prince of fuch his purpofe, and con* 
trary to the expreft defire of the Lords Oipe/, and CeUpepper^ 
who were then 2t Exeter^ and hearing of his Refolution. had 
written tohim very eameftly " not torcmove. He fuddainly 
retir'd with his three Regiments from Okingt&m into Cemrnaly 
and Mufter'd his Men upon the River r^^Mtfr, that divides 
C^nrmat from Devom, with ezprefi Command ^^ to Guard 
*^ the Pafles, and not to fufier any of the Lord Chrmg's Men^ 
^'upon what pretence or warrant foever, to come into C^rsr- 
^< ouj/. For tne better dping whereof, he caufed the Country 
to come in to work at their Bridges, and Pafles, as he had 
done before, moft unreafonably, for the Fortifying of Ijnm^ 
celfom; and caufed Proclamations, and Ordersof hisown, to 
be read throughout Oenemaly in the Churches, ^'that if any • 
^^oftbeLordGtrmg's Forces (whom in thofe Writings he 
charged with all the odious Reproaches for Plundering ) 
^^flxNiId o&t to come into Corwumly they (hould Ring the 
^* Bells, and thereupon the whole County fliould Rife, and 
^ beat them out ; bythefe unheard of, and unwarrantable 
means, preparing the Country to fuch a hatred of the Lord 
Garingj and his Forces, that they rather defir'd the Company 
of the Rebels; fo alienating ail Mens Spirits from refiftiqg of 
the Enenw ; and all this without fo much as CommunicatioQ 
with the Prince, till it was executed. 

About the laflT week of l&vemterj he came himfelf to 
Truro to the Prince, on the fame day that his Higluiefs had 
received Letters from the Lords at Exeter y of the extrenoe Ul 
Confequenoeof St Kicbard GreeMvil's drawipgoflffromOiMK- 

tern I 
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tem 'y upon encourlgement whereof, a ftrong Party of tbe E- 
nemy was come to Kirfon. Whereupon his Highnefi feot 
for S^" Richard Greemvii^ and, in Council , acquainted hioi 
with cbofe Letters, and other Intelligence that he had recehr'd 
of the Enemy, anddefired himtoconfider what was now to 
be done. The next day, without attending his Highnefi any 
more, but returning to his Houfe at IForrim^ntj he writ a 
long Letter to M' Fanfhaw of his Advice, which he defied 
might be Communicated to the Lords; which was, "diat 
** his Highnefs (hould fend to the Parliament for a Treaty, 
** and (hould offer , if he might enjoy the Revenue of Ac 
^^ Dutchy of CdmwMly and that they would not advance to 
^' difturb him in that County, that he would not attempt an; 
^^ thing upon them , but that they (hould enjoy the freedom 
*'of all their Ports in Cormval for Trade, witboac any d/- 
^^ (hicbance by his Majefty's Ships: and fo, in plain Aj^ij^, 
CO fit ftill a Neuter between the King and the Parliament y 
at a time when there was aBody of Horfe Superior to the 
Enemy in thofe Parts ; iand when an equal proportion of Foot 
might have been gotten together^ and when his^ Majefty had 
not the face of an Army in any other part of EMglaad. Tiie 
Prince was very much troubled at this Letter, and the more, 
becaufe he found Sr Bkhard Greemnl had contraded a great 
friendfhip witbfuchofhisHighne(s*s Servants, ashehadrea- 
fon to believe lefs zealous and intent upon the Honour, and 
Profperity oftheKing^ and becaufe he had difcover'dhe la- 
boured very much to infufc a jealoufy Into the Govemour of 
PendennkCd&lQy '^ that the Prmce intended to retnove him 
^' from that Command , and to confer it upon the Lord 
^' Hofton; ta which purpofe he had written to the Govecnour 
from Okhgtin ( when the Lord HPftcmy and the Chancellor 
were lent do^n thither to aflift him in the Fortifying and 
Supplying that Ca(Ue; which if they had not done, k would 
not have held out , as it did afterwards ) ^ that the Lord 
'^ Hoptom had a Coo^mifEoo to take that Charge from him j 
^^ but that he (hould not fuffer fuch an afiront to be put upon 
^' him ; for He, and all his Friends, would flick to him in ft : 
Whereas there was never the leaft thought or intendoo to 
make any alteration in that Government. 
• Shortly after that Letter of the lytfc, S' EkUri Grtoh 

T'i/ writ again toM' Fan/baWy to know how his VtodoSom 
were approv'd ; to which, by diredion, he retura'o, ** that 
^^ the Council had not been yet together fince the receipt of 
^^ them ; the Lords Capely and Cokfifper^ being not d«n le* 
^^turn'd from Exeter ^ aixl that therefore his Propofitiooshad 
'^ not been yet Debated. He proceeded in the mean time in 
his Fortifications chere^ andj about the middle of Deceniirt 
ft • ibe 
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the Prince continuing at THro, he fent feveral Lecrers to the 
Gendemen of the County ^' to meet him at LaunceHon : One 
of which Letters I faw , to Colonel Richard Amndel-^ in • 
which, ** He defired him to bring as many Gentlemen , and 
^^ others of Ability, as he could, as well the difafiedrad, at 
'^ wcll-af!c£ted ; for that he intended to Communicate to them 
** fome Propofitions, which he had formerly preferr'd to the 
^* Prince, and though they were not hearken'd to There, he 
*' believ'd would be very acceptable to his Country- men of 
^^ Comwsl: but the Prince's iuddain going to Taviftock dif- 
appointed that meeting. 

Shortly after the Lord Gtwak^'s going into IPrancey the 
Prince, being inform'd from Eixeter , ** that the Enemy, ac 
'^ the fame time having finiHied their works, which kept the 
^' City from any Relief on theEaO: fide, were now drawing 
"their Forces to the Weft fide, whereby that City would be 
^^ fpeedily Diftrefled ; thought it neceilary to fend the Lords 
Brewtfhrd^ Capei,H9ptoMy and Cokfeptery to confer with the 
l.oxd H^ntwerth J wholay thenat AJo^Bitrtony fix miles from 
7^/ff^,and with S^ RicbardGreenvf I, who was ready to draw 
fome Foot into Dfvam, to the end that fuch an underftanding 
might be fettled between them two, that the Service migte 
proceed: their Lordlbips being dire^ed, by InftruAions un- 
der his Highnefs's hand, uponconfideration of the ftateofthe 
Forces, and conference with the Lord WhtPwarthy and Sr £i- 
chard Greenvily to advife what fpeedy courfe fiiould be taken 
for the Relief of Exeter ( the Prince having at the fame time 
disburfed a thoufand pound ready Money to two Merchants 
oi Exeter J for Provifion of C^rji for that City ) prefuming that 
both the one and the other would have been very ready to 
have received, and followed the advice which their Lordlhips 
(hould give. 

The place of meeting was appointed to be Taviflock ; 
where every body was, fave the Lord lVent*u)orth\ but He 
failine, the Lords, having direfted S^ Richard Greenvil how 
todilpofe of himfelf, went themfelves to j4jb-Burtony near 
twenty Miles farther, to the Lord Wentworth^ Quarter ; where 
they ipent a day or tWo, but found not that refpe^ from 
him they had reafon to have expcftcd. HisLordfliip was 
very jealous of diminution in his Command, which General 
Goring had devolved to him , and expreffing himfelf often- 
times to them very unneceflarily, '' that he would receive Or- 
" ders from none but the Prince Himfelf; whereupon, and 
upon the importunate calling for Relief from Exeter, their 
Lordihips '^ thought it abfolutely neccflary, that the Prince 
^^ Himfelf (hould advance in Perfon^ as well to bring up as 
^^ great a Body of the Camtfb^ as was polfible ( which with- 
» **out 
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'^out his Prefence was not to be hoped for ) as to diipofe tbe 
'^ Coromind of che whole Forces in fuch manner, as night 
• '^ probably be for the beft advantage y the beft that was to be 
'^ hoped for being to bring the Enemy to Fight a Battle ; and 
^ that they might be enabled to that purpofe, by joyning wi^ 
^<the Foot that were in Bxeter; which was a conficferahle 
^^ Body. For the conducing fo great a deto), upon whidi 
no lefs than three Crowns depended, ^e Lord U^tthimtb 
could not be thought of Incereft, Experience, or Reputatioa 
enough ^ and yet there was fo great regard , that he (boold 
notfufferin his Honour, or the imaginary TniftdevolTM to 
him by General dnriftg^ or rather indeed that Ho notable ha- 
^rd might be run , by any unneoelEiry mutation in Com- 
mands, at a time when the Soldier was to be led to F^hr, 
that it was refolv'd, ^' that he fliould be rather Adviied, A2n 
'^ Commanded ; and that if he comported himfelf with tliac 
'^ Temper and Modefty , as was expeded, all Rdbhidons 
^^ fliould be form'd in Council, and all Orders thereupon (boold 
^* iflue in His Name. 

The next day after Chriftmas day, the weather being veq 
(harp, the Prince went from TVivr^, to Bodmin -^ and the next 
day to Taviftock ; where the Lords of the Council attended ; 
the Lord J^«riP0rri& continuing at A^Bttrtomy and hisHorfe 
/bread over that part of the Countrv which was at any di- 
itance from the Enemy. S' Richdrd Qreemnly who attended 
likewife at Taviflacky had fent three Regiments of Foot to 
Okwgtam^ under the Command of Major General Mfkfimtb; 
which were fecured by the Brigade of Horie undct Ma/or Ge- 
neral Wiiy who was Quarcer'd near thofe parts, and the C9f^ 
nifb Train'd-bands were to come up within a week \ the 
Blockade before Plymouth was maintam'd by General Dajfik 
with about twelve or thirteen hundred Foot, and Gz hundred 
Horfe; but the whole Contribution aflign'd for the fupport 
of thoie Forces, was taken by the Lord UhOwortlfs^Hoifci 
fo that the Prince was coippell'd to fupply thoie Men, out d 
the Magazines of Vidual which he had provided in Cmm^ 
for the Army when it ihould march ; and to leave his own 
Guard of Horie upon the skirts of Cormwa/z there being no 
Quarter to' be had for them nearer his own rerfon. 

About this time, S' Thomas Fairfax Qgarter'd at aHooTe 
about two miles Eaft of Exeter ^ Sr HarJrefifPaBer wid) aBn* 
gade of his Army at Ktrtom^ and another part of the Army 
I^dpoflefled FowdramHoufc, and theChurch,A^i-Houfc, 
and fome other Holds on the Weft fide y fo that no Frovifions 
went in, and it hath been faid before, how long the Anny 
under Gmsjr had fubfifte^ upon the Provifioos wkhin, and 
kept all (iip^y from enuring ; the advice taken at Tavifieck, 
% upoa 
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upon the pi;incc'8 coming thither, was , ^ that aflbon as the 
*^ Cormi/h foot fliould be come ap, his Highoe& Ihou)d tnardi 
^^ with tb^, bis own Guards, and as many Foot as might 
** conveniently be taken from before Pfym$utb , by leaving 
"Horfe In their place, to Totnefs-^ whercaMagazbe (bould 
** be made ofProvifionsfor the whole Army, both by Money 
*^ ( for which the County would yield great ftorc of Provi* 
*' fions ) and by Viduals brought out of Corimal by Sea ^ for 
which likewife diredions were given ; ^^ From that place ic 
•* was concluded, that the Prince might joyn with the Forces 
^^ in Exeter^ except the Rebels Qiould draw their whole Body ■ 
'^ between them j and then that Garrifon would be able both 
*^ to relieve itfelf, and to icifeft' the Enemy in the Rearj and 
''the Prince might retire, or Fight, as he found itm'oftcond 
'' venient and advantageous to bun. Re/bkitions being thus 
fixed, and the Comt[b being not expeded in full Numbers 
till the Week followiiig, the Prince chofc to go to Totnefi i 
where all things neceflury might be agreed with the Lord 
tFemtw$rtb, who might conveniently attend there, his Qtuf- 
ters being within fix oiUes ^ and where diredions might bd 
given fbr making the Magazine, towards which Money had 
been retum'd out of CorvwaU 

The next day after the Prmce came thither , the Lord 
Wevpmof^tb attenaedhim, and was inform'd in Council, what 
had been thought reafonable ^t TaviHoct ; the which he ap-^ 
prov'd of i the Prince then call'd to fee a Lift of the Quarters^ 
that thereupon it might be agreed how the whole Army 
fhould be Quarter'd when they came together; to which end, 
the next day, the Lord IPhftworfb brought the Quarter Ma- 
tter General Tinkney^ who indeed govern'd him. At the firffi 
Council* the Lord Wntwcrtb told the Prince, '^ that he was 
^' to declare one thing to him, at the entrance into bufinels^ 
'^ and for the prevention of any miftakes, that he could receiyd 
^^ no Orders from an v Perfon but his Highnefs^ the Lord G^ 
^^ ring having .repoied that truft in him , and given him a 
^'Commiflionapdlnftrudions to that purpofe^ which he of- 
ten repeated afterwards in Council ^ and, in the Debare of 
Quartering,. talked very imperioufly, and very difre(pedfullyi 
and one day, after he had been drinking, very ofienfively to 
ibme of the QoiindU in the prefence of the Prince. Thetimd 
was not conceivM .feafonable. for the Prince to declare how 
the Army (hquld be commanded, till he had brought it togc^ 
ther, and till he had his own Guards about him; and fo the 
Prince, though he was nothing fatisfied in the Lord Went- 
VHfrWz carriage, only told him *' that he would take the Com- 
^^XMjnd of the Army upon Himfelf, and ifliie dut Orders as 
'^ he mould think fie ^ and having vifited the Port and Garrifon 
' Vol.IL Parti. Zii ef 
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of Dartmutthy and taken fufficient courre for the piovioiq[ 
the MagazioeSy and fetded the difiereoces about (^arrering 
he return'd to Taviflock ^ reCblving, with all poffible expedi- 
tion, to march with the whole Ecidy of Foot to Tthiejs^ ac- 
cording to former appointment. 

The day before the Prinoe begun his Tourney to 72nv- 
fipcky he receiv'd a Letter from the King ni8 Father, dated 
upon the feventh olNfvemiiry in thefe words :

TnotJGH the intimations fai this Letter were ftrong fbra 
prefent remove, yet diey not being Pofitive, and the time of 
the year being fuch, as that the Prince oould not be blod^d 
up by Sea, and fo could cboofe his own time, and having one 
County entire, and JBxffer and BamffaUe in- the other well 
Garrifon'd, bdides the Blockade bdox^Tlpfm^b^ and die re- 
putation of an Army, the Council were of opmioo, that the 
time was not yet ripe ; and fo purfued the former ddgn of 
jovningthecWi/i to the Horfe, and to endeavour the idief 
or Exiter ; for which purpofe , the Prince undertook die 
Journey before mention'd to Tsv^hcky the day after CirjIhMS 
day ; and, at his coming tbitber ^ received (his od«r Letter 
from the King.

*^l WRIT CO you this day Month ^ of which, few ^^ys^^^bir 
*^ after, I feot you a Duplicate. The caufes of my Commands i^^r/^^

*^ but one, which I am liire •is fufficient for what i ihall now 
^' add to my former i it is This ; I have relblv'd to propofea 
^' Perfonal Treaty to the Rebels at Lnubm ^ in order to which 
'^ a Trumpet is by dits time there, to demand a Pals for my 
^* Mefleogers, who are to carry my Propofidons ; which tt 
'^ admitt^, as 1 believe it will, then mv real fecurity will be^ 
*^ your being in another Country, as alio a chief Argument

His Highneft, as he uied to do, afloon as he had perufed 
theLctter^ which, as the reft, was written in the Lord 09A« 
P^fper'B Cipher, and by him Deciphered, deiiver'd it again to 
nisLordflup, ^^tobefecretly kept, and Communicated to the 
'* other three ; for it was by no means yet fafe to truft ic 
farther. They were much troubled at the receipt of this Let* 
ter ; for, befides that it found them in the Article of the moft 
probable de6gn had been on fix>t fince the late diftfters, to 
preferve the Weft ; if they ihould have attempted to have 
givenObedience to thatCommand, thefuddain, unexpeded, 
and unreafonable leaving the Army, would vifibly have de* 
dared what the intent hsd been, and woald probably have' 
engaged the People, and the Soldiers ( who would have want* 
ed neither Intdllgence, nor Inftigation from the Princess owo 
Servants ; of whom the Lords could not rely upon three Men^ 
they beiiK ftill of hope in the Enterprife they were upon, and 
&Uof dimkeof the other thejr were to choofe, to have pre- 
vented it ; in which, they might reafooably have expedcd 
affiftance from the Garriion 01 Pmdnmts., from which place 
' bb Highneis was neceflarily to remove Himfclf. So that if 
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che Prince fliould attempt to go, and fucceed, the Army, up- 
oo tlut difcountenanoey muft diflblve ; and if he fiicceeded 
not> there might be a fatal confequence of the endeavour and 
difappoihttnent. Then, though they had long kept a Ship in 
the Hari>oor in readinefs, and bad at that time another Frigtt 
of M' ibfdumksy yet by Its having been carried ^i4di 6} mtidi 
feciecy that very few kid taken notice of it, they coold doc 
be provided for ib long a Voyage as to Dttmsrk. which, wicii 
to important a Charge, would require two Montns Vifiual at 
leaft. But that which troubled them moft, was the very Ar- 
gument which hi$ Majefty was pleafed to ufe for his b pofi- 
tive Command ^ which, to their underftanding, feem'dto ooo- 
elude lather , that his Highnefs's Tranfportation ( at leaft 
without an immediate abfoiuce neceffity ) was at that time 
moft unfeafonable : for if, in expedation of a Treaty, his Ma«» 
iefty iliould venture his Royal Perfon in L^mdrnt^ and Ibould 
be receiv'd thoe, and at the fame time his Highnds'i Perfoo 
ihould be Tranfported out of the Kingdom, by his Majtfty's 
own Commands ( which could not thai have been oooceal'd ) 
it was reafonable to believe, that not only the Rebeb wouU 
make great advantage of it, as an Argument againft hts Ma- 
jefty's finoere intentions, and thereby draw unipeakable and 
irreparable prejudice upon him; but that his own Council, 
by which he was difpofed to that Ovenure, and whofe Af- 
fiftance he muft conftantly ufe, would take themfelves to be 
highly difobliged by that A& j and they would VA all confi- 
dence in their future Counfels. 

Upon the whole Matter, the Lords were unanimouflyof 
opinion, ^^ that the Relief of Exeter was to proceed ia the 
^' manner formerly agreed, and that the Prince's Ptrfon was 
^' to be preient at it : and thereupon diey fent an Ejtpiefs to the 
King, with a difpatch iign'd by the Four who were trufted, 
a Duplicate whereof was fent by another Ezprels the next day, 
in which they prefented a clear ftate to his Majefty of his 
Forces, and the hopes they then had of improving their con- 
dition by the Prince's Pretence ; of the condition of Exefer, 
and of the Strength, as they conceived, of che Enemy j and 
of the inconveniency, if not the impoffibility of (^iog his 
N!ajefty at that time. They iarcher informed his Majefty of 
** the great indifpoficion , that they perceivM in all the Ser^ 
'^ vants towards his Highncis's leaving the Kingdom ; and 
'^that the jealoufy was lo great of his going into Frsmij that 
** they had reafon to believe that many who were very feith- 
*' ful, and tender of his Safety, would rather wifh him in the 
"hands of the Enemy, thaninthat Kingdom; and diercforc, 
" when the time of Neceffity fliould come ( which they at 
'^ fared his Majclty they would with any hazard watch and 
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^^obfenre) they muft prefiar the Goatiauiag Him ftill within 
'^ his Majefty's own Dominions, and fi> to waft him to SiByy or 
^^Jerfiyj and fcom dienoe Gondiide whac was Co be done far- 
^' tber . They nreiented likewiie cbeir humble opinion to hlm^ 
<' chat in cale he Ihould be engaged in a Peribiutl Treaty ac 
^' Ijmd^m i which they oonoeiT'd the Rebels wpujd never ad* 
'^mfc, without fuch Ads firft obtained from bin Majefiy, ai 
^' might invalidate His Power, and confirm Theirs) how in* 
^* convenient ic might be, witnout the Privity of dioTeGHUVf 
^^ fellors) whom he was then to truft, to Tranfport the Prince^ 
^'except in danger of Surprifal,i)efore the iiSke of that Treaty 
'^ might be dlfeern'd : Auiiringcbis M^fty, ^fibajc.iipihing 
^ fiiouid put k^ HighneTs's Perfon into the hands of ^he Par* 
^Miament, but hisMajefty's own Commands, whicbtbev 
*^ (hould not refift in his own Dominions, nor, they (xoct^iv'a, 
^ any bbdy elfe, if he were out of them.

^' mtOvrnti^B Quarters inturo. Jeveral places, and fiiMiy . a6- 
rer cheKews, the Lord JVhtiatrtb hiin(idf came in^ in |;reac 
difbrder,; nbt inform'dof Jtfae p»«UiifalV'0£ his I0&,. htK-'con- 
ceiv'd it to be greater than in unch k was, thoogh^many Men^ 
and more ^Horfes, we^e ^dken imboth. placei. The Prinee

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Body mortd doc in two or chKedayH afcor ; enoooiaged, i 
was tfaooght, by the great diforder they found thofe Troop 
to be in. Matters ftanding thus, and it being abiblutelj le- 
Ceflary, by reafon of this diforderly retreat <? the Hoiilei to 
draw off the Blockade from Fifwmtthy Timfi^dk was oo kifst 
thought a place for the Prinos's Refidence ; his Highnft 
by the Advice of a Council of War remor'd to ljam^\ 
whitfier all the Foot were drawn, and the Horfe a(^iofed \s^ 
keep the Devm-fl^ fide of the River ; and 6om theoa he 
hoped he (hould be fipeedtly- able tx> advance towards £xeftf. 
THE King had ftaid at Ikrffni^ as hathheen bi^ m 
great peiplexity, and irrefoiution^ not knowing which way

Oue^ wttvhs,* md Snbiubs of €kf/hr y and bad made toe at- 
tempt upon the City, cothegneatTerrar,^ andOnftenudoo 
of thtrie within ; who had no apprehenfion of foch aforprife. 
So that this ooorpefted coming of his Maiefty, kiok'd like a 
defignation of Providence for theprefervatton of b tmpoitaiit 
apiace: ^nd4:heBefieMrs were no Ids amazed, koieiflgopoo 

chetbfel ves as kift, «nd the King's Troops beiiev'd dieiQ to be 
in their power. 

Sir Jnatmadidn Larndsk vf^ fent with moft of the Horfe 
over JE^ii^-Brkige, that he mi^ be on the Eaft ikk of the 
River i)M; and the King, with.hjs.Ouafd8, thte Loid (kr* 
tardy and the reft of the Horfe^ maich'd direAly intn d^) 
wkh a resolution, ^'th^ eariy die dajufoUowing^Svilfifntf- 
^di^ LimgdMk lb(xi}d We Men upon the t)ack of de 
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^ EneiDjf, wheo all the force of the Town (hoold have SaDied 
^outy ind fo faidofed them. But S^ MmmmJuke Lamgdah^ 
bemg that Nfght drawn on a Heath two Miles from cStfftr^ 
had intercepted a Letter from Pmte ( who had msadi'd a 
much Ihbrter way, after he was infbrm'd which way die King 
was bound) to theCbmrnanda* that was before Cbefter^ telling 
him, ^that he was come to theit refcue, and defiriog to have 
^fome Foot fent to him, to ailift him againft the King's 
^ Horfe : and the next Morning he appear'd, and was Charg'd 
by Sr MmrmMiuki Ltrngiak^ and forcbd to retire with lofs; 
but kept ftill at fuch a diftance, diat the Foot from before 
Ckefitr might come to him. The Befiegers begun to draw 
out of the Snbarbs in fuch haft, ibat it was belleV^d- in d^tfitr^ 
they were upon their Flight ; and fo moft of the Horfe and 
Foot in the Town, had order to purftie them. Ait tfaeotfaera 
hail was to joyn with PsMte ; which they qutcklv did ; and 
then they ChaiWd S' Marmsdukf Tjm^Mb ; who, being over- 
poweKd, was Routed* and nut to Fl^t ; and pnriued by 
PMte even to the Walls of wjhr. There the Earl of Lkb- 
field with the King's Guards, and the Lord Gerrard ^ith the 
reft of the Horfe, were drawn up, and Charged FokOsi, and 
forced him to retire. But the dilorder of thc& Horfe which 
firft fled^ had fo filled the narrow ways, which Were unfit (ot 
Horfe to Fight in, that at laft the Enemies Mtiiqueteers com- 
peird the King's Horfe to turn, and to Rout dne another, and 
to overbear their own Officers, who Would have reftrain'd 
them. Here fell many Gentlemen, and Officers of Name, 
with the brave Earl otZJeJbfieU; who was the third Brother 
of that lihiftrious Family, that Sacrificed their Lives in this 
Quanrei. He was a very buklefs young Man, of a moft gen* 
tie, courteous, and affiible Nature, and of a Spirit and Courage 
invincible ; whofe lofi all Men exceedingly lamented, and 
the King bore it with extraordinary grief There were many 
Perfbns of Qual^y ^^ Pfifofters , amongft whom St FMtf 
MafyrMV^ a Gentleman of a noble Extradion, and ample 
Fortune in Omfiirkmdmd WtfimmUmd ; who liv'd to engage 
himielf again in the lame &rvice, and widi the fame A& 
feftion, imd, after very great Suflmngs, to (ee the King Re- 
ftored. This Defeat broke all the Body of Horfe, which had 
attended the King from die Battle of Nf/SAr, and which now 
fled over all the Country to fave thenuefves; and were at 
much difperied, as the greateft Rout could produce. 

Thx defign of marching Northward, was now at an end;

But before his Majefty can leave Newariy be inuu toder- ^» ^^^^i 
go a new kind of Mortification from his Fhends^ 'mticfa fiiarper •/(«» Dtf^ 
than any he hsxi undergone from his Enemies ^wbicih,- with- «">'«"'< «/ 
out doubt, he fufferedwich miichmore grief, and perplexity ^^' ^^|^ 
of mind Prince Rgfert was now come ro Bf/t^tffr-Caftle,^,^^/^ 
with his Brother Prince Mmrieiy and about one hundred and x^«/ tht 
twenty Officers who attended him ; with whk:h he had fu- K^h ^ 
ftained a chaige from Roffbety and broke through without ^*^''^" 
any coniiderablelofs. When the King heard of his being fo 
near, he writ a Letter to him, by which ^^ he required him to 
'^ ftay at Eehoir till further Order j and reprehended.. him 
^'for not having given obedience to his former Commands. 
Notwithftanding this Command ^ he came the next day to 
Ni^arky and wascnetby the LordGfrrarJy and S'Ekbsrd 
WUis y Governour of the Town, with one hundred Horfe, 
two ihilei in his way. About an hour after, with this Train^ 
became to the .Courts and found the King in the prefenoe; 
and , without Ceremony, told his Majefty , '^ that he was 
*' come to render an account of the Ids of Briifol^ and to'clear 
^'himfclffrom thofe imputations which had been caftrupoti 
^'him. The King faldvery httletohtm; but, meat being 
brought up, went to Supjier ; and, during that time, asked 
fome Quenions of Prince Maurkiy without faying any 4hing 
to the other. After he had Sapped, he retir'd to his Chamber, 
without admitting any farther dtfcourfe y and the Prince re^ 
tum'dto theGovemour'sHoufe, where he was Well treated 
and lodged. The King, how difpleafed foever, thought it ne^ 
ceflary to hear what Prince Ri^firt would (ay, that he ndighc 
with the more eafe provide for his own efcape from thence ; 
which it was high time to make. So he appointed the next 
day to hear his defence, which the Prince made . with many 
proteftationt' of ^ his innocence, ftnd how impdffible it was 
'^ long to defend the Fort, afrer the Line was entred# -Mis Ma- 
jeftydid not fufpeft his Nephew to haire any MafidOU9«fe^ 
fign againft his Servke , and had no mind to aggravate any 
circumftances which had accompanied that AAion ^ and there- 
foxcj after a day or two's debate, cauted a (hort Dectoadoa<o 

be 
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bedrtwn up, by which Prince VtMfnt waiaWblv'daadcWl 
from any Difloyalty, or Trcafon in the rcndring of W&i, 
but not of lodifcretion. So that aacter was fecded ; upoo 
which the King'expeaed the Prince fliould have de|toed, is 
himfelf rcfalVd to profccute the means for his own dapc, 
without communicating it to him. , » . t 

Thb change of the pofhire of the Enemy, and Paafti 
comingtoSeNorth lidc of 2>«tf, made his Majefty rcWveio 

Sjtthis march on the Sunday Night, being the twcmitth of 
Uer : which he imparted to none but two or three of the 
neareft truft. But the diflfercnccs were grown fo high bctwcco 
the Goreroour and the Commiffionew ( who were aU the 
Nindpd Gentlemen of the Country, and Whohad with Cou- 
rage and Fidelity adher'd to the King from the bcginainb 
aSiwhofe intcreft alone hadprefenr'd that place) aod lad 
been fo much iocreafed by the mutual Ckiwrfb whicb W 
been between them in the, prefence of the King, that Uiae 
wasnopoffibility of reconciling them, and very little of pre- 
fervuft the Garrifon, but by the removal of the Go?eraour \ 
which was fo evident to the King, that he Jt^/d oo th«ex- 
ped]ent;and, on the Sunday Morning, fent for Sr tkbMtiim 
toto his Bcd-Chamber ^ and after many gracious cipdfi- 
ons of ^*the Satisfadion he had reoeiv'd In his Service, swlol 
" the great abilities he had tofenre himy he told hij?; " ™* 
« own defign to be gone that Night ; and that he KWljJ" ^ 
« take him with him, and to make him Captain of ^ ™* 
*' Guards, in the irface of the Earl (^UctfieU who hwtoi 
« lately kilW before Cbeffer (whidi was a Command ft for 
any Subjed ) ^ and that he would leave the I^.^^ 
« Govemour of Nnuari, who being ABlcd to ™ft^j5!) 
<< Gentlemen of the adjacent Counties , andhavtoga mod 
•* Eftace there, would be more acceptable to them. Htf Ma- 
jefty condeftxmded fo far, asto teU him " that he did not 
'^ hereby give a Judgement on the Commiffioners6dc, whohe 
« declared had been to blame in many particulars j and flat 
<< he him&lf could not have an ampler vindication, than hf 
<< the honour and truft he now oomerred upon himj bat he 
** found it would be much eafier to remove Him, than w 
*^ reform theCoramiffioncrs; who, being many,coald noibe 
« any other way united in his Service. . 

StRkbsrd fmis appeared very much troubled } and eicni- 
ed the not taking the other command, ** as a |dace of mo great 
^ Honour, and that his Fortune could not mamtahi him m 
<( that employment : he Taid, that his Enemies would tmmpb 
^ at hisremoval, and he (hould be looked upon as caft ooi^ 
<c and di^raccd. The King replied, ^< that he wooU m 
JIf carej and provide §w his Support ; and chat a fl^^ 
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*' notbe kx>ked upon atdi%raoed| who was placed lb near 

^^hls PerfoD; which^ hecoldhlniL he would find to be truc^ 

^ when he bad thoughc a little ot it. So his Majeily went out 

of his Chamber, and prefently to the Cburdi. When be re». 

turn'd from thence, he fat down to dinner ^ the Lqrds, and 

other of his Servants, retiring likewife to their Lodgings. 

Before the King had din'd, S' Richard ff^isy with both the 

Princes, the Lord Gerrardy and about twenty Officer^ of the 

Garrilbn, eotred into the prefence Chamber : W^Uis addreflbd 

himfelf to the King, and told him, ^< that what his Majcffcy 

^ had (aid to him in private, was now the publick Talk of the 

^ Town, and very much to bis PiOionour : Prince Ibtpert 

£dd, ^^ that S' "Rktsrd WtBh .was to be recDov'd fn>m his Go- 

*^ vemment, for no Fault that he had committed, but for be- 

^^ ing His Friend : the Lord Gtrrard added, ^ that it was the 

^^ Plot of the Lord Digiyj whp was a Traytor, and he would 

^^ prove him to be fo. The King was (b (iirpriied with this 

manner of behaviour, that he role in fome dilbrder from the 

Table, and would have gone into his Bed-Chamber ^ calling 

S^ Bubard fVSlis to follow him ; who anfw^r'd aloud, ** that 

^^ he had received a Publick injury, and therefore that he ezpe- 

^&sd a Publick (acisfadioa This, with what had paOed 

before, fo provoked his Majefty, that^ with greater indignation 

than be was ever feen poflefled witn, be commanded diem 

*' to depart from his Praence, and to come no more into it j 

and this with fuch drcumfiances in hjs looks and gefiure, as 

well as words, that They appeared no left confounded ^ and 

departed the Room, aiham'd of what they bod done ^ yet a(^ 

foon as they came to the Govemour's Houfe, they Sounded 

toHorfe, intending tobeprerentiv gone. 

The noife of this unheard ox infolenoe, quickly brought 
the Lords who were abfent, and all the Gentlemen in the 
Town, to the Kin^ , with expreffions fiill of Duty, and % 
▼ery tender fenfe ot the ufage be had endured. There is no 
doubt, he oould have proceeded in what manner he wouU a- 
gatnft the O&nders. But his Majefty thought it beft, oo 
many confiderations, to leave them to themfelves, and to be 
puniflied by their own refledions ; and prefently declared the 
Lord BtBafis to be Govemour j who immediately betook 
himfelf to his Charg^ and placed the Guards in fuch a man- 
ner as be thought realot:abIe. In the Afternoon, a Petition and 
Remonftrance was brought to the King, fign'd bv the two 
Princes, and about four and twenty Qi&cers ^ in which they 
defired, '^that S^ Rubard WSlis might receive a Trial by a

Court of War : and if they found him faulty, then to be 
difmifled from his Cbaige ; and that, if this might not be 
^granted, they defired rafks for themfelves , and as many 
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" Horfe as defired to go ^hih th^ro. Withal, they (aW, ^tkj 
^ hoped, that his Majdjy Mtould not look upon this Adion 
«of thelM as a Mutiny. To the laft, the \itig faid, "Ac 
<^ would not nowChriften it j but it look'd very like one ; As 
** for the Court of War, he would not make that a judge of 
^ His' Aftions; but for the Pafles, they (hould be inuncdi- 
^^ately prepared for as many as de£red to hare tbtm. The 
next Morningihe Pafles wqre feat to them ; and in the After- 
noon diey left the Town; being hi all about two hundred 
Horfe^and went to Wjvertdn^ a foQall Garrilbn depe^idiif 
upon Newsrk ; where they ftay^d fonae days 3 and from theoce 
went to Behoif Caftle j from whence they fent one of their 
Number to the Parliament, ** to defirc leave, and Paflc$, to 
** go beyond the Seas. 

BESIDES the exceeding trouble and vexation tkt this 
Adton of his Nephews, towairds whom he had alwafs ex- 
preflcdfuch tendemefs and indulgence, gave the King, it had 
well nigh broke the defign he nad for his prefent dcape ; 
which was not poffible to be executed in that time ; and 
VoifKtii and ft^^^r drew every day nearer, belieiring diey bad 
foencompafled him round, tKat it was not poQible for him to 
get out of their hands. They had now Befieged ^&j(Sr/- 
Houfe, a Carrifon belonging to Newark ^ and kept ftroag 
Guards between them and Belvoir, and ftron^er towardsZici* 
field '^ which was the way they moft fufpeaed Us MaieSy 
would incline to take^ fo that the truth is, nothing hut Fro^ 
vidence could conduA him out of that Labyrinth; but tbe 
King gave not himfelf over. He had fixed no«r hisRefi^iu*^ 
tion for Oxford^ and fent a trufty Mefleoger thitbss with dl- 
rettk>ns, that the Horfe of that Garrifon (hould be ready, 
upon a day he appointed, between Bantmy ^d DaveMtn. 
Then^ upon Monday , the third of Novemter^ early in the 
Morning, he fent a Gentleman to Belvoir Ca(Ue, to be in- 
form*d of tbe true State of the Rebels Quarters, and to ad- 
vertife S^ Gervas Lucas, the Governour of that Garrifon, of 
his Majefty's defign to march thither that Night, with order 
that his Troops and Guides ihould be ready at fiicb an hoar i 
but with ail exprefs charge, *' that he (hould not acquaint the 
" Princes, or any of their Company, with it. That Gentle- 
man being returned with very particular informatioo, the le- 
folution was taken "to march that very night, but not pub- 
lifh'd till an hour afier the Ihutting the Ports. Then order 
was given, "that all (hould be rei^ly in the Market place, at 
" ten of the Clock j and by that time the Horfe were all 
there, and were in number between foqr and five hundred, 
of the Guards and of other loofe Regiments *; they were all 

there put in order ^and every Man was placed in 6>mc Tro^Pi 

t f kich 
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girhich done^ aboat eleven of the Clocks they begin to march i 
:he King himfelf in the head of his own Troop, oiarch'd in rb$ kjm^ 
the middk of the whole Body. By three of the Clock in the retre*t» r*- 
Morning, they were at Behotr; without the Icaft intcrrup- •*''*' ok- 
rion or 2arm given. There S' Gervas Lttcas^ and his Troop/^'^ * 
with good Guides were ready ^ and attended his Majcfty till 
the break of day ; by which time he was paft thofe Quarters 
he moft apprehended ; but he was ftiil to march between their 
Garriibns; and therefore made no delay, butmarch'd all that 
day J pafSng near Burkigb upon the HiU, a Garrifon of the 
Enemy, from whence fome Horfe waited upon the Rear, and 
cook and kill'd fome Men, who either negligently ftaid be- 
hind, or whofe Horfes were tired. Towards the Evening 
the King was (b very weary, that he was even compell'd to 
reft and deep for the fpaceof four hours, in a Village within 
tig\izmikso(N9rttmmft9m. At ten of the Clock that Night, 
they begun to march again; and were, before Day, the next 
Morning paft D^vntry ^ and before Noon, came to Bmtkurj \ ^ni mivu 
where the Oxfvrd Horfe were ready, and waited upon his Ma- '^^ 
jefty, and coaduded him fafe to Oxford that Day ; fo he £• 
niih'd the moft tedious and grievous march that ever King was 
exercifed in, having been almoft in perpetual motion from the 
I0& of the Battle iANaJeij to this hour, with fuch a variety 
of difmai accidents as muft have broken the Spirits of any 
Man who had not been truly magnanimous. ktOxfordy the 
King found himfelf at reft, and c^e to revolve, and reflect 
upon what was paft, and to advifc and confult of what was to 
be done, with Perfons of entire devotion to him, and of fteady 
Judgements^ and prefently after his coming thither, he writ 
that Letter of the feventh of Navemier ^ and , (hortly after, 
the other of the feventh of DeamStr-y both Which are men* 
tion'd before, and fet down at large. 

The Prinoe of fyales did not enjoy fo much reft and ea% tu k^h^v 
in His Quarters; for, upon the hurry of the Retreat of the -^IF*»r' >» 
Horfe, which is mention d before, and which indeed was full Jj^^*^'" *" 
of confufion, very many of theTrain'd-bandsofOwTrwj/broke^JJJ,' " 
loofe, and run to their Houfes, pretending '^ they foar'd that 
^^ the Horfe would go into that County, and plunder them ; 
for which fear they had the greater pretence, becaufe, upon 
the Retreat, many Regiments had Orders from the Lord 
IFmtwartb to Qiarter in Oeraswic/; of which his Highnels was 
nofooner advertifed, than hefent his Orders poiitive, ^^that 
^^ no one Raiment of Horfe fixNild be there, but that they 
*' ihould be all Quartered on the Devmt fide. Upon that, they 
were difperfed about the County, for the fpace of thirty miles 
breadth, as if no Enemy had been within two days march of 
them. There werpnow drawn together, and to be engaged 
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together in one Adfcion againdft cheEnemv, lU the Hoiie and 
Fooc of the Lord G^rh^ ; the Command whereof, the Lord 
IVentmortb challenged to himfelf by depuration 5 the lior.c 
and Fooc of Sr Richard Greeftvil; and the Horfc and Foot cf 
General Dig^, neither of which acknowlegded a faperiority 
in the other, beGdes the Guards ; which no body preicadcd 
toComandbut the Lord CapeL When the Prince remov'd 
from Taviffaci^ the raifing the Blockade from Vhfmmab ^ts 
absolutely neceflary, and it was concluded, as ha(h been did, 
at a Council of War, ^* that it would be fit for his Hijbndir 
**Co remove toLaimceHMy whither the Train'd bands, and 
^^the reft of the Foot Oiould likewife come^ and theHorfe 
^ march on the Devtm-Jbire fide , and Qs^^^'ter moft conve- 
^* niently in that County. The care of the Retreat, and bring- 
ing the Frovifions from Tavsffcckyvrta committed toSrpkiarJ 
Creenvil ; which was perform'd by him fo negl^eody, thit 
befides the diforders he fufler'd in Taviftocky by the Soldiers, 
a great part of the MagaS&ine of Viduals, and three or four 
hundred pair of Shoes, were left there j and fo loft. The 
day after the Prince came to Lannafiomy Sr Bklmrd Greewvii 
writ a Letter to him, wherein he reprefented '^ the impoili- 
•*bility of keeping that Army together, or fighting with rt in 
^ the condition it was then in ; told him, ^' chat be had, the 
*' night before, fcnt diredions to Major Creneral HMrris( who 
Commanded the Foot that came from about PfynMifh) ^co 
*• guard fuch a Bridge ; but that he return'd him word, that 
^* he would receive Orders from none but General J>k^i 
** that General Digiy faid, that he would receive Ordew from 
** none but his HiEhnefs ; that a Party of the Lord ffha99nh\ 
^' Horfe had the fame Night come into his Quartets, where 
" his Troop of Guards, and his Firelocks were \ that neither 
^ fubmitting to the Command of the other, they had fallen 
^ foul, and two or three Men had been kill'd ; that they con- 
^ tinned ftill in the fame place , drawn up one againft an- 
*^ other \ that it was abfoluely ncceflfary, his Hiahncfii (houM 
^conftitute one Superior Officer, from whom all thoTe inde- 
*' pendent Officers might receive Orders ^ without which, it 
*^ would not be poffible for chat Army to be kept together, 
•' or do Service ; that for His own part, he knew his Scvc- 
^ rity and Diicipline bad render'd him fo odious to the Lord 
^Gorhg^z HorfC; that they would fooner choofe tofefvc the 
"Enemy, than receive Orders from Himj chercfofehc de* 
^ fired his Highneft to conftitute the Earl of Bmtffri , or 
" the Lord Oft^^, to Command in Chief, and then he hoped, 
" fome good might be done againfi the Enemy. 

The mifchiet was more yifible by much than a remedy; 
it was evident fome A^oo muft be with the ^neroy YfH^ 
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few dayt, and whatinconvetiicnce would Bow from any aU 
teration, atrochaconjuoftare o£time) was not hardtoguefs^ 
when both Officer and Soklier were deiiroas to take any oc* 
cafion, and to find any excufe to lay down their Arroes; and 
it was plain, though there were very few who oould do good, 
there were enough tl^at could do hurt ^ faefidcs, whoever was 
fit to undertake fo grdac a truft and charge, would be very, 
hardly entreated to take upoif him the Command of a diflb- 
luce, undKcipIin'd , wicked , beaten Army, upon which he 
muft engage his Honour , and the hope of what was left, 
without having time to reform, or inftruft them. That which 
made die refolution neceilary, was, that though there was lit- 
tle hope of doin£ good by any alteration in Command, there 
liras evident and demonftrable ruii^ attended No- alteration; 
and they who were trufted might be accountable to the 
World^ for not advifing the Prince to do that, which) bow 
hopelc6 ibever, only remained to be done. 

Thereupon, on the fifteenth of Jamunjy his Highnefs n^ Ut4 


made an Order, ^^ that the Lord HSiiffMlhould take the Charge Hopton 
*' of the whole Army upon him j and that the Lord Wtta-^ *••« ?•«- 
<^ njoorth fliould Command all the Horfe, and S* Bkhari Grem- \';^2^^^ 
^^ nnl the Foot. It was a heavy impofidon, I confefi, upon ^^ ^fSm 
the Lord H9ftim( to the which nothing but the moft abftraA* ^rmj. urd 
cd Duty and Ot)edience could have Submitted ) to take charge ^c^t- 
of thoie Horfe whom only their Friends feared, and their Ene* ^![^J[J 
miet laughed at ; being only terrible in Plunder^ and refo- th^HM-h 
lute in Running away. OfaUthe Train'd-bands ofCormaalyGnnkwii 
there were not three hundred left ^ and thofe, b y fome infii* ^ 2^'* 
fions from GretMviln3)d others, not (b devoted to him as might 
have been expefted. The rcfl of the Foot ( befides thofe who 
belonged to the Lord Garmg^ which were two Regimems of 
about four hundred) wereche three Regiments of about fix 
hundred^ which belong'd to S^ Richard QremvH, and the Of^ 
ficers of them entirely His Creatures; and thofe belonging to 
General Dig^ yWhich were not above five hundred; To tliefe 
were added (and were indeed the only Men, but afmall 
Troop of his own of Horfe and feme Foot, upon whole affe-^ 
Aion, courage, and duty he could Rdy ; except ibme parti- 
cular Gentlemen, who could only undertake for themfelves ) 
about two hundred and fifty Foot, and eight hundred Horfe 
of the Guards ; who were Commanded by the Lord Capely and 
entirely to receive Orders from his Lordfliip. 

The Lord Hofton very generoufly told the Prince, " that 
^it was a cuilom now, when Men were not willing to fub« 
*'mitto what they were enjoyn'd, to fay, that it was againft 
^' their Honour ; that their Honour would not fuflfer them to 
^^ do this or that ; for His part^ he could not obey his Higb- 
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^ ^^nefs at this time, without rdblviiig to Ibfehis Honour, 

^^ which he knew he muft, bat finoe lits Highnefi thought it 
^^ neceSary to Command liim, be was leadj to obey him wiA 
<< the lors of his Honour. Since the making of this Order wif 
concluded an AEt of abfolute neceflity, and the Lord Ik/im 
had fo wonhily Submitted to it, it was pofitively rdblv'd iiT 
his Highneb, ^^ that it flx>uld be dutifully Submitted to by aU 
^' other Men ; or that the Refiilers Qioutd be exempftrily pa- 
^nilhed. There was not the leaft fiifpicion that & Jwm 
GremvU would not willingly have Submitted to it. but it was 
believ'd that the Ijord U^Mivmrtby who had carrfca himfcif fo 
high, and more infolendy finoe his difbrderly retreat dito bt- 
fore, would have refus'd ; wUch if he had done, it was rdohr'd 
by the Prince prefently to have oommttted him, and to ittve 
defir^the Lord Cspelto have taken thediarge of die Hork. 
His Highneftfent S^RktsrdGnewvil aLetterof rfasoiDSy 
"for the advice which he hadgiven^ and whidi, he&id, he 
^ ** had followed, as by the wdoEsd (Met he might percd?e ; 

( ^^bj which his Highnefs had committed the care and chsiee 

r ^^ot the whole Army to the Lord Ihfim^ appoi n ting that the 

"Lord m$ftw9rtb (hould Command ail the Horfe, and Sf

befides that he had given the advice, he could have icfiifei

I the next day after he received that Letter and Order: aTomiry

" Lord Hoft^n, It plainly appeared now, that his drift was to 
^ ^ fiay behind, andCoinmand Csiwum/^ with which, confider- 

ing the premifes, the Prince thought he had no reatoo to 
truil him. He fent for him therefore, and told him ^ die a- 
*' treme illconfequence that would atrend the publick Service^ 
^ if he (hould Then, and in fuch a manner, quit the Chaige 
^ his Highnefs had committed to him ; ihax more (bouU not 
^^ be expeded from him than was agreeable to hisheakhj and 
^ that if he took the Conunand upon him, he (hooUi take 
<^ what Adjutants he pleafed to aSift him. 1^ notwxMbnd- 
ing all that the Prince could fay to him, or (iich of his Ffieads 
^ who thought they had Intereft in him, he condnned obU- 

nate ; and pofitively refufed to take theCbaigei or to leodie 
Orders from the Lord Htf^«s. ' What 
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What flKXikl the Prince have done? for befides die ill 
coofequeooe of fuflertng himfelf to be in chat iDaoaer con- 
temned, at a time when that Ann^ was £> indifpofed, it was 
very evident, if GivMrn/ were at hberty, and the Army once 
marched out of Cnwrnsly he would have put himfelf in the 
head ^all the diicontented Party, and at leaft endeavoured to 
have hindred their retreat back into Otrwomi, upon what og* 
cafion foever ; and for the pr^fent that he would under- hand 
have kept many from marching with the Army, upon the 
feofeleft pretence of defending meir own Country. So thati SrR Green- 
upon full coQ&deration, his Highnels thought fit to commit ^^^ '^fii 
him to Prifon to the Govemour of LMmefi^ ; and within ^n^'Tb^ 
two or diree days after, lent him to tl^ Mount ; where he Tn .cV emm 
remain-d till the Enemy was poOefled ot the County ; when mitt him f 
hisHighneis, that he might by no means fall into their hands, '^''/**« 
gave him leave to Traniport himfelf beyond the Sea. 

Tub Lord ffhtPotm^^ though he feem'd much furprifed 
with the Order when he heard it read at the Boards ^d de« 
fired '^ time to. oonfider of it (ill the next day, th^c he might 
'^confer with his Officers; yet, when the Prince told him, 
*^ tha^ he would not rdfer bis Ads to be icanned by the Of* 
^' fioers ; but that he {hould give his pofitive /V^yej>. whether 
'^ he would fubmit to it, or no ; and then his Highocls knew 
'< what he had to do ; he only defired '^ co co^fider till the 
'^ Afternoon ; when he fiibmttied ; and went that Night out 
of Town to his Quarters ; of which moft Aden were not glad, 
but rather wilhed (iinoe they knew he would never obey 
chearfiiUv ) that he would have put the Prince to have made 
further alterations : which yet would have been accompaoiect 
widi hazard enouen. By this time the Incelltgence was- c^r* 
tain of the lofs otD^Hnmnby which added neither Courage, 
nor Numbers to our Men ; and the importunity was fudi froo) 
£9tfffr for prefent rdief, that ther^ leexp'd even a Beceffity 
of attempting foznewhat towards it, upon how ereat difadvan- 
tage foever ; vai therefore the Lord Haftom refol v'd to march 
by the way of cbimlef ; that fo, being between the Enemy 
and Bsnft/la^le, he mij^ht borrow as many Men out of the 
Gaxrifon, as could be ipared ; and by ftrong Parties at leaft 
to attempt upon their Quarters. But it was like wife refolv'd, 
^^ that in refpeft of die (hiallnefr of the numbers, and the ge* 
^^ neral hidiipofition, to (ay no worfe, both in Officer and Sol* 
^^ dier^ it would not be fit for his Hiffhnefs to venture his own 
"Perfon with the Army; but that he Ihould retire to Tru*^ 
*' r#i and refide there ; againil which there were objedions 
enouf^ in view, which were however weighisd down by 
greater. 

Whoevkk bad obferv'd the temper of the Qentjff of 
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that County towards S^ Rkbsfd QrwrnviLot the Cbnxnrof 
the Common People againft his Oppreffion, and Tyransj, 
would not have believ'd, that fuch a neoeflary prooeediqg a* 
gainft him, ac that tii!lne, could have been any Uopopabr 
A&y there being fcarce a day, in which Ibnoe Pecitioo vu 
nor prefented againft him. -As the Prince palled chrosgii 
B^dmm, he received Petitions from the Wives di many fob* 
ftantial, and honeft Men; amoi^ the reft, of the Mayor of 
UJHthkly who Was very eminently well afleded and uiefiil 
to the King's Service; all whom Gr^emvH had oomroicted to 
the Common Goal, for prefuming to Fifli in that River | die 
Royalty of which he precended belonged to hiin,by Virtoeof 
the Sequeftration, granted him by the King, of die Loid A^- 
hrts's Eftate at LMthetberkk ; whereas they who were oom- 
mitted, prerended a Tide, and had always ufed die libei^ of 
Fiflhing in thofe Waters, as Tenants to the Prince of bii H^ 
lien's M^nnor cf Uflkhie/ ; there having been long Soits be- 
tween the Lord I^mhs and the Tenants of that Msnnor, for 
that Royalty. « And when his Highneft came to TmnpA^ 
he was a^ain Pedtion'd by many women for the liberty of 
their Husbands, whom Sr Richard had committed to Pr^ 
for refufiog to grind at his Mill, "which, he &id, diey were 
^ bound by the C«ft<>m to do. So by his Maitial Power be 
bad Aflerted whatever Civil Intereft he thoiight ft to hy 
claim to ; and lifeVek^dilcharged any Man out of Priibo,till he 
abiblutely fubmitted to his PJeafure. 

T HE R « were th the Goal at IiitMMf^sjiL at this dme when 
himfelf wa2f cbmmltted, at leaft thirty mfbos^ CooflaUes 
and other Meii, "whom he had committee^ and impoM Fines 
upon, fqme ^6f three, foor, atod five hundred pounds, upon 
pretence of Delinquency f of which he was in no cafe a pro- 
per Judge ) for the payment whereof they were detatn'd in 
Prifon. Artongft' the r^ft, was the Mayor of S Ives, coc 
Hammdnd^ who had then the repuracion of anhoneft Man; 
and was certified to be fuch by Colonel JMn^tbeGover* 
tiour, and by all the Neighbouring Gentlemen. After the 
late Infurrefiion t>)cre, which is fpoken of before, be had 
given his Bond to S^ Rithatd GrHmfil^ of five hundred pound, 
to produce a young Man, who was then abfent, and accufea 
to be a favourer of 'that Mutiny, within fo many days. The 
time expired befoki^ the Man could be found ^ but witUs three 
days after the expiration of the term, the Mayor fent the Fel- 
low to S^Kitard Greemvii^ That would not latisfyi bathe 
fent his Marflial for the Mayor him&If, and required fifty 
pound of him for havirig forfeited his Bond, and upon hit re- 
fufal forthwith to pay it, committed him to theOoalat JUns- 
affim, Tbo Son of the Mayor prefented a Petition to the 

Prince 
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Prioce, at Tr«rr#^ for bis Father's liberty , fetting forth the 
matter of fad; as it was, and annexing a very ampte teftimony 
of che good AfFedfcion of the Mao. The Petition was rcfcrr'd 
to Sr Bkbard Greemvi/, wich diredion, '^ that if the cafe were 
^' in truth fuch. he Ihould difcharge him. Aflbon as the Son 
brongbt this Petition to bim, he put it in his Pocket ^ told 
him, ^^ the Prince underftood not thebuiinefs; andcoramit-^ 
ted the Sou to Goal, and caufed Irons to be put upon him for 
his prefumption. Upon a fecond Petition to the Prince, at 
Lawuefiomy afcer the time that S' Richard hirx^clf was com- 
mitted, he dircffted the Lord Hfiptonj '^ upon examination 
'^ of the truth of ir, to difcharge the Man : of which, when 
Sr Richard heard, he fent to the Goaler ^' to forbid him. ac 
'^ his peril, to difcharge Hammond 'y threatning him ^^ to 
^^ make him pay the Money ; and, after that, caufed an AAioa 
to be enter 'd in the Town Court at Launcifton upon the forr 
fcicure of the Bond. Yet, notwitlifianding all this, he was 
no foqner committed by the Prince, than ^ven tbofe who bad 
complain'd of him as much as any» exprcflcd great troi^le; 
and many Officers of chofe Forces whicn he had Command* 
cd, in a Tumultuous manner, Pctition'd for his releaie ; and 
others took great paips to have the indifpoiitittn of the Peo- 
ple, ^nd che ill a^idcots that foUow'd, imputed to that pro- 
ceeding againft Sr Richard Greenvilj in which none were 
more forward, than fome of th? Prince's own Hooleholdl 
Scrvancs j whp were fo tender. of Him, that they forgot their 
duty to their Maftcr. 

1 T was Friday (he fixth of Feimaryy before the Lord JFfiy^ 

ton could move from Launceitony for want of Carriages for 

their Ammunition, and Provifion of Vi&ual. Neither had he 

then Carriage^ for above half their little Store, but rely'd 

upon the Commiijioners to fend the remainder after; and fo 

went ioTorrinffon y where he refolv'd to faften, till his Pror 

vifioos could be brought up^ and he might receive certain In- 

ccliigence of the Motion, and Condition of the Enemy. He 

had not continued there above four days, in which he had 

Barricadocd, and made fome little Faftnefles about the Tow% 

when Sr Thomas Fairfax advanced to Chimleyy within eight 

Miles of TorringtOMy with fix thoufand Foot, three thoufand 

five hundred Horfe, and five hundred Dragoons ; of which 

fonear advance of the Enemy (notwichftanding all the fkriO: 

Orders for keeping of Guards; whereof one Guard was, or 

was appointed to be, within two Miles oidimley) he bad 

not known but by a Lieutenant, who was accidentally plun-* 

dering in tho(e parts, and fell amongft them. So negligent, 

and unfaithful, were both Officers and Soldiers in their 

duty. 
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The urd The Lord Rtft&m haviogthislncdligeiiceof tbeSarogtii, 
HoptoD/ ^d Neighbourhood of the £jaemy, bad h» Eiedjoo of two 
^tJ^J.jrj^*' things, either to retire into C^rmoaly or to abide them lAcre 
toii*i"&r ^^ ^^ > "f^- fi''ft> befidcs the diihearcning of his Men, fecm'd 
Thonijf rather a deferring , than a preventing of any milcUef that 
fiiihx. could befal him ; for he fbreiaw, if he bioaght chat great Body 
of Horfe into C&rw»al, the few that remained of theTraiod* 
bands, would immediately diflblve, and run to their Houibj 
and the remainder of Horfe and Foot, in a flxirt time, bede^ 
ftroy'd without an Enemy. Therefore he rather chole, noc- 
wifthftandiog the great difadvantage of Number in Foot, to 
abide them, in that place ; where, if the Enemy ihould at- 
tempt him in fo fad a Quarter, he might ddend himfeif widi 
more /uivantage, than he could in any other place. So be 
placed his Guards, and appointed all Men to tbeir Po&s, bar- 
mg drawn as many Horie ( fuch as on the foddain be cooM 
get) into the Town, as he thought neceflary; the reft being 
Ordered to ftand on a Common, at the Eaft aid of the Town. 
But the^ Eikmy forced the Barricadoe in one place br the bafe- 
nefs of the Foot; with which the Horfe in the Town more 
bafely receiv'd fuch a Fright, that they could neiAer be made 
to Charge, nor Standi but, in pafett oonfufion, mo avaf^ 
whofe example all the Foot upon the Line, and at their odier 
Pofts, followed; leaving their General (who was hart in the 
Face with a Pike, and his Horfe kill'd under him) with two 
or three Gentlemen, to (hift for themfelves ; one of die Of- 
ficers publickly reporting, left the Soldiecs (bould not maie 
haft enough m running away, *'that he faw their General nm 
** through the Body with a Pike. The Lord H^m recover- ' 
ing a freOi Horfe, was compelled ( beingduis defened by his 
Men ) to retire; which he did, to theBorders of Cmfmal; 
and ftav'd ^tfStrattan two or three days, till about atboufand 
or twelve hundred of his Foot came up to him. It was then 
in confultatfon, fince there was no likelyhood of making any 
(land againft the Enemy with fiich Foot, and diat it was vi- 
fible that Body of Horfe could not long fubfift in Ctnmlj 
whether the Horfe might qpt break through toOst/^^ivfaich, 
in refpeft of their great wearineft, haviuR flood two or duree 
Days and Nights m the Field, and the Et^mies ftiengdi be- 
ing drawn up within two Miles of them, was condoded \o 
be impoflible. Befidcs fthat there wa^ at diat tfme a coolkieflt 
affurance, by an Exprefs (S' Z> W^si) out of Frnce^ **of 
'* four or fire tboufaad Foot to come from thence witbio three 
*' Weeks, or a Month at fartheft 9 thofe Letters, said the Mef- 
fenger, averring, ^ that moft of the Men were ready, when 
•* He came away. 
The Enemy advanced to Straftm, and fo to Utrnti^i 
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where M' S^SffPfff, who had iJ ways pretended to be of the 
Kli^s Party, with hit Regiment of Train'd-bands, joyn'd 
with them ^ and (he Lord Hoftm$ retired to BdJmm'y the Horfe, 
Officer^ an4 Soldiers, notwithftandtng all the ftridt Orderf, 
very nbgligditly p6rfbrming their duty ; infomuch as the Lord 
Hoftim protefted, **that. from the time he undertook tfce 
** Charge to the hbur of their diflfalving, fcarce a Party or 
** Guard appev^d with half the Number appointed, of within 
**two hoars cff thetitae; ^nAQirtrmg'i BrWde, having the 
Guard ut)ohaI>own near iBv/nmr, dre^ (in without Order^ 
and without fending out a Scout; inromuch as the ^hole erou 
of the Rebels, were at daytime marched within three Mile^ 
before th^ Foot' iii JMmm had an]( notice. ' So that the Lord 
Hfptm wiw inftahtly forced to draw off his Foot and'Carria^ 
Weftwaiy*; arid Tccpi ttie Field that cold Night. Being the 
firft of iMifiv* ; but could not, by all hisOrders diligfchtly ftnt 
out, draw any confideraUe Body of Hprfe to him by the end 
of thc-'next day} they havift^Ou^ftcrcd thttnfelvcs at plea- 
fure over the Country, many above twenty Miles from Scd* 
fnm^ and many running to the Enemy j and others purpofely 
flaying in their Quartets, tUI the Enemy came td dlfpofllHs 
them. 

Whe:n by die diforders and driftraftii;>ns of the Arti^^ 
which are before fet down, his Highiiefi was pei^fwaded to 
make his own Refidence in C&rjfmai, he came to Thuro oil 
the ixtl> day of Fetruaty: where he received a Letter from 
the King, direftedto thoie four of theCoundl wh6 had Sign* 
ed that to his Majefty at nvi/hct. This Vttret ^2S dated 
at Oxfbrd the fifth of Tttruinjy atid contained theie words ; 

' **YouR8 from Tavijhck hath fully fatisfied me, why my 
^ Commands concerning Prince cbdrks his going beydnd Sea 
" were not obeyed. And I likewife agree with you in opini- 
^' otij that he is pot to go until there be an evident neceflity ; 
''al(o approving very much of the Steps whereby yoii mean 
** to do It. But withal, I reiterate my Commands to you for 
" the PririccV poinf ostt^ whenrccver there Ihall be a vifible 
^'hazard of. his falling into the Rebels hands. In the mean 
^* time, I like very well that he (hould be at the head of the 
^' Army ; and fo much the rather, for v^hat I (hall new im- 
^ part to you of ray refolution, &c. And fo proceeded in the 
Communication of bis own defign of taking the Field; which 
was afterwards fruftrated by the tliefbat of tny Lord Jtfilfjy 
and the ill fuccels in the Weft. 

The Prince having ftaid (bme days at i:'mf$^ went tbrht 
Tmbmki inceiiding only to recreate himfelf for two or {T'T^n- 
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tbrcf days ^ and to quickco,. the^Viforks, which were veU ad- 
vaaoed> his Highnels having iflucd all the Money he cooki 
mocure^ coward the finiibipg q£^ cbcm. But, in the very 
Mori^fQg that he meant to recurii to Tnar^^ ht9 Army bdog 
then retired, and Fahfax .at the edge of Cfrmwsl^ the Lora 
fJiffUm and the Lord Cafel Tent Advertifement^ '^that chey 
f^had ieverally reoeiv'd {n(elligeof:e of a defiga to feifc tbe 
^' Periah of the. Prince.^ and that many Perfons of Qaaliry d 
^^ the Country were privy to it. Hereupon the Prince cboughc 
it moft convenient to ftay wliece Jie wa3, aQ4 fo returo'd do 
more co-7>«r». The tune of at^ent danger was now in 
view, and if there were in trut^ any defigu of ieifiqg the 
PrinceVPeribn, they had reafon to believe that iome of hiis 
own &rvant8 were not, ftrangers to it. The Lords O^/ 
and Hfiftou being at the hxmyj^ .only the Prince, die Lord 
Cakp^fer^ and the Chancellor ^oExfie Exchequer, koeur the 
Kii4^s Pleafiire, and wlyit .was to be done. Aod they two 
J)ad ta^ confidence^ that they ^uld. haveReputacioaeoough 
10 g6 thrPUgh with it ^ the £arh of Serkjbki cohciuiiag very 
jealous of toe defignof going into France^ whatever diey (aid 
to the coi\t;rary : The Govermxir. of the Ca£(k was Old sjad 
Fearful, and not refolute enough to be tru^cd^ abclliisSoo. 
t||ough a gallant Gentleman^ 3Xki worthy, of afj Tnifi, bad 
litde Credit with his Father. 

Ther K was po Letter from the King Cthinigh they had 
long before de&ted fuch a onc«. and prppofcd the Form) k 
to bie publickly (bew'd, in which there were not ibraeClaurcs 
which would have been applied ^o his Ms^^/b <SS:rfke j 
efpedally if he Oiould have been at U^dnt. waicb'W$s then 
confidently averr'd by fome, who fwoie "they met Urn at 
' ^^Vxbridgi. Therefore thcfe two CpunfeUorscondiukd," that 
'* the Prince's going away muft ieem to be tbeefitftof Coon- 
<^fel upo^ neceffity) and thic appeanance of danger tobis Per- 
''fon, without anv roentlon or , the King's Command. But 
how to procure ^is Rcfblutnqn.from the Council vas the 
difficulty. Thcv very well knew the Lords misds who were 
abfenr, but durS: not own that icnowledg^ left itbe defiga 
might be more fufpefted : In the end, having adyiled BM- 
mn Wake^ to caufe the Fr igat belonging to JUfibrnk^ and the 
other Shi^, to be ready upodau hours wanung^they pr^ 
po^ \n Council, when the Lords, Berk Jbire^ iM Brttifin 
jircTc prefentj "to fend M' Fanjhaw to the Army,toreceifechc 
^'opinion and advice ofxhcl^rd^ that were there, what 'was 
**beft to be done with refcrenoc'to the Perfon of djcPrincc^ 
^and whether it were fit to hazard him in Fendemm \ wUdi 
was according^ done. Their LordQilps, acy:ordipg to the 
former Agteement betjireqi ^cpi, r/!tumd theit ^vke, " ^ 


^^ it Wfl» iio(^ fl!( ip^. advedtum ^i? Highncfs in that Caftic 
^^( which wpuki nop only noc preferve his Perfoo, but pro- 
^^ bably, by his ftgy thefe, mighc be loft^ but by his abfence 
^^ mighc. defend ic felf J and that he (hould remove to ^fy 
^* or 5«fy^ Thifi , won M' Fan/ham*6 report, was unani- 
naoufly confented to oy the wholk Council. 

But becaufe Jirfif was to near to Fravce^ and lb might 
give the greater umbrage, and that SSly was a part of Conmal^ 
and was Jby them all conceived, a pl^e of unqueftionajble 
flrengch) the pttblickRefolucioo was for SSly^ it being in their 
power, when they were at Sea, to go for Jerjiy. if the Wind 
ivas fair for one, and aofs to the other. So the RefolutioQ 
being imparted to no more that Night, than was of abiblote 
neccffity (for we apprehended damour from the Army, from 
the CouQcry, and from that Garrifon in whofe Power the 
Prince w^s) the next Morning, being Monday^ the fecQCu) 
'of Matihy after the News was come that the Army was re^ 
tiring from Bodmm^ and the Enemy nurching furiouily afcejr, 
and thereby Men were fufficicntly awaken'd with the appre* 
henfion of the Prince's Safety y the Goyernour and his Son 
were call'd into the Council, and ioaade aoauatnted with the 
Prince's Refolution, ^^ that Night to Embark himielf for SSfy^ 
^^ being a part of Ofrmi^a/; from whence, by fuch aids t^ 
*' relief, as he hoped he fliould procure from France and For- 
^^ reign par^s, he (hould be beft able to relieve them. And 
accordingly, that Night, about ten of the Clock, he put 
himfelf on Board ; and on IVedMefday in the Afternoon, ar« 
riv'd fafe in SiUyi frotn whence, within two days, the XjQtdvmmh 
CokfeMr was lent JntoF^itMrtf, to acquaint the Qieen '* witb^^^fv^illyf 
^^ his Highpefs's bcmg at ^/i7^;.with the Wants and lB(^m* 
'^ modities of that place \ and to defire fiipply of Men ^nd 
^' Monies for the Defence thereof, and the Support of his 
''own Perfon^ it being agreed in Council, before the Lord 
CoUfeff€T*& going from SiBy^ '^ that if, upon advancement of 
''the Parliament Fleet, or any other apparent danger, his 
'' Highneis Qiould have caule to fufpeft the fecurity of his 
'^ Perfoo there (the ftrengch of the j^lace hfi no degree an- , 
fwering expectation, or the fame of it) ^'he would imme* 
'' diately Embark hiipfelf in the famePrigat (which attended 
there ). ** and go to. J^rfiy\ 

Whsn the Lord Uefttm found that he could put no re- 
ftraint to the Licence of the Soldiers, he called a. Council of 
War to coniidcr what was to be done. The principal Oi-^ 
ficers of Horfe were fo far from coo&dering any Means to 
put their Men in order, and heart to face the Enemy, that 
they declared in plain Fn^> ^ ^^ ^^^ Men would ne- 
f'#er be brought to Fight, and there{bre propoCbd pofitively^ 

?to 
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<^to fend for aTreaty : From which noConeOBicer diflfeoced, 
except onljr Major General l#tf , who always profefled agaM 
it. The Lord H^ftm told them, ^it was a thing he could 
<<noecoD(etit to without ezprefs leave ftom the Prtnce (who 
^ was then at PoiinMMr-Caftle ) to whom he would in»ie- 
^^iately difpatch away an Exprefs} hoping, diat, byditc 
d&y, he ftiould be able to recover the OflScers to a better 
Refolotion ;^ or that, by the advance of the Enemy, tbef 
would be compeli'd to Fight. But they continued tbor im- 
poftunicy, and at h& ( no ^oubt by the advice of our ova 
A Men J for many, both Officers and Soldiers, went evc^ day 

a to them) a Trumpet arrived from Sr Ammt PdhfaxwJA 
a Letter to the Lx>rd iflls|^Mr, ofiering a Treaty, and makftig 
Ibme Propofitions to the Omcers and Soldiers. His Lord- 
Blip Communicated not this Letter to above one orrvo^ of 
principal Truft ; conceiving it not fit, in chat cfifcrder and 
dejededneft, to make it publick. Hereupon, all the prin* 
cipal Officers aflemble together (except the Major Geoeral, 
Iff ^ ) and expreffing much difconcent that they roigfac not fee 
the Letter, declare peremptorily to the Lord H^^ **that 
•'.if he would not confent to it, they were reiblv'd to Treat 
^* thcmfelves. And from this time they neither kept Guard?, 
nor pcrfDrmM any Duty j Their Horfe everv day mingling 
prkh thofc of the Enemy, without any AA of Hoftility. In 
thb ftteight, the Lord Hopf^ having fent bis Ammunidon 
and Foot into Pendemtky and the Mount, and declared, "chat 
•* he would neither Treat for himfelf nor the GittihoSy he 
gave the Horfe leave to Treat; and thereupon tbofe Artklcs 
• ' " were concluded, by which that Body <^ Hoik fns diSAv'd ; 
TW iMd ind Himfelf and the Lord Capely with the firft Wind, wcfct 
Hopcon*' frojq the Mount to ^, to attend his Highnefs; who, as is 
'^ *r- feldjWa^ gone thither from P#»inKssr.Caftie, after the Enemies 

' whofe Army *ras cnter'd CMn^iL

i D^j H,. unprofpcrous year liJ^+y ( for it was upon the Aree and tweo-

Pendennif. ^^^ j^ ^jji be neceffary to inform the Reader of one parri-

ceedings had been at Oxford againft Doke »■*»; «» 
how he had been firft feiit Prifoner to Brt/hl^ and fromthtfcc 
to.^£'»fair»iif-Caftle in Cormoal And fincc we (halllicreafttf 
find him aftii^ a great part fdr the King, and General in the 
Head of a great Army, it would be very incongnioos, after 
having fpent fo much time in Orsnpir/ widiout fomudJ** 
naming Mm, to leaire 1^Jen ignorant what became of hifflr 

and haw he dbsainJd his Liberty ; which be employed after- 
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Wftrds with fo much 2^1 for the King's Senrice to the lofi of 
his Life ; by which he was not only vindicated, in the opiV 
nion of many Honeft Men , from all thofe Jealoufies and 
Afperfions, he had long fufler'd under ; but the prooBcding 
that hod been tgainft him at O^ord, was looked upon by 
many as void of thatjuftice and Policy, which had been le- 
quifioe ; and they concluded bv what he did after alone Im- 
prifonmeot, how much he might have done moreSucceftfiiily, 
if he had never been reftrain'd. Without doubt, wlut he 
did afterwards, and what he Sufler'd, ought, in great mea« 
fiire, to ftee his Menoory from any Reproaches for the Er- 
rors , or Weaknefs, of which he had before been guilty. 
What were the Motives, and Inducements of his Comndt* 
inenr, have been at large fet down before in the proper place. 
It remains now, only to fo down how he caa)e at laiito be 
poflefied of his Liberty, and why he obtain'd it no footier, by 
other more eradous ways from tne King -, which might have 
been an ob&gation upon him ; when it might eafiiy have * 
been forefeen, that he muft be, in a Qiort time, at l^ibeny, 
notwlthftaoding any oppofition. 

When the Prince firft vifited Cmfmsl, to fettle his own 
Revenue of that Dutchy ; which was the only fupport he bad, 
and out of which he provided for the carrying on the King's 
Service, upon many emergent occafions ; he ipeot fbme days 
tXlhtray to fotle ills doty upon the Tim, by Virtue of his 
smdent Privilege of Preemption. And in that time, which 
was about the end of 7ari$r , the Govcmour of Pewdemm^ 
Caftle invited him to dme there ; which his Highnefi wil* 
lingly accepted, that he might take a foil View of the Situa* 
tion and Strength thereof^ having it then in his view, that 
be might probably be compelled to refort thither. Every 
Man knew well . that Duke Hnmbm was then a Prifoner 
there, and therefore it was to be confider'd, what the Prince 
was to do, tfthe Duke Ihould defire, as without doubt he 
would, to kils his hand. And it was refolv'd without dif- 
pute, ^'that the Prince was not to admit fuch a Perfon into 
*^ hb Pivfence, who ftood fo much m his Father's difpteafure, 
<c and was committed to Prifoo by him ; and that none of 
^' the Council, or of his Highnefs^s Servants, ihould vifit, or 
'^ enter into any kind of correfoondenoewith him. There- 
upon the Governour was adviied, in regard the Accommo- 
dations in the Caftle were very narrow, ^'that, during the 
<< time the Prince was in the Caftle, the Dukefoould be re- 
*^ moved out of his Chamber into one of the Soldier's Houfes^ 
which was done accordingly . This the Duke took very hea- 
vily, hmenting ^ that he might not be admitted to fee the 
<^ Prince i and had a defire to have conferred with the Lord 
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O^bpefpmr^ or the Chancellor , which they were not thea at 
libeity to hive facisfied him io. He afterwards tenewM the 
fiune defirc to them both , by his Servant M^* Ibamkm, 
Hereupon, when the Chancellor was (hortly after fenttoyifit 
the Ports of ^adflw>^ the Monnt, and PeuJemris^ whtdi wv 
about the middle of AnguB ( the bufinef^ being, under the 
diiguife, to provide for the Prtnce*« Tranfportatioo, wbeo ic 
fhould be seceflary ) the Prince referr'd it to him '^co ketbe 
^^Duke, if he found it convenient. When became to Pev- 
ihtmh. and was to ftay there neceOTarily fome days, he wias io- 
form'J, ^ that the Duke came always abroad to Meals, and 
^ that at that time all Men fpoke freely with him : So diar, 
eidter he was to be made a ciofe Prifoner by his bdog there, 
or they were to meet at Supper and Dinner. The Cover- 
nourtnen asked iiim, *^ whether the. Duke (houM come z- 
<< broad. The Chancellor had neither Authority oor Realba 
to make any alteration ^ therefore he told him, *'he knew 
' ^/hia own oourfe, which he prefumed he wooldobferve who- 
^^evet Jrame; and that if the Duke pleafed , he woqM wait 
^ upon him in hisChambery tokifs his hands before Supper; 
the which he dki. 

W H B K the Duke, after (bqie Ciniiicies to him whom he 
bad long known, and £bme Reprosches to the Govemoar, who 
.was prefenc, ^^of his very ftnA ufage and carriage tovardt 
^^iiirn; which, he faid he beiiev'd he could not juftify 
( whereas the Chancellor weUJtnew, that the Goveraour was 
abfofaicely govern'd by himj fpoke to him of his own soo- 
dition, ancTof '^ his Misfortune to fall into his Mzjettfs dif- 
^^ pleafiire^ without having giving him any Odence. He told 
him, ^f that he had veiy much defired to fpeak wMi him, 
'< that he might make a Proportion to him, whidi hethought 
^' for the Kinjg's Service ; and he defired,. if it feem'd fo to 
^^ Him, that he would find means to recommend it to his 
^^ Majefty, and to procure his acceptance of it- Then be toU 
him, <' that he was an abibluce Stranger to the AflBdrs of both 
*^ Kingdoms, having no other Intdugence, than what here- 
<(ceiv'd from Gentlemen whom he met in the next Room at 
<< Dinner ^ but he believ'd, by his Majeft/a late kb at 
*^ Nafify^ that his condition in i^ghmi was very much worfe 
'^ than his Servants hoped it would have been ; and dierefixe, 
<^ that it might concern him to tranfaft his bo&iefi in M- 
'< land aflbon as might be : that be knew not in what ftate 
'^the Lord Mwk^fje was in thatlUngdom, but he was per- 
'^ fwaded that he was not without oppoiition« He fiiU, ^ be 
^< was confident that if he himfelf had his ia>erty, he coaU 
<<do the King confiderable Service, and either indine diic 
f Nation powerfully to mediate a Peace in finri^ or po« 
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*' firi Ycly ro declare for the King, and joyn with Mumtrpje, 
He fiiid, ^^ he knew, it wai^ beUev'd by many, tbet the Ani- 
^' moficy was Co great from him to Mwrntrifi^ who indeed 
^^ had done him very caufleTs injuries^ that he would rather 
^^ meditate Revenge than concur with htm in any Adbkm ; 
^bur, he faid, he too well underflood his own danger, if the 
^^ King ft^d Monarchy were detlroy'd in ch*8 Kingdom, to 
** think of Private Conrention and matters of Revenge, when 
^ the Publick was (b much at Stake. And he roufl: acknow- 
^^ ledgl*^ how uojuft foever the I^ord M^tMrtfi had been to 
^' him, he had done the King great Service j and therefore 
protcfted with' many Afleverations, ^' he ihould joyn with 
^ him in the King's behalf, as with a Brother; and if he could 
^' not win his own Brother from the other Party, he would 
^ be as much againft Him. He faid, he could not apprehend 
^^ that bf9 Liberty could be anv way prejudicial to tl^ King ; 
^^ for he would be a Prifbner m\\ upon his Parole^ and would 
'^ engage his Honour, that if he found he could not be able 
'^todohisMajefty that acceptable Service, which he defired 
*^ ( of which he bad not the leaft doubt ) he would fpeedily 
'^ return ^ and render htmfelf a Prifoner again in the pla^ 
^' where be then was. In this difcourfe he made vcty great 
profelSons, and exi>reflions of his Devotion to the Kii^s Ser- 
vice, of his Obligations to him, and of the great confidence he 
had, in'this particular, of being ufeful to his Majefty. 

A F T E R he made fome paufe, in expedation of what the 
Chancellor would fay, the Chancellor toki him, <^ he doubted 
^' not but he was very able to ferv^ the King both in that and 
'^ in this Kingdom ; there being very many in both who bad 



*^ and Fidelity to the King, if by any Meflage from him to 
^* his Friends, and Dependents in the Scotifb Army then be- 
*' fore Hfrrfard^ or to nis Friends in SatUmd^ his Brother be- 
^' ing the head or prime Perfon of Power there that oppofed 
^' MmmtTofi^ they Ihould declare for the King, or appear wil* 
'^ ling to do him Service \ and that he having free liberty to 
'^ fend, throcf h the Parliament's Army, to Jjmimy or into 
^^ Sc&tlamdy he might aflbon do the King this Service, as re- 
'^ceiveaWarrant for his enlargement; which, he prefumed^ 
^^ be knew could not be granted but by the King himfeif. 

T N s Duke replied, *' that he cxpeAed that Anfwer, but 
^* that it was not poffible for him to do any thing by Meffiige 
'^.or Letter, or any way but by his Prefence : Firft, that they, 
*' in whom he had inteteft, would look upon any thing he 
'^ Ihould write, or any Mcffiige he ihould lendj u the icfiilc 
* "of 
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^of diftrefs and cx>ropulfion,not ofhisaftdion orjudceont 
<< Bcfides, he faid, be looked upon himfelf as very odkxii id 
^ chac NaCiofi) which was irrecondled to him for his zdto 
*^the King, aod thought this a joft judgement of God opoo 
^ htm for not adhering to ihem. Aad, he fiud, for bis owd 
^ Brother^ who he heard indeed had the greateft Masoa 
<^npon their Counfels, he had no reafon to bexonfideoc to 
<< him, at that diftance ; for, befides the extreme injuiy be 
<' had done him, in making an efcape fromOxfprdy by whidi 
<< both their inoocencies were made to be fufpcded, and for 
<^ which he {hoqld never forgive him, be was the Heir of the 
^^ Houfe and Family ; and iie believ'd, would be oooteot that 
<^ himfelf ihould grow bid and dye in Prifon: whereas, if he 
'^ were at liberty, and arooogft them, be was coofideot fome 
^' for lovcy and others for fear, would ftick to him ; and be 
<' Ihould eafily make it appear to tbofe who wereferafia- 
<* gasnft the King, that it concem'd their own inteieft to fop- 
<^ port the King in his ju/l jpower* However, he cooduded, 
^* that the worft that could come was his rctorotog to Prilbo, 
<' which he would not fail to do. So the difcourfe ended for 
that ^ighc. 

The next day the Duke encer'd again imo the Guse Ar- 
gument, with much earneftnefs, that the Chaocdbr would 
interpofe, upon that ground, for his libertv; who told hiffl, 
^^ that he was fo ill a Courtier, that he could not diilefflUe to 
^^him.: that he was not (atisfied with his Reafoos, aod could 
^ not but believe, he had intereft enough, at that diftaoce^ to 
^^ make fome real demonftration of his Afiedion to tbe Kiog, 
'^ by the impreilion he might make upon bis Depeadeoa aod 
^ AUies : and therefore that he could not oflEer any advkato 
^ the King, to the purpoTe he defired. He told lum, ^ that 
^< he had been prefenc at the Council-Table wheotM King 
^^ Commuoicatra thacbufinefi, which concero'd him, to die 
'^ Board ; and that be gave his opinion fully, and caroeftly, 
''for bis Commitment; being fatisfied, upon the Informatk)D 
'5 that was given concerning him , thathis Aftdiootodie 
'' Kii^ was very Queftionabl^; and that it appealed, diac be 
^^ had oeen earneftly prefled by thoTe Peifons of Honour in 
^ that Kingdom, upon whom his Majefty relied, to dedare 
^ himfelf; and that if he could have been induced fo to iOf 
^ having promifed the King he would, and havii^ Autho- 
^ rity to that purpofe from him, they might very eSSIyhave 
^ fuppreOed that Rebellion in the bud : but that his Lordbip 
''and his Brother, were fofar from oppofingit, thatthevery 
*' Pioclamai{ion which had ifliioi out therefor thegaieralli^ 
^' furfcftio4\( which Proclamation was perufed at Coundl- 
f'TabkyWhephe wa3 committed) was not only fet forthis 
% ^*hii 


*' hit Majefty't own Name, but Sealed with his S*gnet ; whtch 
^ was then in theCuftodyof theEarlof I.^nvT'/ri^ his Brother^ 
^he being Secretary of State in that Kingdom. That thofe 
'* who were the principal Informers againft him, and who 
^' profefled that they could do no Senrice, if he were at librr-^ 
^* ty, now fince his reftraint, being arm'd with nomore Au* 
** tnority than he had, at his laft being there, when the King* 
** dom was in Peace , had , upon all diAdvanrages fmagin- 
'^able, when that Kingdom was totally loft to the King, re- 
*' duced the greateft part of it again to his obedience ^ and the^e- 
*' fore, whether it was bis Lordfhip's Misfortune, or his Fault, 
'^ fince things profper'd fe well in his abfence, he could not as 
'^ a Counfellor , adrife the King , wirhout the privity and 
^^confenc of the Lord Mmmtrofi^ or without fonie fuch Tefti- 
** mony of bis Service, as he Imd before 'propofed, to give 
'^ him his Liberty : and that any ill fucceis, which pombly 
*' might have no relation to that Ad, would yet be imputed 
^'to that Counfel; and the Lord Mountr9fi have at leaft a 
^' juft, or probable ezcufe, for anything thatihould happen 
** amifs. 

The Duke thanked him for the freedom he had ufed to^ 
wards him ; and faid , ^* upon the Information which was 
*' givenagainft him, he murl acknowledge the proceedings to 
^ be very juft ^ but he was confident , whenever he mould 
*' be admitted to a fair hearing, he fhould appear very inno- 
^ cent fiom the Allegations which had been given. He faid, 
^ he had never made the leaft promife to the King, which ha 
^had Mt exadly performed ; that he had not Authority or 
''Power to croft any thing that was done to the prejudice of 
*' the King; and therefore to have made any fuch Attempt, 
f'or Declaration, as fome Ix)rdshad defired, in that conjun- 
*'^re of time, had been to have deft roved themfelves to no 
^' purpofe : and therefore, he made haft to the King with fuch . 
** rropoficions, and Overtures, that he was confident, if he 
^ bad been admitted to have fpoken with his Majefty, at his 
*' comirig to Oxford^ he fhould have given good farisfadion 
'' in them ; and thfcn intended immediately to have return'd 
^ into St9tlandy with fuch Authority and Countenance, as the 
f* King could well have given him ; and doubted not but to 
** have prevented any inconveniences from that Kingdom : but 
'^ chat by his Imprilbnment ( which he could have prevented, ^ 
^' for he had notice upon his Journey, what was intended, and 
^^crufted fo much in his innocence, tbar he Would not avoid 
^' it ) all ch<^ defigns failed. For his Brother, be tould fay 
^^ nothing; buthebeliev'd himanhoneft Man; and for the 
** proceedings of the Lord Momttrafi, though he h&d reeeltr'd 
(< good affiftance from Ireland^ which was a good FourldatioTi, 
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<< heoould not but fry, it had been little left thaaioiracu/oa: 
^ However, he preuRDed the work was ooc (o near done 
^< there, but that Hia Ailift^ce might be very feafooabk. 
After this they fpoke ofiea cc^etfaer ^ but this was the fiib- 
ftanceandi^fultofall; be iohftiog upon his prefent Liberty^ 
and the o^ber as preffiog, that he would write to his Friends. 
YettheChaocellor promifed him ^co prefeot, by the firft 
^' convenience, hisSutt and Proportion to the Kiag ; w^h 
be (hordy after did in % Letter to the Lord D^tjt^ 

Upon the firft news of the lofsof the Battle of Ki^^ it 

was enough forefeen, that the Prince himfeif might be pa 

to a retreat to Pemlmns-CsiRle. Thenefore they wilhed^ '^ itai 

^' it might be in the Prince's power^ upon an emeigeat occa- 

^'fioB, to remove the Duke from ihat place. Wiudicoofi- 

deration tbeLordC^A^pir^ prefentedcotheKiif, stihisbe" 

ing with him in fTsks^ and thereupon a Warraor was feot 

from the King, for the removal of the Duke to Sif ; which 

was likewife iorefeen that the Prince might repair to. As the 

Enemy drew nearer the Weft, many good Men were very 

follicitous, that the Dukefliouldbe removed from Pemhm^ 

having a great jealoufy of the intereft he had io the Go?er- 

nour i oi which there was fo univerU a fufpicion, that maoy 

Letters were writ to the Council , ^' chat if he were ooc 

« fpcedily difpofed to fome other place, they feared the Ciftlc 

'^would be betrayed : and S^ Richard GreettvH writ cameftly 

to the Prince about it, as did S' Harry KiUtgrem ( a Pedbo of 

entire Afiedions to the King, and a true Frieooof the Go- 

vernour ) very importunately. So thataboar the Moocbof 

November y the King's Warrant for his remold wu feot- to 

S' Arthur Bajfet Govemour of the Motmt^ who went to Fm- 

7>«^ Ha- dennis in the Morning, and took him with him to the Mouor, 

roilion M iji order to remove him to Silly ^ when the time ibould require 

^tbtUtm. *' » ^^^ ^"^^ expreffing great trouble and difcontent that he 
' (hould be removed, and pretending, << that be ooold not ride 
^^ for the Stone ( of which he complain'd fo much, that he had 
Petitioned the King for leave to go into Frana to be cut ) and 
the Governour, and all that Family and O^urrifon, madeihev 
of no lefs grief to part with him, be having begotten a great 
opinion in chat People of his Integrity and Innocence. Buc 
when the Duke faw there was no Remedy, he mouDtexi a 
Horfethat was provided for him, andpafleddie Jouroej^cry 
well. 

After the lofs of Dartimniby fome Perfons of oear troft 
about the Prince refumed the difcouife agam d eola^iog 
the Duke, and believ'd that he would be able to do the King 

![reat Service in the bufinefsofj^^ri^aii; and this prevaiJetf 
ofar with one of the Lords of the Coundi, that, upon ti« 
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eonfideoce of D' Frszier^ tbe Prince's Phyficiaofhe made a 
Journey with the I> to the Mount ; and did think, that he 
had fo much prerailed with the Duke, that he had confented 
<^ to fend a Servant fpeedily to the Scoti/b Army in Epgiand 
*' ( who (bould likewife paTs by the King, and carry any Let- 
*^ters to his Majeftv from the Prince J to perfwade them to 
*^ comply with the King ; and that he would likewife difpatch 
'* darks Mmttoj into ZcQtland^ infiruded to his Brother Lam^ 
^^ rick^ atid that Party, to oblige them to joy n with Moimtrofi. 
'^ But Dr Frazier conjFeOed to thofe he trufted, that the Duke 
'^rather con&nted to it to fatis^ that Lord's vehemence and 
'^ importunity, than that he had any great hope of fuccefs by 
'Mt^ infixing ftiil, that nothing but his own Liberty would 
^'doit : for which he gave areafon, that before had never 
been heard of, and was very contrary to what the Duke had 
faid to the Chancellor, which was, ^< that the State oiScetUmd 
^' was fo fenfible of the injury done to the Duke by his impri*> 
*' fonment (which he had faid before that they were very glad 
'^ of) that they had made an Order, that there (hould never be 
'^ Treaty with tbe King, or agreei/ig with Mnm$rofi^ till he 
<( was at Liberty, or broujghc to a legal Trial. And when 
Ctarks Murtaj went, lo him for his inftru&ions , though he 
faid much for him to fay again to his Friends, and his Brother, 
towards their declaring for the King , he diicouraged him 
much as to the Journey, reprefenting to him ^^ his own dan- 
*'ger, and the ftriA Orders that were in Scotland ^%vx& di- 
^' vifive Motions^ of which, he (aid, he feared this would be 
''taken for one. 

This made the Council to have no mind to be engaged 
in any Treaty with him« and lefs in propofins; or confenting 
to his Liberty ^ not only upon the former knowledge they 
had of his difpofition and nature, but alfo that they believ'd, 
if he were not fincere, he would do much mifchief ^ and the 
more for being in any degree trufted ^ if he were fincere, that 
he would be able to do more good for the King, by being 
redeem'd out of Prifon by the Enemy, than by being re- 
leafed by the King or Prince. And therefore , when the 
Prince remov'd in that haft and diforder fiom Vendmrns to 
SBj^ there was no poflibility of removing him; fo that, at 
the Surrender of the Mount, which was, by his advice, muchc;^ tu 
fooner than they had reafon to do it, when they were able losmrrtm/tr^ 
defend themfelves for many Months , he was enlarged, and'^'^^'T^* 
remov'd himfelf to Louden by fpeedv Journeys on Horfe-^^*^'?V^. 
back^ and did never after complain oi the Stone; which he ' '* 
before protefted ^ would kill him, if he were not cut with- 
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The K3ifi'f We left Che King in Oxford^ free from the trouble and 
tfsmfMaipmt uneafinersofchofe perpetual and wandering Marches, in which 
*'^*^'*'- he had been fo many Months exerctledj and quiet from all 
rude and infolent provocations. He was now amongft his 
true and faithful Counfellors and Servants, whofe Amnion 
and Loyalty had firft engaged them in his Service, and made 
them ilick to him to the end ; and who, if they were not able 
to give him affiftancc, to ftem that mighty Torrent that over- 
bore both Him and Them, paid him ftill the Duty chat wss 
due to him, and gave him no vexation when they could na 
^ive him comfort. There were yet fome Garrifons recnaimng 
in his Obedience, which were like, during the Wincer Sea- 
fon, to be preferv'd from any attempt of the Enemy. But 
upon the Approach of Spring, if the King (hould be without 
an Army in the Field, the Face of tho(e few places was ca& 
CO be diicern'd. And which way an Army could polEb/y be 
brought together, or where it fliould beraifed, was not with- 
in the compaG of che wifeft Man's comprehenfion. How- 
ever, the more difEcuIcit was, the more vigour was to be 
applied in the attempt. fForceBer, as it was Neighbouring 
to Waies J had the greatefl Outlet and Elbow*room j and the 
Parliament party that had gotten any Footing there, behaved 
themfelves with that Infolence and Tyranny, that even they 
who had called them thither, were weary of them, and ready 
to enter into any combination to deftroy them. Upon wbico 
profpefi, and fome invitation, che King fent the Lord Alflej 
( whom he had before, at his being at Cgrdjfj conMtutcd 
Govemour ofthofe Parts, in the place of che Lord Gerrdrd) 
to Worceftetj with order '^ to prcKeed, as be ttioiiM God him* 
*'felf able, towards the gathering a Body of Hoife iog<eiher, 
** againft the Spring, from thofe Garrifons which were left, 
*' and from Wales : and what progrefs he made towards it will 
be foon known. 

When a full profpeA , upon the moft mature delibera- 
tion, was taken of all the hopes which might with any co- 
lour of reafon be entertain'd ; all that occurred, appear'd (b 
hopclefs and defperate, diac it was thought fit to refon to an 
old expedient , that had been found as defperate as any ; 
which was a new Overture for a Treaty of Peace : for which, 
they who advifed it, had no other reaibn, but that they could 
not tell what elfe to do. CrcmweB had left Fshfgx in the 
Cromwen Weft, and with a Party Sclecfted had fet down before Bfj^i 
rmkt» win- and his imperious Summons having been rejedeti, he Stonn'd 
ehcftcr Mi the Place and cook it, and put moft of theGarrilbn to the 
Rifiog. Sword : and a little before Wmbefier had Surrendered upai 
eafy conditions. The Icflcr Garnfons in che Norch, which 
had ftood out till no w^ were reoder'd cyetY day ; and the 
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Sc9^ Army, which had march'd as far as their own .Borders, 
was called back, and required to Befiege Nevjari So thac 
whoever choughc the fending to the Parliament ( puflfed up 
and fwoln with fo many Succefles ) for a Peace, would prove 
CO no purpofe, was not yet abJe to tell, what was like to 
prove to becter purpofe. This reflcAion alone prevaiFd with 
the King, who had enough experinoented thoie inclinations, 
to refer entirely to the Council, ^^ to choofe any expedient, 
*^ they thought rood probable to fucceed, and to prepare any 
^^ Meflage they would advife his Majefty to fend to the Par- 
^.'lianaent. And when they had confider'd it, tlie Overtures 
he had already made, by two feveral Meflages, to which he 
bad receiv'd no Anfwer, were fo ample, that they knew not 
what addition to make to them; but concluded,/^ that this 
*^ Meflage (bould contain nothing but a refentment of That, 
<< and a demand of an Anfwer to the Meflages his Majefty 
*' had formerly fent for a Treaty of Peace. 

ThisMeflige had the fame entertainment which *e for-I^^^'^Lr 
mer had receiv'd. It was ceceiv'd, read, and then laid afide titf!^tftt 
without any Debate; which they who wifh'd well to it, h2udp»Mt,»k$ek 
not credit or courage to advance; yet ftill found means to«^^^^^ 
convey their advice to OrforJ, "that the King Ihoujd ^^^^^'^ 
'* give over that importunity : and they whohad little hopes *^*'' ; •

^^ nacy . The S(9fs were griev'd and enraged, to.fee their Idol 
Presbytery fo undervalued, and flighted, that hefides the In- 
dependents power in the City , their very Aflembly of Di- 
vines every day loft Credit and Authority to fupportit ; and 
deiired nothing more than a Treaty for Peace: and many 
others who hiui contributed moft to the fuppreflion of the 
King's Power , were now much more afraid of thcii* own 
Armv, than ever they had been of His Authority; and be- 
lievQ, thac if a Treaty were once fet on foo:, it would not 
be in the power of the inoft violent to render it incfledlual : 
or whatever they believM themfclves, they conveyed this to 
fome about the King, as the concurrent advice of ail who pre- 
tended to wifh weU : And fome Men took upon them to 
lend the fubjed of what Mefltge the King (hould fend, and 
doath'd in luch expreffions, as they conceived were like to 
gain ground; whicn his Majefty could not but gracioufly ^Q-miMajefiy 
oept; chough he very feldom imitated their Style. {•^d, sgmn 

After the King had long expeded an Anfwer to his laft/^^j-^V* 
Meffige, induced by thofe and the like reafons above men- f^J^^^ 
Cion'd, he fent again to the Parliament, ^^ chat they would Richmond 
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*' fend a Safe Conduft for the Duke of Kcbm9iul, and the

^^ Palmer J bj whom he would make fuch particular Propo* 

*' ficion$ to them as he hoped would produce a Peace. To

''to admit thofe Lords and Gentlemen to come into their

Spthiefat$ nor By them, aflented to ; nor did they apprehend 
••it* a means-conducing to Peace, to accept of a Treaty for 
^ few days, wffh any thoughts or intentions of returning to 
« Hofttllty again. They oBferv'd, "that his Majefty defircd 
'* the engagement, not only of the Parliarfient, but of the 
'• Chief Commanders in S^Tboman Fsirfax's Army, and thofe

Peace, a^ was probably to be hoped for from the Party that 

fovernM the Armyi which govem'd the Parliament. The 
ling therefore ufed all the means which occurr'd to him, or 
which were advifed and propofed by others, to divide the 
Independent Party j and to prevail with fome ptncipal Per- 
fons of them, to find their Content and SatisfaAion in ad* 
vancing his Intereft. That Party comprehended many who 
were not fo much Enemies to the. State, or to the Oiurch, 
as not to delire heartily that a Peace might be eftablilh'd up- 
on the foundations of Both, fo their own particular Arobitt- 
.ons might be complyM with. To them the King diought he 
might be able to propofe very valuable Compenlations for 
any Service they could do Him ^ and the power of the Pref- 
byterians,. as they were in conjundion with the Sc^s^ feem'd 
no unnatural Argument to work upon thofe, who profofled 
to be fway'd by matter of Liberty of Confcience in Religion : 
(ince it was out of all queftion, that they fliould never find the 
leaft fatisfadion to their Scruples, and their Principles in Church 
Government, from thofe who pretended to EjcCt the King- 
dom of ye/us cMfi. And it was thought to be no ill Pre&ge 
towards the repairing of the Fabrick of the ChurcVi ol Bfig- 
' land^ that it's two Mortal Enemies, who had expofed it to fo 
much Pcrfecution and Oppreflion, hated each other as noor* 
rally, and laboured each others Deftnidion, with the (aooe 
Fury and Zeal they had both pradiced towards Her. This 
rea(oaab(e imagination verv mudi difpofed the King , who 
yras well acquainted with tne unruly Spirit and Malice of the 
Presbyterians, to think it poffible tnat he might receive fome 
benefit from the Independents ; a Faftion newly grown up, 
and with which he was utterly unacouaiiKed : and his Ma* 
jefty's extraordinary Afiedton tor the Church made him the 
lets weigh and confider the incompatibility, and irreconcila- 
bienefs of that FaAion with the Government of the Sute ; of 
which, it may be, he was the lefs fengble, becauie he thought 
nothing more impoffible, than that the Bf^l^b Natipn (hould 
fnbmit to any. other than Monarchical Government. There 
werebefidesan over- adtive and bufy kind of Men, who fttU

fliould cberifli the hopes of their complyaoce, and the King ; 

as willing that they mould believe chat his Majefty mifht be 1 

prevaii'd with to grant. more, than at firft he appeard re- 
tolv'd to do. 

T H K truth is, though that Party was moft prevalent in 
the Parliament j and comprehended all the Superior Officers 
of the Army ( the General only excepted ^ who thought him- 
felf a Presbyterian ) yet there were only three Men, y^^Hfj 
Cr^mweBy and IrttMiy who governed and difpofed all the reft 
according to ihctr Sentiments ^ and without doubt they ha4 

not yet publilbed their dark defigns to numy of their own ^ 

Party, nor would their Party, at that time, have .been fo nu- 
merous and confidcrable, if they had known, or but imagined, 
that they had entertain'd thofe thoughts of Heart, which thev 
grew every day left tender to conceal, and forward enovgh 
to diicover. 

There was another Intrigue now fet on foot, with much ^ 7>Miy

Pifrsr had given encouragement to the Queen of EftgUmi^ then/Mt Ar Hmi 
there* to hope that Thdt r^ation would return to their Duty ; W!f*- 
and tne Queen Regent, in the great generofity of her Heart, ^ 

did real]y3efire to contribute SUL that was in Her Power xq 
the King's recovery. To that purpose, flie ient MoMtnvil ^t 
this time with Credentials to the ittng, as well as to the Par- 
liament ^ by whidi theC^een had opportunity to Communi- 
cate her Advice to the King her Husband; and the Envoy had 
Authority ^* to engage the Faith of FratM^ for the perfor* 
^' mance of whatfoever the King Ibould promife to the Sc^fs.

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Tbt^ wis che^ft idftftnce, ttAdlc wfll appeara rcryhnj 
oM^ that aForreign SoTeratgn Prince gave, of wtfiitng a Re- 
cooctliiffloti, or to ^t a fcridd to the Civil War m & Ma* 
jefty'^ Dominions ; towards die ctmcrivance whereof and the 
frequent fomenting it, too many of them comHbntiod too 
much. The old Maltim^ <^that the Crown of BigidmdooM 
^ BftHalioo the Diflferefidw which fell out beM<^ the PHdccs 
^^ df 'fyir0fky by it's incHtiing to either Party, Bad knade die 
Miiiifterv of our State too negNgent in cultivating die Afledi- 
ona of their Neight)oor» by -any real Obligations ; as if they 
were to be Arbiters only in the Difierences wbich iUl out 
iMWe«m> others, without being tbemfelveft lyabie to any im- 
ptvffion^of adverfe Fortune. This made the tmexpefted Ca- 
lamity that brfel this Kingdom not tngratefiil to it's Neigh- 
bours on all fides ^ who were willing to iee it vetken'd tni 
chaftiied by. it's own ftrokes. 

Cardinal KkheBeu^ out of the haughtinels of lusown 
nature, and immoderate appetite of revenge, under the dtf* 
guife of being jealous of the Honour of his Maftcr, had dtf- 
cover'd an implacaUe hatted ^ainft the EnB/hy erer fince 
that unhappy provocation by the Tnvafion of the Ifle of Ite, 
and the declared ProteAion of R0cM; and took die firft op- 
portunity, from the indif|)ofidon and murmurs of ScHlamd^ to 
warm that People into Rebellion, and 6w the Poyfon diereof 
profper, and fpread to his own wifh ; which he romented by 
the French Embafladour in the Parliament, with all the Ve^ 
nome of his Heart ; as hath been mendon'd before. As lie 
bad not unwifely driven the Queen Modier out of Framcfy 
or rather kept her from returning, when (he bad uoac/vifedly 
wididrawn her felf from thence, to be was as vt^ant to keep 
b^r Daughter, the Qneen of BngtMrnd^ from coming tbitber ; 
which (he refolv'd to have done, when the carried die 
Princefs Royal into Hdffmuli in hope to work upon the King 
her Brother, to rtiake fuch a (eafonable Declaration sgamft die 
Rebels of SS^^Mu/, and SMhM^ as might terrify tbem from 
th^ farther profecutton of their wicked purpofes. But it was 
rtiade k^own to her, '^* that her Prefenoe would not be ac- 
^•ceptablc in PfOMie-y and fo, for the prefent, that enterprife 
was declined. 

Bt>T Hrat great Cardinal being tiowdead, and the Kiqr 
hfmieif dying within a flibrt time after, theAdminiftration or 
the AthHtif of that Kingdom, in the Imancy of theKmg, and 
un<{^r h\i Mother, the Qtieen Regent, was committed to 
Cardinal Mazarm^ an ItdSan by Birth, and raifed by ttidbebm 
to the degree of a Cardinal, for his great dexteritvtn patting 
Csfii into the bands of F^Mce^ when the Spamari had given 
it op CQ faim, as dieNuttio or die Pope, and in tnift &t it 
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fhoold remain hi the PoGfeffioo of his Holioefs, till the Title 
of the Duke of MmOms (hould be determin'd. Thb Car- 
dinal was a Man rather of different, than contrary Pans from 
his Predeceflbr ; and fitter to build upon the Foundations 
which he had laid, than to have laid thofe Foundations ^ and 
to cultivate, by Arcifice> Dexterity, and Diffimulation ( in 
which his Nature and Parts excell'd ) what the other had be* 
gun with g^t ReTolution and Vigour, and even gone through 
with invincible Conftancy and Courage. So that, the one 
having broken the heart of all oppofition and contradidion 
to the Crown, by the cutting ofFthe Head of the Duke of 
AiojOm^mtcy , add reducing Monfieur , the Brother of the 
King, to the rnoft tame fubmiffion, and incapacity of foment- 
ing another Rebellion, it was very eafy for the other, to find a 
complyance from all Men, now fufficiently terrified fiom any 
contradiction. And how great things foever this laft Minifter 
perform'd for the Service of that Crown, during the Minority 
of the King, they may all, in juftice, be imputed td the pru- 
dence ahd provio^noeof Cirdinal Richelieu*^ who had reduced 
and di<bofai the whole Nation to an entire Subjedion and 
Submtflion to what (hould be impofed upon them. 

CARDiKTAt Mazarmj when he came firft to that great 
Miniftry, was without any Peffonal Aiiimofity agamft our 
King, or the iS^sAi'^ Nation ; and wad no otherwife delighted 
with the dtftraAion and confufion they were both involv'd in, 
than as it dUabled the whole People from making fuch a con- 
junction V^ith the Sfanisrdy as might make the prosecution of 
that War ( upon which his Whole Heart was let ) the more 
difficult to him : which he had the more reafbn to apprehend 
by the Refidence of Dm Alitfh de Cardenas^ Embaffadour 
from the King of SpMtltj ftill at LandoHy making all AddrefleS 
to the Parliamenr. When the Quden had been compeird in 
the laft year, upon the advance of the Earl of Effex into the 
Weft, to Ttanfport her felf out ofComwal into Fraiice, Ihe 
had found there as good a reception, as fhe could expefl; 
and ttcti^*d as many expredions of kindnefs from the Queen 
Re^nt, and as ample promifes from the Cardinal, as (he 
could wiOi. So that (lie promifed her felf a very good efl&d 
from her Journey ; and did procure from him fuch a prefent 
fifpply of ArmeS and Ammunition, as, though of no great va- 
lue In it felf, fhe was willing to interpret, as a good evidence 
of the reality of his intentions. But the Cardinal did not yet 
think the King's Condition low enough ; and rather defired, 
by adminiftfing little ordhiary Supplies , to enable him to 
continue the ftruggle, than to fee Mm Vldorlous over his Ene- 
mies ; when he might more remember, how fktider AM he 
had redeiv'd^ than That be had b6eti aiBfied j and might here- 
after 
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after make himfelf Arbirer of the Peace between cbe tm 
Crowns. Wherefore he was more follicicous to keep agood 
correfpocxience with the Parliament, and to profefs a Neuai- 
Ucy between the King and them, than inclined to£ive than 
any jealoufy, by appearing much concerned for the King. ' 

DUT afcer the Battle oiKafeby was loft, and that theKn^ 
feem'd fo totally defeated, that he had vei^ iiccle hope of ap- ! 
pearing aeain in the head of an Army, that might be able {o 
refift the Enemy, the Cardinal was Awakened tonew Appr^ 
benfions ; and law more caufe to fear the Monftious power 
of the Parliament, after they had totally (bbdued the King, 
than ever he had to apprehend the ezcefi of gretmei io the 
Crown : and therefore, befides the frequent incitements ller^ 
ceiv'd from thegenerofity of the Queen Regent, who really 
defired to fupply fome Subftanttal relief to the Kii^, he wai 
himfelf willing to receive any PropoGiions from die Qoecflof 
EMgUmi^ by which She thoaghc that the Ktog her Husband's 
Service might be advanced ; snd had atway^s the Dexterity 
and Artifice, by leting things fall in diicourfe, in the prefence 
ofthofe, who, he knew, would obferve and report wiiat they 
heard or conceiv'd , to auife that to be proposed to him, 
which he had moft mind to do, or to engage himfelf in. So 
he had Application enough from the Covenaodng Party of 
Sc9$Umd ( who from the thinning had depended upon Frswa^ 
by the encouragement and promiies of Cardinal RkheBeB ) 
to know how todireftthem, toappiythemfelves to the Queen 
^fBnglamdy that they might come recommended by her Mar 
jefty to him, as a good Expedient for the Kiflg's Servks. For 
they were not now referv'd in their Camplafiics of ribe Treat* 
ment they received from the Parliainent, and of the terrible 
appreheofion they had of being dt(appointed of aU didr hopes, 
by the prevalence of the Independent Armv, and of didr 
Fadion in both Houfcs ; and therefore wilhed nothing more, 
than a good opportunity to make a firm conjunftion widi 
the King; towaros which they had all encourajement ftooo 
the Cardinal, if they made their addrefs to theQaeen,andif 
her Majefty would defire the Cardinal tooondud it And be- 
caufc many things muft be promifed, on the King's bdulf, to 
the Sc^fs upon this their engagement, ^' the Crown of Frmi 
^ (hould give credit and engage, as well that the Se^ts (booki 
'^ perform all that they (liould promiie, as that the Kiog 
'< (hould make good whatfoever (hould be undertakeoby Htm, 
<< or by the Queen on his behalf. 
Moatre* This wasthe occafion and ground of (ending MooGcur 
vii'i N««. jiiawtnvi/ into EtgUmlf as is mention'd before. He ani^'d 
i^JCmr '^ there in jMrntrfy with as much aedit as the Queen Reteoc 
^^' could give him to the Sc0ts^ and as the Queen of Bv^ 
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eoald give him to the King ; who likewife perfw«ded his Ma« 
jefty, to believe, ^^ tbuFramp was now become really kind 
^' to him, and would eogagAll it's power co fcrve him ^ and 
'^ that the Cardinal was well aflfureo, that the Sc9ts would be- 
^' have themfelvea henccforwards very honeftly : which his 
Majefty was willing to believe, when all other hopes had 
failed ; and all the Overtures made by him for a Treaty had 
been rejeded. But it was not long before he was undeceiv'd i 
and difcem'd that this Treaty was. not like to produce better 
fiuir, than his former Ovenures had done. For the firft In* 
formation he received from Mcnirevily after his arrival in 
EfigiMmdy and after he had conferred with the Sc&t^ Commif- 
fioners, was, ^^ that they peremptorily infifted upon his Ma- 
^' jelly's Condefcenfion, and Promife, for theEftabliibmentof 
'< the Presbyterian Government in Etfgiawd^ as it was in Sc0t* 
^^ limd ; without which, he faid, there was no hope, that they 
*' would ever joynr with his Majefty;and therefore the Envoy 
prefled his Majefty ^' to give them fatisfadion therein, as the 
^^ advice of the Queen Regent and the Cardinal, and likewife 
^^ of the Queen of his Wife ^ which exceedingly troubled the 
^^ King* And the Scots alledged confidently, ^ that theQoeen 
'* had expre&ly promiled to S' Eohert Mwraj ( a cunning and 
a dextrous Man, who had been employed by them to her Ma- 
jefty) "that his Majefty ftiould confent thereunto. They 
producedaWritingStgn'd by the Queen, and deliver'd to S' 
Rohert Mnrsjy wherein there were fuch expreffions conoern* 
ing Religion, as nothing pleafed the King ; and made him 
look upon that Negotiation, as rather a Confpiracy againft the 
Church between the Roman Catholicks and Presbyterians, 
than as an Expedient for his Reftoration, or Prefervation : 
and he was very much difpleafed with fome Perfons, of near 
truft about the Queen, to whofe mifinformation, and advice, 
he imputed what her Majeftv had done in that particular. 

Thereupon hedeferrdnot to let Monfieur Mantrevil 
know, ^*that the alteration ofthe Government in the Church 
" was exprefsly againft his Confcicnce ; and that he would 
** never confent to it j that what the Queen his Wife had 
^* feem'd to proroife, proceeded from her not being well in* • 
'' form'd of the oonftituticn of the Government of Effgiand^ 
^^ which could not confift with the change that was propofed. 
But his Majefty ofier'd, ^<to give all the afliirance imaginable, 
'^and hoped that the Queen Regent would engage her Royal 
** word on his behalf in that particuW, that the Maintenance 
** and Support of the Epifcopal Government in Engl^rndfiionxXd 
** not in any degree (hake, or bring the leaft prejudice to that 
** Government that was then fettled in ScotUmd\ and, fer- 
rher beofier'd^ ^^ that, if the Scots iliould (iefire to have the

^'firee exeicife of their Religion, ncoording to thdrownpti- 
<^ &ke and cuftome , whiltt th^ fliould be ac any dme in 
^' England^ he would tflign chell convenieitt places to dm 
<^ purpofe in Lmukm^ ox any other part of the Kiogdom, 
^^ where they (houid defire k. Nor could all the Importuaity 
or Arguments, ufed by /ftnulyvvi/, prevail with his Majefty 
to enlarffe thofe ConcdSions, or in the leaft to recede km 
%hit conflancy of his refolution ; though he iofbrm'd him ef 
^^ the diflatisfa£Uon both the Sc^t'fif Commiflioners, and the 
^^ Presbyterians in L49»J»nhtA in his Majefty's reibltttion» wi 
^ averfenefs from gratifying them in that, which they alvajs 
^* had. and always would in6ft upon \ and that the Scats were 
^^ refolv'd to have no more to do with his Majefty ; but (o a- 
*^ gree with the Independents; firocn whom they oould bive 
^^ better conditions than from Him ; and he fear'd fiich ao A« 
^ agreement was too far advanced already. 

Many Anfwers and Replies pafled between tbeKing and 
M9M$r€wl in Cipher ^ and with all imaginable Secrecy; in 
which, whatever reproaches were caft upon htm sfcerwards, 
he always gave the Kmg very clear and impartial i nformatioa of 
the temper, and of the difcourfes of thole People with whom 
he was co Tranfaft. And d^ough he did, upon all occafioos, 
with mu^h earneftnefs, advife his Majefty to coofeat to die 
unreafonable demands of the i!r##/, which, he did believe, he 
would be at laft compelled to do, yet it is as certain, that he 
did ufe all the Arguments the Talent of his Uodemaodiog, 
which was a very good one, could fugteft to him, to perfwade 
the Sc9ts to be contented with what ue King had fo franldy 
ofler'd and granted tdchem \ and did aiiheoouldroperfwade 
and convince them, that their own piefervatkm, ana that of 
their Nation depended upon the prefervation of the King, 
imd the fupport of his Regal Authority. And It is very me- 
morable, that, in Anfwer to a Letter which Mmtmm writ 
to the King, and in which he perfwaded his Majeft] to agree 
with the Scots upon their own demands, and aroocuA other 
Arguments, afliired his Majefty, ^' that the E^!^ rred>y(e* 
^^rians were fully agreed with the5ir«^/ (which his Majefty 
believ'd they would never be) the Sc9ts having dedaied, 
^^ that they would never in6ft upon the lettlingany other Go- 
'^ vernment than was at that time praAiced in I/mim : urging 
many other fuccefles, which they had at that time obtain'dj 
the King, after fome expreffions of his adhering to what he 
had formerly declared, ufed thefe wordsinbis Letter of the 
a 1 ft of JtmuMYj to Monfieur MmOre'M^ ^^ Let them never flat- 
^' ter themfelves fo with their good fuccefles ^ widMWt pie^ 
^ tending to Prophecy, I willforetel their loin^ csrceptdief 
<< agree with Me i however it (ball pieafe God lo di^e di 
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^' Me ; which they had ^reat reafoo to remember after. 

But becaufe, chough this Treaty was begun, and proceed* 
ed fo far as is recited, before the end of the prefenc Year, 
yet it was carried on, and did not conclude, tillfome Months 
after the next Year was begun, we (ball put an end to our 
Relation of it at prefent, and refume what remains, in it's 
place of the Year enfuing : Only, before we finifhour Account 
oftbeAAions of this unfortunate Year forty five, we muft 
mention one more, which happened on the two and twentieth 
of Marchj juft as the Year was expiring. 

The King had hoped to draw out of the few Garrifbns ^^ ^^^ 
ftill in his pofleffion, fucha Body of Horfe and Foot, as might ,^^^ 'am- 
enable Him to talce the Field early in the Spring, though with- cbuUi mtb 
out any fixed defign. But this was dafh'd in the very beginning, ''w i>«/«^ 
by the total Rout and Defeat the Lord ^Ay underwent j who ^ij* ^^ 
being upon his March from Worcefitr towards Ox/hrJ, with f^^^ ' 
two thoufand Horfe and Foot, and the King having appointed 
to meet him, with another Body of fifteen hundred Horfe 
and Foot, Letters and Orders miicarried, and were intercept- 
ed ; whereby the Enemv came to have notice of the Refolu- 
tion, and drew a much greater ftrength from their federal . 
Garrifons of GlocefiiryWarwkk^Crvewfryy %nd Eve/bsm So 
that the Lord ASlley was no fooner upon his March, but they 
follow'd him; andthefecond day, after he had marched all 
night, when he thought hehadefcaped all their Quarters, they 
fell upon his wearied Troops ; which , though a bold ard 
ftout Kefiflance was made, were at iaft totally jDefeated ; and 
the Lord Afiky himfelf, S' (Aarbs Imcms^ who was Lieute- 
nant Genend of the Horfe, and moft of the other Officers, 
who were not kill'd, were taken Prifoners. The few who 
efcaped, were fo fcatter'd and difperfed, that they never came 
tc^ether again; nor did there remain, from that time, any 
pc^bility for the King to draw any other Troops together 
in the Field.
